1. WHAT SHOULD BE DONE IN LONDON -PASS PORTS -MONEY— LUGGAGE. 

FaSBPOrt.— This is absolutely necessary for the traveller; and can be obtained in England of our 
Agent, Mr. W. J. Adams, 69, Fleet Street. It should be kept in the pocket, for production on demand, 
or in order to get admission to public buildings, Ac, and generally to facilitate one's movements every- 
where. It is the stranger's certificate of identity and his best introduction to official persons of all 
grades. See directum* in Bbadshaw's ConHaental Ouide, 

Money.— 'Sse Bbadshaw's Continental Ottide^ and the table below. Bank-notes are negoeiable in 
some of the principal towns, and sovereigns are received ut the best plan is to change your English 
money into French Napoleons at a respectable money changer's in London or in France (c^tangeur-^ 
agpntde chang?): at the hotels and railways a deduction is made for this accommodation. English 
gold, however, will pass anywhere (English silver is useless) ; so will* the louis d'or or Napolecm, and 
the five franc piece. In calculating expenses lOs. to 20s. per head per day may be allowed. The latter 
sum will cover all charges of living in the best hotels, travelling by first-class railway, and the best 
places in the coach. In the country inns, board and lodging may be had for 6 to 10 franca a-day. 
Living is so cheap in Brittany, that '' Nimrod " says a man may live there like a prince on £60 to £100 
a-year; of course at a sacrifice of many English comforts. 

Moneff aocounti in France (as well as Belgium and Switzerland) are kept in francs and centimes (or 
hundredths) ; the decimes (or tenths) which come between, being seldom mentioned.

Luggage and Dress.— The less luggage you take the better, as all luggage aboTC BOlbs. weight, or 
so, is charged for on the Continent, so that, in this case, it is as necessary to get a ticket for the luggage 
as a ticket for the /are. For the ordinary traveller, a carpet-bag is enough, with half-a-dozen shirts, 
two pairs of socks, and as few other things as possible. The socks should be woollen or worsted, which 
may be bought as you go, throwing the worn-out ones away. Brown, gprey, or dark-coloured dresses 
aro fittest for both gentlemen and ladies ; and as to the stylo, let it be simple. A light overcoat, and an 
umbrella for a stick are essential. Soap is not common abroad, and being charged in the bills, yon 
should provide yourself with a stock before taking up your quarters. The pedestrian must, of course, 
pnt on a stout pair of double soled shoes, and wear gaiters, especially as the roads are more dusty than 
ours. Where shoes chafe in walking, take a sheet of writing paper, grease it over, and wrap it round 
the foot next the skin. This was the remedy adopted by the late Captain Mangles and Mr. Loudon 
when they made the tour of Europe on foot. Good knapsacks may be got abroad. 

Letters.->The traveller will find it convenient to have his letters addressed to him, " Poste Restante,' 
ijt^ till called for, in the various towns in which he expects to be. They will be delivered at the post- 
oflloe on the traveller's addrestf card being shown. There are now two posts daily morning and even- 
ing), from London to France. All letters for France go through the London post-office, and for the 
morning mail, must l>e in the London office before 7 a.m., and for the evening mail, before 6 p.m. The 
approximate time required for conveying them to any part of France can be ascertained by reference to 
Bba]>shaw*8 OoiUinental Railteay Ouide.

No baggage, except a small parcel, or a carpet bag (at nig 
is allowed to be taken ashore by the passengers, but is detained at the Douane or Custom Hoi 
where you may clear it yourself, or pay a porter (eommissionnaires as they are called) to dear it. 

If you make a stay of a day or two at the port, you should employ a cornmissionnaire, who, for a fir 
or two, will clear your baggrage, and take all the trouble off your hands, and save much Inconvenie 
artd loOT of time. The regular charge when you clear it is, per package, 7 sous (S^d.), if under 1011 
14 sous from 10 to 561bs. ; 1 franc, above that weight ; every packet being charged, so that the fewer : 
take the better. For carriage to the hotel you pay a porter 50 cents. (5d.) for the first package^ aw 
cents, for each of the others.

It is not necessary that yon should 
take your meals in the hotel, though it may be advisable to do so as often at oonvenieaoa parmlta. To 
make the most of your time for sight-seeing, two meals a day may suffice— a good breakfast fclif mmmO% 
ta sftaii with, and a dinner at the end of it. iWnolunen seldom make nkor* thaa two regular 
meals. Breakfast costs 1| to 2 francs. If you come back to the table dtMte (ordiMuy) ktpt tft

If you order a dinner at an hotel or restaurant, order it at so much a head, as "diner k deut ftftnot 
«l demi'' (H franca)« "diner k troia" or " k quatre*' franca, 8 or 4 fNUics, 4bc. } or call for tha bill of 
fare (carte) and choose for yourself, out of a list of 100 or 200 various dishes, of ten filUng a req^tabla 
volume. Coffee houses, Ac, where you may smoke, in the large towns, are called ^imanett; commoa 
wine and eaux-dsMe (brandy) are sold at the cabarets. 

X<od8lSgft--8ervaiit8.--When you make a stay at any place, the cheapast plan of living is to takA 
furnished rooms at a private house or hotel (hOteL gami^ or maisou nmbi^J. Tou may get them at all 
prices ; the furniture is much more simple than in England. Have a written agreement, signed by 
both parties, with an inventory of every article, however trifling, and, if advisable from the time of 
year, a stipulation that the landlord pays the furniture tax (levied in tfovember). Seat is payable in 

advanoe. 

Servants are engaged by the month; they utay be sent away, or they may leave, at any tine, by 
paying up to the day. It is most economical to hire one to come a little while, every day, to your 
lodgings, and to bring meals from the shop of th^ nearest traiteur (cook), who will regnilarly send his 
bill of fare to choose from, and supply hot dishes at any hour you please. This convenient arrangement 
is very common in France. If you want to examine any town, Ac, In a hurry, the best thing is to hire 
a laquaii deplaee^ at 5 or 6 francs a day (finding himself), to act as a guide and servant. 

When travelling, ** a pair of leather sheets may be placed beneath the seat cushions, as a preeaotloa 
against damp beds, which, however, are seldom met with in France or Italy. Essence of glng^er is a 
useful stimolant ; and a tea-spoonfnl in a cup of tea, on arriving after a day*s journey, is very refreshing 
Those who are in weak health, and travellers in general, should eat very sparingly of anhnal food on a 
Journey, as it tends to produce heat and flushing. Blaek tea is one of the most useful articles travellen 
ean bo provided with, as it is seldom good in small towns or at inns on the road.** (Edwin Lee*s Cfom- 
pankm to the C^m(iM»^— a most useftil Hand-Book for the Invalid).

S^WByi.— A full list of RAilways is giyen in Bradbeaw'b Continental CMde^ and they are so clearly 
in41icated in this, Hand-Book, by printing the StatlOBB nniformly in thick tgpe^ thronghont the work, 
that it is aseless to say mnch abont them here. The nutp shows that all the important localities In 
France are now brought into daily commnnication with Paris and with each other. 

The great Bailway Companies of France are six^ corresponding to the number of sections in this 
Hand-Book, and are as fellows :—

The total length of lines in actual working in 1872 was about 10,260 miles. Bbax>bsaw*8 Continental 
Battwaif Guide registers all the new openings fh>m month to month. 

The traffic is carefully parcelled out to each system of railways, and each line of the system, so that 
Tchicles to places off a line, run from certain stations, and from those only. In France, before a line is 
opened, not only the rail, but the carriages, engines, stations, and all other details are looked into by the 
authorities, with a paternal eye to the safety of the public, who on this side of the water are accustomed 
to take care of themselves. French raUways are cheaper and more comfortable than English ; the first and 
tocond class seats are stuffed ; they are heated, in winter, with metal cases of hot water, covered with 
' sheep skins ; and first-class fare is l|d. per mile, on the average, while in England it is 8d. Children, 
however, pay full fare above six or eight years ; in England, not till ten or eleven years. Trains do not 
run so often or so fast, but still they run much faster than in Belgpium or Germany. 

Full lists of coaches (emnibusses and diligences) running Arom the stations on the railways, and the 
towns along the roads, are given in this work ; as well as of the steam boats (bateattx-di-vapeur) from 
the ports. The MaUee-Pottet (mail coaches) have been superseded by railways. Diligences (stage coaches) 
run six to ten miles an hour, at an average rate of l|d. per mile. 

Weights and Measures are reckoned according to the metrical system, so called from the m^tre, 
the fundamental unit for long, square, and cubic measures, equal to 3 ft. 8| in. English. Other units, all 
derived from the m^tre, are— the litre (or cubic d^cira^tre) for liquids and dry goods, the ttite (or cubic 
m^tre) fbr wood and solids, the are (or square of 100 square metres) for land, and the gramme for 
weights; which last is the weight of a cubic d^im^tre of water at the temperature of 4* centlg. All

The greatest length, north and south, or Dunkirk to Perplgnan, is 680 miles; the greatest width, 
and west, or St. Di^ to Brest, 470 miles. Area, including Corsiea, ahout 204,000 (Rfuaie miles (thf 
British I slands arc 120,560 square miles). The baek-bone of the country, or line of "water shed,** is 
along the Jura and Vosges mountains, then to the west by Monts Faucllles, then'south by the Plateau 
de Langr es, the COte d'Or, and the Cerennea, whenee it strikes west, to the Pyren^s. Its flioaleal 
off-shoot, the Dauphin^ Alps, rise 14,108 feet at Momt Pelvottx, the highest peak in Franoe; ICoatPtrda, 
in the Pyrenees, is 10,994 feet; Mont Dore, inAurergne, about a,lM~feett Beeulet, in the JnnM, 
6,683 feet. On its Sardinian frontier line are Mont Blanc, 15,732 feet, the highest in Europe; Mont 
Cenis (now pierced by the great Tunnel, 8 miles long), 11,480 feet; and Mont Vlso, 12,600 feet. JM. 
V&an^ in department of Basses Alpes, Dauphind, is the highest village in Franca, viin 6,698 feet tho^m 
sea level. 

Five principal Rivers water the surface of France:— The Mouse, Seine, Loire, Garonne, and BhAn«. 
It is now cut off from the Rhine. The smaller ones are the Escaut, Aa, Canehe, Authie, Sonaa^ 
Touqucs, Ome,Vire, Selune, Ranee, Aulne, Blavet, Vilaine, Lay,;8%vre-Niortai8e, Charente, Leym* 
Adour, Tot, Agly, Aude, Orb, IWrault, and Var. Besides these, and ninety-four streams of the second 
class, there are 8,664 kilometres of canals. The principal CotuUs are the following :—Du Midi, aloBS 
the Garonne ; Du Centre, Joining the Loire and Sadne ; de Bourgogne, from the Tcmne to the Satee ; 
do Monsieur, from the Sadne to the Rhine ; de Briare, uniting the Yonne and Loire with those of Lolra 
and d'Orldans ; de St. Quentin, from the Oise to the Escaut ; de Bretagne, from Nantes to Brest. 

The Roads are in three classes ; 1st,— Routes nationafes (or '' king's highway ") broad and paved, kepi 
up' by the state; 2nd,— Routes dSpartementaies, kept up by the departments ; and 3rd, — Routes vMmcUsi or 
crosfl-roadn, which are left to the communes. Some of the best are thirteen to twenty metres broad, 
paved, and lined with trees ; but the cross-roads are dreadfully bad. There about 36,000 communes in 
FAnco. 

Before 1789, it contained 88 Provinces, which were then sub-divided into 86 Departments, taking names 
from their local position with respect to some river, mountain, Ac. In 1860, after the Austro-ItaJian 
war, it acquired three more — Savoie and Haute Savoie (in Savoy), with the Alpes Maritimes. In 1871, 
after the Oerman war. It lost the Departments bordering on the Rhine, viz.: — Haute and Bas Rhin (or 
Alsace), with a comer of Vosges, one-third of Meurthe, and the best part of Moselle (in German 
Lorraine). With their chief towns and old provinees, they are now as follows ; —

Each Department is placed under a prefect, appointed by the state, and is divided into three to six 
arrondissements^or Sous-Prefectures; these are parted (seven on the average) into cantons (3,834 in all) 
under juges de paix, and these again (six to fifteen each) into Communes^ each having a maire, a parish 
priest or cur^, and his subordinate or vicaire. There are about 40,000 priests in the communes, besides 
£65 monasteries, for monks, and 3,400 nunneries. Each arrondissement has a tribundU de premih^ 
instance (or quarter sessions* courts) ; and the departments are combined for the purpose of forming 
circuit courts, archbishoprics, and military commands. Each department constitutes a diocese. 

About 47,000 primary Schools are establi<«hed in the communes, superior schools or colleges in the towns, 
normal schools and university faculties, tn the chief cities. Chambers of commerce exist at the ports 
and manufacturing towns; public libraries in most large places. There are about 170 fortified places 
of war, in four classes. 

Some of the best Cathedrals are — Chartres, Bourges, Reims, Troyes, Amiens, Abbeville, Beauvais, 
Rouen, Bayeaux, Coutances. The Romanesque style of the earlier churches corresponds to the round- 
arched Norman in England ; Flamboyant, to the florid Gothic (with wavy, flame-like tracery) ; and 
Renaissance, to the Tudor and later styles. 

The Soil of France is very fruitful, and best cultivated on the borders of Belgium; from thence to the 

M>Btb the system gets worse. Fields are unenclosed; farmers live near the villages, away from their

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About three acres in leven are arable, and half as mnch waste. Of 188 millions of acres there are 
abont 30 millions of forest, 35 of pasture and meadow, and ft of vineyards. 

Wheat, rye, oats, potatoes, are the chief crops, the return being one-third less than in England ; beet- 
root is grown for sugar, the annual production of which is 46,000 tons ; French beans and other vegetablet 
are raised in profusion; maize for food ; flax, hemp, tobacco, and a few hops, with rape and cole seed. 
Tobacco and salt are gOTemment monopolies. 

Cider, perry, and a little poor wine are made In the north, down to a line running east-north-easi 
and west-south-west through Paris. Vineyards are common, south of this ; and from a second llnei 
through Rochelle and Dijon, the maize or Indian com begins. From a third line, east and we<t throngb 
Lyons, the olive and mulberry flourish ; and the orange, lemon, cactus, and other semi-tropical plants 
grow on parts of the Mediterranean coast. 

The Vine which thrives to a greater or less degree in seventy-six departments, yields annually 1,008 
million gallons of wine, of which one-sixth is used for brandy (eatix-de-vie) from the Charente, Ac., and 
one-third is exported. Champagne, Burgundy, Bordeaux (claret), Roussillon, Dauphin^, Lyonnais^ 
Ac, arc the best sorts. Stony soils are the most suitable for its growth. Bercy, near Paris, is the cen* 
tral market for wine, and B^ziers and Cog^iac are markets for brandy. 

The ForetU^ though extensive, are not too great for the vast consumption of charcoal for fuel. Lor* 
raine, Burgundy, He de France, OrMannais, Champagne, Berri, Vivands, Dauphin^ are the provincet 
most abundant in wood. About one-fifth belongs to the state. Elm is the most common timber. 
Other timbers are the oak, lime, maple, and various ornamental woods ; fine (in the Landes, Voegeei 
Ac), cork tree (Pyrenees) ; the chestnut, for food ; walnut, for oil ; mulberry, for the silk worm (in th« 
Drome, Ard^che, Ac.) 

Chat is found, or traced, in thirty-three departments, but worked only round Valenciennes, St. 
l^ticnne, Angers, Ac, so that two-thirds of the annual consumption (8,000,^00 tons) is imported. New 
mines have lately been opened round Albi, Decazeville, Alais, Ac, for which railway communication it 
now provided. Iron is plentiful, and forged at 4,400 furnaces. Copper is worked near Lyons. Brick 
and porcelain clay, chalk, gypsum, limestone (in most of the mountains), marble, granite (in Brittany, 
Ac), manganese, antimony, lead and silver, rock salt, and slate, are all abundant. 

Of eight hundred Mineral Springs as counted, there arc 50 or 60 principal Spcu^ in charge of medical 
inspectors, at Aix, Aix-les-Bains, Bagnh'es-de'Bigorre, Bagnh-es-de-Luchon, Bagnoles, Barbges, Bourbonne* 
kS'BcrinSy Bourbon-Lancy, Cauterets^ Chaudes-Aigncs, Clermont-Ferrand, Dax^ Eaux-Bonnes^ Eaux- 
Chaudcs, Enghien, Luxeuil, Luz, Mont-DoreJea^Bains, N£ris-les-Bains, Passy, Pau, Pkmbiires^ Pierre" 
fonda, Rennes-les-Bains, St. Amend, St. Laurent-les-Bains, Salins, St. Sauveur^ Ussat^ Vezelay, Vic-sur- 
C^re, Vichy, Ac. They are annually used by 60,000 persons, one-half being strangers. 

Among Sea-Side Bathing-Places and Resorts are Arcachon, Avranches, Biarritz, Boulogne, Calais, 
Cannes, Dieppe, Dinan, Dunkirk, ^tretat. En, Honflcur, Fecamp, Granville, Havre, Hydros, Menton or 
Mentone, Nice, St. Male, St. Tropez, St. Valery, Trouville, Tr^port. 

Linen, lace, cotton (at Rouen, Ac), broad cloths, woollens, carpets, Ac, are made in the north ; silk 
in the south, round Lyons, Ac. The produce of silk has fallen off one-half. Beavers and flamingoes 
still breed in the Rhdue ; the bear, wolf, wild boar, chamois, otter, with the ortolan, becafioo, gecko, 
salamander, are also found in the south of France, where the mosquito bites. Ssxdisfti^ ^st '^^ksa&asA^

Later stiU, It was occapied 1)y 
lw?|^ iMitkMM from oentral Europe, as the Visigoths and Ostrogoths in the south; the Burgundians, on 
the Rhine ; and the Franis (4th century), on the Lower Rhine, is^o were detoended from Meroveus, 
and, under Clovis (481-fill) the Merovingian^ obtained so much ascendancy as to give this country the 
■aaoe of France. 

Upon the death of Clovis his four eons shared his power and dominions, which were again united 
aader tibe survivor, Clotaire. liter several kings, and many divisions, during which parts of it took 
the names of Austrasia (east and north-east), including the ** kingdoms** of Mets and Orleans; 
Neustria (north-west), including the ** kingdoms" of Soissons and Paris, where many Armorican 
firitains, Ac, driven out of England, had settled; Aquitaine (south and west); and Boulogne (east 
and south-east) ; it was re-united and extended under the vigorous sway of Cliarlemagne (768-S14), 
son of Pepin, and head of the Carlotfingian race, which expired witli Louis Y. 

His successor was Hugues Capet^ 987, from whom the descent is tolerably regular, though the kin;3:1y 
power was weak for several reigns. A succession of fourteen kings of this house (including Philippe 
Auguste and Louis IX.,! or St. Louis), ended in the direct line with Cliarles IV., who was succeeded, 
2S38, by Philippe YI. of Vmlois. Six kings of this branch (among whom are Charles Y., called le Sa;;e, 
who, however, lost Cr^cy and Poitiers; Charles YIL, in whose time the Engliidi lost nearly all they 
had gained in France; and the crafty Louis XI.) ended with Charles YIII. Louis XII., of ValoiS' 
OrUoM comes next, 1498. After him, Francis I. (1515), of Vdlois-Angoulime and four Prince? of the 
■ame stock, including Charles IX., the author of the Bartholomew massacre. Henry lY., or Henri 
Quatre, of VtUoi$'Bourbon, ascended the throne, 158A, and was succeeded by Louis XIII., and other 
Bourbons, down to the Revolution, and the execution of Louis XYI. in 1793. 

NapMom became Emperor, 1894. Louis XYIIL was restored, 1814 (the ehild of his murdered brother 
bad the nominal title of Louis XYII.), and, except the ''Hundred Days,** reigned till 1825. His brother, 
Charles X., was drivrai from the throne, 1689, when Louis Philippe of Orl^uu succeeded, and reigned 
till 1848, when the Third Revolution and Second Republic was effected, which terminated with the 
C(mp tPitat of 2nd December, 1853, and the restoration of the empire, under Napoleon IIL (son of 
Napol^n*s second 1)iy>ther, Louis). He reigned with success till he declared war against Prussia, 
1^1870; when the total defeat of his armies by the Germans, drove him from the throne after the battle 
of Sedan. This event was followed by another revolution, and a disastrous interregnum, ending wit h 
the investment and capitulation of Paris, and the nomination of M. Thiers as President of the 
Third Republic, 1871. Peace was only concluded with Germany, by the sacrifice of Alsace and Lor- 
nfaie, with a population of li million, and 50,099 to 60,000 square miles of territory, and the payment 
of S milliards of francs, or 290 millions 8terling--a payment which has increased the national del>t of 
France from 600 millions, to the enormous sura of 900 millions sterling. This war cost the country n l«>ss 
of 190 millions, besides the indemnity. The Emperor upon giving himself up a prisoner, after Sedan, 
was first sent to WilhelmshShe, and then retired to Chislehurst, where he died in exile, pth Januar *, 
1878, leaving a son, the Prince loo^rial. The direct survivor of Louis Philippe is his grandson, the 
xPbtar^ S0 Parisj and of the Boorbona, Charles X.*s grandson, the Count de Chambord, or Henry Y., 
MM A/sjmrtJsans style him.

GUIDE TO PARIS. 
Paris, the capital of France, and perhaps the finest city In Europe, is on the Seine, 148 miles from 
Havre, 236 from Calais, and about 360 from London, from which it may be reached in eleven or twelve 
hours. It lies in an oval, 20 miles round, on both sides of the river, that part on the north side being 
the largest; whilst the oldest part is on the lies de la Cit^ and St. Louis in the river, or in the 
neighbourhood of these islands. Including the Banlieu or environs, such as Nouilly, Belleville, Batig- 
nolles, Montmartre, and other well-known spots, now brought inside the new Barribres, it contains 
1,826,000 souls, 60,000 houses, 1,850 streets, 183 covered avenues, 80 boulevards, 20 parishes or arrondis- 
sements, 40 churches, 27 theatres, 50 casernes or barracks, and 90 public establishments. Both banks 
of the Seine (a mere canal in comparison with the Thames) are lined with 33 broad Quays, and large 
bnUdings, and joined by 80 bridges. The houses are so numbered, that you can tell how near you are 
to the river (which runs nearly east and west), whether you are going from or towards it; the streets 
parallel to the river being painted in black letters, with the numbers doum the stream (or west), and the 
streets perpendicular to it in white letters, with the numbers /rom the stream; the odd numbers are <m 
one side of the street, and the even on the other. 

The principal objects are the Champs Elys^es, Tuileries and Palais Royal (both burnt by the 
Commune, 1871), Madeleine, Hdtel de Ville (burnt, 1871), Portes St. Denis and St. Martin, July Column, 
and P^re la Chaise, on the north side ; the H5tel des Invalides, Luxembourg, Pantheon, and Jardin 
dds Plantes, on the south side; the Pont Neuf and Ndtre Dame, in the centre. Among the most 
lively streets and thoroughfares are Rues de Rivoli, St. Honor^, Vivienne, Richelieu, Neuvc-des-Petits- 
Champs, the Boulevards (which thread the outskirts or Faubourgs), and the Quays. The unrivalled 
Passages, or Arcades, are also very gay, viz., the Passages des Panorama, de TOpera, du Saumon, 
Jonffroy, Vivienne, Colbert, Choiseul, Vcro-Dodat, Delorme, &c. Here all the knick-knacks or articles 
de Parity are sold. A circle of fortified walls, 26 miles round, commanding every point near the city, 
was first planned by M. Thiers, and completed in 1846, at a total cost of 5} millions sterling. A 
£Xft>d French j>nn, ** Lc mur murant Paris rend Paris murmurant," originated when the old walls, which

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** Should your stay be prolonged for Two dAys, yon wonld do well to titke ft mn down And Me the 
chAteaa and gardens of VertaUle». This is an oecnpation that will fill u^ the whole day. lA the ereninfp 
yon will again be at liberty to select which of the many places of anrasement you may like belt. There 
are many gardens open after sunset, brilliantly lighted up with variegated lamps, where dancing and 
other gay amusements take place ; such as the Jardin MabiUe^ d:c. As, however, these spots are much 
frequented by the Demi Monde, they should be avoided by ladies and children. There are also in the 
Champs Elys^es, caf^s chantants, where you may hear pretty good singing and sip your coflTee, or have 
an ice, at your leisure. The Jardins alluded to above are not visited by the dlite of Parisian society, 
but they give to a;;foreigher a good hislght Into the habits and amusements of the French people. 

" Should your stay extend over InUTOe days, a visit to Pire la ChaUe, the Jardin de$ Phmtei^ the 
Gobelins' s Manufactory (should it be on a Wednesday or Saturday), the PanthSon and the Ndtel de Olvnjf 
is recommended. An examination of these places will fully occupy your day until five or six o'clock, 
when the evening attractions of Paris are again open to your choice. 

*^ Should your visit extend over FOUT days, you will find the mined GhAteau and Park of 8t. Cloudy 
a short distance out of town, and the museums of the porcelain manufactory at 8ivre§, very interesting. 
You may go to St. Cloud by the railway to AuteuU, where an omnibus will be waiting to take you lor 
two sous, by a pleasant drive through the Bois de Boulogne, the village, and across the Seine, to the 
Park gates. From Sevres to St. Cloud Is only a short walk through the Park. If you are a good walker 
you should visit the Terrace of ilwOoh, about a mile and a-half beyond Sevres, on the hill. This spot 
commands a very fine view of Paris and the river. Cabs may be obtained at St. Cloud to take you to 
Sevres and Meudon, should you {Ktefer to ride. 

''Should it be your intention to remain FlYO days, and your stay be over a Sunday, you might 
witness mass at any of the principal churches. The service commences exactly at ten o'clock. 

*' Should your visit extend over SIX days, the EttO. de Cluny, the Mus^ det Beaux Arts, and the Mms4$ 
tTArtUlerie should be visited; alio St. Oermains and the Abbey of St. Denis, which, though on difiisrent 
lines of railway, may easily be accomplished in one day. St. Denis should be seen first. 

'' Should you remain Seyexi days, a trip to Fontainebkau will be highly interesting ; and should yon 
- have more days than these, you would do wisely to repeat your visits to the Louvre, the Luxembourg^ 
the Hdtel des Invalides, Ac:" 

*^ In the short description of Paris which foUows, the subjects run alphabetieally, as most convenient on the 
whole for reference. Streets wUl be found under the proper names, as " Rivoli (Rue de) " for "^«e 
de Rivoli,'''' or Rivoli Street. When the stranger conies upon a large building, church, Ac, he has only t0 
look dorni this list for the street it is in, and he will find it described there, or dse described under its 
own head. Places in the immediate neighbourhood cf Paris must be looked for in the General Index to 
the Band-Book. For further details, see Bbadshaw's Illustrated Guide to Paris. 

It, B.— Those objects most worthy of notice are in thick type. Though special days for viHttng at^ Mnstkim 
mentioned^ yet nearly aU are accessible to strangers upon the production cf a passport.

BaC CKue de)» contains the Mns€e d'Artlllerie, and (No. 120) St. Franfois Xavier^s church. Near it 
is St. Thomas d*Aquin*s. In or near this street 18 houses were burnt by the Communists, 1871 ; including 
the Caserne Bonaparte, the Cour des Comptes, the Conseil d*]^tat, the Palace of the Legion of Honour, 
and the Foreign Office. 

Batns de Llgny.— The largest swimming bath in Paris, and quite a sight on days of tropical heat, 
frequent in Paris, in July. Among other features, des hommes seriettx^ or, grave and potent seniors of 
45, are seen deliberately soaping and washing their feet on the steps of the baths, which are sheeted 
orer with human forms. Caution. — Do not leave gold or your watch in the Cabinets unless the door 
be well fastened. Entrance, 75 centimes ; linge (». e., drawers [cale9on8] and towel), 25 centimes. 

Banque de France, Rue Crolx des Petits Champs ; rebuilt from Mansard^s designs 1720, on the 
■ite of the Hotel of the Counts of Toulouse, and given over to the bank 1811. 

BasaarB.— At 20, Boulevard Bonne Nouvelle; 12, Boulevard Montmarire; 27, Boulevard Pols- 
Bonni^re. No. 14, in the last, is for travellers. 

BibliOth^ques.— BiBLiOTHiiQUE de l' Arsenal, Rue de Sully, where cannons were cast till the time 
of Louis XrV., is now a library of 200,000 volumes. Open daily, 10 to 3. 

BiBLiOTHkQUS St. Genevievb, near that church, in the old abbey buildings (14th to 16th centuries), 
contains 200,000 volumes and 3,000 M8S., with portraits of sovereigns from Philippe le Hardi to 
Louis XV. 

BibliOth^qiue NaUonale, or National Library, Rue Richelieu, No. 58, was once Cardinal Mazarines 
hotel, and is now a large pile, 540 feet by 130. It contains 1,400,000 printed volumes; 125,000 MS. 
genealogies (39,000 being French) ; 150,000 medals ; gems ; 9,600 volumes of engravings, from the 
fifteenth century; 90,000 portraits; 300,000 maps; 160 volumes of French history; 50) volumes of 
plans, views, Ac. ; besides several marbles. In the ground floor are Voltaire's bust, a silver missal, 
the first psalter printed with a date (1459), models, &c. Among the MSS. are those of Galileo, St. 
Louis* prayer book, F^nflon's Telemachus, and autograph letters from Henry IV. downwards. Some 
of the missals are as old as the 6th and 6th centuries. Cardinal Mazarin's painted gallery is 140 feet 
long. Readers bring their own pens as well as paper. Visitors, Tuesday and Friday, 10 to 3. A 
fountain, by Visconti, stands opposite, in Place Louvois, near which the Due deBerri was assassinated, 
1820. 

Bio^tre.— See Index to the Hand-Book. 

BolB de Boulogne, the Hyde Park of Paris, on a flat spot to the west of the city, between the 
fortifications and the Seine ; and so named from a village near it. Wellington camped here 1814. It 
has been partly restored since the siege of 1870-1, when the trees were cut down. It contains two or 
three lakes, a cascade 27 feet high ; a Cercle des Patineurs for the Skating Club ; a Jardin d'AccIima- 
tisation or Zoological Oarden; and a Hippodrome or Race Course of 153 acres. Concerts at the 
Ch&let des Des, a pretty spot. Here new equipages and dresses come out at the Fdte de Longchamps in 
Passion Week ; so called from the old Abbey of Longchamps near the drive. Mont Val^rien over- 
looks it. 

Sffiuve, or Exchange, near the Rue Vivienne, was built by Brongniart and Labarre, 1808-26, is 212 
^etAjrjsff, rrlth 66 Corinthian pUlara round It, and a metal root. TYie\aT«<iTiat\<i\i«lll% U« feet by 
js^^d^^^ ^ ^''^^^^ '^^^S' and a marble pavement, at the east end ol w\Ac\i V%\Jaftipwqu«X>».%^»««k 
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OataCOmlMI are iu the gypsum under the south side of Paris, formerly ezcaTAted for houses, and 
after 1786, used as a receptacle for bones from the crowded graveyards, but now stopped up. They 
extend over about 200 acres, and are reckoned to contain 8,000,000 skeletons or skulls, piled in order 
along the galleries. One entrance is in a garden, near Barrifere d'Enfer, but it is not opened without 
a special order. Some made logan stones are seen below, with a collection of remarkable heads, and 
the well-chosen inscription, " Memento quiapulvis es'' (Remember, for thou too art dust!). The smell 
is close and disagreeable. A part of the quarries under Rue du March^ aux Chevaux is turned into 
cellars for Dumesnil's brewery. It is difficult now to obtain permission to visit the Catacombs. 

' Cftthedral.— See Mtre Dame. 

Cemetery of P^re la Chaise, a pleasant spot, outside the Barri^re d*Annay, so called from the 
confessor of Louis XIV., Father Lachaise, the superior of the Jesuits, who had a seat here. It was 
turned into a burial ground, 1804 ; covers 100 acres, and is prettily laid out with groups of trees, 
cypresses, &c. The most remarkable monuments in Paris are in this cemetery, which is also the 
largest and most frequented. A guide will point out the best. There are about 16,000 tombs, among 
which are those of Aboard and Heloise, a beautiful Gothic canopy; C. Perier, the minister; Labe- 
doy^re, who led the revolt from the Bourbons, in the Hundred Days; Volney; Abbd Slcard 
Beaumarchais ; Marshals Davoust, Leffebre, Ney ('' Sta viator, heroem caleas"), Junot^ Massdna,Snchet; 
Lavalette, with a carving of his escape; General Foy, with sculptures by David; B. Constant; 
Moll^re; Lafontaine; Madame de Genlis; Laplace; Aguado, the banker; Talma; Sir S. Smith, who 
died 1826; Prince Demidoff; the Queen of Oude; Mademoiselle Rachel ; Rossini (1868); and A. Foul d, 
the financier. The Doric Chapel is 66 feet by 28, and commands a fine view over Paris and the neigh* 
booring country. Here the Russians bivouacked, 1814; and the troops when investing the insurgents 
of Belleville, 1871. Several tombs were injured. 

Chaise (Rue de la) has the Hospice des Manages. 

Champ de Mars (Field of Mars), a vast space between iScole MUitaire, and Pont de J^na, 2,700 
feet by 1,820, planted with trees, and bordered by sloping banks and ditches, now used for reviews, 
races, Ac. The slopes were made in eight days, by the voluntary labour of all ranks of the people, in 
1790, when Louis XVI. swore at the Autel de la Patrle (erected here 14th July) to maintain the new 
constitution. Other signal events have marked it since that disastrous period. 

Champe Elys^es, or "Elysian Fields," a promenade, with rows of trees, planted 1616, by Marie de 
Medicis, and replanted, 1764. The Allies encamped here in 1814-15; the (Germans in 1871; and here 
the fites are held. It includes the French Palais d'Industrie; the Chapel Marboeuf (Protestant) ; and a 
Circus or Cirque (I to 2 francs). The first-mentioned is a splendid stone building for a permanent 
Industrial Exhibition, opened in 1865 ; it rests on arches, and is 800 feet long by 400 feet wide. In its 
neighbourhood are the Panorama, Gr^orama (a globe like Wyld*s, 86 feet diameter), Swimming School, 
Jardin d*Hiver (Winter Garden), Jardin Mabille, and other dancing places. A wide planted walk leads 
down it, past the Rond Point Fountain in the middle, to the Arc de T^toile, on to Neuilly and St. Cloud. 

Chapelle EzplatOlre, Rne d'Anjou St. Honors, a small plain building, in the form of a cross, 
erected by Loais XVIII. to the memory of Louis XVI. and his queen, whose statues it contains. 

Church of St. Etlexme du Mont is chlefiy in the Renaissance style of the 16th century, with a 
tower as old as 1222, and is one of the most striking churches in Paris, containing many details worth 
notice, and good pictures. It has lately been restored. Pascal, Racine, Rollin, Ac, were interred here. 

Church Of St. Eustache, Rne Coqullli^re, near the HaUes C«»lt«\V^%^\Xk&\sx%tt,<tx v&.\.%x ^&^^cc^ 
Dame, is cross-shaped, 318 feet by JS2, and 90 high, the atyU'betoi^ mdlVxJws^ ^\ ^^rNXs^r. «sA.^tw&s»

wliich the Normans destroyed, 886. If WM the court church (being near the Loutre), aAd big^htsT 
decorated, and is now restored. Its b^s ifare ibb first signfti for the St. Bartholomew ttiasiatirA. It it 
cross-shaped, and includes a door (1649), a west fftxfat of tiie 18th century, with flye portals in it, and ft 
porch bnilt 1431-7, with frescoes by Hohez. 

Cliurch Of St. Qemiain des Pr^S, near Rue Ste. Margrnerite, one of the oldest in Paris, is on the 

site of one built by Childebert, 560-7, under the name of the Gtolden Basilica, and destroyed by the 
Normans. It was part of a Benedictine abbey, fortified like a castle, and belonging to the learned 
Congregation of St. Maur. In front was the promenade called the Pr^ aiix Clercs (Clerks* Field, 
answering to onr Clerkenwell). The churth, as i^stored, is SOO feet by 65, and 60 high ; and included 
parts of two east towers, as old as 990, an ancioit west front (spoilt by a Dorie porch) and tcrlfrer, 
Norman arches in the nave, effigies of a Duke of Douglas (1645), and of Casimlt of Poland (Who died 
about 1672), and a fine marble font. Some piecei off NdtMi DlUne chapel (ISfh oetitUr5r), and thesbbM*^ 
brick hous^, remain. The Abbaye prison is hear. 

Chubch of St. Gbbvais, of the 16th century (though dated 1420), has a tower ISO feet high, and & 
west Grecian front ; but the remainder is (Gothic, especially th() be&utiful La^ Chapa^ With its stSined 
glass and paintings. 

Chubch of St. Latjbjbnt, Rue du Faubourg St. Martin, begun 1429, is chiefly Crothic, with a Dorio 
porch (1622) in whioh you see the sain«*s gzidiron. The north aisle of the choir is the most ancient. 
Some good tracery is observed over tha nerth door and tower; and pendants liang in the nave. 

Chdboh of St. Lbu ahd 99. Qnxia, Rue St. Martin, was mostly rebuilt, 1611; and haa a tower 
dated 1286 (but really much later), with a gable front. Many genuine relics are shown hera to the 
faithful. 

Chubch of Stb. Mab6USBXTB{ Rue St. Bernard^ built 1625-1712, in the shape of a carosa, the nave 
being the oldest part. Besides many good pictures, it contains, they say, the grave of the Dauphin, 
Louis XYII. The poor boy died through the ill-treatment he received from his master, one ^imon, a 
cobbler, to whom he was apprenticed by the bloodhoimds of the Revolution, after the execution of liii 
unfortunate father. 

Chubch of St. Mbdabd, Rue Mouffetard, is Gothic, of the 15th century, with a Norman porch, 
square tower, stained windows, Ac, but spoilt by modem additions. An Old painting on wood, i^ one 
of the chapels. Nicole and Abb^ Paris were buried here. At the latter's tomb the Convultionista 
began their antics, 1780. 

Chubch of St. Mbbbi, Rue St. Martin, No. 2, as rebuHt 1560-1612, includes a beautiful florid Gothio 
west front, niehed figures, porches, W)se Wlnd6w«< stained glassy Ae.^ and an old wood painting of the 
14th century hear the altar. 

CliarCh of NOtre Dame do Lorette» Rue St. hrn^ b^gUH 182« by Le Bas; S24 feet by M, 
with a square campanile towet and Corinthian pdrtiee. Iti interior is highly decorated with ei^t 
frescoes of the Virgin, Ac. 

Chtlrcll Of St. HOdl, Rue St. Honortf, so <i616brated in all the evolutions, was built l«58-1740t aM

CnuBOH OF Val db Gbaob, Rue St. Jaecfbes, now part of the Military Hospital, was built by Anne 
of Austria, on the birth of Louis XIY.

College de France, Rne St. Jacques, founded 1529, built 1774. Twenty-eight professors. 

College de la Sorl>0]llie, near Rue St. Jacques, on the site of the famous theological school or 
university, founded 1258, by Robert Sorbon. It is a quadrangle, begun 1629, by Richelieu; Including a 
Grecian church, built 1635-59, by Lemercier, in which there is a good dome, painted by Philippe de 
Champagne, and Girardon's famous statue of the Cardinal^ supported by religion, Ac. The library of 
59,000 volumes, open daily, 10 to 2. 

Column of Jdlt, see Place de la Boitille.—'S xpoiAos Column, see Place Vendihne. 

CtonaertratolM Natloaale del Arts et IffMlerd (Museum of Praetlcal Arts ftnd tVAdeii), lKt[« 
St. Martid, No. 208, On the site of St. Martin's abbet (of which a round tower is left at the Fontaine), 
was formed 1798, as a r^KisHorjr ttf models-, patent!, machines, Ac, of all classes and countries. Some 
arc placed in the old Gothic chapel of the 13th century, and the beautiful eight-sided refectory. 
Strangers on Tuesday, Wednesdayf and Sattu-day, from 11 to 8^ by passport. Lectures on Solenoi and 
Art, gratis. 

Conveyances.— Omm^uMef, all under one General Company, called Batl^ollaises, B€amai8ei, 
Citadinos, Gonstantines, Damefl-R^unles, Diligehtes, Exeellentes, Fatorites, (Gazelles, HirohdeUM, 
Pnrigiennes^ Tricycles, Ac, run through all the 81 principal routes, at one fare of 80c. (8d.) inside, and 
15c. outside. They correspond with each other; tad by paying the fdU fare you may go from any 
part of Paris to any other pltrt, upon shortring your ticket or eaefiet, when yotf change at certain points | 
but their slow rate of travelling will be sure to try the patience of an Englishman. The different llnef 
are marked by letters of the alphabet, by different colours, or by coloured lamps at night. 

Cabs run not by the mile, but by the hour, or by the course, whichever you choose ; the course beiiig 
a single run or drive, long or short (within Paris), without stopping. Tarij^^toT Voitures de ptace^ or 
Voitures de remise, when plying in the streets, udtMn the City, is as follows :— For 2 to 3 persons— Ifr. 50c. 
the course, 2fr. the hour; for 4 to 5 persons— Ifr. 70c. the course, 2fr. 25c. the hour. The day begins at 
G in summer (31st May to 1st October), and 7 in winter, and ends at 12-30 at night. JSxtra rates for 
r.ight cabs. Or rides beyond the fortifications, or cabs hired from a remise (stables). Boxes and pack- 
ages outside are 25e. each ; but not mcH-e than three are to be paid for. No charge for articles inside. 
The driver is bound to load or unload the luggage ; and to give his number when you take your seat. 
Going to a theatre or concert you pay in advance, to save time. Gratuities are forbidden ; but it is 
usual to give 10 to 20c. extra for the course, and 26 to 50c. by the hour. Voititres de remise of a 
superior class may be hired from 20 to 80fr. a day. In hiring by time, the whole first hour is paid for;

Cathebivk (Rue), No. 23, is the Hdtel de CarnaTolet, a fine honse of the 16th centniy, 
once the seat of Madame de S^vign^ and her daughter, to whom her letters were writttti. It was built, 
1541, by BuUant ; earrings by J. Goujon. 

DsHis (Rue St.), has the Entrepot des Gloces, and (near the bottom) the church of St. Ctermain 
TAuxerrois. 

D£p6t des Fousbaobs (Forage Stores), for the garrison, is near Barri^re de lit Rap^ and P<Hit 
d*Ivry, an4 is 300 feet long. 

D£p6t de la Guerbe, Rue St. I>ominique, Nos. 82 and 86, is a large building; and contains the state 
papers of the time of Louis XIII., the letters of Louis XIV. to his grrandson, Philip of Spain, Napol^n's 
letters, the survey of France, plans of battles, Ac. The War Minister's head-quarters are fixed here. 

£coLS DE Medicine, Rue ri^cole de Medicine, a handsome range, built 1769, by Gtondouin, with an 
Ionic front, 198 feet long. Here are bas-reliefs, medallions of surgeons, frescoes (in the theatre), basts, 
a library of 80,000 volumes, and a museum. 

]6cOLE DE Natation (Swimming School), on Quai d'Orsay, near the Tuileries. 

I^COLE PoLTTSOHNiQUE, Ruc Moutaguc dc Ste. Genevieve, founded 1794, to supfdy scientific ot&otn . 
for the army, navy, engineers, and other branches of the public service. 

Elysde Palace, opposite the Champs Elys^, 59, Rue St. Honor€, was built 1718; belonged to 
Madame de Pompadour, the Duchesse de Bourbon, Ac, and was the residence of Mnrat, Napolfon, 
Alexander of Russia, Duke of Wellington, Due de Berri (when assassinated, 1830), &c. Here the 
Emperor f^ted the Duke of Cambridge and Lord Raglan, in 1854. In one room is Napol^n's bed, with 
other memorials. 

Fontaines, and Jets d'eaux. See Marchi des IrmoeenSy BibliotMqtte NationdU, Chunk of 8i. StOpice^ 
N&tre Dame^ Place du Ch&tdet^ Place de la Concorde, Rue Richelieu^ Palais Royai^ Porte St. Martin^ for 
some of the finest in Paris. 

FortiflcationB, round the city, planned by M. Thiers in Louis Philippe's reign, were built 1841-6; 
and are 26 miles long, faced by 94 bastions, and ramparted walls 11 yards thick. Outside are 17 
detached Forts, such as Mont Vaiirien (600 feet high), Issy^ Ac, which suffered in the late war, and 
have been partially restored. The old Castle of Yincennes, with its arsenal. &c., is on the east side, near 
the large Convalescent Hospital, and in the midst of a Park or Bois, which the rebels occupied May, 
1871. 

Qenevi^ye Ste., or Panth^n, not far from the Luxembourg, is the " St. Paul's " of Paris, and takes 

its name from the patron saint of the city, to whom Clovis built a Church, In which she was buried 512, 

and which Louis XY. began to re-build 1764, in the Grecian style, from SoufBot's designs. It makes a 

cross, 602 feet by 255 (the nave being 105 long), with a dome 268 feet high and 66 diameter, painted by 

Baron Gros. In the front, which is 129 feet broad on the whole, is a range of eleven steps, leading up to 

a fine portico of six Corinthian pillars, 60 feet high, besides sixteen others behind them. The pediment 

is filled up by David's fine bas-relief of France (a figure fifteen feet high) distributing honours to her 

great men, represented by Fdn^lon, Malesherbes, Mirabeau, Yoltaire, Rousseau, Lafayette, Camot, 

Monge, Manuel, David (the painter), Napoldon, Aic. ; below them is this memorial inscription in gilt 

letters: — ^*^Aux Qrands n<ymnUs la Patrie Reconnaisscmte^'* a concise idiom, signifying that the mother 

country dedicates it to the memory of her great children. Altogether, the portico is so good that the 

architect is said to have "mis It la porte toute son architecture,"— turned his building out of doors.

INTRODUCTIOK. U. 

OoBXLiNS. — See Manufacture NationaHe des Oobelins. 

Halle au Bl^S, or Corn Exchange, Rue des Deux iScns, a vast circular pile, on the lite of a royal 
aeat, built 1768-7, by Le Camus, 126 feet diameter, being the exact shape and size of the PantMon at 
Rome. It is entirely of stone and iron, with an iron domed roof and skylight, built 1811 ; an arcade 
round it, and large granaries. Outside the south part is Catherine de Medicis' Doric pillar (1673) and 
sun dial, 100 feet high, built by her astrologer. The Haile aux Vins^ or Wine Ddpdt, is an immense range 
like town, at Bercy, near the Jardin des Plantes. 

Hotel ClUIiy, Rue des lilathurins. No. 16, a fine old building, begun 1480, by an abbot of Cluny, and 
finished 1&06. After many changes it came to M. de Sommerard, who formed a large medissval collec- 
tion, which the government, having bought, turned into a museum of antiquities^ such as carvingSf 
furniture, stained glass, tapestry, arms, M9S., pictures. The old chapel rests on a single pillar in th» 
middle. Across the court is the Palais des Thermes, a solid pile, about 90 feet long, supposed to be the 
old seat of the Roman governors, whence a Roman way struck along Rue St. Jacques, and an aqueduct 
went to Arcueil. Its thick walls are made of stones and bricks with stucco ; and Roman remains are 
kept In it. Open Wednesday and Friday, by card, 10 to 4. 

H6tel Dleu, close to Ndtre Dame, the oldest Hospital in Paris, was founded in the 7th century, re- 
built by Philippe Auguste, and enlarged by St. Louis, and forms a vast solid pile, with eight hundred 
and fifty beds : but all that is left of the old building is a chapel of the 13th century. There are several 
statues, portraits, Ac, of benefactors and eminent medical men. 

Hotel des IXLValldes, the French *' Chelsea Hospital,'' opposite the Champs ]^lys^es, is known hy 
its conspicuous gilt dome, and stands on an esplanade, 1,440 feet by 780 feet, which reaches to the 
Seine, and is ornamented with trees, Marochettrs statue of Napoleon, and cannons, some of them from 
Algiers. The Lion of St. Mark, which stood here for a while, was restored to Venice in 1816. The 
buildings, begun by Louis XIY., include fifteen courts, and cover sixteen acres; and about three 
thousand soldiers, and one hundred and seventy officers, under a governor (the senior Marshal, now 
Jerome Bonaparte), lieutenant-governor, Ac, are sheltered here. The river front is 612 feet long, and 
has Ionic pilasters, with lucame windows (formed of military trophies, cut in stone), and a bas-relief of 
Louis XIV. on horseback. The Cour Roy ale is 816 feet by 192. Portraits of great soldiers in the 
council chamber. There is a gallery of plans and fortresses. Dining-rooms, 160 feet long. One 
dormitory is called after the famous republican soldier, Latour d'Auvergne, who refused promotion on 
princiide, preferring to be called the '* premier grenadier " of France. The large kitchens are worth 
seeing. In the old church, 210 feet long, are many tablets to governors ; 1,400 fiags here, taken from 
the enemy, were burnt by Marshal Serrurier, 1816, to save them from the Allies. One of the chapels 
contains the mausoleum of Turenne. At the south end is the great dome, 828 feet high, under which 
the body of NapoUon (brought from St. Helena, 1840) is placed, with his sword, hat, crown, and star, 
covered by a most splendid tomb. The tombs of Bertrand and Duroc are close at hand. At the Revo- 
lution, twelve medallions of kings, here, were transformed into Greek and Roman philosophers, two 
being Voltaire and Rousseau! On the ceiling of the cupola, 61 feet diameter, is Delafosse's St. Louis 
entering Heaven. Open, 10 to 4. 

Hotel (or Palais) de la Legion d'Honnenr, Rue de LUle, was built 1786, for the Prince de Salms 
(who was beheaded, 1798), and was sold by lottery to a hair-dresser; in 1803 it came to the government, 
and became the seat of the Orand Chancellor of the Legion. It was burnt by the Communists, 1871, 
and is in course of restoration.

Jardin dot PUUttet (Botanic Garden) opposite Pont d^Austerlitz, n«ar the Halle aux Vlnd, wait 
f iunded by Louis XIII., in 1635, and increased by the care of Toumefort, Yaillant, Jussleu, Buifon, 
Pourcroy, Curler, Brongnlart, ttnd other learned men. In this rast collection there Are the following 
(llvUtons :^A Botanic Garden of 12,000 plantft and trees. Botanic Gallery, with 5O,00O ftpedmens. 
Mineral Gallery, A40 feet' long, with sixty thousand specimens. Zoological Gallery, of 890 feet, in six 
rQ'Jtus, with two hundred thousand specimens, of which two thousand are mammalia, ten thousand 
Ar0 birds, fire thousand are fishes, two thousand are reptiles.

Louvre (Rue de Itivoli), begun 1528, by Francis I., on the site of Dagobert's castle (or Louveterie\ 
Was enlarged by Louis XIV. (who finished the long gallery to the Tnileries), after Perraut's designs, and 
tgaiproved by NaiwL^on. The west side, or old Louvre, was built by Henry II., and has sculptures by 
Ch)i^on. Charles I^. was here on the infamous Bartholomew day ; they pretend to show the window 
1|« fired from. Henrietta Maria, widow of Charles I., also resided here in great poverty. The best 
part (and best seen from Pont Neuf) is the east front, which has C. Perrault's colonnade of 38 pillars, 
38 feet high; it is 52$ feet long and 85 high, and includes Napoleon's bronze gates. In the south 
front (towards the river) are 40 pilasters. The decorated court, inside, is 408 feet square, and, tilt 
1848, held Marochettrs bronze statue of the Duke of Orleans. The Louvre is now used as a vast 
Museum of paintings and works of art ; including about 2,000 specimens of every school of painting 
(1,400 being French, Flemish, German, Italian— and 450 Spanish), with models, busts, marbles antiqui- 
ties, ImJoux, Ac. Admission, 10 to 4, every day (except Monday). Catalogues are sold at the dour. 
The whole collection has been re-arranged in twelve sections, viz. :— Paintings, drawhigs, engravings, 
ancient sculpture, modem sculpture, Assyrian antiquities, Egyptian antiquities, Etruscan antiquities, 
American (Mexican) antiquities, Algierine antiquities, marine models, and Museum of Sovereigns. 
Xu the last are seen Henry I V.'s bed ; with Napoleon's bed, his toilet, desk, sword, cocked hat, the 
famous redingote^ handkerchief, and other relics, The new icing, in Rue de Rivoli, added by the Emperor 
Napoleon, now unites the Louvre to the Tuileries. An attempt to bum it was made by the Coui- 
mnnists, 1871 ; but only the library was Injured.

Madeleine Cblir<^ Rue Royale, at the upper end, near the Boulevards, was begun 1764 (being 
the fifth church on this site), and Utely finished. Vignon, its designer, was the principal architect. 
It stands on a platform 328 feet by 133, and — high, with flights of 28 steps at each end. The bronze gates 
deserve special attention, being beautifully sculptured in relief, representing the Commandment^), Ac. 
|t is in the style of a Grecian temple, and has 52 pillars round three sides, each 64 feet high, with 32 
statnea of saint* between. In the south pediment— the largest of the kind existing— is a fine alto-rcllcf, 
by Lemaire, 126 feet Icmg, of Christ and the Magdalene ; the bronze door beneath is 82 feet by ]6|. 
covered with bas-reliefs from Scripture. Inside are six chapels, adorned with paintings of the 
Magdalene ; over the altar (by Marochetti) is Ziegler's picture of the Progress of Christianity. 

Mannfactlire N atlonale des Ctobellns, Rue Mouffetard, No. 280, on the Bl^vre (where tanners, 
dyers, Ac, have settled for ages), takes Its name from Jean Gk>belins, a tapestry worker, about 1450, ard 
was turned 1662, into a Grovemment factory by Louis XIV., who employed Lebrun to paint the de«i ms 
Large elaborate pictures are here copied, with all the effect and smoothness of an oil painting— nut for 
eale, but for presents.

Kontmartre, near the Du Nord terminus ; a fine point of view orer the city, marked by windmills, 
where St. Denis was martyred. Here the Communists seized the cannon, 18th March, 1871, and began 
the rebellion against the Goremment, after killing Generals Thomas and Leoomte. Haltfvy, the com- 
poser, is buried in the Cemetery bolow. 

MoirgUB, a new building, excellently arranged, near ^dtre Dame, where persons found drowned, 
or accidentally dead, are brought, to be recognised by their friends. If not claimed, the bodies are 
given up for dissection. 

MusiB Archkologique.— See Ildtel Cluny. 

Vjxm6% d'Artillerle, out of Rue du Bac, in an old Jacobin convent, is a collection (something like 
the Woolwich Repository) of guns of all kinds, models, suits of armour, portraits of generals, Ac 
Strangers on Thursdays, 12 to 4, by card. 

MustE DuPDTTiiEN, Rue do r:6cole de Medicine, No. 16, in the Old Cordeliers' convent, was founded by 
the great surgeon whose name it bears. Dissecting-rooms are attached to it. At No. 18, in the same 
street, Marat was stabbed in his bath by Charlotte Corday. 

NOtre Dame Cathedral, in the lie de la Clt^ on the site of a Roman temple, and of an early 
Christian church. Bishop Maurice began the present building about 1180; anoth^ bishop Maurice 
built the west front, 1228, and the south, or Stephen's poreh, 1251 ; Philippe le Bel the north transept 
and the Virgin's poreh, 1312; and Jean-sans-Peur the beautiful j»r<« rouge (in the choir), 1407. The 
west doors were made by Biscomettc, 1570-80. It is cruciform on the plan, with an eight-sided apse 
at the cast end ; 390 feet by 144 in dimension, and 102 high to the chestnut roof ; and the style, early 
Gothic, of the 13th and 14th centuries. One stained circular window is 36 feet in diameter. The west 
front is 128 feet wide, with a triple portal deeply recessed, and set oflF with figures of saints, Ac, and 
carved Scripture subjects. The towers, square and massive, are 204 feet high ; in one is an old clock, 
and the Bourbon bell is in the other (south). Flying buttresses and pinnacles are seen all round. The 
pillars in the aisle are plain and clustered, alternately ; double-pointed windows lig^t the clerestory. 
The organ contains 3,684 pipes. In the choir are carved stalls, with pictures, and 24 alto-reliefs, 
coloured, of scenes in the life of Christ, In one (St. Charles) of its 30 chapels, is Dessine's statue of 
Cardinal Belloy ; but most of them was stripped bare at the Revolution. At the sacristy, Napoleon's 
coronation robes are kept. Among the relics are the head of St. Denis (one of seven, all gpenuine), and 
the shot which killed the Archbishop of Paris, in 1818. The space in front of the cathedral is called 
the Parvis, and was formerly many feet higher than the inside. To the south stood the archbishop's 
palace, destroyed, 1830. A Gothic fountain, 60 feet high, built 1845, is behind. The cathedral has been 
lately renovated. Its destruction was attempted by the Communists, 1871. 

Observatory.— See PalaU de Luxembourg. 

Palais and EC3le des Beaux Arts, Rue des Petits Augustins, is a school of painting, sculpture, 

and architecture, in the remains of an old convent, to which a modem pile was added, 240 feet by 60. 

In one of the courts stands the beautiful Renaissance front of Cardinal d'Amboise's chftteau, brought 

from Gaillon in Normandy ; also the portal of the Chftteau d'Anet (where Diane de Poitiers lived), 

vtvzQuS?^/^^ oo/nsnce toachapelnow usedas a magazine.

Palais Bourbon, formerly known as Palais du Corps Leglslatif, opposite Pont dc la Concorde, 
"WM built 1722, by the Prince de Cond€, of the Bourbon family. It was used by the Council of Fire 
Bundred, at the first Revolution, latterly by the Chambre des Deputes, and the Legislative Corps. 
The north front (towards the river) was built 1802, and is 101 feet broad, with twelve Grecian pillars, 
flights of steps, figures, and busts. Inside are marble statues and frescoes, leading to the semi-circular 
chamber, with its raised seats, president's chair, tribune for the speakers, bas-reliefs, public gallery, 
and memorials of a constitutional order of things, since swept away by anarchy or despotism. Here 
the Duke of Orleans took the oath as King of the French, 9th August, 1880. A temporary building, 
erected near this for the late National Assembly, was pulled down by the Emperor Napoleon. 

Palais de rtostitat, on Quay Conti, near the Hdtel des Monnaies, was the College Mazarin, or 
College of the Four Nations, built 1662, now granted to the Institute of France. The dark front, 
known by its Lion Fountains, at each comer, is crescent-shaped, with a chapel in the middle, at present 
used as a hall of sittings, and adorned with busts, Jkc. The Mcuarin Library^ of 1,600,000 volumes, 
with 3,700 MSS., Is open to the public daily, 10 to 3 ; but the Institute Library, of 100,000 volumes, rich 
in works of science, Ac, can be seen only by a member's ticket. It has Pigalle's famous statue of VoU 
taire. The French Institute is divided into five sections, viz., the Academic Fran^aise, Academic des 
Inscriptions ct Belles Lettres, Academic des Sciences, Academic des Beaux Arts, Acaddmie des 
Sciences Morales et Politiques. 

Palais de Justice, or Law Courts, on He de la Cit^, was the seat of the French kings till the 14th 

century, and has been in part rebuilt ; it was nearly destroyed 22nd May, 1871. A dome stands over 

the front. In one comer of the square (in which the pillory stands), the guillotine carts, during the 

Bevolution, received their victims to carry them to the scaffold. The Salle des Pas Perdus, as rebuilt, 

1633, by Desbrosses (another part in 1766), is 216 feet by 84, and contains a monument by Dumont 

(1822) to Malesherbes, the courageous counsel of Louis XYI. The Cour de Cassation (the highest 

eoort of appeal), formerly called the " Grande Chambre de Louis,'' has statues of d'Aguesseau and 

FHdpital, two great lawyers. Other courts, Ac, are, the Chambre des Requites ; Court of Premiere 

batance ; Gallery of Portraits of Lawyers ; the famous Conciergerie, or prison, with towers, Ac, in the 

feudal style, one of which held the tocsin, or alarm bell ; chapel and dungeon where Marie Antoinette 

and the Princess Elizabeth were confined ; the Parloir, whence Lavalette escaped by his wife's help ; 

and the Sourci^re or St. Louis' Kitchen, now a prison with a labyrinth of winding corridors, stair- 

•Mea, 4c. About 240 prisoners were massacred in cold blood here, 2nd and 3rd September, 1792. 

Close to it is the ruined Hdtel de la Prefecture de Police, burnt 24th May, by Ferrd and his gang, and 150 

prisoners shot or burnt. Also the Sainte Chapelle, a beautiful specimen of florid Gothic, in two 

•tories, lately restored ; first built, 1245-48, by St. Louis, to contain relics sold to him by Baldwin of 

Oonatantinople. It Is 110 feet by 34; and has a fine rose window, a delicate (modem) spire of 180 feet, 

•nd stained side windows, with buttresses and pinnacles ; the interior is richly gilt and ornamented. 

Bafleau satirises the chapter of this foundation in his " Lutrin." Admission, 10 to 4, 1 franc douceur. 

JftJals de Luxembourg, Rue de Vauglrard, on the site of the Due d' Epemay-Luxembourg' s house, was 
bsflt, after 1612, by Desbrosses, for Marie de Medicis, on the plan of the Pitti Palace (Florence), and came 
i* th» Orl^ns and other families.

Valatl Bpyal, Boa St. Honorf waa Irst built as Palais Oardinal, by Rich^ien, and given, 1643, to 
Louis XIII- Louis XIV. granted it to his nephew, Philip of Origans. The Regent Origans here col- 
lected his gems and medals, as weU as his ** Orleans gallery'* of pietores, ^^ioh was dispersed at the 
Revolution. Pfaili]^ BgaiiU rebuilt the front, 1763, after a fire, and let most of it out as«hops after 
1780. The Jacobin apd other clubs met here at the first Revplutlon. In that of 1848, the Royal apart- 
ments were completely gutted ; they were afterwards occi^iled by Jevoipe Bpnaparte and hi^ son. The 
Cour d'Honnenr was burnt, May, 1871, b^ th^ Communists ; b^t the ri^sti^urants, caf^s (Vary's, Ac.) in 
the noble-looking court, were save.4, This court is 700 feet hy 900, plante4 with trees, and adorned 
with a fine jet d'cau. People co^)^ here to read the papers, and it preaents a very gay 9Cene of a 
jinmmer's evening. Close to the statue of Eurydice, a small cannon is fire4 daily, at noon, by meana of 
the sun, when he pleases to shine.

]plaC9 (19 la Bastille, Rue st Antolne, where the Bastilje stood, till ^iptuNd )>y t}^ mob, 14th 
July, 1789, «nd pulled down, 1790. It was a castle-shi^)ed pile, to which state prisonerf Fore sent at 
the mere wUl of the king or his nUnisters, expressed in an order cal^d % letlpe de cfufiet. This ia super- 
oeded by the Column of July, to the ipen^ory of 615 "Citoyena Fran^aia," who fell in the Bevolution of 
188Q (27th, 2Sth, and 29th July). It was designed by Alavoine, is 169 feat high, 19 dianteter, and con- 
tains 67 tons of bronze metal. Being unsupported by masonry inside, it 9hakes sensibly with the wind. 
There is a good view from the top. It w^s at the barricade here that General Negrier and the Arch- 
bishop of Paris were killed, in 1849; and that a hard fight took place with the Cofnmunists, May, 1871. 

Plaoe 4U C^OnSdl, Rue de RivoU, between the Tuileries and Louvre, so called from a tournament 
held in 1662. On one side is Napoleon's fine TiHumphal ArcJk, 47 feet high, 64 wide, pierced by three 
arches, buUt 1806. It is covered with bas-reliefs of the events of 1803 (Austerlita, Uim, Ac) ; and the 
horses of St. Mark were placed on it, till carried back to Yeuice, 1814; but tliis loss is made up by a 
bronze copy, by Bosio. The band plays here at the daily gniard-mounting. Henry IV. and Louis XIV. 
built the long gallery towards the river, joining the Tuileries and Louvre ; the new gallery to the north 
(near Rue de Rivo}i) was competed by the Emperor Louis Napol^n, after Yiscontrs designs. 

Plaok du ChAtelst, on the site of an old chftteau prison, has Bralle's Palm-tree Fountain, with a 
colunm 58 feet high. 

Plaoe de la Conoorde, Rae de Rlvoli, opposite the Tuileries, was laid out in the time of Louis XV., 

irAose ^tMiae h^e waa pulled down at th^ Revolution. The horses on tilie west side were set up by 

Coastaa, l7eS-TS; those on the east by Coyaerox. It ia attnoundeAYsiY a dry moat (now planted), and

I^oyed in Egypt and Paris to more the obelisk. Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette were ezecntcd 
here, 1793, as well as Charlotte Corday and Philippe Egnlit€; Danton, Robespierre, St. Just, Ac, 
in 1794. In two years, 2,800 victims suffered on this spot by the guillotine— /a petite fenitre na- 
tUmaie^ or ^* little national window," as the Republicans nicknamed it (from the hole which received the 
neck)— the very instrument which, in 1815, was in the possession of a carpenter in Rue Pont-aux-Chonx, 
near the Marais. The centre of the Place is one of the finest points of view in Paris. Here the German* 
bivouacked, March, 1871. The statue of Lille was half-roined in the fight of 21st-2nd May, with the 
Communists. 

Place dbs Vosobs (formerly Place Royale), Rue St. Louis, on the site of the Palais des Tonmelles 
(so called from its little towers), in which Henry II. was killed, 1659, when tilting with Montgomery ; 
on which account his widow, Catherine 'de Medlcis, pulled it down a few years after. A statue of 
Louis XIII. is here, restored in 1829. This place is an exact square of 43D feet, surrounded by trees and 
tall old-fashioned houses. 

Place VendOme, Rue St. Honors, was built by Mansard, on the site of the Due de VendOme's 
Hdtel. At its centre stands the base only of Napoleon's Colutmi, built 180A-10 ; a copy of Trajan's (but 
one-twelfth larger), 185 feet high, 12 diameter, with the statue of Napol^n at top, 11 feet high. The 
pillar itself was levelled by the Communists, May, 1871 ; but is now again restored. On the pedestal 
and shaft are a series of bronze bas-reliefs of the victories of 1805 — from the departure of the troops to the 
battle of Austerlitz, where the cannons which furnished the metal were taken. These bronzes run in 
spiral, 840 feet long, and include as many as 8,000 figures, 3 feet high. A staircase inside led to the to^ 

Place des Victoibes is circular, and has a bronze statue of Louis XIV., by Bosio. Close by is th 
Church of Ndtre Dame des Victoires, with a beautifully decorated and much frequented shrine in tb 
Lady Chapel.

French Protestant Churches (called Temples) of the Reformed Conununion. Temple de I'Oratoire, Rue 
do RIvoli. Temple de St. Marie, 216, Rue St. Antoine, at 11 J. Temple de Pentamont, 108, Rue de 
Orenelle St. Germain, at 11 J. Temple de Batignolles-Monceaux, 38, between the Barriferes de Cllchy 
and Monceanx, at 1 2 J. Of the Augsbourg Confession : At the Oratoire, in German ; and the DeaconneAes' 
House, Rue de Revilly. Sunday Schools (held at 9i a.m.) are attached to nearly all. (See CfaUgnanCi

feat at Arcole, as might be supposed, but suggested by a similar act of daring by a young man who led 
the Parisians against the troops, 1830, and whose name, curiously enough, was Arcole. 

Pont des Arts, between the Louvre and Palais des Beaux Arts (the oldest iron bridge in Paris), was 
first built, 1804, and is 649 feet long.

Pont Neof (New Bridge), joining Rues Dauphin^and de la Monnaie, across lie de la Cittf, wmsbegmi^ 
f578, by Henry III., and finished, 1604, by H«nry IV. It is the " London bridge ** of Paris, is on twelre 
nrchcs, and is 1,020 feet long, by 78 broad. A little on one side of the middle, at the end of the Mmd, 
is Limot's bronze equestrian statue of Henri Quatre^ the faTOurite hero of l^Vance. It wag set up, 1818, 
Iiy Louis XVIIL, in place of one erected by Henri's widow ; and Is 14 feet high, weighing 80,00QIb^ 
In one of the bas-reliefs on the marble pedestal, the generous king (qtti futdeses wjeU le'wtinqttm' et U 
jtlre) feeds the poor people of his rebellious capital which he was then besiegring; and in the other he 
sends a message of peace to them. The shops, once on this bridge, are removed, and the bridge itaelf 
has been restored. 

PoMT NdTSE Dame, near the Hdtel de Vllle, is the oldest bridge in Paris, rebuilt 1498-1507, and if 
862 feet long. 

Petit Pont, near Hdtel Dieu, is 104 feet long. 

Pont Rotal leads from the Tuileries to the Quai d'Orsay, and to the Paiaii dPOrsav^ In Rua d« lAXh^ 
a vast building, begun by NapoMon, in the Renaissance style, occupied by the Gonseil d*]^tat. 

Pont be la Rbfobxb, a double suspension bridge from He de la Citd, across the end of He St. Louis. 

Pont de Solfsbino, between the Tuileries and Palace of the Legion of Honour ; of ircm, £00 feet 
long. 

PopiNCOUBT (Rue) contains St. Ambrolse'a Churdi and the Abbatoir of Menflmontant. 

Porte St. Denis, Rue du Faubourg St. Denis, is a triumphal Arch to Louis XrV^ built 187?, by 
Blondoll, 72 feet high, the mid arch being 42 high and 25 wide. The carvUigs 4nd inscriptions refer to 
the passage of the Rhine, taking of Maestrecht (Trajectum ad Mosam), &q. Mqch figtitlng took place 
here, 1830. 

PoBT St. Mabtin, in Boulevard St. Martin^ built 1674, by BlondcU's pupil. Bullet, is onoOier arch, 
raised in honour of Louis XIV., after the taking of Besan9on (Vesontio) and Limbourg. ItisJB4fcet 
by 54, the centre arch being" 15 wide and 80 high. Louis appears as Hercules, with a wig, and with his 
^'.nblom, the grand Soleil or Sun. It was half-ruined 1871, and A. Dumas's Theatre burnt. Near It is 
Gira^d's handsome Chdteau cTEau, or reservoir, built 1811.

Th£Atbb du Gyvnask Dbakatique, Boulevard du Temple, has a six-column front. Scribe's plays 
were brought out here. 

Th£Atbe de l'Odeon, Place de TOdcon, rebuilt 1820, after a fire, has a portico of eight pillars, and 
stands 161 feet by 112, and 64 high, with places for 1,600. 

THiATBE Ltbique, Place du Chfttelet, was built by Alexandre Dumas (1862), and burnt by the 
Communists, 1871. 

THtATBE DE LA Renaissance, Boulevard St. Martin; a handsome pile, opened 1878, in place of the 
Porte St. Martin Theatre, which was a large wood and plaster pile, rebuilt in seven weeks after a fire : 
and burnt in the fight of 25th May, 1871. Here, Dumas' plays were acted. 

Th£Atbe des VABiETts, Boulovard Montmartre, built, 1807, by CoUerier, and has a double row of 
colunms in front, with places for 1,240. 

THtATBB DU Vaudeville, Place de la Bourse, built 1827. Prices, 1 to 6 francs. 

Ambiou Comique, Boulevard St. Martin, was re-built 1828, with shops on the ground floor, and has 
places for 1,900. 

Oatt^, Boulevard du Temple, has 1,800 places. 

Ten or eleven other Theatres^ including Chftteau dTan, Folia's Dramatiques, Beaumarchais, Menus 
Flaisirs, Ac, are in the Boulevards and elsewhere, besides several outside the Barri^res. The Guingu- 
ettes are places of amusement like Cremorne Gardens, &c. The Conservatoire de Mtuique is in Rue du 
Faubourg Foissonni^re. The Cirque de Eti is in Champs j^lys^cs ; the Cirque d'Hiver, in Boulevard dcs 
Filles de Calvaire. The Hippodrome, outside the Barri^re de riStoile, is of wood, in the Moorish style, 
88) feet diameter, with room for 10,000. 

To WEB OF St. Jacques de la Bouchebie, Rue de Rivoli, a fine Gothic remnant, 164 feet high, of a 
church, destroyed in 1789. 

TailerleB Palace, Hue de Rivoli, so called from the tUe works which stood here till 1518. Begun, 

166 i, by Catherine de Medicis, enlarged by Henry IV. and Louis XIV., and joined by galleries behind, 

to the Louvre. It was burnt by the Communists 22nd-3rd May, 1871. It was 336 yards long, in the 

Renaissance style, with a dome and high-pitched roof. The centre part, now a ruin, was called the 

pavilion de I'Horloge; at the extremities were the Pavilions Marsan and de Flore. It contained many 

beautiful rooms, adorned with paintings and works of art, as the Hall of the Marshals and their portraits, 

Salles des Gardes (containing N. Loir's symbolical picture of Louis XIV.), Saloon of Peace, <kc. The 

mob broke into it, 20th Juno, 1792, young Napoleon Bonaparte looking on; the Swiss guards were 

massacred, 10th August, in the same year ; and it suffered in the disastrous Revolution of 1848, when 

it was the residence of Louis Philippe ; as it was [afterwards that of the Emperor NapoMcm. The 

famous Gardens, in front, laid out by Lenotre, are 2,266 feet by 900, and, in summer, were crowdcl 

with people enjoying the sunshine, and wandering among the statues, parterres, basins, chestnuts, and 

elms. The view stretches through Place de la Concorde, along the Champs i^lys^es to the Arc do 

TJ^toile. Behind the Venus Pudica, one Henri hid away when he fired at Louis Philippe, 1846; this 

. was the seventh attempt on his life. The assassin Alibaud stood near the gate towards the river when 

Jt^ attempted the king's life, ten years before. Behind the palace is the court made by Napoleon (^ho 

B^oif to IioIdJiJs reviews here), with ih^ Triumphal Arch, in Place du Carousel. Here the troops mount 

r<»uyg aa/fjr at 10, and the band playt generally « little at that Uota, Wxoutf^ Parte Unot nearly so 
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enlivened with military and other music as the Qermau capitals. The Emperor Napoleon carried out 
the original plan of uniting the Tuilerles and the Louvre, by pulling down the houses which encom- 
bered the Place du Carousel, restoring the wing which faced the river, and bailding that on the side of 
Rue de Rivoli, in a solid and magnificent manner, suitable to the splendid pile, which with its vast 
galleries and courts now adorns the capital. This work was begun, 1852 ; and the new square between 
the Place du Carousel and the Louvre was appropriately called Place Napoleon III. The Salles des ^tati, 
in the transverse which separates the courts, was built for the use of the Chambres, and is a handsome 
room, 188 feet by 69, and 52 high. 

VAnoiBABO (Rue de) contains the Luxembourg, and (at No. 70), the Carmelite Convent, where the 
massacre of the priests begun, 1792. 

VersaUleB.— See the Hcmd-Book. 

ViCTOiBS (Rue de la).— No. 52 is the house where Bonaparte lived with Josephine when he atarted 
for Italy, 1796, and for Egypt. It received its name on account of his Italian victories. Here he 
planned the Revolution of 18 Brumaire, which made him First Consul, 1799. 

Victor (Rue St ) No. 68, now a municipal barrack, was once the Seminary of St. Firmin, where 
Calvin lived, and where 91 unfortunate priests were massacred In 1793. 

ViKiLLB DU Tbkplk (Rue) has the Government Printing Office. 

ViviEMNE (Rue) leads to the Place de la Bourse.

Climate of Paris.—" With respect to climate, the chief advantage which Paris has over London, 
consists in the greater purity and dryness of the atmosphere. Its freedom fnnn smoke and fog, and in 
the weather being less variable from day to day. Tet fogs are sometimes so thick, that the public 
conveyances lose their way, and meet with accidents. Thus to our knowledge a Batlgfnolles omnibus 
gave a summersault over a parapet in a fog, whereupon several of the ' Ins and outs' came to g^rief. 
The summers are hotter and the winters equally cold. If not colder. The average quantity of rain 
which falls throughout the year Is about as g^at In the one as In the other capital. It would not, 
therefore, be advisable to select Paris as a winter residence for delicate Invalids, or those whose cases 
require attention to climate. It agrees, however, with many dyspeptics, to whom the light cookery of 
the French euirine is better suited than the more substantial fare usually met with In Britain, which 
requires grater powers of digestion — ^provided always that this class of invalids abstain from ragouts, 
rich sauces, indigestible vegetables, as truffles, and from partaking of a variety of wines.** — JjmI'b

Population, 131,900. A large manufacturing 
town, on the Belgian frontier, capital of department 
du Nord (formerly of French Flanders)^ and a 
strongly fortified post, standing in a fertile and 
populous plain, covered with windmills and fac- 
tories, on the Dejile. It grew out of an abbey, 
founded about 840 ; was improved by Baldwin V., 
in 1047, and after many events, including tho 
taking of it from the Spaniards, by Louis XIV., in 
1667, and from the French, by Marlborough, in 
1708, it was finally given up to France, 1713. 

In shape it is an oval, about 2,620 yards by 1,300 
yards, entirely closed in by ramparts and ditches, 
strengthened by 15 bastions, by Fort St. Maurice 
on tlie south-east side, and a Citadel of great ex- 
tent, on the west. The latter, one of Vnuban'a 
best, is five-sided, and considered almost im- 
pregnable. Tlie Austrians tried to take it, 1792, 
but without success; a fact commemoratcl by a 
bronze column, in the Grande Place, n*. ar tho 
Bourse.

Doual (5 miles), a strong town, and sous-pre- 
fecture, having a tribunal, college, and School for 
Artillery and engineers, to which the Dulce of 
Wellington was sent when a boy. 
Hotels. — Du Commerce ; Du Fiandre, Ac. 
It was once a seat of the Caluaei, In Belgic Gaul, 
and stands on the river Scarpc, which is joined to 
the Eacaut, or Scheldc, by a canal. Marlborough 
took it in the wars of Anne*s time. The old walls 
ore strengthened with several towers; there are 
good walks on the ramparts. It has a largo place 
(square), a Go'thic lldtel de Ville, with a pinnacled 
belfry tower and chimes over it; an arsenal (where 
the English prisoners were kept in the war), cannon 
foundi-y; public library of 50,000 volumes, botanic 
garden, picture gallery, museum, theatre. Every 
other year«n Exhibition of works of industry takes 
place. Another exhibition, which occurs yearly in 
July, and is -attended by vast crowds from the 
country, is the procession of Qiant Oayant and his 
wife, with their family, and other personages. The 
Qiant is about ten yards high, dressed in armour. 
ThIapopai\&T show has been kept up for fourcentu- 
j^fes.

i^' Objects op Notice. — Hotel de Ville— St. 
Waast's Abbey— Robespierre's House. 

Population, 26,000. A strongly fortified town, 
chief place of department Pas-de-Calais (formerly 
of Artois province, which gave title of Comte 
d'Artois to Charles X.), a third-class military sta- 
tion, seat of a bishopric, tribmial, college, chamber 
of manufactures, &c., in a fertile plain, on the 
Scai-pe. It was tlie Atrebates of Ctesar, and even 
ill St Jerome's time (5th century) was noted fur 
its trade. 

The Cit<*, or old town, on the lii^^hest ground, was 
built round the Ijermitage of St. Waast (founded in 
the 6th century), which afterwards became a large 
abbey, and has left some remains in the public 
Library t8?,000 volumes) . Near this is NOtre Dainc 
Cathedral, built 1832, in the Grecian style, on ti;o 
site of the old Gothic one, which was destroyed by 
the partisans of Rohespierre, who was boni here. 
His house, a pluin-lookingone, built 1730, is pointed 
out iu Rue des Rapporteurs. 

The Ville, or lower town, divided from the otlicr 
by the brook Criuchcn, has good houses and streets 
of hewn stone, and adjoins the citndcl, built by 
Vauban. Near the lldtel de Ville, a very ^ooH 
Gothic buildhjg, worth notice, are the great and 
little squares (;p\aceft'),%\wvc\wTvdcd\vith olil P'lcnilsli 
honseB and arcades. OWvei: XiwVV^w^^ v.x-i \.\.si a? v^ 
lecture, the "»luae\\\a, wwVoVn^vvs \^\\\v\\\%vA ^w\\ 
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tribunal, college, and bishopric, on the riyer Somme, 
iviiieh divides iteelf iu its coarse hero into eleven or 
twelve canals, and contributes to the mannractaring 
prosperity of the town. It was the Roman Ambicmi. 
The Spaniards took it by stratagem, 1597, but it was 
almost immediately recovered. In 1802, the peace of 
Amiens was sigrned here, as being a sort of half-way 
place between London and Paris — a petite paix^ at 
"V^ch the English rejoiced so much that it made 
Nelson say he was '* ashamed of his country," and 
which lasted about a twelvemonth. 

The streets and houses are regular; tne largest 
place or square is the Marchd aux Herbos (herb 
market), which extends about 145 yards by 48. 
Good walks are laid out on the old fortifications; 
but the best is the Hautoye promenade^ which is 
regnlarly planted, and set off with a large piece of 
water. 

The Virgin Mary Cathedral, one of the finest in 
France, was built between 1230 and 1288, Bishop de 
FottUlay having laid the first stone. Length, about 
440 feet; height of spire, an elegant one, 435 feet; 
the nave, which is 45 feet broad, is of the sur- 
prising height 0/141 feet, and is supported by above 
ISO delicate pillars, some of which sound like a bell 
when struck. But the front, flanked by two towers, 
jand pierced at the base by three deep portals, is the 
finest part It has a circular window above ; and 
the whole is a wonderful profusion of tracery, bas- 
reliefs, niched figures, includhig the Last Judg- 
ment, the Virtues and Vices, the Months and Sea- 
sons, the Massacre of the Innocents, &c. Notice 
also the circular gallery, the fine windows (not 
stained), the tombs of the founders, Godefrey d'Eu 
and Cardinal Hemart, the carved stalls and pulpit, 
and the monument of the Enfant Pieureur (weep- 
ing child . It is in course op'epair. 

The mtel de VUle, built by Henry IV., stands on 
arcades, and has some pictures. Here they show 
the room where the plenipotentiaries signed the 
Peace of Amiens. 

The public Library (biblloth^que) is a large 
building in the Ionic style, with a good collection 
of 45,000 volumes. Including 400 volumes' of MSS. 

Other buildings are — the Prefecture, the Lyc^e 
ixr €fo//e^7ff, tie museum, com market, citadel, jar- 
'^a„s /fLujiea Cbotaalc garden), hoapital of 8t. j 
P^ ^^^ '^^'^Jrjr barrackB, la Barge cloister / 



(of the 14th century), the Kbit's House in the pas* 
sage of that name (Logis du Uoi). 

Peter the Hermit, Ducange, the scholar, the poet 
Gresset, and Delambre, the astronomer, were bom 
here. 

Manufactures of velvet, camlet, plush, ribands, 
cotton goods, and savon du nord (soap), but the 
velvets cost twice as much as those made in Man- 
chester, in consequence of protection. 

The old chdteaux of Baves and d'Hoeilly may be 
visited from this point. Conveyances : By railway, 
to Abbeville, Boulogne, and St. Valory ; to Poix 
and Rouen ; and to Ham, Tcrgnier, St. Quentin, 
Laon, Reims, &c. A short cut (avoiding Paris) is 
projected to Dijon and the south, vid Compieg^e, 
Ch&teau Thierry, and Troyes. 
[Villebs-Bbbtonnbaux (16 kil. east), on the 
Peronne road, has a tliriving stocking manu- 
facture. 
AuMALB (43 kil. west-south-west), on the Rouen 
road, pleasantly seated on the Bresle, gives 
title to the Due d*Aumale, and has two columns 
near the bridge where Henry IV. was wounded 
on his way from Rouen, The old fort stood 
about a dozen sieges. On the north side are 
some useful mineral waters ; and the ruins of 
Auehy Abbey are not far off. 
NEDFcnlTBL {see Route 8) is 25 kil. further 
thence to Dieppe, 47 kil., or to Rouen, 46 kil. 
DOUllens i30 kll. north) has a good church, and 
one of Vauban's best constinicted fortresses. 
Population, 6,000. Hotels.— Tixx Grand Turc; 
De I'Europe. It can now be reached by branch 
rail, vi& Longpr^ (see page 16). Arras is 35 
kil. north-east.] 
Boves (6$ miles), on the Noye, where the Ayre 
joins it, is the next station from Amicus. There 
are remains of its old castle. Then comes 

Ailly-BUr-Noye (6f miles), on the Noye. 
Coaches to Conty, Hangest, and Moreuil. 
[MoEEuiL (8 kil. east) on the Ayre, or Avre, has 
paper and stocking factories, and the chateau 
of Margaret de Rong^. Near it, on a high hill, 
is the FoUetille !ZV>irer,sometimes called Beau- 
voir, because of the fine view it commands. 
It has a very striking appearance, and 
stands above 100 feet high. The chapel re- 
mains, haying the m«i\A« efjigiet ol Bi^louL de 
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Launey (and his wife), viceroy of Naples, with 
a chain round it, similar to one given him by 
Louis XI. at the taking of Quesnoy.] 
Breteilil (10| miles), 6 kil. from the railway, is 
at the Noye*s head, and takes its name from the 
Roman Brantuspansium (1 kil. south-east), where 
coins, &c., have been discovered, and which was 
destroyed by the barbarians in the 5th century. It 
came into notice after St Marie's abbey was founded, 
1049 ; was fortified, taken by the English, and be- 
longed to the Montmorencies and others. The 
church Is as old as 1226. Population, 2,900. Eotel-^ 
D'Angleterre. 

Coaches to Beauvais, Crbvecoeur, Aumale, Mont- 
didler, Roye. 
[At 13 kil. west is 

MoNTDiDiBB, a sous-prefecture of 4,800 souls, in 
department Somme, on a hill by the Dom. It 
was a seat of the Merovingian kings, and has 
remains of its walls, with many old houses and 
buildings in its narrow streets. St. Pierre's 
church, though large and ugly, has a carved 
porch and curious efflgies of one of its early 
counts, Raoul II. In the porch of St. Sepul- 
chre's stands the tomb of another Raoul, as old 
as 1074; and its pulpit deserves notice. At 
the Hotel de Ville, 'va. the belfry, is a niched 
figure, called Jean Duquesne, which strikes 
the hours. The ancient Bailliag* is turned into 
the law court, or tribunal, where several 
pieces of tapestry are to be seen. A cabinet of 
natural history is placed in the college, a large 
building ; as is the hospital, or H6tel Dieu. 
Hoteli. — ^DeCond^; De Grenadier. 
It was an Aubry de Montdidier who was over- 
come in single combat, and mm*dered in the 
forest of Bondy, by Macaire ; the murder was 
discovered by the victim's dog—the dog of 
Montargis. Excellent jToritjpief are made here.] 
St. Just (9f mUes), at the head of the Arre. 
Coaches to Roye, Ansauvilliers, Cavilly, M«)nt- 
didier, Rosi^res. The country improves towards the 
next station. 

Clermont-Oise (8i miles), a sous-pr^fecture 
of 5,700 souls, was burnt by the English 1859 ; and 
Jim a famona prospect of the ValUe Dorie^ on the 
Jiin over the Bresche, from the Chatellier prome- 
jiade, close to the old cattle, noyr a central House ot 



Detention for women. Hero Philippe le Bel was 
born. It once belonged to Robert, son of St. Louis, 
who, marrying a dame de Bourbon, then a small 
fief in the centre of France, first brought that illus- 
trious name into the royal line. Another seigneur 
was the accommodating husband of La Belle 
Gabrielle, who was married to her by Henry IV., 
on condition of never seeing her after the cere- 
mony. Notice the old church, near the town-house, 
both spire buildings ; also a museum of agriculture 
and geology; with a library of 6,000 volumes. 
Cherries and other fruit are abundant here. At 
St. Felix, in the neighbourhood, excellent fossil 
shells are found. 
Hotel.— VE^^e (Sword). 

Liancourt (5i miles), on the Bresche, in a pretty 
spot, has part of the Chdteau (of the time of Louis 
XIII.) of the late Due de la Rochefoucald-Llon- 
court, who, after the Revolution, established an 
English farm here, with a school of industry, Ac, 
besides introducing vaccination. He is buried in 
the park, under a plain tomb. 

Creil m miles), a buffet for refreshments, 43 
miles from Paris. Here the branch lines to St. 
Quentin and Beauvais, &c., turn off (see Routes 5, 7). 
It stands among hills, on the Oise, and has an old- 
bridge, a church with a good spire, manufactories 
of pottery and pipes ; with traces of the old chftteau 
(on an island), where Charles VI. was placed 
when lunatic, and of St Evremond's Abbey. The 
direct line to Paris, cutting off the comer towards 
Pontoise, has a branch to Senlis and Chantilly. 
Population, 3,630. Hotel— Bn Chemin de Fer 
[Senlis. 4 miles from Chantilly (as below) by 
rail, is a sous-prefecture with 5,800 population, 
In department Oise, on a hill-side among the 
forests of Halatte, Chantilly, Ac, where the 
Annette and Nonette join. It was the capital 
of the Silvanecteiy in Ctesar's time, and has 
traces of Roman-built waXlt, with several old 
gates, as the Porte de Meaux, Porte de Bellon, 
Porte de Comp^igne, Ac, besides St. Louis's 
ruined castle. Philippe Auguste was married 
here, 1180, ta ^Ww.Xi^'C^ ^\ ^^«!ic&asSi&.\ '^^'^^^ 
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on a pinnacled tower, 225 feet high ; also two 
good north and south porches, built by Francis I. 
There are, besides, a theatre In St. Aignan*soId 
church ; a hospice, now the Ildtel de Yille, a 
public library of 8,000 volumes. 

At 3 kil. from Senlis is the old abbey of St. Yic- 
toii*e, a favourite resort of Louis XI. The cross- 
bow men of this place wore noted in the 16th 
century. 

Trade in wool, cotton, lace, grain, wine, chicory, 
stone, &c. 

HoM.—DvL Grand Corf (Stag).] 

St. Leu-d'Esserent (4i miles), in department 
Oit^o, on a hill side, with a conspicuous church in 
llio transition style. It has important lime quar- 
ries, and lace is made. 

[Cliantllly (O miles from Creil by mil, 25 miles 
from Paris), has remains of a Chdtcau of the 
Montmorencies and the great Coudd, who was 
visited by Louis XIV., when Vatel, hb cook, 
killed himself because the fish hud not come ; 
and which, as enlarged by liis family, was 
pulled down at the Revolution. What remains, 
including a hunting-seat on the lake, a chapel, 
splendid stables, for 180 horses (built 1719-85), 
the English garden and grounds, was sold, 1852, 
along with the Forest of 20,000 acres, and Hex 
Forest of 43,000 acres, but has since come back 
again to the Orleans family, its former owners. 
Twelve roads meet at the centre of this Forest, 
called the Round Table, where the " Derby '• 
and *'St. Leger*' are run for, at the annual 
Races of the French Jockey Club, in May and 
October. Hunting parties are got up here. 
On Lake Cummelle, is a lodge, built, they say,) 
by St. liOuis's mother, Blanche of Castile, and 
lately restored. English Church service here. 
Blonde lace, articles in wood, Ac, are made. 

ffotels.-^Bn Cerf; DuGygne; Des Bains; Du 
Lion d'Or. Population, 2,920.] 

Precy (2i miles) is the next station. 

[MoRiEFONTAixE (13 kil. .-outh-cast), has a ehd- 

tenu, built 1770, which belonged to Joseph 

Bonaparte when the French treaty with 

America was signed here, 1800.

This pic- 
turesque mixture of woods, hills, rocks, Inki.-^, 
canals, falls, &c , Is thought to be more Eni;lish 
than any other place in France. Traces of a 
Roman c.imp are seen at Butto-Mahet.] 
Boran (2^ miles), and its suspension bridge. 
Beaumont-BUr-Oise (4i miles), on a rock at 
the bridijc over the river, has a tower of its old 
feudal castle, which commanded the pass here. The 
promenade overlooks a rich prospect. Conveyances 
to Yianncs (near Royaumont old abbey, in Chfin- 
tilly forest); No.dlles (near Pierre-aux-Fdcs dru:d 
stoncd) ; Jouey, Presle, Ac. 
[At 12 kil. east is Luzarches, on a hill-sldc, with 
remains of a Chdteau on the site of a palace 
which Charlemagne gave to St. Denis' Ab!»ey. 
The Collegiate Church, of the 13th century, was 
built over the relics of St. COme, the patron 
of surgeons.] 

Ue-Adam {i\ miles), so called from an island in 
the river, on whi h stood a chAteau, built 1200, by 
the seigneurs, one of whom was the famous Grand 
Masttr of the Knights of St. John, Philippe de I'lle- 
Adam, who held out so long at the siege of Rhodes, 
1522, against 200,000 Turks. The neighbourhood is 
striking. Its chftteau afterwards came to the family 
of Cond€. 

Auvers (4i miles), 0.1 the Oise, has an eld con- 
spicuous church. 

FontOlse (2i miles), a sous-prdfecture of 6.100 
persons, in dejiat tment Seine-ct-Oiso, on a rock, over 
the Oise (where the Viosno joins), here crossed by a 
bridge or pont, which gave it its present and its 
ancient name (tiriva-lsarae). It was held by the Nor- 
mans, and by Talbot, 14! 9-41, who took it by a ruse 
de guerre, vias., dressing his tr^en in white when snow 
was on the ground. St. Maclou's church Is ancient, 
and has an alarm bell, witli nn inscription on it. 
There are also a large hospital and a library of 3. 000 
volumes, besides remains of its old walls and a castle. 
General Leclerc was a native; as was Flamcl, an 
alchemist and illuminator of the 14th century. 

Ilottls. — Grand Cerf; Des Messagories. 

Rail to Gisors, Chaumont, Gournay, and Vernon 
{see Route 8.) 

[Cliatimont*Cl8e tS2 miles nor:h-wr^t), on a 
hill, topped ^^y \Yvc QotUlc churvli, v.heiicc there 
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i3 a wide prospect. Th« houses are of gooci 
brick. Blonde lace, leather, <fec., are made; and 
there arc large fairs for cattle nnd horses.] 
At Pontoise the line turns round to the south- 
east to 

Herblay (5i miles), which lies to the west, by 
the Seine. 

Franconyille (if mile), in a very attractive 
part of the valley, of Montmorency. 

Coach to St. Leu-Taverncy (8 kll. north), where 
Mad. de Gcniis had a seat in which the last Duke or 
Bourbon hung himself, 1830. After Mad. ile Genlis, 
it became the seat of Queen Hortense (Duchess of 
St. Leu), motlier of Napoleon III. who, out of love 
to her memory, began, in 1851, a handsome new 
church, on the site of the old Gothic building. Here 
his father, Louis, King of Holland ; his grandfather, 
Carlo Bonaparte ; and other members of the family; 
now rest. 

Ermont (if mile), in the neighbourhood of 
Sannois, Montlignon, Domont ; Andilly, a fine spot 
in Montmorency forest ; St. Prix; ar\(i. Eauhonne/xn 
a pretty valley of the forest, near an oak planted by 
Franklin, who lived here, as did St. Lambert, Rous- 
seau, &c. 

Erghien-les- Bains (2 miles), on lake St. 
Gratien, u noted for its sulphur springt^ used be- 
twe n June and September, and has a large bathing- 
house, ball-room, <fec. It is a favourite excursion for 
tlie Parinians, as it combines the amusements of 
boating, donkey-raiing, rambling in the forest, and 
eiting the delicious cherries off the tree in the sea- 
son. Trains come up almost hourly. The springs 
were discovered in 1766, and are about eu" temp.; 
the neighbourhood is very pleasant. Hotel.— Be 
Qiiatre Pavilions. 
[SAontmorenoy (S kil. north), by the direct rail 
from Paris, a pretty place on a hill, founded 
1008, by Burchard the Beaided, a robber 
chieftain of this part. It gave name to a noble 
house, the premier Christian Barons, as they 
used to be called ; and came to the family of 
Condd with the title of Duke, to which Louis 
XIV. added that of Eughein, after the above 
place. The large Gothic church of the 14th 
century has some good stained glass. One 
walk through the cheetnut Forest leads to 



Ecouen, past Mont Louis, and the Ilcrmitngc, 
where the pernicious sentimentalist, Rousionii, 
wrote his Kmile, «fcc. It has his bust and furni- 
ture. Grctry, the composer, died In It] 

EpiXiay (2 miles), a station on the Seine, has 
many country-houses, with that of Br6che, whlcli 
Gabrielle d'Estrdes, Henry IV.'s mistress, lived hi. 
Fourcroy, Laccpdde, Marquis Somariva, Ac., resided 
here ; and Mad. Houdetot, at Ormosson. 

[AuNouviLi.E to tlie north-east, on the Crould, 
lias an old unfini>he<l chateau, of the last cent- 
ury, built by garde-dcs-sceaux (\on\ kiej-.er) 
Rfacliault. A little further on is Gonesae, tise 
bir;h-iilacc of Philippe Au;?uste, 11 CO, and for 
a lout,' till e famous for its bread. At kll, 
north is Ecouen chateau, on a hill, built in the 
Ilcnaissnucc .style, with hijjh roof, pilasters, Ac. 
Latterly it belonged to the prince of Condc.] 

St. BsniS (U mile), a sous-prdt'ccture of depart- 
ment Seine, with a population of 22,600, ( n two 
little brnnclics of the Seine, and on the canal join- 
ing the river to Canal de I'Otu-cq. i.^ the old burial- 
place of the French kings, who were interred in ihc 
Abbey Church of the Benedictines, founded 013, by 
Dagobert. Length, 890 feet; breadth, 100; -and 
80 feet hi.^'h to the vault. It was rebuilt, 1 144-1-'81, 
the oldest part being Abbd Segur's Komanesq-iO 
front and towers, one of which was, till lately. 36 » 
feet high, and has been restored by Napoldor. r.n«l 
his successors with great splendour. The n w 
windows are stained with hlutorical subjects, and 
the chapels, &c., are full of paintings and frescoes. 
Among the monuments, &c., are those of Dagobert 
(not older than St Louis's time), Louis XII. and 
Queen, Ik-nrj' II. and Qncen, Francis I. an«l Quieii, 
Duguosclin the soldier, Henry III. and IV., Franeis 
II. (Mary Stuart's husl)and), and the twelve 
Apostles, hi the Cnccur d'llivre. The orijlamme, or 
banner of France, wliich used to be kept here, was 
carried in front of the army to the old cry of 
"Montjoie St. Denis," down to the battle of Aglu- 
court; there is a fine organ. In the crypt below aro 
statues and cenotaphs of all the sovereigns, some as 
old as the llth century. 

The Abbey IIou^^c, as rebv.\llt^^^^^V»A'^^^^'^^^'^, 
an Asylum lox o^v^txxv^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^^""VL^^'T^^ 
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corn-mtllg, bi^werics, and tanneries ; a large sheep 
fair in June. A bridge across lie St. Denis, in the 
Seine, leads to Gennevillicrs. 

Hotel. — Du Lapin que Fume. 

Our line now passes St. Ouen, a place on the Seine, 
witha chAteau, inhabited nt various times by several 
distinguished personages, and specially noted for 
the promise of the charter, here given by Louis 
XVIII., when re-entering Paris in 1814. The caves 
about it are used as granaries and icehouses. 

Clignancourt on one side, and Aubervilliers on the 
other, are next passed. Then Montmartre^ a hill 
SOO feet above the Seine, with a church, citadel, and 
reservoir at the top, whence there is a fine view over 
Paris. It is also marked by its quarries of plaster of 
Paris, its windmills, and guhiguottcs, for pleasure- 
seekers. 

Chapelle St. Denis is just outside the Barri^re St. 
Denis, which divides the city from the old province 
of lie de France, now called the department de 
Seine ; and at length the Embarcadbre, or 

Paris Terminus, is reached, at Clos St. Lazaire, 
Place Roubaix, near the Barri^re. It was opened 
in 184G. On-nibuses, Ac, wait on every train. See 
Bradshaw*s Paris Guide and the Continental Guide; 
and Routes 10 and 34, for Versailles, and other 
places round Paris.

Boulogne, styled sur-Mer, to distinguish it from 
the Boulogne near Paris, is a sous-prefecture 
(department Pas-de-Calais), port, military post of 
the second class, and packet station, on the Channel, 
112 miles from London. In spite of 6,000 of his 
count rymen who live here, an Englishman feels 
him?=clf at once in a foreign country on landing, 
and his first walk np Rue do I'Ecu, is like a scene 
in a play. The entrance to the harbour lies be- 
tween two wooden piers or jetties, at the muutb of 
the Lianc, 2,200 feet and 1,640 feet long, which 
lead up to the Port and Bassin; the former being 
in the channel of the river. The latter was made 
by Napoldon, to hold his flat-bottomed transports 
for conveying his troops to England. Above It are 
three bridges, beyond which the Liano expand:> 
into something like a lake. 

Bou'ogne was called Gesoriacvm Bononia by the 
Romans, after Bononia (now Bologna) in Italy. 
They used it as a military port, and built a light- 
house here (the Tour d'Ordre), which was carried 
BAvny by the sea, 1644, except some traces near the 
baths. Attila attacked it, as did the Northmen, in 
the 9th century; and Henry VIII. took it, 1544 — 
one of his knights (buried at Hardres, in Kent), 
carr\ ing oflf its gates, with a famous image of the 
Virgin from N6tre Dame, which was afterwards 
returned, but destroyed with the cathedral at the 
Rcvolutio!). Hence the old signs of Bull and Gate 
(Boulogne Gate) and Bull and Mouth, in London. 
Edward VI. gave it up to the French six years 
ater. Napoleon intended to invade England from 

ere, and collected 300,000 men under Soult, for 
that purpose, but never ventured out of port. In 
connection with this, it is curious to note that the 
British ai-my, when they took Paris, 1814, encamped 
in the Bois de Boulogne^ near that city — a wood, it 
may be remarked, first named after a branch 
religious house of this Boulogne by the seaside. 

Boulogne is divided into Haute and Basse Ville 

(Upper and Lower town); the former, on the hills, 

beinj the oldest. Here are Vauban's Citadel^ In- 

cluding Bomo older towera, and the old walls, now 

turned into a pleasant promenadey from which you 

may catcb a glimpse of Dover Louis Napoldon 



was, at first, confined In the citadel after his un- 
successful attempt of 1840, when, with a tame 
eagle on his fist, he landed here almost alone, from 
one of the General Steam Navigation Company's 
boats. The best and newest houses are at Tintcl- 
leries, on the north, where most of the English 
residents live. Of the gates only three arc left, 
the principal one being Porto des Danes — after the 
dunes or sand hills which line the shore towards 
Calais. Water is supplied by 17 fountains and a 
rtservoh*; the lamps are now lit with gas, supplied 
by a ijtsine h gax. 

Among the chief buildings are, N6tro Dmio 
church, a Grecian pile, with u cupola built 1827, on 
the site of the cathedral; the bishop's palace, now 
a school; the old hitel of the Dukes d'Aumont; 
and the house which Napoleon stopped at, now 
rather grandly styled the Palace Imp^rlale; all In 
the Upper town. In this part also is the Udtel de 
Ville, with an old Beffroi or belfry tower, near it, 
140 feet high. This stands on the site of a castlo 
of the ancient Counts of Boulogne. 

The Mtaeum, in Grand Rue, has a collection of 
arms, coins, Roman, and other antiquities, natural 
objects, &c., and is open three days a- week. Among 
the coins, notice a medal (now exceedingly rare) 
struck by Napoldon, bearing the vam-glorious in- 
scription, ("hooknosed Ctesar's thrasonical boast") 
"■Frajipee a Londres, 1804,' but really struck at 
Paris. The public library (biblioth^qne) atlachcd 
to this contains 22,000 vohunes and 300 MSS., soma 
being illuminated. 

There are also a Palais de Justice, hospitals, 
barracks, many French and English schools, three 
convents, a house in Rue de Chateau, replacing 
one which Le Sage (the author of Gil Bias) died in, 
and a theatre in Rue Monsigny, on the sit« of the 
Cordeliers' convent. Campbell, the poet, died in 
Rue St. Jean. The handsome new Baths hare 
dancing, music, billiard, and reading-rooms attached. 
Subscriptions, 20 fr. a month; a bath, 1 fr. The 
bath-keeper, M. Hennin, is a fine looking man, 
covered with medals, received at various times for

Eloi, called the " Church of the Dnncs,*' from tbo 
dunes, downs, or sand-hillocks, which line this 
terribly flat coast. It has an anchorage lying at 
some distance, in the road, and is as noted fat 
smugglers in peace, as for its privateering exploits 
during war. Its most special hero is Jean Bcart^ 
who was a native, and whose statue is in Place 
Royalc. Jean Ganthier, Jean Lion, who styled 
himself Godts Vrient, i. «., God's Friend, Roster, 
and the Jacobsons, are almost equally celebrated 
personages here. 

Canals run inland to Bergues, Ostend, Bmgef, 
&c. White brick houses of two stories make np 
the neat broad streets, but there is a want of good 
water. Many of the people, workmen and others, 
live in cellars. The tovm is defended by ramparts, 
the citadel, Fort Risbau, &c. ; and has two Basins^ 
one of which was restored 1794, and frigates 
launched in it. There is a jetty at the qnay, be- 
sides a long pier over the flats. A Light-toteer^ 194 
feet high, stands near the basin for the chasse> 
marges, at the mouth of the canal which leads up 
to the Port. 

The nctel de Ville, built 1644, is an old-fashioned 
pile, with a low spire. A solid square clock-tower, 
of brick, 154 feet high, called Tour de VEglise^ be- 
cause one part of the church is now cut off from it 
by the road. This Church (St. Eloi's) is Gothic, 
with a handsome Grecian portico of ten pillars, 
added by Louis, and contains some paintings. At 
the Church of St. Jean are iyro pictures by Vandyke 
and Guiilo, to be seen for a fee. The Jesuits' 
church is replaced by the college; the pnblio 
library contains 7,000 volumes. The Museum is 
rich in Flemish pictures. Large barracks are also 
seen, a salle de spectacle, school of navigation, &c.; 
and there are sea and other baths. The Fisher- 
men's Chapel des Dunes, near the shore, is, as usual, 
crowded with votive oflTerings. Genuine Flemish is 
spoken all round Dunkirk. 

Its position has made it the scene of many con- 
tests. A castle was built by the Counts of Flan- 
ders, which the English burnt, 1383; they took the 
town, 1638, but gave it up to Spain the next year. 
The Frenciti (jxyvA.ot Clowd€^ took it, 1558, but re- 
stored It \rraaftdVsLU\v \ «i%a\tv,Vcv\^%,V«.^^^^»^'i'«>^ 
by TuTcnno aX 0\g B«U\e of live Dune*, ^Nvsa >q.^ \^

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Louis XIV., Who fortified it. Tlils Iinppened wlien 
Clarendon Was building his groat house in Picca- 
dilly^ which the mob nicknamed " Dunkirk House." 
The fortifications were rased, 1716, but afterwards 
restored. The Duke of York tried to take it, 1793, 
but without success. Admiral Roussin was bom 
here. 

Manufactures of ropes, sugar, candles, Ac, and a 
good trade in eaux-dc-vie, gin, soap, salt, tobacco, 
butter, fish, cheese, beer, grain, pottery, &c.

[From Dunkirk, along the coast, you pass 

Lafbbkouck (3 miles) ; then Laytcooie, near 
the Belgian border (6 miles from Dunkirk), 
across which, the first place you come to is 
Fumes, with its two churches.] 

The first station from Dunkirk, towards Paris, is 

Bdrgni6B (5 miles), a small frontier post, on the 
Cohuc, and a canal, which brings ressels of 800 
tons up from the sea. It stands among marshes, 
nml has often suffered from war, having been takdn 
or pillaged about sixteen times. It has an HOtel de 
Villc, built 1664, with a good collection of pictures; 
a fine beJ/ry, 1G4 feet high, shaped like St. George's 
new lower at Westminster; two towers of St. Win- : 
noj's abbey, which serve for sea marks; and a good 
public library of 6,000 volumes. Cardinal Dubois

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founded 139-5, by Jeftnne, danghtor of Baldwin, em- 
peror of Constantinople, 171 feet long, with two of 
Jiubens' Pictures; the half Gothic HCtel de Viile, 
built 1612, with three pictures by the same master; 
public library of 18,000 volumes, and MS3., and the 
J/tweum, containing minerals, armour, pictures, &c. 
Its taU clock tower, 180 feet high, buUt 1237, fell 
with a crash in 1843. An academy of pahiting, 
ecuiptnre, and architecture was founded, 1782, by 
Baron PcOol, a native of this town. At the hospi- 
tal, founded 1751, is a good chapel; the saHe de 
ipeetaelt (theatre), is by Pujol; and there is a mont 
de pl4t4. 

It has several g^ood promenades, and commands a 
fine view, from the tower, of the citadel. Froissart, 
or Froissard, the historian, Watteau, the painter, 
and d'Argenson, the statesman, were bom here; as 
were Mad. Duchenois, the tragedienne, and Lemaire, 
tho sculptor of the Madeleine, at Paris. 

Among the mant^facturei carried on are, muslins, 
gauzes, excellent lace^ linens, wine, saltpetre, linseed 
oil. chicory, pottery, pipes, soap, leather, toys; it has 
several sugar and salt refineries, printworks, distil- 
leries of eaux-de-vie; and there is a large trade in 
these articles, besides coal. The coal mines at 
Anzin employ 4,000 hands. 

Coaches to Bavay, Berlaimont, St. Amand-les- 
Eaux, Landrecies, Condd, Bon-Secours, Solesmes, 
Le Catcau. A direct rail to Aulnoyo (sec page 
32), vid Le QU68noyf was opened 1872. 
[St. Ahand-les-Eaux (10 kll. north-north-west) 
on the Scarpe, with a population of 10,200, who 
make lace, cambric, &c., is known for its waters, 
its ai'tesian wells, and its Clock-tower^ 318 feet 
high, which was the spire (built 1635-6), to the 
church of St. Amand*s abbey, founded 634. 
The mineral springs, near Croisette (2 kil.) are 
three, viz., Fontaine-de-Bouillon, Source de 
Pavilion, and Fontaine de Veritd; temperature 
77*. They arc useful in rheumatism, paralysis, 
ulcers, Ac. Season, from June to August. 
There are bathing-houses and an assembly- 
room, <bc. Bon-Secours hermitage is near. 
Cojfjpjf CI2 kll north'BAsi) on theScheldo, close to 
iAeBolgrlan frontier, is a fourth claaa fortress

Crell, as in Route 1. Ascending the Oise, the 
next station is 

Pont-Ste.-Maxence [H miles), in a pleasant 
part of the Oise, under a wooded hill, which has, 
near the remains of an old one, a good three-arched 
bridge (pout), by Pdronnet, on a level, resting on 
groups of open pillars, not solid piles. Some old 
houses are left, though it has suffered in past times. 
Much grain is sold. Moncel Abbey ruins are turned 
into a wine depdt 

Coaches to Goumay-sur-Aronde and Senlis (see 
Route 1.) The former (20 kil. north-east), was the 
birth-place of Montaigne's adopted daughter, Made- 
moiselle de Goumay. 

Before reaching the next station, you pass Sarron, 
on the Oise, near tho chateau ot Plessis-VUletle^ 
which belonged to Voltaire's niece, Madame de 
Villctte. They show, here, a statue of the poet, on 
a pedestal, containing his heart, besides his desk 
and sofa. 

Verherle (H miles), on a hill side, now much 
decayed (population, 1,400), had once three bridges 
over the Oise, and a palace, in which Charles 
Martel died, 741. His son, Pepin, called a council 
here, and his gtaudftou, Charlemagne, built a 
Chapel. Char\eB tYni ^cA^YvaX^ W^ ^^tv^cA ^l ^^Ns^ 
sons here, and. gav^YvVa dtcvx^Vvtct \,o'e.\X\.^'^^i ^\ 
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In winter the mcadowB along the Olse are ihtin- ] 
dated by the rain, and swarm with ducks, plovers, 
cranes, herons, and other wild fowl. 

[The forest of St. Gobain, abovc>mentioned, con- 
tains many striliing spots, such as the remains 
of a yast Promonstratensian Abbey, now used 
as a glass works ; le Tortoir, a house which 
belonged to the Knights Templars; the ruins 
of St Nlcholas-aux-Bois, a Bernardinc house ; 
and the Croix Coesin^ an ancient expiatory 
monument, erected by St. Louis. South of St. 
Ooboin, and about 7 miles Arom Ghauny, are 
the magnificent ruins of 

Couey Ca$Ue, or Coucy^e-Chdteau, a great object 
of attraction to visitors, and among the finest 
of the kind in France or western Europe. The 
most conspicuous remains are one entire wing, 
with great comer towers, and, rising above all 

. the massive circular Keep, a solid machicolated 
pile, 190 feet high, and 30 to 82 feet thick. 
This castle belonged to the De Coucys, or 
Courcys, a tm'bulent and warlike race, who 
gave continual trouble to their neighbours and 
sovereigns until they died out, and their scat 
was at last destroyed by Mazari^. They bore 
this proud device : — 

" Je ne stds Rol, nl Due, Prince, nl Ck)mie atusi 
Je BuiB le Sire do Coney." 
(I am neither King, Ihike, Prince, nor Coonti 
Itam the Lord of Coucy.) 

Twelve of this warlike house died in Palestine, 
fighting against the infidels; John de Coucy, 
or Courcy, became a favourite of King John, 
and was the first Earl of Ulster; a daughter of 
Ingelram de Coucy (who is burled near Sursee, 
in Switzerland, where he fell in battle, 1376) 
became the queen of Alexander II. of Scot- 
land. 
There ate remains of another Chftteau in the vil- 
lage, where Clothalre IV. died in 719, and where 
La Belle Gabrielle gave birth to the Due de 
Vendome, Henry IV.'s son. 
Half-way bctvreon this and Chauny, is another 
scat of tho CoacySj Folembrai (now a bottle 
factory), which, like their original castle, was 
^^^^fted to tho French kings. At times it has

Near Chauny is Quiirap, where Charles Martol 
died, also remarkable as the spot where tho 
treaty wastfnade between Pepin and Stephen II.

Tergnler (4 J miles), where the branch line, vid 

Laon, turns off to Rhcims and Epemay, as in Routes 

6 and 55; also the line to Amiens (80 miles), and 

Rouen, vid Ham and Kesle. 
[Ham (21 miles, 18 kil. fromNoyon), on the Somme, 
is as old as b75, and has a moated Chdteau or state 
prison, built 1470, by the Constable St. Pol. 
On the gate is his motto in Gothic letters, 
" Mon Micux " (my best) ; the great round 
Keep stands 108 feet high, 108 in diameter, and 
86 feet thick. A stone, which served as a pillow 
to a monk, is pointed out, on which girls who 
wish to be married within the year come to 
kneel. Among i)er8ons confined here were 
Charles the Simple; Joan of Arc, after her 
copture ot Complbgne ; St. POl, its owner (l>c- 
fore Luuis XI. sent him to the block); Mira- 
beau; tlic ministers of Charles X.; Louis Napo- 
leon, the Emperor; Cabrera, the Curlist; 
ftnd lastly, Cavaignac, Changamler, &c., in 
1848. Louis Napoldon was kept here six years, 
and then cRcapcd to England. The church has 
a good choir, and carvings of scriptural sub- 
jects. General Fi)y was o native. 
Nesle (12 nnlcs}, gave name to one of the earlier 
marquisatcs in France; and has an old chitrch, 
in which nearly all its inhabitants were butch- 
ered by the Charles the Bold, 1472.] 
MonteSCOUrt (5.5 miles). At 8f miles further, 

over a marshy tract, which cost the engineers some 

trouble lo consolidate, you come to 

ST. QUENTIN, 
154 miles from Paris.

This place, seated on a hill between the Somme 
and St. Qucntlii canal, is a sous-prdfecture (in (de- 
partment Aisne), of 81,400 souls, who carry on here, 
as the centre ot tv v^VQi^i ^\%\.v\«i'^tVvTWl\\g manufac- 
tures of cotton, t\vTCa.CL, \.ti\Aft \V^«V^ tJ»K^\.vK\&^TO\«r

the Uomaxi Augtt»ta-YiiKWWxn4vwMaft>>ax&^^^afi^'«i 
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St Qucntin from 884, after the martyr of that name. 
It suffered from the Vandals, 401 ; Attila and his 
Huns, 461; the Normans in the 8th and 9th cen- 
turies ; and was made the head of the Vermandois 
country by Louis I., for Ids nephew Pepin. Louis 
XL, and his rival, Clmrles of Burgundy, frequently 
contested it. In 1657, it was defended by Coligny 
against 60,000 Spaniards under Philip II. (King of 
England) and Emanuel of Savoy, but taken, after 
a long siege. A battle fought close to it, 10th August, 
the same year, in which Pliilip was again victorious, 
led to his building the Escurial, in fulfilment of a 
vow he had made. It was captured by tlie Ger- 
mans, October, 1870; and hereabouts General Faid- 
herbe, witli his army of the North, was defeated 
by General Goeben, on JanuaiT^ 7th, 1871. 

The houses are modem ; three faubourgs stretch 
beyond the site of its old ramparts. Overlooking 
tho town, on the hill-top, is the fine Cliurch, a large 
and imposing Gothic specimen, about 420 feet long 
from the large Fulrad porch to the Virgin chapel, 
and 127 feet high in the nave (which is 212 feet 
long) ; it has 110 windows, some stained, and 421 
Icct high, with 23 side chapels, and 78 pillars. A 
tall spire used to rise above the square tower. It 
v.as a ct'.thcdral until the bishop removed to Noyon. 

The IIOlcl de Ville, in Grande Place, built 1509, in 
the Gothic style, is worth notice for its handsome 
front and arcade, quaint carvings, and lantern 
tower, in whicli is a good chime of bells. A Latin 
inscription on the front magnifies the behaviour of 
tlic citizens in the siege above-mentioned, before 
and after the battle. It stood eleven assaults, and 
was given up to plunder when taken. There are 
also a college, palais de justice, library of 17,000 
volumes, new theatre, gas works, besides a conscll- 
de-prud'hommes (who arrange prices, «kc., between 
masters and workmen), schools of design, founded 
by La Tour (a native portrait painter), botanic 
gardens, hospital, <fee. 

The St. Quentin canal, which is part of the system 

called Canal de Picardie, unites the Oiseand Somme 

to the Schelde, near Cambrai ; one of its tunnels, 

near Bellicoort, is 5,677 mhtrcs, or 8i miles, long. 

Charlevoix, the Jesuit historian, was a native ; so 

wasBabeaf, the Commuuiat, who diod on the Bcaf- 

fpJd, 1797. Traces Qftiu-Q^^Qmt^ ^ayg ^^o wou, 



The old town kept its Latin name for a long time 
in the form of Aosie. 

Within a few miles of St. Qucntin are->Caula!n- 
court (near the Oise), the seat of tho Duke de 
Vicenza, which was rebuilt 1778, after having been 
destroyed by tlie Spaniards ; St. Sirnon^ once tho 
property of the Duke de St. Simon (author of 
Memoirs of Louis XIV. and the Bfgcncy) ; and 3£oy, 
which belonged to Cardinal de Brienne, one of tho 
ministers of Louis XVI. 

Coaches to IjO Catelet, Rib^mont, Guise, La Ca- 
pelle. Here the connection with Hirzon (see liouto 
6) takes place, vid Avcsncs and Anor. 
[Guise (26 kil. east-north-east), a small third 
class fortress, in a pretty spot on the OIsc, is 
as old as 1050, and was given, 1520, to Claude 
do Lorraine, first Duke of Guise. Mary, Queen 
of Scots, was his grand-daughter; and Francis, 
surnamcd lo Balafr^ (from a scar in his face), 
was his grand-son. Tlie old Chdteau, 164 feet 
above the town, now used as a barrack, has a 
round Keep left. Henry IV., against whom 
the Guises headed the League, burnt it, 1694. 
Jean do Luxembourg, who sold tho Maid of 
Orldans lo tho English, and CamlUo Dosmou- 
lins, were natives.] 
The next station is 
EBSlgny-le- Petit (5 miles). Then 

Fresnoy-le-Grand (5 miles), the nearest sta- 
tion for Guise, abovo-meuliov.cd. 

Boiain (2^ miles). 

BusI guy (Sf nUles). Here the junction rail from 
Somain (in Route 4), rid Cambrai, falls in. It has 
eight stations— Beutry, Caudri', Catteni^bes, 
Cambbai, Iwuy, Bouchain, Loubchbs, and 
Denaix (used for the Anzln and other coal mines 
only) ; none of which are of any Importance, except 
Bouchain, a small sous-prefecture of 1,600 souls, 
and Cambrai, as below. It serves mainly to open 
a communication with the coal mines round 
Valenciennes. 

[Caml^ral, 38 kil. north of St. QnentiUs oa tUft, 

road to A>0\3l^V\% VV.^WA-\f^^^'i.^V>^^'«^'«^ ^^S-^VkSJv.- 
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FiiUton^ whose monument, by David, is in the 
present cathedral : the old one in which he was 
buried was razed at the Revolution. 

It was the Roman Cameracum^ and the head of a 
district called Cambr^sis, held by the bishop as 
a fief of the German empire. It stands in a 
fertile pasture land, near the source of the 
Escaut, or Schelde, which runs through it. The 
fortifications are strengthened by a citadel of 
Vauban's, on a hill, which was occapied by the 
English in 1815. Ndtre Dame bridge loads out 
on one side. The Hdtel de Ville fronts the 
large Place d'Armes (exercise ground). The 
Esplanade is also of great extent. It has a 
military hospital, a college, a public library of 
80,000 volumes, mont de pidtd Oo&n fund), 
theatre, and several gable-fronted houses and 
public buildings. An alliance, or league^ was 
concluded here in 1508, by France, Spain, and 
Austria, with Pope Julius II., for spoiling 
Venice of her continental possessions. 

Monstrelet, the historian antiquary, and General 
Dumouriez, were natives. 

Fine linen, cambrics (to which this town first gave 
the name), lace, thread, &c., are made. Popu- 
lation 22,GO0. ZToie^.—De I'Europe ; good.] 

Le Cateau iH miles), or Gateau Oambresls, 

on the Selle, a place of 6,916 inhabitants, is best 
known for the treaty of peace, made 1559, between 
Philip of Spain and Henry II. of France. It was 
the head-quarters of the Duke of Wellhigton in 
1816. Marshal Afortier was bom here. It had a 
castle or chftteau built by Bishop Hallais. 
[SoLESMKs (8 klL from Le Gftteau, along the 
Valenciennes road) on the Selle, has the Clois- 
ter, &c., of an abbey of old date, with a modern 
church, having a spire 213 feet high. Popula- 
tion, 6,000. Linens, muslins, &c., are made, 
besides soap and leather.] 
Landrecies (7i miles), a small fortified town. 
Coach to Le Qaesnoy. 
Aulnoye (83 miles), from which a rail to Valen- 
cfennes Cpagre 17) vid Le Qaesnoy (as below) was 
opened 1872. Coach to A resnes. 
^ Qneanoy (6 miles), a fourth class fortress,

a tower about 820 feet high. H6tcl de Ville, 
clock tower, A;c., and is noted for prepared 
boars' heads. Population, 8,600.] 
Hautmont r4f miles). 

Maubeuge (2^ miles), a small frontier fortress 

on the Sambre, with a population of 7,400, and 

manufactures of fire-arms, nails, iron, &c. Coal 

and marble are got near. The Austriaus were 

defeated here, 1793. 

[Bavat, or Bavai (8 miles north-west), the Roman 

Bayacum, has, in the Place, a 8even-sidcdi>t7/ar, 

marking on its faces as many Roman ways, 

and said to replace a Roman milliary stone 

which stood hero within the last two centuries.] 

Jeiunont (6 miles), a French douane. Across 

the Belgian frontier is 

Erquelines (li mile), another douane, where 
laggoge is examined. Thence to 

Charlerol (18 miles), from which trains run to 
Waterloo, and 
Brussels (45 miles) ; also to 
Ci'logne, vid Lidge and Aix-la-Chapelle. (See 
BaADSHAW's JIand-Dook to Belgium.) 

Paris to Dammartin, Solesons, Beims, 
Laon, Verviiis, Hlrzon, M^zl^s, and 
Givet. 

Constructed by the Ardennes Company in 1857. 
With tiiat from Rheims to Mdzi^res, it fills up the 
frontier ground (occupied by the departments of 
Ardennes, Ac.,) between the Northern and Eastern 
systems, and works in connection with both. 

The stations out of Paris are Le Bourget (the 
scene of fighting in the Paris soilies of January, 
1871), Sevran, and Mltry, followed by 

Danunartin (22 miles from Paris), on a hill, 
where there is a fine circle of view. Lace is made. 

Mates-'M.\jle.is (11 kll. north-east), on the canal 
de VOuTcq, "has aiv rivcacvA. cKurcK,x«sJ«2vxv^ wwiX ^<(\ 
Meaux, In t\\\a diocese. 

Then foWoNv 1*^ 'P\fe^«.\a-^^\\«sNi:i^. '^^J^ 
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Cr^py-eiL'ValoiS (16 miles itom Dammartin), 
founded 10th century, with St. Arnould's Abbey. 
It was the capital of the Yalois country, and a strong 
place, having a palace called Bouville. Only one 
(St Denis, with a good choir) of its five churches 
remains, with rains of another; also a tower of the 
ch&teau. The English took it 1431, and the Lea- 
guers, 1688; but it is best known for the treaty of 
1544, between Francis I. and Charles V. 

The next, Vanmolse, is followed by 

VlUers-CotteretS (ll miles from Crdpy), hi the 
forest of Retz, has a ch&teau restored by Francis L 
(on the site of one burnt by the English) now a 
depot de medicine, or poor-house, for the district 
Near it are remains of Longpont abbey church, 
founded in the 12th century. General Dumas 
(called the French Codes, for his defence of Brixen 
bridge), his son Alexander Dumas, author of Monte 
Christo, and Otto, the statesman, were natives. 

[There is a short railway connection of 9 miles 
with 

La Fert^ MUon (25 miles north-east of 
Meaux), in department Aisne, on a hill by the 
Ourcq, fortified as far back as 845, and has 
the fine remains of a castle, dismantled by 
Henry IV. In firont of the Hotel de Ville is 
David's statue of Racine (bom here, 1689), 
whose bust, by Stabinsky, is in theBiblioth^quc 
of 17,000 volumes. Population, 4,800. 

Hotel.— DvL Soleil d'Or (Golden Sun).] 

Losgpont, Vierzy, and Berzy are passed, 
before reaching 

BoiSfiOns (17 miles from Villers-Cotterets), a 
B0us-pr€fccture of 12,210 souls (department Aisne), 
a fortified town, and a diocese, in the valley of the 
Aisne. It was the chief hold of the JSttessones in 
C83sar*s time. Clovis made it the capital of the 
Franks (486), after routing its Roman governor, 
Syagrius. Pepin deposed Ghilderic here, 752, and 
Charles the Simple was beaten, 922, by his com- 
petitor Robert In 1315, it suffered from the Bur- 
gundians and Armagnacs; the Huguenots ravaged 
it 1567 ; and it was taken and retaken twice over, 
1814. It is well-built, and defended by a citadel, 
which capitulated to the German forces, 16th 
October, 1870, with 4,000 men, after four days^ 
bombardment

The Gothic Cathedral of the 12th centi ry, on the 
site of that in which Pepin was crowned by St 
Boni&ce, has a tower 160 feet high, and Unbens'i 
** Adoration of the Shepherds,'* given, they say, by 
him to the Cordeliers here, in gratitude for their 
care of him when sick. St Pierre is in the Lom- 
bard style, small and round, with buttresses and a 
dome; St. Leger, in that of the Renaissance 
Only the fine Gothic portal and spire are left of St 
Jean-des-Vignes Abbey^ on a hill, founded in the 
11th century. 

The old Chdteau^ on the site of the palace, if 
flanked by heavy round towers. Other buildings 
are, the Intendance, the college, HOtel Dien, house 
of correction, museum and library of 19,0C0 
volumes, two barracks, theatre, &c A bridge 
leads over to St. Vaast 

In the neighbourhood are some remains of 8i, 
Medard's Abhey^ founded 1545, with the dungeon 
where Louis-le-Debonnaire was for a time confined 
by his rebellious sons. Clotaire, son of Clovif, 
king of Soissons (whose dominions took in all the 
north-east of France) was buried in it. Another 
spot is Braisnes (as below) which belonged to the 
Counts of Egmont before the Revolution, under 
the name of Ch&teau de la Folic. Coucy Castle and 
Anizy, built by Francis I., may be visited from 
here. 

Childeric I., Clotaire II., the Duke of Mayence 
(the chief of the League against Henry IV.), and 
Collot d'Herbois, the infamous terrorist, were 
natives of Soissons. 

Linen and pottery are made ; trade in grain, vege* 
tables, cattle, <bc. 

Rail to Laon (Route 6), Rheims; Coach to 
Ch&teau-Thierry, <fec. 

At 12 kil. south-east of Compidgne, near one end 
of its forest, are the picturesque walls and towers 
of Pierr^onds duties a vast ruin on a hilL It was 
so strong that a determined soldier, Rianx, in 
1592, held out against three or four of Henry 
IV.'s conmianders, and was at last only bought 
over with gold. In 1617, no fewer than 15,000 
men invested it, and took it aftar tfct *3k$^ ^srsc^t 
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beneficial lu cases of weak lungs. Amuseirent is 
afforded by fishing in the lake, and excursions in 
the forest. 
Here the branch to Rhelms (82 miles), tarns off, 

vid Bratsnes and Flames. 

The next station to Soissons is ABlzy-PlnOll, 
and its old Castle, followed by 

Laon, 32 miles from Soissons, 87 miles from 
Paris, where the branches to Rheims and Tergnier 
make a junction. 

Hotels. — La Hure; De I'Ecu; De la Barri^re. 

Population, 10, 1 00. Capital of department Alsne 
(in the old province of La Brie)^ a fortified town, 
and fi)rmerly seat of a diocese, on a rocky hill, 720 
feet above sea leyel, in a fertile wine country, half- 
way between the Alsne and Oise. It was the 
ancient Lattdunum^ and as it stands high, the air is 
keen, though healthy. The old walls and ramparts 
command a succession of the prospects on all sides. 

The Cathedral Church of Ndtre Dame, the most 
remarkable building, is an excellent uniform -speci- 
men of the early pointed style in France ; it was 
built 1112-14. It has five towers, portals pierced 
with deep entrances (three in the west front), 
stained rose and other windows, and several orna- 
mented side chapels. St. Martin's Church is as old 
as the 12th century, and has two gool towers. The 
abbey of that name is now the H6tel Dicu. 

Anottier abbey (Ndtre Dame, founded 615), Is 
occupied by the prdfectnre, where the library of 
17,000 volumes is placed. There are also a good 
museum of art, a college, theatre, barracks, the 
citadel (on the site of a castle built by Louis 
Outremer, and pulled down, 1831), and the leaning 
tower of Pench^e in the walls, near the Porte St. 
Martin. 

Lothaire L, St. Remi, and Marshal Sermrier, were 
bom here. It was taken by the Allh)s in 1814-15. 
Clovis made it the seat of a bishop, who afterwards 
came to be styled Duke of Laon. The caves in the 
rock are worth notice. The Fort capitulated to the 
Germans, September, 1870. As they entered the 
citadel, the powder magazine exploded, killing 800 
French troops and 60 Germans. It was supposed 
at first to have been an act of treachery, but this 
fFSg^ denied.

[From Laon the rail to Tergnier passes CSrepy- 
CoUYZOn (6| miles), from which the gloaa^ 
works of 5t.

oldest Artillery School in France (1719), and a 
fortified post, taken by the Allies, 1815. Here 
are an arsenal and barracks.

I^" Chief Objects of Notice. — Cathedral — St. 
Etlonne's Church— HSteldeVillo-Biehop's Palace

Population, 15,370. Chief town of department 
Oise; and a bishopric, with a tribunale de premiere 
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and mauufacturcs, (fee., stauding iu a fertile yallcy, 
on the rivers Th^rain and Avalon, on the old road 
to Calais. 

This very ancient place was the Roman Coesaro- 
magus or Bellavaci, which joined the league agjiinst 
CsDsar, without success. It gave name to the insur- 
rection of the "Jacquerie," iukhig John's time, so 
called after one Jacques, a man of Beauvais, who 
headed the mob against their feudal oppressors. 
The English besieged it, 1472, but were repulsed by- 
Jean Ligni^rc. It was again attempted by Charles 
^he Bold, with 80,000 men, in 1472, when it was so 
well defended, by the valour of Jeanne Lainc, or 
Jeanne le Ilachette, and the women of the town, 
that they have taken precedence of the men, in an 
annual procession, in October, ever since. This 
heroine's picturo and banner are in the UOtel de 
Ville. 

In La Cit^ the oldest part, some round towers of 
solid construction may be seen, as ancient as the 
ard or 4th century. The ramparts of the 12th 
century arc laid out as promenades. You may 
notice a great number of timbered houses, curiously 
ciuved, with iheir gables tui'ned to the narrow 
streets. 

St. Pierre Cathedral, in y.ue St. Pierre, with its^ 
luttresscs an'l pinnacles, is the great object of at- 
trnction. It was begun, 1225, but is incomplete, 
having no nave or steeple. The latter was over- 
turned in a storm, 1674. A fine rose window stands 
over the entrance, in the south porch, which is full 
of niches and other ornaments. The magnificent 
choir is 51 feet broad, but 145 feet high ! so that 
in this respect it exceeds that at ^^miens, by 18 feet, 
and Westminster, by about 57 feet. It is the 
highest choir, or roof, perhaps, in the world. The 
transepts were built, 1500-65. The long narrow 
windows are richly stained. In the chapel is the 
kt.eeling effigy of Cardinal Forbia de Janson, by 
Coustou, and a piece of tapestry, the " Healing of 
the Paralytic." One part, called the Basse (Euvrc, 
on the west side, is of the 9U> century. 

St. J^tisntie's (St. Stephf u's) is a transition cJiur^b, 



older than the catiicdral, with good stained windows 
of the I6th century. Formerly this town had three 
abbeys, seven convents, six collegiate, and tliirtocn 
parish chui'ches, with a commandery of St. John, 
<fcc., attaclied to it. 

The Bishop's Palace, now the Prefecture, is in the 
castle stj le, with towers, <fec. The HStel de Ville, in 
the Grande Place, is a fine, regular building, with 
an Ionic front, built 1754. There are also, the 
college, the bibliothbque, or public library, of 7,000 
volumes, the Hotel Dicu, a salle de spectacle, or 
theatre, cavalry barracks, and the government 
tapestry factory, founded by Colbert 

L'lle Adam, Grand Master at the siege of Rhodes, 
was a native. Small canals and branches of th6 
Th^rain nin through the town. Its manufiictures 
arc woollens, flannels, good carpets, tapestry, shawls, 
linens (called demi-IIolhinds), ft-lt for hats, cotton 
thread, black lace ; and it has a commerce in grain, 
wine, woollen and other goods. The Germans 
occupied the town, 1870-1. 

Coachesio Songeons, Formerie, Crdvecoeur, Grand- 
villicrs, &c. 
[Cn^vEcuiUB (20 kil. north), has the fine old brick 
Chateau of its seigneurs ; and in the church 
are good fragments of the tomb of Admiral 
Bonnivet, the favourite of Francis I. 
Grendvilliers (11 kil. north-west of th^ near 
the Amiens and Rouen line), in a wide plain, 
was founded, 1213, by a bishop of Beauvais, 
and has near it the castle of Damerancourty a 
curious seven-storied building, with battle- 
ments and corner towers, 106 feet high, — and 
the pretty Chdteau of Sarcus, built 1522, for 
one of the mistresses of Francis I.} 
Ctournay (18^ miles), a small place on the Epto, 
and the Dieppe road, near the mineral water of 
Jouvcnce. Gournay may be noticed as having given 
name to the ancestors of the Gurney family, in 
Norfolk. Here the rail from Pontoise and Gisors 
makes a junction, and is to be carried on to pleppe, 
46 miles further {see Route 8).

Newhaven. It stands under the cliffs of the 
Channel, where the Arques, Bethnne, and Anlne 
fall into the sea. Close to the edge of these cliffs, 
near the old chapel of Caude-Cftte, stands the old 
(kutle, built 1433 (on the site of earlier stnictores); 
the conduits for supplying water to Dieppe are hi 
the ditch. It commands a good proq[>ect, and over- 
looks the baths. 

June to September is the bathing season here. 
There are bathing machines, hot and cold baths, at 
the Establisement des Bains, a range which includes 
assembly rooms, with a theatre, Ac, all under the 
direction of a Physician Inspector. A ball every 
Saturday. 

The Harhour at the north end of the town has a 
narrow, sandy mouth, and is entered between two 
piers, one of which carries a light or pharos^ kept 
for more than a century by the Bouzard family, 
who are celebrated here for the number of drowning 
persons they have saved. This harbour includes 
an Avant Port, and floating Basin, and is scoured 
by means of a bassln de retenue behind. It will 
hold about 200 craft, up to 600 tons burden. ^^^ 

A large street, Grande Rue, leads from the quay 
towards the castle at the other end. The houses are 
of brick chiefly, with high-pitched roofli and bal- 
conies, mostly built shice the English bombarded it* 
in 1694. The Barre faubourg is the quietest part. 
The old walls are left. There are six places or 
squares, the principal, or Place Nationals, having a 
statvA of Duquesne (a native), erected in 1844 ; and 

there are «^ 0^11^7 «^« ^^ Iq^iccm^x VQ2^^^ lir en 
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aquednctf three miles long. The fishermen live in 
Faubourg PoUef^ which is worth visiting; here they 
remain a race distinct from, and almost hostile to, 
their neighbours. 

Among the buildings are, St, Remits Gothic 
church, neur the castle, rebuilt 1500-43; St. Jacques 
on the site of an abbey, a Gothic church, with but- 
tresses, some good carvings, and towers, whence 
you get a fine prospect ; Hdtel de Ville, near the 
Maison Quenouille, the favourite residence of 
Mademoiselle, or the Duchess of Berry, when she 
came here for bathing. There is a public library 
of 8,000 volumes, with a naval Museum; and a 
Navigation school in the Pollet. 

Dieppe figures in the histoiy of geographical 
progress. Its seamen discovered Canada, and con- 
veyed the first settlers to Senegal, where they 
founded a port, called Petit Dieppe. Heni-y IV. 
was here before the battle of Arques Castle (6 miles 
oflf), In 1589, when he defeated the Leaguers under 
the Duke of Mayenne. Francis I. visited it in 1 532, 
and was entertained by the merchant Ango, whose 
seat or manoir still remains at Varengeville (8 kil.), 
not far from which is Cape TAilly light, 804 feet 
high. 

• Lace, pipes, clay figures, small baskets, and ivory 
trinkets (at St. Nicholas) are made. Oysters are 
eaten, fresh from the beds, near the Cours Bourbon.

[Chateau d'Ed (sec Route 2) is about 30 kil., on 
the road to Abbeville and St. Valcry-sur- 
Somme. At about 4 kil. on this road, you pass 
a large ancient camp, called Cit^ de Limes.] 

Leaving Dieppe, the line passes through the 
Appeville tunnel, 6,889 feet long, ventilated by six 
shafts ; then the churches of St. Aubin, Saugeville, 
Vaudreville (the last turned into a factory), to 

Longuevllle (9} miles), on a stream which runs 
to the sea, near Dieppe. The station occupies the 
site of an abbey, part of which is now a factory. 
Not far from the latter, on the east, is the ruined 
Castle of Argues^ on a hill top, below which Henry 
IV. gained a great victory over the Leaguers and 
the Duke of Mayenne, 1589. It was built in the 



in the history of Condi's sister, the beautiful 
Duchesse de Longue^'ille. The church is worth 
notice. 

Auffay (6 miles), in the industrious and charm- 
ing valley of the Scie, which the railway crosses 
and recrosses above twenty times. Its church and , 
the Virgin chapel deserve attention. There was a 
castle on the hill above it. Coach to Bacqueyille, 
16 kil. 

SalntrVictor (3 miles), takes name from a very 
ancient abbey, of which the church is left. Coaches 
to TOtes, 6 kil. ; St. Jeans, 14 kil.; and to Neuf- 
ch&tel. 

The chalk hills and valleys of the Pays de Caux, 
towards the summit of the line, are now traversed 
by several deep cuttings and embankments, the 
most remarkable of which is FrithemesnU cutting, 
7,874 feet long, 62 deep. The valley of the Clares 
is crossed by an embankment on the same scale. 
[Neufchatel (28 kil. east-north-east), is a sous- 
prefecture of 3,630 souls, on a wooded hill-side, 
on the fine valley of the Bethune, and is noted 
for its excellent cheese, of three sorts, viz., that 
from pure cream, the second sort called Hearts 
of Bray (the district around), and the largo 
round cheese. It was called Driencourt when 
Henry I., of England built his new castle 
(Neufch&tel) here ; which suffered in the wars 
of the League. At Nesnifere ch&teau they show 
his room. There is a church, vrith painted 
glass ; also manufactures of wool, pottery, cot- 
ton, glass, and a trade in cheese, beer, cider, &c.

Georges dts Boschcrvillc, founded li44, by 
William do Tnncarvillc ; it is a good Norman 
specimen, cross-shapi d, with round towers and 
windows (except in ilio pointed ones of the west 
spires;, nn east apse, pilr.stcrs, «fcc., and a tran- 
sition chapter-house.] 

Hence the line passes Deville, where the archbishops 
of Bouen had a country seat, and Dapeauuio, with 
the Seine in view. Enter two tunnels of 1,167 feet 
and 3,118 feet, in the chalic under Caucholso 
fiiubourg, to tljo rive droite (riglit or north bank) 
station in Rue Vcrte. From thi:ji, two more tunnels 
(the first, 4,828 feet long) lead under boulevards St. 
Ililnire and Beauvoisine ; thence the lino passes 
Levc'ilid*s and other large spinning and dyeing mills 
at Varnetal^ on the Bobec (near the cliurch, which 
connnnnds a fine pros}>cct of the old city), to St. 
Cathe:ino's tunnel, 3,445 feet long; then, by the 
ten-arched wooden bridge over lie Brouiliy (each 
arch 131 feet span), with Boucn on one side and 
Bon S^cours church on the other, to Sotteville, 
where the engine works of MM. Alcard and 
Buddicom arc established ; and from this a short 
branch runs to the rive gauche station, at St. Severs, 
in C^urs dc la Bcine, on the south side of tho river 
and town. This is tlie ddbarcadbrc, or terminus, 
from Paris ; but tlirough trains turn off at Sotteville, 
to that on tbc north side. From Marommo the

Population, 101," 00. This fine old city and port, 
as reuiarkable for its past history as for its present 
commercial eminence, is tho chief town of depart- 
ment Scine-Iufdrieure, in Normandy^ seat of a 
military division, archbisliopric, cour impdriale, 
college, school of navigation, <Src., and ot the French 
cotton trade, and stand.s in a very agreeable p]iot, 
on the Seine, at the bottom of a circuit of low hills, 
open to tho south. By the Itcnding river, it is 76 
or 80 miles from the sea at Havre; but the direct 
distance is only 45 miles. Several green inlands, 
as Petit Gay, Lacroix, liiouilly, &c., occupy tho 
middle of the stream, which is about 500 to 650 feet 
wide, and Is lined with tall modem houses and 
broad quais, to which vessels of good tonnage can 
now come up. Mont Oargan, or St. Catherine's 
Hill, to tho south, commands a full prospect of the 
city, styled by V. Hugo — 

" La ville aux vieilles rues, 
Aux vieilles tours, dobris dcs ract s di«paruc8. 
La Ville aux cents cloihers ca ri lounaut dans I'air, 
Le Rouen dcs chateaux" — 
which, with its noble cathedral, its steeples, towers, 
factories, crooked strcetja, planted boulevards, and 
spreading suburbs is here laid before the eye. Dar- 
notal Hill, further off, where Carvillo church stands, 
is another good point of view; so is that from the 
Ho Brouiliy bridge. 

Rouen is tho Rothomagus of Ptolemy, which under 
Clovis became the capital of Neustria. Wrolf, or 
RoUo, the Northmen leader (912) mado it tho head 
of his province of Normandio, which Charles the 
Simple gave him with his daughter, and which Kiof 
John, upon lUo tnardor of his ncphow Artliur, in 
I Basso \VjU\o Xo^.^t, \qtU\\.^^ Vi >\\ v3j»T^!a^«^ 
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iniilippeAuguste, 1204. Henry V. took it, 1418, 
before the battle of Aglncourt, which Liid France 
at his feet. " Joan of Arc here exi)iated the crime 
of having saved her country," being burnt for a 
witch by the English, 1431. The French re-took it, 
1449. It was given up to Henry IV. 1543, after a 
siege, in wliich his father, Antoine do Navarre, was 
mortally wounded. The works then thrown up are 
still seen on St. Catherine's Ilill, but the old towers 
and walls (extended for the fifth tiiric since Rollo 
firf't built them, by Louis IX.), are now replaced by 
open boulevards, planted 1770-83. 

Outside, arc the faubourgs of Mart.Tinvillc and 
Hilaire (east), Beauvoisine and Bourreuil (north), 
Cauchoise (west), and the large suburb of St. Sever, 
on the south bank, where most of the factories lie ; 
but many small works, amounting to 200 and 300, 
for tanning, dyeing, &c., are placed on the little 
rivers Aubcttc, Robec, and Roucllc, which creep 
through the town to. the Seine. 

Rouen was occupied by tlie Germans, December, 
1B70, and made to pay an indemnity. It is to be- 
come an important artillery depOt. At Duclair, 
between this and Havre, six English colliers 
anchored in the Seine, were boarded and sunk by 
the Gorman commander for military reasons. An 
ample apology for this rather high-handed proceed- 
ing, with compensation, was immediately c fibred 
by the Prussian government. 

Three streets, running north and south, namely. 
Rues Grand Pont, des Carraes, and Beauvoisine, 
make the principal thorough 'arcs, and open a way to 
the cathedral, &c. They stand in line with each 
other, and with Rue d'Erncmont, to the north, and 
with the suspension bridge and Rues St. Sever and 
d'Elboeuf to the south, a line about two miles long. 

The new Suspension Bricl<je^ 646 feet long, opened 
Ist September, 1836, hangs on a cast-iron arched 
tower in the middle, with a pont-Ievis or draw- 
bridge for shipping to pass. Two piles, a little 
above it, mark where the old pont-h-bateaux, or 
bridge of fifteen boats, crossed, as built, 1626, by 
Friar Nicholas. Further up, is the Pont cT Origans, 
between Quais de Paris and Grand Cours, built 
1811-31, by Lanasson, of Ox. stone arches (the 2nd 
and 5th, each 102 feet span), restbig in the middle 
on the west comer of He Lacroix, where David's 
theatrical brouzo statue oIJ*. Comeitle was placed, 



1834. Beyond this is the railway bridge AcroFs To 
Brouilly, on ten arches. Qiiai do Havre, below 
the suspension bridge, where the steamers nutl 
shipping lie, is a lively spot; the barges up Iho 
river, lie at Quai de Paris, «fec. 

Grand Cours, or Cours de la Reine, on the St. 
Sever side, near the rail, is a fine promenade, 4 3t)0 
feet long, planted in the I7th century, on the -ito 
of Grammont priory, founded by Henry II. vt 
England. Other walks are at Cours Dauphin, 
Avenue du Mont Riboudet, on the Dieppe road, 
and the hills of St. Hilaire, Bons Guillaume, and 
St. Aignan, whore you look down on the town. 
The climate of Rouen is changeable and cold, but 
healthy in the upper parts of it. 

Highly carved mcdiajval timber and stone hoitse$ 
meet the stranger at evci-y turn, mostly as old us 
the 15th century; but the first object of attraction 
is the 

Cathedral of NOtre Dame, in Rue Grand Pont 
begun about 12J0 (on the site of that wherein Rollo 
was baptised), by King John, and finished 1609-8j», 
by Cardinal d'Amboise. Its length is 434 ftjtt; 
breadth, 105 feet ; length and breadth of transoi»t, 
175 feet by 25 feet ; height of nave, 90 feet. Tito 
Cardinal bnilt the richly carved /ron/, between tlio 
towers, 180 feet broad, consisting of three deep por- 
tals, with six large windows, a rose window, and 
two spires above, besides the central porch. Two 
unlike towers, of an older date, flank it, 268 fijot 
high ; one, St. Remain's, with a low pyramid at tlio 
top, has the oldest part of the cathedral in its base, 
and was finished 1477; the other, with a beantlftil 
eight-sided crown, is called Tourde Beurre, becau>o 
it was built (1486-1505), with the money of thoso 
who bought leave to eat butter in Lent, and is also 
called after Cardinal d'Amboise, on account of his 
famous brass clock, which was melted down, 1793, 
for cannon and for medals. These medals, now 
very rare, bear the fanatical republican rhyme— 
" Monument de Vanitd 
Ddtrult par I'Utillt^, 
L'an II. de l'Egalit<5." 
The great wooden spit-e, or lantern, 420 feet high, 
burnt by lightning in 1822, is replaced by on j of 
cast-iron open work, by M. Alavoine, 460 feet bii^V

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is full of sculptures of the life of Christ ; that in the 
south transept, or Portal des Libraires, near the 
chapter house, is richly decorated with subjects 
from the Last Judgment. In the inside are three 
rose windows, and 130 others, mostly stained, and 
of the 13th century ; and twenty-five side chapels, 
including the Virgin chapel, in which are Philippe 
de Champagne's *^ Adoration of the Shepherds,'* 
effigies of Richard I., and the beautiful Renaissance 
marble tombs of Louis de Br^z^ (husband of Diana 
of Poictiers) by J. Goujon, and of Cardinal d'Am- 
boise. The inscription on De Br^z^'s monument, 
states that it was erected by his "disconsolate 
widow, Diana," who, as she had been an " imepar- 
dble and ever faithful wife " to his bed, hopes to be 
such in his grave! The Cardinal's Tomb (of which 
there is a cast at the Crystal Palace) is a most 
elaborate profusion of carved pilasters, figures, and 
arabesque ornaments, and has the two kneeling 
statues of the Cardinal and his nephew, both arch- 
bishops. Several of the early dukes, three kings, 
and fifteen prelates are buried here. 

The Palace^ behind the Cathedral, was begun 
]461, and finished by Cardinal d'Amboise, though 
altered since. In the Gallery of the States, are four 
large views by Robert. 

8t. OuerCs Abbey Churchy near the Ildtel de Ville, 
is a chef d'anivre of Gotliic art, and one of the most 
beautiful structures existing. It was begun in 
1818, by Abb^ Marcdargent, and makes a cross, 443 
feet by 83, and 107 feet high to the vault, with flying 
buttress, and pinnacles ; 125 windows, in three 
rows (stained with the miracles of St. Remain, &c.) 
and an extremely elegant Tower of the 16th century, 
2G0 feet high to the crown, which rests on a square 
pinnacled base, and is full of traceried windows and 
open work. The west front and rose windows stand 
between small towers, 43 and 64 feet high ; this 
front, after remaining unfinished for throe centu- 
ries, was completed between 1846-52, from original 
designs by MM. Grogorie and Desmarets. Rose 
windows are also seen in the transept ; that over 
/Ae south door (which has a host of figures and 
carjrJa^s), being- the work of Berneval, the master 
^ou/ptor {burled In St. Agaea'a chapeJ), who, they 
^J^ stabbed his apprentice, because he was out- 
^tbe opposite window. Eleren chapels 8ur- 
. ^ '"'''^ ^^^^ (^oiBb,a 1840) and ite QlM- 



tered pillars. In 1794, this beautiful structure was 
turned into a factory for fire-arms, and several 
forges were in full work inside it. 

What remains of St. Ouen's Abbey (one of the 
oldest in Normandy) to which the church belonged, 
is now enclosed in the 

Hotel de Ville, which has a simple Corinthian 
facade, built 1818, and grand staircase, with busts 
of Louis XV. and the Comeilles. It contains the 
Mu$4e, founded 1809, with a gallery of French and 
other pictures (open from 10 till 2), and Caffieri's 
statue of P. Corneille ; and the Biblioth^que (open 
on Thursdays) of 35,000 volumes, besides 1,200 
MSS. from the 11th century. Here are D. d'Au- 
bonne's graduel or missal, with 200 paintings, Ac, 
in ,it (which took 30 years to fill, is 2^ feet long, 
and weighs 79 pounds), and Bishop Jacques de 
Lieur's Livre des Fontaines (given 1625), full of 
arabesques, &c. 

Of other churches (14 being left out of 37) there 
are — St. Maclou, in Rue Malpalu, ranking next to 
St. Ouen's, and built 1472. It has a finely-carved 
triple portal, a dome 154 feet high, much stained 
glass, a good staircase to the organ, &c. St. Patrice^ 
near Boulevard Bouvreuil, built in 1635, in the 
Renaissance style, cross-shaped, with good stained 
windows. St. Vincent, in Rue de la Vicomte, in the 
same style, with a good porch, «fec. Sf. Amanda 
another Renaissance church, in Rue St. Nicholas, 
belonged to an abbey, founded 1030, of which a 
small part is left, covered with wood carvings of 
abbesses, &c., one of whom was Anne de Souvr^ 
(died 1654), whose body was found in 1800, un- 
decayed. St. Romain, near the railway station 
(rive droite), built 1679, has the granite tomb of its 
patron saint, whose life is pictured in the dome, Ac, 
besides various stained windows which were saved 
at the Revolution, from the churches of St. Maur, 
St Etionne, and St. Martin, all now turned into 
magazines, &c. St. Oodard, in Rue de Tj^cole, of 
the 16th century, has the genealogy of Christ in 
one of its stained windows, and a painting by 
Letellier, Poussin's nephew. 

At St. Elofs (near the poultry market ancl 
Theatre ¥t«tii^a'), a. church used by the Protestants

In Rue Chasselifevre, in the north-west outskirts, 
is St GerTaiB*s church, with a very ancient crypt. 
It was attached to the abbey in which William 
the Conqueror died. Near St. Lo's, behind the 
Palais de Justice, traces of the Roman wall were 
found in the 18th century. St. Nicaise, built 1388, 
and St. Vivien, are not far behind St. Ouen's. St. 
Hilairo is near the Rue de Damotal. St. Paul's 
stands on the Coar de Pais, near the river side, and 
includes a fragment of the former one in its sacristy. 
fit. Sever's, in the midst of that faubourg, is in Rue 
d'Elbceuf. In this part also are St. Yon*s AsUe des 
Ali^Ss (Lunatic Asylum)^ on a large scale. 

The new Jardin des Plantes is open daily. A 
large well-regulated abattoh*, or slaughter-house, 
in the Rue de Sotteville, was built in 1835. The 
Circus is at the Tivoli Normand. A caserne, or 
barrack for cavalry, is on the site of Bonne Nou- 
velle Priory, founded by the Conqueror's queen, 
and burnt and rebuilt in 1665 ; and a foot barrack, 
in Place St. Sever, near the bridge, in what was an 
immense salt store. A third barrack is that of 
Marthiviile, built in 1776, in front of the Champ 
de Mars. 

The Hdtel de Prefecture stands in Rue de Fonte- 
ncUe, so called after the philosopher, whoso bii-th- 
place (marked ^^Fontenelle est nd dans cette maison, 
le 11 Fevrier, 1657,") is a little distance off, in the 
Rue des Bons Enfans ; while that of his uncle, the 
dramatist, is close by the Prefecture, in the Rue de 
la Pie (marked " Ici est nd, le 9 Juin, 1606, Pierre 
Corneille.") Tlie door, which some English amateur 
wished to buy, is placed at the Rouen Museum. 
The next house to it was Inhabited by Thomas 
ComeiUe, his brother, to whom the author of the 
" Cid,'* used to apply for a rhyme when in difficulty. 

On the Quai dn Havre are the Douane, or Custom 
House, the Bourse (Exchange), and Tribunal de 
Commerce, in a building called the Consuls (oppo- 
site Boieldku'8 stoUueX which contains a hall, with a 
Christ, by Vandyke, and two pictures by Lemon- 
iiicr, a native of Rouen. Here, too, is the TMdtre 
des Arts, near the bridge, having an Ionic front, 
with a medallion of the »' Grand Comeille." Tbo 
27i/a^/v Frattfois, bnUt in 1798, ifl in the Vleux 
Marc'Ij^ (or Old Market Place), the oldest la the 
f/t/y where tbcgsaffoldberectod. 



A short turn leads into the Pldce de hi PueeUe^ 
80 called after the unfoi>tunate Maid of Orldans, ] 
who was burnt at the stake on a spot now marked 
by a fountain and a ridiculous bronze of her, by 
Bonet. Opposite it is an excellent subject for the 
artist and antiquary, an old house, called Hdtel du 
Bourg-Theroude, in the mixed Gothic and Italian 
style of the 15th century, with a turret hanging 
over the front, and, in the court, various carvings 
and bas-reliefs of the Field of the Cloth of Gold 
{see Ardres), and other subjects. Shrewsbury (the 
the French call him "Scherosbery"), Elizabeth's 
ambassador to Henry IV., was lodged here. 

The Rue de la Grosse Horloge, is so called from 
the Gothic Clock Tower, dated 1389-98, (the great 
bell which still sounds the couvre-feu, or curfew^ 
is a century later). It is ascended by 200 steps; 
is joined to part of the old Hdtel de Ville, buUt 
1527, and has, on the fountain, bas-reliefs of 
Arethusa and Alpheus, which the people take for 
"Le Bon Homme Rouen," the "founder" of the 
town. A little further, in Rue des Carmes, near 
the cathedral, are, the half Gothic Bureau des 
Finances, built 1609, decorated with arabesques, 
and the dcu de France, supported by porcupines ; 
and the old Chambrcs des Comptes, built 1526, by 
Francis I. In the Rue aux Juifs (Jew-street), is 
one of the most beautiful things in Rouen, the 

Palais de Justice, opposite the Neuf Marchd (New 
Market),alow-pitchedGothicstructure, built 1493-9, 
by Louis XII.'s minister, Cardinal d'Amboise, for 
the ancient Echiquior or provincial States, and 
lately restored. The front, towards the court, is 
212 feet long, with pinnacled windows in the roof^ 
and an octagon tower in the middle ; a staircase, 
built 1607, leads to the Salle des Prociu'eurs, 181 
feet by 53, having a woodwork ceiling, compared 
to the frame of a ship. 

In Rue du Grand Maulevi'ier is the College, first 
built for the Jesuits, by Cardinal dcJoyeuse, whose 
tomb is in the chapel, which Catherine^de Medicis 
added, 1614. Behind is the Seminary for priests. 
Between Rues Caquerel and Cavilles is the BicStre, 
or House of Correction ; and nearer tlvA ^"csss^ss^vs.^ 
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JTdtd Dieu, or Madeleine, built 1749-56, having 600 
beds, and a chapel, built 1781, with a dome, a 
Corinthian portico, and two pictures by Vincent. 

At or close to the site of Basse Vielle Tour (near 
the Quai de Paris), where they say John murdered 
his nephew Arthur, arc the three Ilalles, or market 
halls (328 feet long) for corn, linen, cotton tissues, 
and checks, called Rouenneries, Ac, which offer a 
very lively appearance on Wednesday, between six 
and twelve. To the west is the old Fontaine de 
Luieux^ built 1518; another, the Fontalne-de-la- 
Crosse, at the top of Rue dcs Carmes, has many 
arabesque ornaments about it; the Fontaine de 
Croix-de-Picrre, is in Rue St. Hilairo : altogether 
there arc 38 fountains, fed from four different 
sources. Of eight open places for markets, that 
for butter is at Rougemar (in Rue Bourglabbd), 
where Duke Richard, in 919, beat the French and 
Germans; the Boulingrin (bowling green), in Bou- 
voisino Boulevard is tised for the sale of horses. 
The road here leads up to the churches of Long- 
paon and Carvillc, and Leveill6's spinning works, 
at Darnctal. Near the Champs de Foiro (Fair 
Field), the site of the old palace built by Henry V.. 
is the tower of Mai- s*y-f rotte (which means, " He 
meddled for the worst ") lying on this side of the 
spot where William Long-sword, son of Rollo, 
routed the people of Cotentin. 

Two towers, called Donjon and Gascon, In Rue 
de la Glacibre, are left of Philippe Anguste's 
chftteau, built 1205, and afterwards turned into an 
Ursullne convent. Many local antiquities and 
relics, including Cosur-de-Lion's heart, in a box, 
are preserved in the departmental Museum, at the 
old convent of St. Marie, in Rue do Poussin, besides 
a collection of natural history : open Tuesday and 
Thursday, from twelve to three. Old carved JMuses 
may be noticed in Grande Rue (Nos. 116, 120, &c.). 
Rue du Change, Rue Elouptfe (No. 4), the house of 
Jouvcnct, the painter, and many more. On Saplns 
hill is the Cimiti^ro Monumental; there are six 
others, one being for Protestants. Ecoles de Nata- 
tion, or swhnmiug schools, on lies Lacroix and 
Petit Gay. 

Besides the Comeilles and Fontenelle, Rouen 
claims as natives, Benaer&dey the poet ; Jouvenet, 



finance; Armand Carrol; and Louis Brnr.c, who 
saved the lives of more than sixty pertons : on 1j!s 
house you lead this memorial from his townsmen, 
"A Louis Brune, la Ville de Rouen." 

Its manufactures are the cotton Rouenneries al- 
ready mentioned, calicoes, prints, linen, ihrcfld, 
flannels, cloth, soap, chemicals, steam englnei^ 
leather, refined sugar, confitures of great fame, Ac; 
and it is an entrepot for wine and spirits, grain, 
salt fish, spices, dyewoods, cotton, wool, hemp, 
slate, iron, tar, Ac. The shipping and foreign 
trade are about one-third that of Ilavro. By Im- 
provements made latterly in the navigation of the 
Seine, a large American vessel, the Mary Ann, 
laden with cotton, Ac, from New Orleans, was, in 
1852, able to reach the city—the first direct impor- 
tation of the kind.

[The line to Amiens, 73 miles long, passes MOB- 

ter oilier- Buchy, where the citord line from 

Cli^rcs, Ac, comes In. Then 

Forges-les-Eaux, near the intersection of 

this lino with the direct lino from Paris to 

Dieppe, and so called because of its mineral 

waters, in a valley near the Forest of Bray, 

which are drunk from July to September; 

are clear and sparkling, with a temperature 

of 43°, and have an excellent tonic quality.

Leaving Rouen, by rail, we cross to Sottevllle and

William the Conqueror was hunting when he first 
heard of the death of Edward the Confessor. Tbs 
next station is 

Oiflsel (9| miles), which has a church with a tall 
tower and spire. PopolaUon, 8,480. Thence acroN 
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Tonrville (h mile), yfhere is a branch rail of 
five miles to Elboeuf. The total fall of the railway 
fh>in Paris to this station is 91 feet. 

[The branch rail passes the Seine, close to a sus- 
pension bridge over a bend of the river, and 
reaches 

SllXBUf^ a thriving town of 21,000 sonls, among 
cloth factories, in a valley bordered by a 
chain of hills, which crop out at the chalk 
cliffs of Orival in the river. It has two 
churches, St. Etienne being the older and 
smaller, and both ornamented with stained 
glass; and it is watered by artesian wells. 

Steamers to Rouen daily. The rail is continued 
to Brionne and Bemay. 

JJofcfo.— Le BoBuf d'Or (Golden Bull); Lion d'Or.] 

A tunnel 1,140 feet long leads to the next station 

Pontrde-rArche (H miles) to the south, across 
the Seine, here spanned by a long 22-arch bridge, 
to which it owes its name, is a pretty place, in 
Ouehe district, in Upper Normandy, and was built 
and fortified S54, by Charles the Bold, who held 
two councils there. Its high-roofed Church has a 
spire und buttresses, with stained glass of the 14th 
century. A bouse stands in the middle of the 
bridge, near an island, on which it rests, once 
covered by a fort. Behind the village stretches a 
large forest Coaches to Charloval, Fleury, St. 
Andelle, La Fordt, Pont St. Pierre. 

At VUUrtt where i\r. Pouuin, the painter, was 

bom, 1594, is a tunnel 5,643 feet long, cut through 

In 17 months; another at Venables, 1,410 feet long. 

The river makes several islands here. At Manoir, 

on the north side of the Seine, opposite the Eure*s 

mouth, the railway crosses by a viaduct of six 

arches, each 98 feet span. 

[From Pont-de-l'Arche a branch rail of 54 miles 

to Gisors, on the direct Paris and Dieppe line, 

passes by 

Boznllly (4 miles), or Romilly St. Andelle, and 

its large copper foundries, on the Andelle, 

which employ 1,100 or 1.200 hands. Here 

Cardinal d*Amboise*s great cathedral clock 

was brought from Rouen, and melted down for 

cannons at the Revolution. 

FleuTy, on the same line, 6 miles further up, 

has good views of the valley of the river. 

About 10 kil. beyond is Lyons-la-forCt, on tbe 



Lieur, near the remains of the altbep church of 
Mortemer^ founded by Henry II. oi England. 
The other stations towards Gisors are Von* 

esiineTllle, SansBay, and Etrepagny.] 

St. Plerre-dU-Vouvray (8 miles), near Pras- 
lin Park, Igoville, Andrd, and other ch&teaux. 
A branch rail to Louviers; thence by coach to 
Beaumont-le-Roger, Neubourg, Bemay (ue Route 
11). Evreux is 22 kil. beyond Louviers in the same 
Route. 
[LoUTlers (5 miles south-west by rail), a sons- 
pr^ecture of 11,000 inhabitants, chiefly wearera 
of fine cloth, and an ancient town in the rich 
plain of the Eure, where Richard I. and 
Philippe Auguste made a treaty, 1196. It waa 
taken by Edward III., and again by Henry V., 
who dismantled it, except a small part of the 
walls. An old Church of the 12th century, 
partly Norman in its style; a Knight Tem- 
plar's house of the 12th century, and timber 
houses (in the old town) are seen; besides 
several factories, dye-works, a bibliothbquc, 
salle-de-spectaclo, three bridges, Ac.} 

Gaillon (H miles), 2 kil. west of the rail, in a 
fine spot, has a Hoase of Correction, on the site of 
the chftteau of the Rouen archbbhq)s, built about 
1262, burnt by the English, and restored in the 
Renaissance style of the 16th century, by Cardinal 
d'Amboise, but finally ruined at the Revolution. 
Its gaU is now placed in the Palais des Beaux 
Arts, in Paris, and a pahitlng of it Is at the pri- 
mate's palace at Rouen. Part of the beautiful park 
remains. It was a favourite retreat of Francis I. 
This is the most northerly place in France for »ki«^ 
a poor sort, from a small black grape. Near this 
is the Chdteau de Navarrt^ built by Jeanne of 
Navarre, 1532, and rebuilt 1686, by Mansard, for 
the Dues de Bouillon, and for a time the seat of 
the Empress Josephine. Grisolle and Rotoirs are 
also near, and Abloville, where Marmontel died. 
[CouRCELLKS Is across the river. At 10 kil. 
north of it, at the suspension bridge, on a bend 
of the Seine, is 
Les Andelts, a sous-prefecture of 5,900 sonla, 
near Ch&Uau OaTUard^ a fine picturesque ruin, 
on a peak, built 1197, in defiance of Philip 
Augustus (gaUiotrd^ \si<s!i^xc&^Kc<^«»g^<akX'«»:«K^ 
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command the river, and dismantled by Henry 
IV. The -vicious Margaret de Bcurgogne was 
strangled here, 1315, by order of Lonis X. ; 
and Cardinal Balue shnt np his victim, Charles 
de Mellieu, in it. At the hospital, founded by 
the Dnc de Penthibvre, is a plaster fignre of 
St. Main, against which mothers rub their 
children to cure them of colic. OrandAndelf, 
on the Gambon, further inland, and an older 
place, grew out of a monastery called Andeli- 
cum^ founded by Clothilde, and burnt 1170, 
by the English. Near the curious old chapel, 
called after her (now a vinegar work), is her 
fountain, into which sick persons and new- 
bom infants are plunged. The half Gothic 
church has a good portal, stained windows, 
and Losueur*s *■'' Jesus in the Temple." At the 
Ildtel de Villo is Poussin's *' Coriolanus." 
Blanchard, the aeronaut, was a native ; Heniy 
IV.'s father, Antoine de Bourbon, died here, 
1552, of a wonnd received at the siege of Bouen; 
T. Comeille had a house here in which he died. 
8ir I. K. Brunei^ the constructor of the Thames 
Tucnel, was born at Hacqueville, in this neigh- 
bourhood. Cloth is made, and piches d'aibUtie*^ 
for false pearls, are caught. 
HoteU.—Jyvi Grand Cerf (Stag); Dea Trois Bds 

(Three Kings).] 
Vernon (8| miles), belonged to tiie Norman an- 
cestor of the Ycmons, of Kinderton, in England. 
It stands in a fine hollow, at the 22-arched bridge 
Vemonnet; as a frontier town of Normandy, it was 
fortified by Henry XL, and frequently suffered in the 
wars with France. An old tower, built by Henry II., 
nmalns; also a good Gothic church (Ndtre Dame) 
ba /ing a carved black marble tomb; and St. Just's 
hospital, or Hdtel Dion, founded by St. Lonia, and 
rebuilt 1776, by the Due de Penthifevre. It has, 
besides, an artillery depdt, and a small salle de 
spectacle. To the west is the charming Park, and 
Ch&teau de Bisy, which belonged to the Orleans 
family. A tower at Vemonnet, is called Julius 
Ossar's; the Chftteau de la Madeline was the seat 
of Casimir Delavigne, the poet. Population. 7,400.

Henry II. (who met Philippe Auguste hero, 
1188, about a new crusade). Philippe Auguste 
fled hither on his defeat by Richard I., at 
Coiircelles, 1198, and was nearly drowned by 
the falling of the bridge. It was at this battle 
that Richard chose ''DieuetHon Druit" for 
his motto. The town walls and moats are now 
turned into promenades. A Gothic church of 
the 15th century, has a well-carved Renais- 
sance portal, a jub^ and marble figure by Qou- 
jon, and stained windows. St. Paer*s tower, 
of the 18th century, is outside. Population, 
3,700.

Further down, across the river, in the forest of 
Vemon, are Pressagny, called rOrgueilleux

Leaving Vernon, a skew bridge and a massive 
embankment are passed. Near Port Villey (opf o* 
site the Epte's mouth, not far from Camp de Cxaar\ 
you leave the province of Normandy and depart- 
ment Euro, to enter the department of S^ne-Infdri- 
eure.

[At 22 kil. south-west is 

Ivry-la-Bataille, under a Wll, on the Eure, 
celebrated for the victory of Henry IV. and his 
Protestant subjects, in 1690, over the Leaguers, 
under their Captain-General, the Duke of May- 
enne, assisted by the "hu*eling chivalry of 
Gueldres and Almayne." The field is marked 
by a pyramid 66 feet high. Macaulay's stir- 
ring lines on this victory are well known : — 

"And then we thought on vengeance, and all along 
our van, 

'Remember Saint Bartholomew,' was paBsed from 
man to man. 

But out Ep&ke gentle Henry, 'No Frenchman is 
my fee. 

Down, down with every foreigner, but let your 
brethren go.'"] 

Mantes (3| miles), is a bt^ety 36| miles f)-om 
Paris, 108 from Rouen. Here the line to Evreux, 
Caen, and Cherbourg turns oflf, opposite Limay, 
at the bridge of 3 arches (each 127 feet span, rest- 
ing on He Champion). It is called la Jolie, or 
pretty, because of its situation, and is a 8ous-pr<5- 
fecture, with 6,400 souls. William the Conqueror 
burnt it, 1096, to revenge himself on Louis, and 
received the hurt of which he died a little while 
after. Edward III. pillaged the town on his way 
to Cr^cy. It was taken from the English by Du 
Guesclin, and again by Charles VII. 

Ndtro Dame church, with its triple portal, tall 
square towers of different ages, lofty nave 105 feet 
high (supported by buttres^scs), delicate choir, 
pillars, Ac, was founded by Jeanne of France. Of 
another church, St Maclou, only a beautiful slen- 
der tower (1340-4) is left. The old chateau, in which 
Philippe Angoste died, was pulled down 1721. In 
Grand Rue is a house which la Belle Qabrielle lodged 
in when Henry IV. came to visit her. He was here 
again with his queen, Marie de Medlcis, in 1609, 
staying at the chfttoaa above-mentioned, which 
iippcan to have been a favourite resort of bis. The | 



public library contains 4,060 Volumes, fihd there are 
several fountains, with some parts of the old wallf .

Magnt (21 kil. north), a little village, on the 
Aubette, in a fertile corn country, with a good 
church, and manufactures of woollen, paper, 
&c.] 
Epone (5 miles), is near a dolmen, or Druid pile. 
Several Celtic and Roman remains have been found. 
It possesses an old church, and an older seat of the 
Crdquys. Coaches to Aunay, Maule, Nezel. 

Meulan (6 miles), is opposite Mereux, where 
the station is, which the rail reaches by a skew 
bridge over the Ruplat stream. To Meulan, acroas 
the Seine, there is an old bridge, resting on the He 
Belle. It was a fortified town, which the Due de 
Mayenne unsuccessfully besieged in the civil wars. 
One of its two churches (it had also a priory and 
convent) is now a corn-market. Chateaubriand 
had a seat here; and M. Guizot is now a resident. 
Population, 2,200. 
Hotel. — Royal. 

[At 7 miles north, is Vigny Chdtecntj which be- 
longed to Cardinal d'Amboise, minister of 
* Louis XII., and a munificent patron of the 
arts. Jugien, further on, was a conntry-hoase 
of the bishops of Chartres.] 
Triel (3f miles), opposite Vemouillei (north side), 
where Tallejrand's brother lived, has an old-

Population about 75,000, including English, &c. 
Havre is a thriving port, a fortress, sous-prefec- 
ture, paclcet station, &c., in department of Sebie- 
Iiifi^rieure, in the old province of Normandy. It 
ranks as the second port in France, by which the 
Paris foreign trade is carried on ; and its harbour 
is, perhaps, the best in the channel, on the French 
side. It stands in a flat damp spot, on the north 
side of the Seine's mouth (where it is five miles 
wide), 109 miles from Southampton, and 80 from 
Newhaven. 

Francis I. walled it round, Richelieu added a 
citadel, Ac, and others have since improved it; 
but, before the 15th century, it was an insignifi- 
cant fishing place, near which Henry V.of England 
landed on his way 'to Agincourt, and whence 
Henry VII. embarked as Earl of Richmond. "War- 
wick held it for Elizabeth, 1562, but gave it up 
after a long siege; and Rodney bombarded it in 
1759. 

Within the fortifications, the town is composed 
of two divisions, St. Francois on the North, and 
Ndtre Dame, on the South, with the Docks lying 
between. The Rue de Paris is the most bustling 
street, as it leads to the Docks and Quais ; but the 
newest houses are up Ingouville Hill, in the north 
suburbs, where most of the English live. 
Few of the town baildiags are of any note. The 
mtel de VUle, baUt In 1763, stands in Place 
fi-Miiclsi.; wJfCBfare$t(tb0BaJamttBd^r)iBOY^ti\i^ 



door, whence there is a good view of the Docks. 
The Bourse or Exchange is also here; boilt In 
1786. The Custom-house, or Douant, built In 
1754, is on Quai Ndtre Dame ; so called after that 
church, built in the 16th century, cros»-ahaped, in 
the Renaissance style; the front was restored 
in 1829. Originally it was a fishermen's chapeL 
St Francois' church was erected between 1558 and 
1681. 

One of the best buildings is the Theatre, or Salle de 
Spectacle, at the end of tiio Bassin du Commerce, 
begun 1817, and rebuilt since the fire of 1845, by 
Oharpentier. At the Cercle de Commerce, or 
Lloyds, the merchants meet. The old pr^toire, or 
bailliage, in the Market Place, is now the Palais 
de Justice. A public libraiy of 25,000 volumes is 
in the new Museum (on the site of the ancient 
Hdtel de Ville), with David's statues of Saint Pierre 
and Delavigne in front. It is open on Sundays 
and Thursdays. A marble slab marks the house, 
in Rue de la Corderio (No. 47), where St. Pierre 
(the author of Paul and Virginia) was bom ; and 
another, at a house on Quai do la Barrc, marks the 
birth-place of Delavigne. It is near the govern- 
ment tobacco factory and Entrepdt, both large 
buildings. Mad. de Scuderi, Mad. de la Fayette, 
Ancelot, <fcc., were also natives of Havre. 

Three bassius or docks, viz., Bassin du Com- 
merce, Bassin du Roi (or Vicux Bassin, begun by 
Colbert in 1660), and Bassin de la Bnrre, open into 
the Port Neuf (dating from 1843), and Avant Port, 
which are just inside the Jetties, and round which 
the steamers and hotels are found. A telegraph 
at the entrance, on Francis I.'s old Tower (69 feet 
high, 85 round), communicates with La H6ve 
Lights. These Docks, with that of Vauban 
(opened in 1842), will hold about 700 shipping. The 
tide rises 20 to 27 feet, so that large ships may 
come in three hours before and after high water. 
At low water the Avant Port is dry, and its mouth 
is kept clear by sluices from a reservoir called the 
Retenue de la Floride. 

The Bassin de la Barre has a floating dock at

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NspoMon having decreed a new Boulevard Im- 
ptfrlale, which unites the town with Ingouville, 
groat improvements may be loolied for in Havre, 
commensurate with its increasing prosperity. 
The Seine runs with such power past the pier- 
heads of the harbour as to prevent the water 
inside from falling sensibly for even three hours 
after high water ; so that 120 sail have been known 
to leave in one tide, with the wind against them. 
Both Bides of the river above Havre are well 
lighted, to guide small craft past the shifting 
sands. There is good anchorage in the Roads, with 
plenty of water ; but the current often seta with 
dangerous swiftness. It was off this port that Sir 
S. Smith was captured, 1796, and sent to the 
Temple. 

Ship-building and kindred trades are carried on. 
Many ships are engaged in the Newfoundland cod, 
the herring, and other fisheries. One of the first 
ships over built here, was the Nef Francoise; a 
great vessel of 2,000 tons, in the reign of Francis I. 
Unfortunately, before she got off the stocks, she 
was overturned by a tempest of wind, and hi-r 
timbers were used to build houses at the Barre. 

At Ingouville there is an old church; and the 
prospects are extremely good, especially from La 
Cdto, where the villas of the English and Foreign 
merchants are fixed. The low space to the north- 
wcit is lined with windmills, and leads to Cape la 
Hioe^ where the chalk cliffs begin, on which stand 
tho two fixed lights, 44G feet above the sea. St. 
Aireae^ near this, is a wcll-woodcd spot, with 
a pretty church, cemetery, oyster park, &c,, and a 
monument on the heights to Count Denouettes, 
who -was shipwrecked off Ireland in 1834. More 
distant excursions may be made to l^tretat and its 
chilk cliffs, near Cape Antifer; Honfleur and 
Trouvillc across the Seine. 

Among tho articles manufactured are tobacco, 
soap, pottery, iron, cordage, starch, vitriol, paper, 
beer, refined sugar, lace, &c. The imports are 
sugar, coffee, spices, cotton, &c., to the value of 
£10,000,000, of which cotton is one-fourth ; and 
the exports include silks, cloths, gloves, perfumes, 
tiiaketSt wiae, brandy, <fcc.

daily; Caen, daily, 4 hoars; TrouvUle, daily, S

The first station from Havre (leaving Gravlllt 
and its old abbey church, to the north) is 

Harfleur (4i miles), a decayed village on the 
Lezarde, now 8^ kil. from the Seine's mouth (here 
seen to advantage), but once the chief port of 
Normandy. Henry V. took it after soven weeks* 
siege, 1415, and sent tiie population (8,000) to 
Ciilats and elsewhere— which was the ruin of it. 

The Church has a slender tower, and good portal, 
with a beautiful crocketed spire. On a certain 
day in each year, the bell strikes 104 times, to 
commemorate the escape of as many of the towns- 
people, after the siege above-mentioned. Coach to 
Montvilliers (5 kil. north), up the river. 

A little east is Orcher cMteau, seat of Madame 
Mortcmarte, once belonging to Law, the financier. 

The line winds round the hill at the back of 
Honfleur, and comes to 

St. Bomaine-de-Colbose (7 miles), a station 

2 kil. from the village, which stands in a pleasant 
country, and has 1,710 population, with manufac- 
tures of stockings and prints. Coaches to 
Criquetot, Semeval, Angerville, fitretat (on the 
Channel). 
[At 8 kil. cast-south-east, on the high cliffs of 
the Seine, opposite Quillebfleuf, are tho fine 
remains of Tancarville Castle^ Including tho 
gate and its massy round towers, chapel, Ac. 
It belonged to the Conqueror's chamberlain 
(ancestor of the English Tankervilles); the 
Harcourts; Dunois, the soldier; Law, the 
financier; and is now held by the Montmo- 
rencies, but is not inhabited.] 
Further on you come to Mirville aqueduct, 1,640 
feet long, on forty-eight arches, some 108 feet high,

whence there is a branch rail of 10 miles to Fecamp, 
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[Gralnvllle-CoderTllle (4 miles) station is 3 
miles from Godei-ville. Botli Tillages are iu a 
fertile country. 

Les If 8 (3i miles), near Toarville; and 8^ 
miles further is 

Fecamp, a fishing port, in a healthy spot, in a 
gnp of the cliffs, having the church (all that is 
left) of the abbey of Ndtre Dame, built 
between the 11th and !6th centmries; partly 
Norman, but mostly early Gothic in style; 
with some good carving, effigies of abbots, 
and a tower, 281 feet high. The light-houu^ 
on Montagne-de-la-Vierge cliff (near a chapel) 
is 427 feet high, and can be seen 21 miles. 

It has a chamber of commerce, navigation 

school, theatre, library, Ac; witk cotton and 

saw mills. Herrings, mackerel, &c, are 

caught. Population, 12,250 

Hotels.— QtvvLn6. Ccrf; De la Forte; Da Com- 
merce. 

About 9 miles south-west is Cape de Caux^or 
Cape (TAntifer^ past fine chalk cliff* all the 
way, from 150 to 700 feet high. They rival 
those of the Isle of Wight for brilliancy and 
variety of shape. The picturesque cliffs and 
caves of 
^TRETAT were first brought into fashion by 
Alphonse Karr. Population, 1,500. Hotel. — 
Blanknet. About 42 kil. further is Haybx. 
From Fecamp towards Dieppe, to which a coast 
line is projected, you pass St. Yalekt-en-Caux, 
(44 kil.), a fishing port, in a pretty ^ot. Popu- 
lation, 5,400. 
At Bourg-Dun, 13 kil. further, is a church of the 
15th century. Dz&fps is 19 kil. beyond it (see 
Route 8.)] 
Bolbec-NolntOt (3f miles) station, to the south 
of which (8 kil.) is BoJbec^ a thriving town of 9,600 
souls, where four valleys meet, on a stream which 
runs down to the Seine. Here was bom General 
Ruffin, whom Marshal Lasnes presented to Napo- 
leon, after the Battle of Friedlaad, as the "most 
valiant " of his generals. Cotton and linen goods, 
leather, Ac, are made. 
Hotels. — De Rouen; De TEurope. 
Coach to Lillebonne.

after Csesar's daughter. It remained a place 
of some note under the Norman dukes, and 
has been revived by the cloth manufacture 
Population, 5,200. An ancient semi-circular 
theatre, about 200 feet across, cut out of the 
hill-side, was traced 1826; and baths, coinq, 
picQps of statuary, &c., have been discovered. 
There is a good spire church. Above it are 
the tower and ruined walls of the Harcourt'a 
old castle.] 

Tvetot (7 miles), to the left, in a fertile spot, a 
sous-pr^ecture of 9,920 souls, with a brick church, 
old wooden houses, and manufactures of ribbons, 
cotton velvets, Ac., is celebrated for its roi tPFvetot, 
a burlesque title, first conferred in an edict of 1893, 
on its seigneur (like the Kbig of Kippen, in Perth- 
shire), and taken up in Stranger's song, written 
in 1813 :» 

" II faisait scs qnatre repas 

Dans son palais de chaume, 
Et sur un &ne, pas h pas, 

Parcourait son royaume." 

At Allonville (6 kil. south-west) is a famoos oak^ 
86 feet round, and eight centuries old. It is fitted 
up as a chspei. Coaches to Cany, Ourville, Yal- 
mont, and Caudebec. 

[Caudebec (11 kiL south), is a pretty fishing 
village of 2,500 souls, in a gap of the cliffs of Uie 
Seine, where the sands begin to be troublesome. 
It belonged to St. Wandrille's abbey. Henry 
v., of England, Charles VII., and Henry IV., 
at various times took possession of it, — the last, 
in 1592. The old walls are gone, but it retains 
many curious wooden houses, aad a beautiful 
Gothic Church, built 1416-48, having a richly- 
carved triple portal (the old arms, "three 
pearls, on a blue field," are seen), a side 
tower, with a tiara-shaped spire, and a Virgin 
chapel, with its great pendant, hanging ttcm 
the roof. Biscuits, beer, &c, are made; at 
one time it was noted for gloves, and for Jiata 
called "Caudebecs." The ruined churches Of 
St. Gertrude and Mtre Dame-de-Barre-jf'WMf are 
near— the latter being of the 18th century, MfiA 
a votive chapel for the bargemen, &c Opposite 
it was an island, which sunk ifL IM.V'v'^i^^^^. 
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From Pont TEvSqao, the road to Honfleur, 
throagh this part of Lower Normandy, passes the 
old castle o( Bonneville^ a favourite seat of theCon- 
qaeror's; QaettOVille (8 miles from Pont r£v6- 
qae) ; Canapville, and the old church of Toques ; 
and the old church and chftteau of CriqneboBuf; 
thenoe, between the heights which overlook the 
town, to 

Honfleur (8 miles from Quetteville), a port of 
9,600 souls, in department Calvados, with three 
basins, and building slips, whence frigates have 
been launched. It has several old streets and 
houses. St. Catherine's Churchy which at first was 
built in the 6th century, of wood, has two pictures 
by Bubens* pupils, Jordaens and Quellin. St. 
Leonard's is as old as the 12th century. From the 
ittle fishermen's chapel of Ndtn Dame de Orace, 
on the C6U de Orace, 326 feet high, outside the 
town, there is a fine sea view, which embrnccs 
Havr^, Le H6ve Lights, Tankerville Castle, QulUe- 
boenf, &c. The present chapel, which is a favourite 
resort, dates from 1606 ; but the first one was built 
by Robert I., of Normandy, in fulfilment of a vow 
made in a storm. An excellent prospect may be 
got from La Roque, up the river. It was at Crois. 
Itonge, near this town, that Louis Philippe cm- 
barked in the Exprets, in his fiight to England, 
1848, after an unsuccessful attempt at Trouville. 

The rocks about Honfleur correspond in charac- 
trr to those of the Isle of Wight and the Dorset- 
shire coast. Various manufactures thrive here; 
pggs, fruit, butter, &c, are sent to England, and 
there is a trade in honey, cider, fish, &c High 
water at moon's change, about lOh.

MoDLiKEAux (8 kil.), in a fine spot, opposite the 
little spire church of Sahur, has, on a liiJ, the 
picturesque remains of the Castle of a fierce soldier, 
Robert le Liable (of Pepin's time), the hero of 
Meyerbeer's opera. It was destroyed by King 
John who, according to some authorities, killed 
his nephew, Arthur, here. 

BouiLLB (4 kil.), to which steamers from Bouen 
come, stands under the cliffs, and is a favourite trip 
of the citizens. Le Londe forest, Caumont quar- 
ries, and Jacqueline grotto, are near. 

BOURZARCHABD (7 kil.) 

Pont Audexner (2) kll.), a station on the Glos-

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The Cathedral Church of Ndtre Dame is on the 
hill, near Petite Place ; it is chiefly Gothic, of the 
12th century, with two good tall spires in its west 
front, which is of later date. A stone pulpit stands 
outside. Another church, 8t. Croix^ in the early 
Norman style, replaces one attached to the abbey, 
founded by Charlemagne, about 810, when the 
town was walled round and improved. There is a 
salle de spectacle, also public baths, a museum of 
antiquities, a library of 4,500 volumes, &c. A 
Roman stone, called the Marbre de Torigni^ which 
was till lately to be seen at the Hdtel de Ville, is 
now at Caen. 

Lace, ribbons, and cloth are made ; and the trade 
Is in grain, cattle, poultry, butter, cider, fruit, Ac, 
and cavalry horses, which are bred at the harcu^ 
near St. Croix. 

Ccnveyanets to Coutances, Granville, &c. 

[CouTAKCES (27 kil. west-south-west), formerly 
Conttantia^ a sous-prefecture and bishopric, on 
a Iiill, 7 liil. from the scfi, to which the Soulc 
river or canal runs. Population, 8,100. It has 
a beautiful Gothic Catfiedrai^ with two west 
spires, clustered pillars in tlie nave (which is 
100 feet high), and an octagon lantern, which 
commands a view of the sea and Channel 
Islands. 

Other buildings arc, the churches of St. Nicholas 
and St. Peter, the library of 4,500 volumes, the 
theatre, the HOtel Dieu, &c Near the Palais 
de Justice is a bronze figure of Prince L^nat, 
arch-trensurer under Napoldon. There are 
remains of the fortifications, and part of an 
itqueduet called Les Pilliers, from the columns 
which it rests on. Parchment, cloth, Ac, are 
made.

In the neighltotirhood arc, the Pont-de-la-Roque, 
St. Gcrliold's hermitage, the castles of Regne- 
ville, Lithenaire, Manny, Gavray, the abbeys 
of Blanchelande and Uambye — the latter 
founded by the Pagancls, who settled in 
England at the Conquest, and gave name to 
Newport Pagnell.

AVRANCHES (22 Wl.), 
Near St. MichaeVs Bay, on the sea coast, is a eouf- 
pr^fccture of 8,600 inhabitants, many of whom are 
English, who settle here for economy and the 
pleasantness of its situation among the hills. The 
Romans called it Abrinc^ Ingena^ and it was for- 
tified by St. Louis. 

St. Andre's Cathedral Church, built about 1120, 
by Henry II. of England, was pulled down at the 
Revolution. A 8t4tue of Valliubert, a native, who 
fell at Austerlitz, stands in the bishop's garden. 
The public library, of 15,000 volumes, has also 200 
MSS. (including one of Ab^lard's, which M. Cousin 
published in 1836), and a Museum. A fine view 
from the Jardln des Plantes. 

Hotels. — D'Angleterre ; De Bretagne ; De France. 
Trade in grain, cider, hops, &c. 
Conveyances : Daily, to Caen, Cherbourg, Rennet, 
Granville, Mortain, St. Malo. 

[The famous Mont £t. Michel (16 kiL south-west), 
in name, appearance, and history, is very like 
St. Michaels Mounts in Cornwall. It is a heap 
of rugged granite, very steep on the north side, 
but sloping on the east and south, where the 
people (300), with their little gardens scraped 
from the rocks, live round the old Abbeff, 
now a convict prison. The beach below it Is 
a shelly sand, completely covered at high 
water, but a causeway leads out to it when the 
tide is low, fh>m Ardevon, where guides may 
be hired. 

The Druids had a station here, which the early 
Christians used as a hermitage, and af terwarde 
turned into a monastery, of which the remains 
are still picturesque. The great door is flanked 
by two solid towers; on the north side a a 
part called La Mervcillo, or the Wonder

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Tnirnrda the hofth-wcst tLTtn-Orand l^ianon (on 
the site of the Tillage of Triamhtm), conslBtiiig of a 
centre and wings iu the Italian style, built by 
Mansard of C&n^PAn marblci for Madame de Main- 
tenon, and lately occupied by Madame Adelaide ; 
and Petit Trianon to the right, a pavilion 72 feet 
square, built by Louis XV. (who died in it) for 
Madame du Barry. Mario Antoinette and the 
Duchess of Orleans resided here. 

Phillip V. of Spain (Louis XIV.*s grandson), 
Louis XVI. and his brothers Louis XVIIL and 
Charles X., were bom in the palace. Marshal 
Berthier, Generals Hoche and Gourgnud, and the 
excellent Abb^ de VEp4e^ were also natives of Ver- 
sailles. Marchaud'tf statu ot the last, was put up 
1843, in March^au-Founa^c. Many fossil shells are 
found round this place. The agricultural college 
at Grignon, near Thiverbal, was discontinued 1853. 
Fire arms, clocks, watches, and jewellery are 
made. Coaches to St. Nom, Villefreux, Dreux, 
Jouy, St. Cyr, Chevreuse, Houdan, Montfort, 
Bepteuil. 
[Bnc, 3 kil. south of Versailles, is a charming 
little place in the woods above the Bi^vre, 
here crossed by an aqueduct on nineteen arches, 
70 feet high, built 1683, to supply Versailles 
with water. Among other seats is that called 
La Querini^re. Jouy-en- Josas, 2 kil. east of 
it, down the Bibvre, was called Gaugiaeutn in 
the 9th century, when it belonged to St. Ger- 
main's abbey. The river turns many mills; 
and M. Oberkamprs painted-paper factory is 
here, as well as a fine cbftteau. Population, 
1,244.] 
The next station to Versailles is 
Bt. Cyr m miles), in the great park of Ver- 
sailles, and kiio>vn for its Military School for 300 
infantry cadets, established here, lb06, by Napo- 
Idon, in place of the school for young ladies of rank, 
founded 1686, by Madame de Maintenon, who re- 
ceived a visit from Peter the Great, and died here, 
1719. As built by J. Mansard, it forms five large 
courts. Badne'B S*tAir waa performed here for

[PoxT-CHABTRAtK (10 kil.), has a seat by Man- 
sard, now the property of Marquis d'Osmont* 
About C kil. south-east, near Vaumurier, in a 

deep valley, are a few fragments of 
Port Rotal deb Cuamps, originally a Bemor- 
dine monastery, founded 1204, by Matthew de 
Marli, and called Fortus Regius, Porr^al, &e., 
after Philippe Auguste had found shelter horo 
when hunting; but having become, about 
1640-60, the head-quarters of the Janscnist 
leaders, Amauld d'Andilly, Lancelot, Le Mais- 
tre (who translated the Bible), Pierre Nicole 
(who shared in Pascars '^ Provincial Letters '*\ 
and other learned and pious recluses, including 
the young abbess, la JUire Angelique^ it was 
suppressed, 1708. The beautiful Duchesso de 
Louguevillo died here in seclusion. Amauld's 
house was at Les Granges, a farm still stand- 
ing on the hill above. See Mrs. Schimmel- 
Peuninck's Select Memoirs of Port Royal ] 
Layerri^e (H miles) belonged to the Conite 
de la VaUettCy whose e8ca|)e from prison, through 
his wife's means, is so well known. Coaches to Lo 
Tromblay, the seat of the Marquis de VCrac ; Dam- 
plorre, Chevreuse (8 kil. east-south-east), and the 
fine old castU of its seigneurs and dukes, on the 
Tvette ; Montfort, the old dor^'on of Maurepas; and 
La Queue, on the Dreux road. Near Mesnil-St.- 
Denis castle, is the old abbey of NOtre Dame de la 
Roche, founded in the 1 1th century by the Sires de 
Levis, who followed Simon de ilont/ort to the 
crusades against the Albigcnses. 

Lartoire (4i mile), was a fief of the Montforta, 
by the name of La Ritoire. Coach to Meiiuts. 

BambOUillet (^i miles), a sous-pr^.'ecture of 
4,':8d souls, in a valley, having a royal ChAleau in 
the midst of a park of 3,030 acres (laid out by 
LeuOtre), and a fine hunting Forest of 80,000 acres. 
The ChdUuu (near St. Huberts Lake) is a largo 
plain brick pile, flanked by spire turrets, and n great 
machicolated tower of an earlier date, and includes 
a grand saloon with a marble floor (the room in 
which Francis I. died, in 1547), stables for 500 horses 
&c. It belonged to the family of Agennes, and

Marie Antoinette's Jardin Anglais and her farm, 
with its laiterie or dairy, have been properly 
restored. Some of the earliest merinos in France 
were bred here. Hats and lace are made. 
Hotels.— Du Lion d'Or (Golden Lion) ; St. Pierre. 
Cuaches to Ablis, Auueau, St. Arnoult, Dourdan, 
St. Legcr, &c. 
[AUNEAu (6 kil. sooth of Rarobouillet), in depart- 
ment Eure-et-Loire, has a tower left of the old 
castle of its seigneurs, one of whom was Henry 
de Joyeuse, marshal of Franco in the ICth 
century.] 
Passing the large park of Voisins, and the 
Ticomte de Marainville*s seat, we come to 

Epemon (8 miles), a pretty, well- watered 
spot on the Guesle, in department Eure-ct-Loire, 
has remains of the old Chdteau of its dukes, the 
first of whom was the favourite of Henry III., 
Nogaret de la Vallette, whose pride was so ridicu- 
lous that he was styled king of Epemon. Formerly 
It was called Sparnonum^ and strongly fortified. 
Population, 1,700. 

Coaches to Gas and to Gallardon and its old 
tower, called VEpaule de Gallardon (tlie lower half 
being partly gone), and its equally ancient spire 
Churchy which combines the Norman, Gothic, and 
later styles. 

Pass Morvllle chftteaa and Hanches church, to 

Maintenon (fi miles), in the fertile valley of the 
Enre (here crossed by a fine ffiadtiet on 82 arches) 
where the Vaiso Joins it, gave title of Marchioness 
de Maintenon to the widow of Scarron, whom 
Louis XIV. privately married at Verrtailles. A 
square, and several round high-peaked towers, 
most picturesquely grouped, are seen in tlie moated 
Chdteau, now belonging to the Due de Noailles, 
but in part as old as Philippe Auguste*s time. 
They show Madame's portrait (by Mignard), and 
her bed-room, also the rooms of Louis XIV., and 
Charles X., who spent a night here after his abdi- 
cation. Tbase an aurefoUy pregerved by the duke. 

Tlie chapel Jua some stained glaas of the 16th 
century. 



At the end of the noble Parity are Druid ttonet 
called the Berceau (cradle), the Pierres de Gargao- 
tua, <fec. The remains of an Aqtteduct^ begun from 
Pont-Gouin, about 60 kil. west-south-west, up the 
Eure, 1684-8, by Louis XIV., to supply Versailles 
with water, are also seen, suppoi ted by 47 or 48 
arches or piles, above 80 feet high, and to make 
wliich 30,000 troops and masons were sometimes 
employed. One avenue of the Park is named after 
Racine, who is said to have con^osed in it. Culin 
d'Harlevjlle, the comic writer, was born here. 
Population, 1,900. 
Coaches to Nogent-le-RoL 
[NoGKNT-LE-Roi (10 kil.), dowu the Eure, was ^o 
called after Philip de Valois (who died here. 
1330), and suffered much in the civil and reli- 
gious wars. The English, under Salisbury, 
carried it, sword in hand, in the time of Henry 
V. of England. 
Near Le P^age (8 kil. west-south-west), is a 
cromlech of one stone on two otiiers.] 

Jouy (5| miles), up the fertile valley of the Euro. 

At 4i miles beyond, with the cathedral fVilI in 
view, after crossing the river on a three-arch 
bridge, and the ravine of the Vauroux, by a via- 
duct on eighteen arches, is

CoUTVille (11 f miles), on a hill, in a fertile part 
of the Eure valley, once a marquisate in the Sully 
family. Population, 1,6 '>0. 
[ViLLEBON (7 kil. south), has the fine old feudal 
brick CastUt with towers, moats, battlements, 
Ac, in which SuUp, the great minister of Henry 
IV., died 1641 . It preserves its ancient decora- 
tions and furniture, with the staircases, chnpcl, 
picture gallery, &c., all worth notice.] 
Courville is near Louis XlV.'s aqueduct^ which 
begins at the next station, 

PontgOUln (5 miles), on the Eure, and was 
completed as far ag Maintenon, following a zigzag 
course of upwards of 30 miles. The ch&teaux of 
Vaux and la Riviere, belonging to the Marquis 
d*Aligre, are near this station. 

La Loupe (6} miles), has a trade in grain and 
cattle, and gave birth to the learned Vincent de la 
Loupe^ of the 16th century. The rail crosses a dried- 
tip lake near the station, on an embankment; and 
beyond it, is one of the greatest works on the line — 
a vast cutting through a rock of silex and ferrugi- 
nous earth, 2 miles and 854 yards long, and about 
60 feet deep. One-half is on a level, the other on 
an incline ; and the whole length is crossed by six 
viaducts for roads passing over the line. In the 
middle, where the hill lies deepest, is a tunnel of 
6,700 feet,'drained by a network of wells and sub- 
terranean aqueducts. About 1,200 men wore 
employed for several years on this colossal work, 
by whom a ool<my waa extemporised, caUed 
**Nouvesa Mondet" near tile site of the Dachease 
d0 VemenU'g castle. M. Ducoa was the engineer. 



and Messrs. Hunebello were the contractors for 
this work. The next station is 

Bretoncelles (H mllcs), in the district of le 
Perche and department of Onie, near Butte, de 
Chllteau (in S ussaye forest) and the old castle of 
Launay, now a farm-house. The railway has a rival 
here in a Roman road, called the Rue Fcrrfie (Stone 
or Metalled Street). It follows the Corbionnc, to 
Cond^^SUr-Hulsne (4^ miles), ncur which Is 
a seat of Cbmto de Baulny, and the old castle of 
Montlandon. C»»ach to Mortugne. 
pyf ORTAGNE (30 kil. west-north-west), a sotts-pr^ 
f cctiire <;f 4,900 souls, once a strong place, and 
the capital of the Perche, is on a hill over the 
Chippe, and was founded by Tves de Belldme, 
968, who strengthened it by a double moat, 
forts, <fec. In the wars of the League it was 
•piWaged tweniy-ttoo times. The streets are steep; 
has the old Gothic Church of St. Jean, with 
richly carved culs-de-lampe (pendants) in the 
vaulting of the nave. The hospice was founded, 
1628, by Margarot de Lorraine. There are large 
market halls, a pi Ison, public f oimtnins, &c. 
Manufactures of Iienip, strong linens, slieep skins, 
Ac. The old chnrch of the Capucins is now « 
linen factory. Its langues /ourHes, or stuffed 
tongues, are noted. 
Hotels.— Dqs Trois Lions; De la Boutellle. 
About 6 kit from it, near the road to Soligny, Is 
the old Romanesque church of Champs^ with 
stained vdndows. 
Soliont-la-Trappb (12 kil. north), in a sandy 
spot, has remains of the Cistercian abbey 
of La Trappe^ founded in the 12th century, by 
Rotrou II., Count of Perche, reformed by the 
severe discipline of Abb^ de Rancd, 1666, and 
suppressed at the Revolution. After taking 
shelter in Switzerland, the Trapplsts settled in 
England, and returned hci-e 1815, but in 1874, 
on a disjHite with the bishop, moved to Meiile- 
raye.]

marked by a Roman inscription (?).] 

La TUel (6} mUes), formerly Tilium, was burnt 
by the English in 1424, and again by Sully, who 
took it for IIenr>' IV., i;i 1594. It stands in depart- 
ment Ome, which we now leave for that of S irthe, 
and pass through a pastui al country, to 

La Fert^ Bernard (3J miles), on the Hulsne, 
and 80 called from a corruption ot forte (strong). It 
was one of the keys of France when the Enq^lish 
held Normnndy. It is a miniature town, having a 
moat round its ancient battlemented walls, a castle- 
like gate, with two solid high-peaked towers, now 
used for prisons, HOtel do Ville, and a fine Gothic 
Church of the 16th centurj', looking like a cathedral. 
It is 190 feet by 70, and 80 high to the vault, or 
about 160 to the low spire over the west front, 
which, as well as the sides, is supported by tall but- 
tresses. The windows are finely stained. Notice 
also the HaVes in the town, built 1635. The English, 
under Salisbury, took La Fert^, 1424, and it was 
given up to the Prince of Conii, 1590. Popuhitiou, 
3,620. Linen is made. Coach to Mamors. 

[.\.bout 19 kil. west, is Bonk^tablb, a tovm of 
5,100 population, in a fertile spot, having the 
old Castle of its seigneurs, surmounted by six 
towers, and ornamented inside with wood car- 
vings and portraits. 

Maueus (32 kil. north-west), a sous-prefecture of 
5,800 population, in department Orne, on the 
Divo, having a Church founded 1145, and re- 
stored 1831, and an old convent, now the mairie, 
Ac. Some ditches, called after Robert leDiable, 
are traced ; and at 6 kil. off, is a Roman camp. 
To the north are the ruined walls and arches of 
Persaignet Abbey ^ founded 1145, by the counts 
of Alen9on, who were buried here till 1877. 
Abb^Bancd, who reformed the Trapplsts, was 

a monk in thU abbey.]

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Connerro (5f miles), is near IMlanf so called • 
after a dolmen or cromlech, of one stone, 20 feet 
.ong, resting on eight others. Before you reach 
this, you leave on the right, at Ooix-de-Fer, an- 
other dolmen called the Pierre-de-Vouvray, near 
wh'ch eoins have been found ; some of a Gaulish 
character, called pixtilos. 

Pont de Gennes (6| miles), was originally Pom 
Iliogerue^ after a Roman bridge, since rt^placcd by 
a later one, on the Huisne, near the new railway 
viaduct. 

St. Mars la Bruy^re (4i miles), is in a wide 
tract of what was once a mere heath (bruyferc). 

Yvre-l*Ev6<lue (2 J miles), was a country-seat 
of the bishops of Mans, in a large park. 

We follow the Huisne to Pontlieue (so called from 
an old bridge) in the suburbs of Mans, of wliich the 
large and important station, with its worksliops, 
magazines, &c., is 4^ miles from the last station.

I^r Objrcts of Notice. — Cathedral-Churches 
of La Couture and Ndtre Dame. 

Population, 37,200. This chief town of department 
Sarthc, seat of a bishopric, Ac, on a hlU-side, by 
the Sarthc, near the junction of the Huisne, or 
Hulne, was the Roman Saidunum^ or eairital of the 
Cennomanni (whence the modem name), afterwanls 
of the province of Maine^ which was held by 
Geoffrey Plantagonet, whose son, Henry II., was 
bom here, 1183. It was, of course, often attacked 
in the early times of French hi8tor>', until the 
English were finally dispossessed in 1447. In 1791, 
it was occupied by Larochejaquelin and 60,000 
Venddans, who were driven out with great slaughter 
by Marceau. The Chouans also tqok it at theUr 
rising, in 1799. On the 11th and 12th of January, 
1871, in the height of winter, the strong position 
taken up here by General Chanxy and his army ol

Pont Yssoir Joins 
Ooardane quarter to that of the Pi d ; Pout Perr!n 
leads to St. Jean, and Pout Napoleon is opposite 
Place de* Halhs, tlie largest square in the city, 
where the hotels and cafds are fuund. Another 
square, called Place des Jacobins, anl planted w^th 
poplars, was the site of a convent, and of a Roman 
amphitheatre ; Place du Grcffier is a walk by the 
Sarthe, near the qunis, witli prospects of the fertile 
country l>eyond, and the station at one end of it. 
The betit part of the town is up the hill, that on the 
river being a collection of narrow, steep, and dirty 
streets. The houses are of stone and slate ; many 
old buildings are in Grande Rue, Place du Cb&tean, 
Rue des Chanoine.s, Sk. An ancient seat of the 
Knights Templars yet remains, and there are four or 
five modern fountains, one of which was opened 
18Mf on a part of the ancient town walls. 

St. Julien's Cathedra?^ 446 feet lung, is on the 
site of a Ri)man temple, of which traces arc said to 
be visible in the oldest part, the Norman nave, 
whicli is of the lOtli and 11th centuries, and has a 
good »outh door. The fine lofty choir and the tran- 
septs are of the 13th to the 15th centuries, the former 
being 106 feet high. A sqinre tower, ornamented 
with niches, &c.^ stands over one transept, 217 feet 
from the ground, or 831 from the river. The fine 
rose and other win'lows are beautifully stained ; in 
one of the thirteen side chapels are monuments of 
Richard Cosnr de Lion's queen, Berengaria^ whose 
tomb was brought here 1821, fTom the abbey of 
F.pau (now a linen factory, 4 kil. off), which she 
founded; and of Charles IV. of Anjou, L. Dnbellay, 
Ac. A carved house in Qrando Rue is called Queen 
Berengaria's. Near the cathedral is the Ontbatotre, 
m house with spires and a peaked roof, once used 
by the canons. The first bishop of Mans was St. 
JuUen, in the 3rd century. At No. 1. in Rue St. 
Michel, close by, lived Scarron^ the comic writer, 
who held a canonrj* here, till he married his wife, 
who afterwards, as Madame de Maintenon, became 
mistress and wife of Louis XIV. 

La Gootare Church Is partly Norman and partly 

Gothic, of the 11th and 13th centuries; it has a good

N6tre Dnme du Prd chwrh, of the 11th ccntnryi 
is crucifonn, and has a carved doovway; it is ona 
of the curiuus buildings here. At St. Denoit*8 is a 
good pn^ntiu;^ of a Dead Christ. St. Vhicent'l 
nbbey church, with an excellent fror.t, is used for 
tlic priests* fcininary. Near it is tlie btohop's new 
Palace, in the Ronaissancc style, by Delame. 8t. 
Pierre's old cliurch U altered into a school; the 
residence of the monks of the Oratory is used for 
the col>ep:c, and contains a collection of coins; 
wiiile that of the Visitation is euipioyoil for th« 
Palais i!e Justice, prison, Ac. An old scat of the 
counts of Maine Is now the HOtel de Ville; they 
still hhow remains of an earlier building, which it 
replaced. The circular corn Imll, on the Grande 
Place, was rebuilt 1822, on the site of a wooden 
one, which was as old as 1563. Tlicre are a good 
theatre, built 1842, by Delarue: and public baths. 

Lcdru Uoliin, author of the Decadence de V Angle' 
trrre, was born here. 

Manufactures of cotton, woollen, wax candlea, 
black soap, leather, paper, and beer.

The town belonged to Geoffrey of Anjou. and 
was taken by Henry IV. in person. Gloves, 
linens, ifcc, are made, and marble is worked. 
Population, 5,680. 
Hotel. — De NOtre Dame. 
Morannes (9 miles), and Tlerc^ (9 miles), 
whence it is 12 miles to Angers. {See Route 
8«).] 
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of Llvardln, which William Rufus occupied, 1093, 
before the siege of Mans. It belonged to the 
Beaumnnoir family. 

Domfront-en-Cliampagne (m miles), near 

the foi-est of Milcsse, where an ancient way is 
traced. It was attacked by the Chouans in 1796, 
bat unsuccessfully. 

Oonlie m miles). Here traces of the earliest 
inhabitants of France have been found. Passing 
• cutting, 45 feet deep, and then a bank as high, 
we come to another cutting, or troMhie^ 5,900 feet 
long. Near this is Tennie church and castle, which 
Sir John Fastolf. the English governor of Alonfon, 
took in Henry VI.'s reign. At Ronez are some old 
abbey and castle ruins. 

Sllle-le-Gulllaiime [1\ miles), on the slope of 
a hill, where seven roads meet, in a forest, is a 
very ancient pl.ice, and has several remains of 
towers and walls, among which is the massive 
Dor^on, 125 feet high, to the spire top, and 10 feet 
thick. The ancient church, begun in the 18th 
century, is close to it. A fine view from here. 
[St. Jkan-sur-Erve, 20kil. south-south-west, on 
tho Ervc (in department Mayenne), is so 
called after the ancient Arvii, whose capital 
was alK>ut 8 kil. south, down tho river, near 
the grottoes of Saulge, or Caves de Margot, 
which are in the limestone cliffs on its banks ; 
one is about 64 feet in diameter.] 
Bouesse-Vasse .(3| miles), was the feudal pos- 
session of the very aucicnt family of Yass^, the last 
of whom emigrated in 1791. Here was the MS. of 
lo Sicur Joinville's life of St. Louis, and a collec- 
tion of armour, which was sold off by the sans- 
culottes, at 2} sous a piece, payable in auignaU. 

Voutro (5 miles). In the department of May- 
enne. Along the route are the Coervon hills, a 
range of felspar and petrosilex. Cross the Erve, 
and through the Rouzibres cutting, to 

Evron (5| miles), la a basin of limestone hills. 

Much lime is burnt here. It is an ancient place, 

called Ebronium, where St. Hadonin founded an

Evron has also a large new hafle or market ; and a 
Benedictine abbey, a modern pile, occupied by the 
Sisters of Charity. 

Coaches to Jnhelin, Mayenne, and St. Suzanne. 

[St. Suzanne (7 kil. south-east), up tho Erve, 
stands on a rocky height. In the Cocnron hills, 
over the gorge of tho river. It has « modem 
chateau incorporating the old donjon, ftc; 
and tho ancient ramparts are rather remark- 
abli>, as being vitrified, like some of the Pictish 
forts in Scotland. Six or aeven menhirs or 
Druid stones are found near this place. 

To the north-west of j^vron, past the pretty 
chftteau of Mazanger, is 

JuBELiN, or Jublaiiis, on the site of the square 
castcllum of Xoiodunum, a Roman station. 
The walls are made of blocks of granite, which 
abound hereabouts. 

Mayenne (25 kU.), a station S5 miles from Laval, 
by the branch line from LaChapelle (as below), 
and a sous-prdfecture in the same- depart- 
ment, among tho hills, on the river Mayenne, is 
irregularly-built, and remarkable only for tho 
old chAteau of its seigneurs, now a linen fac- 
tory. Linen goods, of various kinds, are made 
and bleached, and iron is forged near it 
Population, 10,870. 

Hotels.— jy^ la Belle EtoQe; De I'Europe; Da 
Petit Pavilion. 

AnBRitRKS (10 kit. north), an ancient place on 
the Mayenne, fortified by William the Con- 
queror, to defend the Normandy frontier. It 
has an old bridge, a pretty spire church, and a 
halle on the castle site. Population, 2,400.] 

Kean {A\ miles), formerly N^el, on the Jouanne. 
Here is a quarrj' of gnrey marble. At Brfij is a 
castle which belonged to Hubert de Brde, a 
crusader. At 

Montsurs (3} miles), or Man* Securas, is 
another feudal ruin, which, like all in this quarter, 
figured In the wars with the English; and the

186 miles from Paris, 46^ miles fi*om Kennes. 

Hotels.— Do Paris; De la T6te Noir; De la 
Conr Royal ; De France ; De TOuest. 

Population, 28,150. A manufacturing town, and 
capital of department Mayenne (formerly the pro- 
vince of Lower Maine), on a cultivnted slope In the 
valley of the Mayenne. The bishopric wag re- 
established here in 1855. Much linen and cotton 
eloth and thread is mnde. The plain around was 
formerly called the Forest of Concise; and the 
town griew oat of a castle built by Guy do Valle in 
1002. It was talcen and retaken in the wars 
between the English and French, 1466. 

An old tower (near the bridge), with its peaked 
top, Is all that remains of the Castle^ which came to 
the Dukes of Laval and Tr^mouille, and is used as 
a prison. The court-yard, and the restored scig- 
neurial chapel, deserve a visit. In front of this, the 
prince of Talmont, the last of its long line of counts, 
waa executed, 1794, after the final defeat of the 
Chonans, at Mans. They had gained a victory over 
the Republicans here, the year before. 

It is a picturesque old place, having many curi- 
ous Gothic timbered houses and narrow streets, 
some rather steep. The Champ de Foire, and 
cspecia-ly a house called Bel Air^ command the 
best prospects. Two bridges cross the river, the 
view up which takes in the Rue Napoldon, and the 
pretty spire of Avesnieres churchy in the suburb, 
which was founded by Guy II. in the 13th century, 
and finished in the 16th century. It contains n 
small figure of the Virgin, much venerated by 
pilgrims. Parts of the ancient town walls are left, 
with the old towers at Porte Beucheresse. 

Amongst the buildings to be noticed, are the 
churches of La Trinity and St. V6n^rand— the 
former being the Cathedral^ in the Gothic style of 
the 12th century; the prefecture, in a large garden; 
the palais de justice C^^ court), formerly the petit 



of 25,000 volumes; two hospices ; part of the Cor- 
deliers* old convent, &c. None of those Is of much 
note. 

Ambrose Par^, the surgeon, of whom there is a 
bronze Ftatuo by David d'Angers, was a native. 
Lesucur, the painter, was another. Trade ingrain, 
wine, eaux-de-vie, linens, wood, iron, marble, Ac 
Conveyance to Angers and Mayenne. 

From Laval on the rail to Kennes, we pass the 
fine viaduct already mentioned. It is of solid 
granite, on nine arches, of .39 feet span, and is 591 
feet long, and 92 feet high. The view is of coarse 
a commanding one. Through a cutting to St. 
Bertiiervex, where red marble is quarried. 
Population, 2,140. There are several cuttings be- 
fore and after. 

Le Genest (6| miles). Cross the Vicoln to 

POTt-Btillet (4i miles), a pretty spot, on a 
lake which the line traverses. It has an important 
iron I'orjro, The spire of Ollivct abbe yc/iwrcA is in 
view, built by Guy V. of Laval. 

fit. Pierre-la-COUr (4i miles), is in the neigh- 
bourhood of iron and coal mines. At Gravellu is 
nn old chJit«au, burnt by the English, 1429. 
Further on is Erbrco, in the department of Ille-et- 
Vilnine, and province of Brittany. 'Ihe next sta- 
tion is 

Vltr6 (9 miles), a sous-pr^fectui-e in department 
Ille-et-V liable, on the VUaine, having regular 
Gothic ramparts^ in the feudal style, strengthened 
by machicolatcd towers, between two of which is 
a house once inhabited by Madame de Se'vign^. The 
houses are ancient-looking, especially in Rues 
Poterie and Notre Dair.e, and the streets narrow 
and irregular. The best view of this picturesque 
place is from Tertre Noir, near the walls. At the 
Mairie, once a Benedictine convent, there is a go> d 
(irospect of the country, and a public library of 
.,000 volumes, with a plate (taken out of the walls) 
.ecording the siege sustained by the town against 
:he League, 1589. The college is an old Ursuline 
w-onvent, and there is a school at the Madeleine 
jhapel (founded 1209). GK>od walks in the Pare, 
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An tmiq le Hone pulpit is seen outside the Gothic 
Chufxh of Ndtre Damo. This handsome boilding, 
umially called the ^^ cathedral," was attached to a 
priory, founded 1148. It is 200 feet long, and — 
fret high, to the nevr granite spire erected in 1858. 
It offers some beautiful carved work. In the Virgin 
chapel are some curious enamel paintings; and 
that of P. Landnis has his monument 

St. Nicolas's hospital, in faubourg Rachat, is of 
the 13th century. 

Cfoatstin dresses are made here for the country 
people to wear in winter time; besides a few linens, 
Ac. Cantharide flies are also prepared. Savory, 
the antiquary, was a native. Population, 8,900. 
HoteU.—'Deti S^vign^ ; Des Voyageurs. 
Rail to Foug^res (28 miles), see Route 18. 
Coaches to Poutorson, Avrnnchcs, Ac. 
[About 2 kil. south is Chdteau des RoeherSy the 
old seat of Madame do S^vign^ with a court, 
tower, the cabinet of Madame, the eight-sided 
chapel in the grounds, Ac. 
Further on, at Argentr^, is the old chAteau de 
Plcssis ; at Chatillon-en-Vendelais, a fine old 
eastlt, on a height, over a lake ; and at Cham- 
peau, an excellent collegiate church.'] 
Descending the Vilaine, we come to 

Cll4teaulX>urg (10| miles), near which is a 
great slate quarry. Population, 1,420.

plain, on the lUe, wltc-e the Vilaine joins it, and 
eleven or twelve roads n)eet. The Romans called 
it Condate-Rhedonum, from its situation at the junc- 
tion (condatc) of the rivers, in the country of the 
Rhedones, a Celtic people of Armorica (ie., the 
sea-side), as this peninsula, from St. Malo round to 
Nantes, was called. Afterwards it took the name 
of Bretanne^ or Brittany, when the natives of 
Britain, who fled from the Romans in the 3rd and 
4th centuries, settled here. Geofirey Plantagenet 
and his son, Arthur, were Dukes of Brittany in 
the 12th century. It finally came to the French 
crown by the marriage of the Duchess Anne to 
Charles VIII. and Louis XII.; to the latter in 1505. 

Rcnnes, in Haute Bretagne^ was the capital of the 
whole province; the Normans besieged it 873-4, 
and John-o'-Gaunt, 1336, in behalf of De Montfort. 
A great fire, 1720, burnt twenty-seven streets, and 
eight hundred and fifty houses, in the heart of the 
town. These have been rebuilt of darkish granite 
and sandstone, and the suburbs beyond the old 
walls are regularly laid out ; but there are many 
»mall, low, curiously carved timber houses^ e^peci- 
oUy near the river, in Basse Ville. It is pavod 
with eaiUou de Bennes^ a kind of puddingstone, 
very trying to the feet. 

One old gate, the Porte MordeUnse^ by which the 
dukes entered, on iheir accession, has some traces 
of a Roman inscription to the Emperor Gordion. 
I'wo out of the eleven places are tolerably large, 
viz., the Place d'Armes, planted with trees, and 
Place du Palais, where a bronze of Louis XIV. 
stood. It takes name from the large 

Palais de Justice, on the north side, built 1670, for 
the parliament of Brittany, with a Tuscan portico, 
and fa9nde 152 feet long. It has paintings and 
decorations by Juuvenet and other artists, with 
eight statues, one of which Li the procuroiir Chalo- 
tais, who was expelled from the city in 1762, and 
received back with groat rejoichigs twenty-six 
years after. There are pleasant wiilks along the 
luay, nearly a mile long; and on the Thabor, la 
Vfottc, le Maiile, and other promenades. That of 
It Thabor, where stands a statue of DvgwscUn, is 
the garden of the old Boi>edictine house ot St. 
M^lalne, and commands a fine prospect of the 
river, &c.\\a 'ttoUftl«i<ifc%ttvft^TiklwiVK^. 
Th% Hotel de VttU,\iuS&%\aR«>Co»te*^\VWOsf^ 
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Gabriel, near Place de Comddic, ia a Grecian pile, 
about 213 feet by 82, including a clock-tower, 
rooms for the tribunals, schools of design, and (be- 
hind it) a public library of 40,000 volumes, among 
whi^h are many ancient books, and 200 MSS. One 
of the rooms contains the bust of Leperdit, a tailor, 
who saved Rennes from the worst excesses of the 
Bovolntion, by the good sense and firmness with 
which he combated the proposals of the infamous 
Carrier. 

St. Pierre Cathedral, opposite Porte Mordelaise, 
replaces the old Gothic one of the 14th century, 
and U a very modern structure, built between 1787 
and 1811, in the Grecian style, having a portal 127 
feet high, decorated with rows of columns, above 
which rise two towers, 181 feet high. Its shape is 
a Greek cross; the timber roof rests on pillars, 
whicli terminate in thirty-three Ionic columns, at 
the rotonde at the east end. It contains two ban- 
ners from Sebastopol. 

St. Sauveur is the best of the other churches. 
ydfre Dame, in Place St. M^laine, marked by a 
statue of the Virgin on the dome, is in some part« 
as old as the 11th century. 

The pretty chapel of St. Yves, on tlie quai of 
that name, deserves attention. Another chapel, 
St. Anne's, of the 16th century, is an iron maga- 
sine. The Visitation Convent is a wine store. 
Bonne Nonvelle convent, founded by Duke John 
IV. after his victory at Aunay, is a military maga- 
Elne. 

The ancient Benedictine abbey of St. Oeorge, 
which was once a Pagan temple, is now a barrack; 
another barrack is placed in the Hdtel Kergus, 
formerly a liigh school for children of family. The 
Colombiers barrack is a large building for the 
artillery. Ildtel Biossac is a building worth notico; 
•o is the Theatre, by Millardet. The Arsenal, on 
the soutti-wcst side of Rennes, is an extensive 
establishment, increased since 1844. Here are 
90,000 stand of arms. The Military Hospital is in 
Kno St. Louis; the General Hospital for 500 pati- 
ents, near the cathedral. 

The new University, begun 1849, by the river 
side, contains the museums of archsBology, geology, 
and natural history, a fine carved altar-piece^ by a 



Veronese, P. de Champagne, Van Dyck ('* i. lurlcs 
I. and Lord Arunder*), Rembrandt, Wouverman, 
Wynants, K. Poussin, and others ; open daily, 11 
to 4. Two rooms are occupied by various objects 
of art, collected by Dr. Aussant, the director of the 
museum, in the province of Brittany. There are 
also a college, priests* seminary, jardin des plantea, 
public baths. A Roman gold vase, with a bas-reli«f 
of the triumph of Bacchus, now at Paris, was found 
at Rennes, 1774. 

Guiuguin^, author of the " Literary H'story ef 
Italy," A. Duval, the dramatist, and Lanjuinals, one 
of the Convention, are amon g the natives. Rennes, 
like Toulouse, is a sort of provincial capital, where 
some of the decayed noblesse may be found, living 
in quiet obscurity; but, on the whole. It is a dull 
place. 

Many of the country people dress in sheep'Skine 
in winter, and wear their hair long; the women put 
on high or wide square caps over their locks, t\ hich 
they sell to the dealers, who come round periodi- 
cally to clip them. Tlio men make good sailors, 
and are noted for probity, so that '* La parole d'un 
Breton vaut or*' (the word of a Breton is worth 
gold), is a proverb. 

Sail cloth, linens, &c., arc manufactured ; and 
there is a trade in grain, cider, butter (heurre de la 
Prhalaye), fowls (poulardes de Jauzd), cattle, &c. 
Rennes lies beyond the region in which the vine 
flourishes in France. 

By rail to Rddon, Nantes, Lorient, Vannes, 
Brest, St. Malo, St. Brieuc, Morlalx, &c. By coach 
to Dinan, &c. The canal d*Ille-ct-Rance is a scries 
of cuttings for improving the course of the upper 
part of the Ille, and joining it to the Ranco, at 
Dinnn. The mil hence is continued to Brest, and 
branches run from Rennes to St. Malo, to the 
north, and Rddon to the south. The latter passes 
up the Vilaine to GlliclieXl (15 miles), Messao 
(10 miles), and Besl^ (10 miles), to R^on (13 
miles), for which and the line thence to Vannes, 
Ac., see Route 42. 

An excursion may be made to Prdvalaye, a siili- 
tarj' old cliiteau, in a pretty part of the Vilalne, 
noted for its butter. Here Henry IV. once sleQt^ 
and thft twat^ <sl ^»Jcf\^'!i -"w^^ vgt^^^^xk.Oo.^Rk^'^'**- 
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CnUttelandr^ll (lO miles), which commandi « 
fine Tlew from the ruins of its old cattle. 

Qniagamp (7 miles), on the plain of the Trieux, is 
asoas-pr^fecture (7,850 population), in department 
C6te8-da-Nord, and in the old duchy of Penthl^rre, 
with some remains of its old walls, a college, and a 
market-hall, near the fountain, in the Place. Its 
eharch is large, and ornamented with a tall spire 
at one end, and a sort of domed tower at the other. 
Linen goods, from hence called ginghams^ are 
made. At the July " pardon," about 10,000 pil- 
grims meet for devotion and business. 

HoUU.-^'Dw Voyageurs (Travellers) ; De Bre- 

tagne. 

[Pontbhux (16 UI. north), is down the river, 

here crossed by a bridge to which the tide 

eomes.

pAncpoL (13 kil. north-west of this) is a bustling 

little port, in the Cliannel, with a ship-yard, &c. 

Popolation, 2,108. To the south are the old 

round church of Laneleff and Beauport Abbey. 

TjufomiB (IS kil. north-north-west of Pontrieux), 
a pleasant place, where the Qwindy and Jaudy 
join, not far from the sea, grew out of a monas- 
tery founded by St. Tugdual in the 6th 
eentnry, and made the seat of a Bishop. The 
Spaniards took it in their descent, 1093. Some 
of the streets are good; there is a large 
octagon balle and a priests* seminary. Its 
old cathedral Okwrch is a curious structure, 
with an open tower, and many quaint carvings 
on it. Formerly it held the tombs of a duke 
of Brittany, and of St. Tves (or 8t. Ivet), the 
patron saint, who was born near this.] 

Belle-l8le-B($ffard (ll miles), or Belle-Isle- 
en-Terre, on the Ouer.

MorlalZ (14i miles), a port and sous-prtffectiire 
in department Finisterre, where the Jarlean and 
Kerlent fall into the Channel, under some pictnr- 
esque hills. Its quays offer good prospects. Popula* 
tion, 14,010. Some curious old hotuei are seen at 
Lances, and on the Trigieux side of the craek, 
which runs up to the principal Place. Others are 
seen in Rues des Nobles and dn Pav^. Of Iha 
four churches, St. JfcUhieu'* is in the pointed style, 
St. Martin's stands on a hill. The Mairie and 
markets are in the Place, on the site of an hOtel £*• 
ville, pulled down 1886. It has a salle de spectacle, 
a large factory of tobacco (only pretty good), 
navigation school, A;c., and walks, near the Ton- 
taine des Anglais. Notice the old ChAteau de Tan 
rean, and the viaduct over the river, 800 feet high. 
General Moreau was a native. The English held it 
in the 14th century. 

ffoteU.—De la Bonle d'Or (Golden Ball) ; De 
TEurope. 

Conveyaneet: Daily, to Paris, Brest, St. Malo, 
Rennes, St. Pol, Lannion, Ac; and by steam to 
Havre, on Wednesdays, in SO hours. Druid stones 
are to be seen at Brenmlis and Meneguen, and 
other spots in the neighbourhood ; and at Touque- 
doc (to the east), are fine remains of a CcutU of the 
18th century. About 15 miles north-west is 
BOBCOff, facing He de Bas Lighthouse, where 
Mary Stuart landed, 1558, on her way to marry 
the Dauphin. It is a great place for lobsters, 
Cray fish, and sardines, for the London and Paris 
markets, as well as for onions and artichokes. At 
the Capuchin Convent is a fig tree, 200 years old, 
propped up by thirty stone posts. 

[St. Poi/-DE-LioN (20 kil. north-west) to the 
right of the road to Brest, on the coast, is a 
decayed cathedral town, with several old 
Gothic houses, and takes its name from the 
Roman legion stationed in this part. Popula- 
tion, 7,800, The b^vo^Vbo&L ^g^vb^^a ^js^=t^ ^^^ 
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tombs of Conan Mtfrldeo, mr MerUdoe (lHK>tlie» 
to St. Patrick and king of South WalesX 
Bishop Visdeloo, and of the patron saint, 
deserve notice.] 

Balnt Th^gonneo (9 miles), not far from 
LiomiyTEiAir, which has a good Chur^ and a 
population of 3,800. 

XAlldeniM.ll (17 miles), ii^iere the line from 
Vannes and L'Orient joins. It stands on the 
Elom, which falls into the east end of Brest har- 
bour, and is a place of 0,200 population, to which 
Tcssels of 800 tons come, having large barracks fbr 
•ailors, long quays, a church of the 18th eentury, 
and the Flaudiry fountain, in the shape of an 
obelisk. 

On the road to Lesneren (to the west), in a wild 
heath, are the beautifhl mini of Ndtre Dame du 
Fol-Goet, a church built, 1483, by the dukes of 
Brittany; It abounds with delicate earring and 
tracery.

A narrow passage, called Le Qoulet (the g«1let), 
about one mile wide, leads In flrom the Bay of 
Biscay, on the west, to the noble famd-loeked Eaie 
or Harbcw^ which Is about nine leagues In etrenlt, 
would hold about 500 ships of the Hne^ and, towards 
the east, divides off into two channels, to Lander <• 
neau and (Thftteaulin. It is strongly defended by 
batteries on every point, numbering about 1,000 
pieces of cannon ; a telegraph commntilcates with 
Paris. Outside the Goulet, about 10 milee off. Is 
Onessant or tJthant light, at flie month of the 
Channel, where Keppel fought an action with the 
French, 1778. 

The Dock Tard includes 10 building slfpa, large 
dry docks, rope works (corderies) of great length, 
shears (machines k mftter), sail lofts (roileries), 
cannon foundry, and general magazine, forges, 
Ac; besides the " Cayenne,** or Saitorif Barraekt 
for 4,000, victualling office (p&rc aux vivrcs), 
museum of models (salle des modblee), the Cler< 
mont-Tonnerre hospital (a large building with 1,310 
beds in it), a marine library of 15,000 ▼olumoes, an 
observatory, Ae. 

The B^tagne^ a fonr-de^ screw shipt, was 
launched here, 1858. She was Tielled k^ the 
Queen, at Cherbourg. 

The new workshops for Sleam JfHpDiM, stand on 
a scarped rock, the Plateau des Capncins. 

At the Bagne^ an hnmense building, about 850 ftet 
long, on a hill, there is room fbr about 8,000 formats 
or convicts. 

In the town are, a naval school, called the 
CoOdge Joirmlie, the Hdtel de TUle, St. Louis's 
church, salle de spectacle (theatre) with a good 
front, bibliothbque of 8,000 volumes, museum, 
botanic garden, medical sdiool with n library of 
8,000 volumes. 

Howe fought the battle of the Isl Anm, 1994, off 
Brest; where the fleet emitinned to vratch all 
through the war. One of the boats of the un- 
fortunate Amazon escaped In here, 1889.

Montfort-la-Maury (7i miles), under the re- 
mains of a castle built by Axialric or Amanry 
de Montfort, and enlarged, with more modem ad- 
ditions, by the Due de L yne. It has also a fine 
old church, with stained windows.

HOUdail (11 miles), on the river V^sgres, where 
the Opton Joins, having a fine Gothic Church, built 
by Robert le Pieux, and an old tower, with some 
remains of its ancient fortifications. Population, 
2,500. 

Dreux (IS miles), in a fertile part of the Blaise, 
near the Eure, is a well-built sous-prefecture of 
6,950 population, who make cloth, hats, linens, Ac.; 
and stands under a hill covered by the remains of 
its old castle. It was the capital of the Durocasses 
in Caesar's time ; Louis le Gros gave it to his son 
Robert; It was burnt by the English (being on the 
border of Normandy) 118S, and taken by kenry lY., 
161'3, after repeated asBanJta. 

The CAurcA h early and later Gothic. The 
tquare ira^ei Oe Fille, a mixture ot Gothic and Re- 



naissance, has a curious ehimney and a eajrvdd 
clock-tower. There are also a college, good ho^at, 
and several timbered houses. 

Of the old CJtdteau, which Catherine de Medicis 
gave to her son, the Due de Alen9on, 1559, you see 
an enormous brick donjon (now used as a tele- 
graph), a ruined chapel, with sculptures as old as 
1142, and a highly-finished modem Chapel la the 
Greek style, built by Louis Philippe. Here his 
family are buried, including his mother (who began 
the chapel), his aunt the Duchesse de Cond^- 
Bourbon (the poor Due d'Enghien*s mother), his 
sister, Madame Adelaide (died 1847), his son, the 
Due d'Orl^ans (killed 1842), his daughter, Marie of 
Wtti-temburg, <fec. A high tower close to it leads by 
a subterranean way to the chapel. 

On the plain close by, in the battle of 1562, the 
Calvin ists, under the Prince of Condtf and Coligny, 
were defeated by the Royalists, under Mont- 
morency, after a severe action, Conde being taken 
prisoner. 

Rotrou, a dramatic wi'iter; Philidor, the chess- 
player ; and General Sdnarmont, were bom here. 

Hotels.— BvL Paradis; DuLion d'Or (Golden Lion) 
Du Saumon (Salmon). 

Coaches to Evreux, &c. 

About 15 or 20 kil. north-east, down the Eure, 
are Anet and Ivry (see Route 8). Up the Blaise 
(10 kil. south-west), are remains of Crtfcy chftteau, 
built by Louis XIV., for Madame de Pompadour. 

Here the line to Conches and Serquigny parts off. 

Nonancourt (9 miles), on the Avre. Here is 
the house in which Henry IV. slept the night be- 
fore the battle of lory. 

Tilli^es (7 miles), on the Avre, is near liesmil- 
mr-VEstrees, the paper factory of Fuimin Didut 
Fr^es, the first printers in France. They employ 
above 400 hands, and make about five leagues, or 
twelve miles, of paper daily, in strips four feet broad. 
A vtillow in the garden was produced from that 
which overhang Napoldon*s grave at St. Helena.

There are remains of a ehdUau which St. Louis 

inhabited, 1257, and the EngUsh took, 141&3 

yire (17 miles), on the Paris and Gran- 

Tille line, an old place and sous-pr^ecture, 

in department Calvados, with 7,660 inhabitants, 

noted for its good-looking, sprightly women. It is 

well placed 09 a rock, where the Yire and the 

Viraine Join; and the environs, being hilly, are 

rery pleasing. Among the best buildings are the 

Foundling Hospital; a general hospital founded 

by the Norman Dukes, N6tre Dame Ooihic church, 

and a public library of 7,000 volumes. 

Cards, linens of the best quality, and paper (by 
machinery) are made here. 

BaUl.^Du Cheval Blanc (White Horse). 

Several grottoes and Druid stones are near ; and 
at Brimbal Eitt, the highest in this quarter, the 
Vire, the Vey, the Seez, the Noireau, and the 
Orenne, all take their rise. 

ViUedleaz-leB-Poeles (9 kil.), where the 
roads to Vire (see Route 17) and Granville part off, 
has been noted for its manufactures of copper 
goods from a very ancient date. 

QranylUe (37 miles from Vire), at the ter- 
minus, on the cliffs, in sight of the Channel Islands, 
with a good sized, but shallow, harbour, inside a 
fine mole, well fortiOed. The Vend^ans tried to 
take it, 1798. Its old Gothic Church has carvings 
in granite, and a sphre, 812 feet above the sea. 
The people (17,200) are pilots, fishermen, boat- 
bonden, and carry on a trade in grain, cider, salt,

Beaumont-sur-Sarthe, OTB.^-Vkomte, in abeantifU 
amphitheatre above the Sarthe, here crossed by 
two bridges. It is a small bnstUng place, of 2,400 
population. The old Castle of its viacoonts and 
dukes serves for a prison ; and a well-preserved 
tumulus near it, is called Motte k Madame. 

nresnay (4f miles), from which it is 6 UL to 
Fresnctff-le~Vteomte, on the Sarthe, in a very pretty 
spot, containing several linen factories (popolatioo . 
about 3,000), a Korman Churchy two round towen 
of an old chftteau, with parts of ancient walls, 
perched on the limestone rocks, in some parts, 
90 to 100 feet above the river. The vertical strata 
of the transition limestone, are here crossed by 
horizontal beds of Jura rock. 

La Hutte (2 miles.) 

Bourg-le-Bol (U mile), on the confines of 
Normandy, was fortified by Henry IL of England, 
with towers and walls, now a ruin. 

From this, it is 8^ miles to

HOTSLB.— .\>u QT&nd Cerf (Stag), good ; De ll 
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This old teat of the Does d'Alen^on, is a pleasant, 
well-built town, the capital of department Orne, in 
a wide, fertile plain, covered with forests, where 
the Sarthe and Briante join. It belonged to the 
county of Perche, once part of Normandy. Mar- 
guerite, Francis I.'s sister, duchess of Alen9on, by 
her first husband, resided here, and gare an asylum 
to many persecuted Protestants and others, who, la 
return, styled her the ** tenth Muse." Some 
remains of the ancient walls exist in Rue du Gours. 
The Prefecture is a briclc building of the 17th 
century. 

The Hotel de Ville on the site of the old CastU 
(of which two or three round machicolated towers 
are left at the prison opposite it), has a fine 
promenade. 

NOtre Dame Cathedral, built between 1858 and 
1617, is a small Latin cross, 107 feet by 82. The 
beautiftil triple portal, with its centre arch in 
advance of the other two, is richly carved, and set 
off with statues ; the nave has some good carvings 
and stained windows ; and the altar is decorated 
with the Assumption, and blaclc marble, and a 
copper canopy. A spire, 156 feet high, was struck 
down by lightning, 1744. Montsort church, in the 
ioburbs, across one of the two bridges, is of the 
8th century. 

There are also a palais de justice; public library 
ofl3,000 volumes in the Jesuits' church; theatre, Ac. 

Hubert, an infamous revolutionary hero, who 
edited the Ph-e Duchesne paper, was a native. 

A trade in grain, cider, coarse linens (toUeicTAlen- 
(oa), bread, goose feathers, Ac, and horses of a 
good breed. Its manufacture of delicate lace, 
called point tTAlettfon, first introduced from Venice 
by Colbert, has died out, but may possibly revive 
with a torn of fashion. It is rich in a geological 
point of view, as the neighbourhood produces

It is a sous- 
prefecture of 5,700 inhabitants, on a hill by the 
Ome, in a fertile plain, near the forest of Gouffem. 
Here Henry II. received the papal legates, who 
came to mediate on behalf of Becket. The ditch 
of the old Castle of the Comtos d' Argentan makes 
a beautiful promenade; and the portico of St. 
Germain's church is worth notice.

[Palal86t a sous-prefecture in department Cal* 
vados, in Normandy, is a curious old town, 
founded by the Normans, and noted as the 
birth-place of William the Conqueror, whose 
itatue on horseback, was set up in October, 
1851, In the presence of Guizot, and others. 

Perched on the highest rocks, is the once impreg- 
nable Norman Castle, where the Conqueror first 
drew breath. Including the walls, 16 to 48 feet 
high, with the keep and Tower (100 feet),

There is a prison buHt, they say, by the 
English. The houses are old-fashioned, and the 
streets crooked and steep ; the water is bad, bat the 
air is pure, though sharp.

The fine remains of its Oartle are oiose 
to a pyramid-shaped rock, near a Water/oM of Uf 
feet, among some picturesque cliffs covered with 
shrubs and lichens. The old and carieus half 
Norman church was founded 1082.

It was formerly one of the most im- 
portant keys of Brittany, before its union with the 
crown. A point behind the church commands a 
view of the charming vaUey of the Nonfon^ and the 
old Gothic towers of Baoul de Fougdres* mined 
CKdteau. In the forest, near this, are the Monu- 
ment and Pierre de Trdsor (both Druid stonet); 
also a subterranean passage called the Colliers de 
Landeau. 

Yast numbers of taboti^ or wooden shoeis axe 
made here; besides which it has manufactures of 
linen and hemp cloths, and a trade in grain, oat- 
meal of well-known quality, beer, honey, &c.

PoNTOBsoN (13 kiL), at the mouth of the Couea- 
non, in department Manche, an old place, fortified 
by Bobert, Duke of Normandy, and nearly all 
burnt in 1736. The castle of the Montmorenoief 
was pulled down by Louis XIH. Trade in linan 
and eggs. 

Population, 2,000. 

A road, made 1842, leads to the famous ItoiU 8U 
Mkhtl (9 kil. north), which, as well as ATRAVOHBa, 
80 kil. from Pontorson (by way of Pont-auZf-Beanx, 
on the Celune), is described in Route 14.

Population, 9,160. Dinan was a Roman station 
in the country of the CuriatolHet, Dugnesclin took 
it flrom tlM English, 1878, and De CUsson again, a 
few years later. The Leaguers of this part nuMto 
it their headquarters, but gave it up to ¥srs>ial 
BrisiM^lM6« 
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pUuit«d orcr. In om part, BMr Port* St. Looia, is 
ib« toll HMchlcolated doi^fon, balH 1800, by Dncben 
Anne, now serving for a prison. 

. LUce all old towns, Dinan has many narrow dark 
streets, of old-fkshloned wooden homet ; bat the 
more modem ones are built of granite. Place 
Dugvadin is the site of a combat in 1859, between 
that warrior and a " Thomas of Canterbory.** His 
statae ornaments one end, and his hotue itands in 
Roe de la Croix. 

St. Halo's Gothic Churchy with its spire, has varl- 
COS carvings of sacred and profane subjects. That 
of Bt. Sauvew^ is marked by another tall spire, and 
contains bas-reliefs of the Loves of Psyche, and a 
monument over DnguescUn's hearty brought here 
In 1810, from the Dominican church. 

The granite horloge^ or dock tower, ends in a 
spire, near the HOtel de Yille, which was formerly 
an hospice, and holds the public library of 8,000 
volumes, besides portraits of Duclos the historian, 
the excellent La Qaraye, and the soldiers Dugue- 
■clin and Beaumanoir. In the museum founded a 
few years ago by M. Odorlci, are three curious old 
tkUvet oftainU, brought from Plumaudan church. 
Two pillars, of a single block of granite each, front 
the tribunal. There are also a college, hospital, 
eaUe-de-ooncert, and a duipei for the EnglUh resi- 
dents here. 

A pretty road leads out to the Coninaie mineral 
springt (1 klL), in a deep valley : useful in cases of 
Indigestion, &c. 

The neighbourhood is exceedingly pleasant, 
aboundhig in many charmhig walkt and points of 
view. Within a distance of 6 or 8 kil. are the fol- 
lowing:— 

At L^Aofi, or Ltfon, only 1 kil. off, on a round hill, 
are the massive walls and eight round towers of a 
CattUy built, they say, on the site of a Roman fort, 
and rebuilt about 1400. Close by is the Gothic 
chapel of St. Magliore's priorp (founded 850, by 
Nominotf), where the Beaumanoir family were 
buried. Near St. Esprit and the large lunatic 
asylum (1 kil. west), under the care of the brothers 
oi St. Jean de Dieu, is a Gothic croii of granite, 
"txrtA notice.

Conenl (4 UL north-west) was the capital of the 
Cmioeolita^ a Gaulio people, where remains of a 
temple of Man (80 feet high), Roman epitophs, 
altars, pieces of columns, coins, bronxes, Ac, have 
been found. Many of the tiles in its walls were 
used to repair those of St. Male. An inscription is 
seen on the church ; and a Roman vray may be 
traced. Montafllan chfiteau is a ruin.— At St. 
Jurat, Quiou, Ac. (8 klL south), fossil shells are 
abundant— Ganterie (6 kil.) has remains of the 
Roche-aux-F^ (Fairies' Rock), In granite; an- 
other Druid stone (of quartz rock| is at Lesoaonts 
(4 kil.), near Plouer ; and a granite menhir oflafge 
size at St. Samson or Tremblaie (4 kil.) 

A steamer up and down the Ranee daOy, with 
the tide. Its banks are high and rocky, and in 
some parts well wooded.

Some of the houses are granite 
built — ^in Grand Rue, for iustanoe— but most oi 
them are like those at Dinan, having the first 
floor overhanging that on the ground, and sup- 
ported by pillars, which thus make an arcade^ in 
front The old cathedral church, once the seat of a 
bishop (flrom the Othjoentury) is a large Gothic pile 
of granite, with high towers, and a fine lofty nave, 
resUng on four-shafted columns. On the sands,

CVinoennes, to the east (6 miles from Paris, 
from which there is a rail, viA St. Mand^, ia a 
forest, where nine roads meet, is remarkable 
for an ancient CMtteau^ now strMgthe&ed and 
repaired, and made a dep6t of arUMery for tlie 
capital. It was buUt in 1387, by PhlU^M of 
Valois, on the site of Louis le Jeune's eoaatry- 
seat (as old as 1137).

By rail, 816 miles to Lyons, or 584 miles to Mar- 
seilles.

It passes the hilly district of the Cdte d*Or, and 
down the RhOne. A connection is made, vid Cha- 
renton and Jurisy, to Malesherbes and Montai'gis.

Bercy and Pont d*Austerlitz, opposite Mazes prison. 
Omnibuses to all the trains from various points, 
Central office, 21, Rue de BouloL 

The station is a large pile, of stone, 720 feet by 
262, with a hangar or statting^lace, 138 feet wide. 

Leaving this, outside the barribre de Bercy, is La 
Grande Pinte, among idat^ spirits, and oil ware- 
houses, which continue to JBency, where a suspension- 
bridge crosses the Seine. The railway passes 
through the gardens (laid oi|t by Le NOtre), belong- 
ing to the decided Chdteau de Bercy, of the time of 
^ttisXIV. At the first station, 

CbarontOllrle-Poat (8i miles), near the new 
fort, it oroaset the Manie hy aa iroa five-arckod \ 
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.111 1 here the anfortnnate Due cTBnghien was 
brought from across the ft'ontier, tried, and 
shot, by Napoleon's order, 20th March, 1804. 
A marble pillar in the ditch marks the spot — 
"Hiccecldit" (here he fell.) Louis XV. lived here 
when young ; Mirabeau was a prisoner here ; 
the ministers of Charles X. were also sent here ; 
and, lately, it was the residence of the Duke of 
Montpensier. Here Thiers, Changarnier, Car- 
aignac, &c., were confined on the memorable 
3nd December, 1851. 

It is a moated space, 4,115 feet by 636, with 
remains of towers on the walls ; and, besides 
three or four courts, includes the tall square 
Dot^on, with round towers and turrets at the 
comer (now a powder magazine) ; and la Sainte 
Chapelle^ a later pointed building of the 16th 
century (begun 1379, by Charles V.), having 
three spires, the Due d'Enghien's tomb, good 
traceried windows, stained by J. Cousin, in 
which you see the devices of Henry IV. (an H.) 
and Diane de Polctiers (a crescent). The beau- 
tiful armoury is worth seeing ; admission by 
ticket, on Saturday, 

A great f gte is held in the woods, on August 1 5th. 
Under its trees the excellent St. Louis used, 
frequently, to administer justice to his people. 
To the south of it is St. Maur-le-Pont, on the 
right bank of the Mame, near a canal of 3,640 
feet tunnelled through the rock, for the purpose 
of cutting off a bend of the river.] 

The line runs close to the Seine, to 

ViIl6n611Ye-St.-(}00rge8 (4i miles), a pretty 
spot under a hill, in department Seine-et-Oise, on 
the Sehio, where the Y^res joins (crossed by a three- 
arched viaduct), among many country-seats. That 
of Beauregard, on a hill, commands a fine view. 
ViUeneuve, so called, is as old as Charlemagne's 
time. A suspension bridge leads over to Villen- 
ottvo-le-Roi. 

Coaches to Drameil, Vigueux, Limeil, Boissy-St.- 
L^er, Valenton. 

[BoissT (5 kil. east), is on a hill covered with 
vineyards and country houses. Grosbois chft-

Coaches to Crosne and TAbbaye d' T^s— the 
latter having (at a factory) traces of an old Bene- 
dictine l:ousc ; and Crosne, being the birth-place of 
Boileau, at a house in Rue Simon. A large viaduct 
crosses the valley of the Y^res, 130 yards long, on 
9 arches, to 

Brunoy (2i miles), which is in a forest, and has a 
chftteau of Louis XVIII., who gave the estate, with 
the title of Due de Brunoy, to our great Wellington; 
one of his many well-eanicd rewards though 
scarcely heard of till his death. Rochefoucauld 
was at one time the owner. It stands on the site of 
a favourite seat of Philippe de Valois. There is a 
spire church of the 13th century. Talma had a 
house here. Coaches to Guignes, Chaomes, and to 

Brit-Com¥i-R<>bert (9 kil. east-south-east), the 
old capital of Briey in a marshy but fertile spot, 
founded in the 1 2th century, by Robert de Dreux 
(brother of Louis VII.), who built the old mined 
castle, or Tour-de^Brie. Robert IL built St. j^tienne's 
Gothic churchy which has some old tombs. Tho 
Hdttl Dieu is nearly as old. Charles VIL took It 
from the English, 1440. Brie cheese, pens, tiles Ac, 
are made, and there is a good trade in gimln. 
Population, 2,800. 

Cross the Ybres again by a viaduct of 410 yuds, 
on 23 arches, 83 yards high in some parts. 

Comba-la-Ville (2^ miles), a pretty place on 
the Y^res. 

Ueusalnt (S miles), near Rougean forest, seen 
on the south. 

Cesson (4i miles). Coach to Seine-Port, on the 
Seine. At 4} miles further, an iron viaduct 72 feet

HoTELS.^Du Grand Monarque ; Des Princes. 

Population , 1 1, 290. Capital of department Seine- 
et-Marne, and the Melodunum of Ctesar, in a plea- 
sant spot at the foot of a hill, on the Seine, which 
winds round an island here, on which the oldest 
part of the town, with its broad quays, is seated. 
Two bridges, one called the Pont-aux>Moulin8 
(Windmill Bridge)^ on several irregular arches, join 
this paxt to the quaxt«x« otiWi^tV^X, «.tA\«.€t banks;

after an old ■olemn^ookinff Gothic church of the 
16th or 16th century, which has some excellent 
stained windows and slender columns down the 
aisles. It stands on Grande Place, near the prefec- 
ture, which, with the ancient clock tower, was part 
of St. Pierre's Benedictine dbht of very early date 
(when Clovis took the town 494, it had several con- 
vents, (fee), but damaged by the Normans in their 
invasion, and finally ruined by Henry IV. in the 
wars of the League. The prefecture gardens run 
down to the river, and it stands opposite the 
chftteau of Vaux-le-Peny, whence there is a good 
prospect. The Hdtel de Ville was built, 1847-8, in 
the Renaissance style, with a new tower, matching 
an ancient one, which it includes. 

On the Island you see the House of Detention for 
this and four other departments, an euormous 
square pile, with two towers, <fec., and a church of 
the 10th century, now in course of restoration. It 
is the site (built on, since 1740) of the ch&teau or 
palace of the early French kings, where Philippe I. 
and Robert died, and Blanche, mother of St. Louis, 
kept her court; Isabella, of Bavaria, fled to it 
when driven out of Paris. 

There are in the town, a palals de Justice, in an 
old convent, a library of 10,000 volumes at the pre- 
fecture, a theatre, large barracks, Ac. 

The English held possession of Melun between 
1420-30. Bishop Amyot, g^and almoner of France, 
and the translatar of Plutarch, was born here, 1513. 

Trade in grain, wine, cattle, Brie cheese, dsc 

Conveyances: By steamer to Paris, Montereau, 
Ac; by coach to Barbison, Milly, &c. 

[At 6 kil. north-east, on the Meaux road, is Vaux- 
Praslin, or Yaux-le-Yicomte, a fine chftteau, 
in the Renaissance style, built by Le Van, for 
Louis XIV.'s comptroller of the finances, 
Yicomte de Fouquet, at a cost of £1,600,000 
sterling, and regarded, as Voltaire remarks, as 
one of the handsomest in Europe. It is richly 
adorned with sculptures throughout, and paint- 
ings by Lebrun and Mignard. The former 
artist enjoyed a salary of 10,000 francs, besides 
being paid for each pictnre he finished. Louis 
XTF: wasmsgniacentlyenteiiainedhne, 1661, 



that, a few days after, he sent its owner into 
banishment. It belongs to the Doc d« Vaux-^ 
Praslin.] 

From Melun, on the rail, you pass 

Boi8-le-Boi (8| miles), at the border of the 
forest of ^ontainebleau. The Changes viadnct, oa 
300 arches, and the ch&teaux of Vaux-P^ny (finely 
seated), and Rochette, are seen ; then, 5 miles fur- 
ther, comes 

FONTAINEBLBAU, 

36f miles from Paris. 

Hotels. — De Londres, a first-rate hotel, and 
highly recommended; Hotel de France; Ville de 
Lyon ; Aigle Noir. 

Omnibuses wait on all the trains. Population, 
10,700. 

English Service, in Rue de la Paroisse. 

This place, remarkable for its CJ^dteau, where 
Napoleon abdicated, 1814, is a sous-pr^recture, in 
department Seine-et-Marne, in a hollow of the 
Forest. It is well built, and has an Hotel de Ville ; 
a church, built 1624; the Palais de Justice, in 
Place du March^, with the biblioth^que of 28,000 
volumes ; two hospices, founded by Anne of Austria 
and Madame de Montespan ; a chftteau d*eau, or 
reservoir, in Rue Baver, for supplying the foun- 
tains ; statue of General Damesme, erected 1851 ; 
and the obelisk to the south, built 1770, when 
Louis XVI. was married. 

The Oidteau, or Palace, is an irregular pile, com- 
posed of five or six courts, of different ages and 
styles, chiefiy of briclE, and high-roofed; Joined 
together by galleries, and adorned with wall paint- 
ings.

A gate called the Entrig dTWotmettr^ in Place 
Fttrrare ^rcm which a railing of 340 feet dirides 
it), leade into the flr^ court, or Comt du Cheval 
BkMe^ so called from the plaster casts of M. Auxe- 
Uan's horse at Rome. It is the largest court, and 
since KapoMon took leave of his guard in it, 30th 
April, 1814, is commonly styled Cour des Adieux. 

The second^ or Cour de la Fontaine, opens out to 
the gardens, and has, on one side, the Salle de la 
Bene Chemin^e. Here Charles V. was lodged with 
his saite, 1539. It contains the apartments of the 
Queen-Sf other, and of the Duke of Orleans. 

Hie Mircf court, or Cowr Omtfe, or du Donjon, the 
most ancient of all, is long and narrow, and entered 
by the PorU Dorie (with its ft-escoes), from the 
All^ Maintenon. Another gate Is called Porte 
Dax^in^ in memory of the birth of Louis XIII. 
It includes a balcony on 45 pillars, with several 
ro<Hns or salles, as the Scdle de Bal, or Gallery of 
Henry II., with pictures; the Salles du Trdne 
and du ConseU; a library of SO, 000 volumes in 
Francis I.'s chapel, whose gaUery of frescoes, by 
Boss], is here, and the windows of which are stained 
from designs by the late Princess Marie d'Orl^ana ; 
a small plain cabinet^ remarkable as that in which 
IfapoUon signed his abdication ; the gallery of Diana, 
1600, and its pictures, by Pujol, &c. 

In the Fourth Courts or Cowr de VOrangerie^ was 
the Gallerie des Cerfs (so called from being orna- 
mented with stags* heads, but since divided off 
Into separate apartments), where Christina of 
Sweden put her servant, Monaldeschiy to death, 
1657. She lived in the next OTjyth court, Cour des 
Princes^ the smallest of all. 

The last, styled Cour des Cuisines, with the 
kitchens, <fec., was built 1609, and contains a foun- 
tain with bronze mascarons or grotesque masques 
on it. 

The Chapel was built 1529, by Henry IV. on the 
sJie olSt. Ix>uis*s, and is richly decorated. 
Sitatuea, besides jeta d'eaUf are dispersed over ! 
'fff^^^m especially a liUmaehtis, by Canovci, 
rTisZT ^^^^'^^ '-* fBvourite. The parterre du 
</««?« t^T*^' '^^ oewone, on the south side, 
4^ pond, or^fanff, full of carp, and some 



waterfalls at the end, from ^ck 'th<| canal goc« 
off through the park, towurds the old dkttrcA qf 
Avon (where a stone records that " di-git Mon^* 
DELXi "). The park contains a Jardin Anglais, a 
labyrinth, <fec., and the royal or JreitZevine, famooii 
for its abundant supply of Chasselas grapes. 

You walk from the town directly into the Fores f^ 
which is spread over an extent of 85,000 acres, or 
550 square miles, on a white sandstone rock, with a 
very irregular surface. It is pierced by scores of 
seniiers, or paths; and is full of strikingly picr 
turesque sites, some pfuiis being green and well 
wooded, with magnificent shady alleys of oak, 
beech, Ac, nearly 100 feet high, and groves of fir ; 
others, bare and rugged, or covered by patches of 
heath and broom. The whole has been thoroughly 
investigated by M. Denecourt, an enthusiastic re- 
sident, who has published an excellent plan, and 
about a dozen numbers of the " D^ces de Fon- 
t:iinebleau," containing minute itineraries of the 
best promenades, and points of view.

The rail to Nemours, Nevers, Ac., by the Bonr- 
bonnais country, turns off at Moret (as below). 

[Nemours (17 miles from Fontainebleau), in a 
hollow, on the river and canal du Loing, has the 
old castle of the Dues de Nemours, now used for a 
public library (3,000 volumes) Ac. It belonged to 
Gaston de Foix, before it came to the Orl^ns 
family. Most of the shares in the Loing Canal (the 
oldest in France, begun by Sully, and finished in 
1740), were the property of Louis Philippe and 
his sister. Mad. Adelaide, till confiscated by the 
Emperor NapoMon, 1862. Population, 8,740. Near 
it is Bignon where Mirabeau was bom, 1749. 

Ferrl^es (is miles), on the Loing, memorable 
for the fruitless diplomatic meeting of Bismarck and 
Jules Favre, after Sedan ; when the latter declared 
that '* not an inch of French soil nor a stone of her 
fortresses " would be given up. 

Montargis (6 miles), a sous-prdfecture in de-

St. Madeline's large old Ckttreh was begnn by 
Henri II.

One of its frescoes was a painting of 
the UanoM Dog qf JitrntmrgU, which, in the pre« 
tenee of Charles V., foi^fht and yanquished the 
murderer of his master, Anbrey de Montdidier, who 
bad been killed in the forest of Bondy. P. Manuel, 
ft member of the Convention, Girodet Trioson, the 
painter, and Madame Owffon, whose religious poems 
wen translated by Cowper, were natives.

QliflL (11 miles), a station on the Bourbonnais 
line, on the Loire, at the old twelve-arched stone 
bridge, in a {feasant spot, is on a gentle slant, at the 
top of which are the old spire cAurcft of St. Louis 
(where King Jean-sans-Peur was married, 1410), 
•nd the cJtAUau (now HOtel de l^lle), built or begnn 
In Ciiailemagne*s time. 

At 1 kil. north-east is Ynux (or Old) Gibk, 
idiere Soman stones, medals, &c.,have been found.

L'Arbresle (lO miles), the ancient AbranilJa^ 
with a fine Gothic castle, at the junction of the 
Brevanne and another river, among collieries and 
manufactories of silk and pottery. Population, 
2,000. 

St. Ctermain-au-Moiit d'Or (8 miles). About 
9 miles further is 

Lyons, described at page 94.] 

From Fontainebleau, a long curved viaduct leads 
into 

Tbomery (H miles), near the Seine, but still 
in the forest. It is noted for its choice Fontaine-> 
bleau, or ehasseku, grapee^ which grow in a pretty 
manner about the houses. Population, 800. Another 
viaduct, on 80 arches, 68 feet high, leads to 

Moret-Sl-KTamTn^ (8 miles), on tho Seiie, 
where the Loing falls in; having parts of its 
ancient walls and castle, built by Charles VIL, and 
an old picturesque church, built 1166, by Louis 
VII., and dedicated by Beeket^ when a refugee 
at Sens. The Allies took it, 1814. Here the line 
turns off to Nemours, Ac. (as above). At St. 
MAUxis (popuhition, 960) is a small port where the 
Loing Canal falls into the Seine.

Cf^ital of department Tonne, seat ef a dioeta% 
and an ancient town, on a healthy alo|w^ la Xbm 
Burgundy wine country, above the River Yotmt. 
It was called AuHssiodurvm when CmwtA took it, 
A.D. 621, and had a bishop as early as 27ft It traa 
pillaged by the English, daring the eaptl f ft y <tf 
one of its counts, who had accompanied John ct 
France to England, after the battle of Poictlen. 
The river itself makes a port for the conveyance .of 
produce, opposite an island covered with trees and 
mills. The streets are in general narrow. There 
are good prospects from the boulevard? ; on the 
promenade de I'Arquebnse, a ctUiU fair ia held 
monthly. 

The fine CnUhedral dedicated to St ]£tienne (Ste- 
phen), on the hill, built between 1085 and 1548, ia 
328 feet long, 111 feet high to the vault, with a 
spire tower (the last buUt) 195 feet high. It ia 
chiefly in the flamboyant (Tud<»:) style, and mudi 
admired for its regularity, its fine portal «1 ^Sok^ 

t»»Uc«eiMto«t ^iTVaiifll '^-^''^^JJJ^^S^^ 
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century, which deserves notice. The altar is simple 
but grandf and has near it fig^nres of the patron 
Saint of Bishop Amfot, the translator of Platarch, 
and Bishop Colbert, brother of the minister. St. 
Eusebias* and St. Peter's churches bear marks of 
the Romanesque style, the former haying a spire 
lower of the 12th century. St. OermaWt Abbe^ 
(now part of the HOtel de Viae) covered the relics of 
above sixty saints, including the one commemorated 
by the Parisian church of St. Qermain rAnxerrois, 
and it holds the tombs of the old counts. The 
crypts of the 9th century, and the Romanesque 
tower of the 11th century, with a choir, Ac., are 
all that remain of its charch. Another chnrchf St 
Pierre, or St. P^re, originally founded in the 8th 
century, was rebuilt in the Renaissance style, and 
has a finely carved portal. 

The Pr^eefs Hdtd was the bishop's palace. Its 
Roxnuiesque gallery, or arcade, of the 12th century. 
Is 79 feet long. Here Napoleon received Ney in 
181-3, styling him the '* bravest of the brave." At 
the biblioth^qae, or pablic library, are 30,000 vol- 
umes, 200 MSS., and Baron Denon's collection of 
medals, kc The clock tower^ or Tour Oaillarde, on 
a gate near the old house of the dukes of Burgundy, 
was erected 1670, and marks solar and mean time, 
with the dianges of the mdon. The spire of open 
ironwork, is a modem addition, since the fire of 
1825. There are also a large foundry, hospital, 
college, theatre, baths, barracks, a departmental 
lunatic asylum, and a botanic garden, in which 
stands the statue of J. J. Fourier, onoe Secretary of 
the Academy, and a native.

Clamecy (5 miles), a sous-prefecture in depart- 
ment Ni^vre, of 6,600 inhabitants, on the Tonne 
and Beuvron, with a good trade in wood, charcoal, 
Ac, and some good churches. Near it are ths 
YiUette paper factories. Coaches to Yarzy, La 
Charity Premery, and Nevers. Rails are in pro- 
g^ress to Nevers, and towards Mftcon.

La CHABiri, 86 kil. beyond. Hence it is 33 kiU 
up the Loire to Nevers; ^nd 45 klL to Bourgcs 
(see Route 45).

kf another bridge orer the Annan^on. 

Ancy-le-Franc (5 miles), among forests and 
farges, to a bostling port on the Arman^on. Here is 
a fine ^4teau, bequeathed by the late Marqnis de 
Lmrroifl to M. de la Salle, and ballt between 1555 
Mid 1932, from the designs of Primaticcio— a square 
|ifit, with iMiTlllens at each comer, one of which is 
A chapel, decorated with frescoes from the Potior 
FUo, by Nioolo del Abate. 

HuitS-SOnS-RaTl^reB (8f miles), has a gate 

l0ft of its old fortifications. At Ravi^res are an old 

dinreh and ch&teao, and the mins of Ra^orl 
Oastle^ on a scarped rock. 

[Here a branch rail turns off, vid SenneTOy, Ac., 
to CllAtlllon-BUr- Seine (21 miles), where it 
meets a branch from Troyes, vi& Bar-BVT- 
Seine (Route 62). A continuation is in pro- 
gress from Ch&tillon to Chaumont. 

Oh&tUlOn-SUr-Selnejasous-pr^fectureof 4,900 
population (department Cote d'Or), In a hilly 
but healthy spot on the Seine, where the little 
Douix joins. It was one of the first seats of 
the Dukes of Burgundy, and, in 1814, was 
noted for the conference between Napoldon aud 
the Allies. Among the buildings are, the Hdtel 
de Ville, in the old Benedictine convent, St. 
Nicholas' church, of the 12th century, a chapel 
which belonged to the ducal castle, a library 
of 7,500 volumes, a college, hospital, Ac, and 
a large chdteau (at Chaumont), built by 
Marshal Marmomt^ who was born here. A 
Roman way to Auxerre may be noticed.

In the neighbourhood are the remains Of ^ontfort 
Castle, which belonged to the Princes of Orange, 
before the Revolution, and of Fontmaif Ak5ey, the 
church of which, MO fbet long, was built by an 
Englishman, Everard, Bishop of Norwieh. Coaches 
to Semur, Baidiieii, Avallou, Goulmi^res, ^polases, 
Rouvray, Sk. 
[SsitUB (18 ML south), or Semur-en-Aaxols, On a 
picturesque granite rock, over the Arman^on 
(erossed by a high one-arched bridge, and an- 
other bridge), is a sons-pr€fecture of 8,700 souls, 
and was the old fortified capital of the Awtois 
district in Burgundy, to which Henry IV., in 
the troubles of the League, 1499, transferred the 
D^on parliament. 
It is divided into three parts, the Bonrg, the 
Donjon, and the Chftteau. That which gives 
name to the last is now a barrack j and the 
fonr great towers of the donjon are cJose to the 
bridge. Ndtre Dame Chnrch, buflt 1^05, by 
Robert I., 218 feet long, has a triple portal be- 
tween square towers in the f^nt, mi ancient 
pulpit, and bas-reliefs over the west porch, 
representing the death of the founder's pre- 
decessor, Dalmace, whom, they say, hepoisoned. 
A MS. of the 11th century is at the library, 
which contains 15,000 volnmea There are 
also a college, theatre, new abattoir, Ac 
Salnumus was a native ; his defence of Charles I. 
produced Milton's ''D^ensio propopulo Angli- 
cano:' Several falls of the river are near, and 
on Mont Auxois is a Roman camp. 
Druggets and coarse woollens are made; trade 

in wine, cattle, corn, fruit, honey, &c. 
Hotels,— TiQ la Cdte d'Or; Du Dauphin. 
Saulieu (26 kil. south-sonth-west of this), is an 
old walled-up place, among woods and lakes, 
having two ancient churches, with traces of a 
Roman temple, and a way toAntun. Vcniban . 
was bom at St. Leper-deFoueheroise, near this. 
ChItbau Chinok (21 kil. south of this), a small 
Bous-pr^fecture^ on a mountain about 1,900

From MontlMurcl, th« line crosseg the canal and 
the Brenae (on a bridge of four arches). Fiiuhleas- 
Montbard is opposite the site of the camp of Ver- 
clngetorix. The Brenne improves in scenery to 
Grlgnon Chftteao, and 

Les lAluneB (9 miles), on a plain between the 
Brenne and the Oze, near to AiUe Ste. Reine^ the 
Aleiia of Csesar, which Yercingetorix held against 
him for seven good months. It stands on the slope 
of Mont Auxois, a ridge 2,187 yards long, and 475 
yards high, isolated on three sides, where it com- 
mands the valleya below. Ste. Reine's chapel and 
spring are much viaited in September. Coaches to 
Flavigny, Semor (as above), Vitteaux. 

[Flationt (10 kil.), population, 1,110, on a 
scarped and almost inaccessible rock, pre- 
serves its old watt* and gates, houses, an in- 
teresting chnrch, with a Dominican priory, 
lately established by Abb^ Lacordaire, and an 
older Carmelite convent, which appears on 
the hiU. 
The CMUeau de Bussp'Rabutin, belonging to 
Comte do Sarcns, and first founded in the 12th 
century, deserves a visit for its coJ/ec^ton of 
paintings. It forms three sides of a square, 
with a donjon, chapel, &c., and belonged to 
Mad. de Sevignd's oonein, Roger de Rabutin, 
who wrote *^BUtoire Amoureuse des OauleSf^ 
in which she with others was satirized. 
ViTTSAux (19 kil. south), a pretty little place on 
the Brenne, among vineyards, rocks, and 
woods, with parts of an old ch&teau, razed 
1688. Woollens are made, and it is noted for 
its prunes, &c.] 
We next pass Mont Pevenel, the old ch&teau of 
Thenissey, Boux-sons-Salmaise, at the mouth of a 
combe, onder a hill, 1,640 feet high, and the old 
tower and walls of Saloudsa. 

VexTeyHKms-Salmalse (is mUea). The cht- 

teau here Ls used for a magnanerie, or nursery for 
silk worms. We here approach the summit of the 
Cdte d'Or ridge, which divides the sources of the 
Seine, Armaa^n, Ac., on the north, from the 
ttreams whkh flow to the Loire and Rhone. That 
part between Blaisy-Bas and Milaln stations, may 
be traversed on foot, for the view it affords over 
Bareundy Mod Francbe Comt4, and of the eiura 
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BlaSfy-Bai {H mUes), whlfek, idth WeftyJBwif, 

whose picturesque old castle i4>peara on the helg^ti, 
is a small village, remarkable for its tunnel^ opened 
1849, after 8^ years' labour, as u any as 2,i00 mea 
being sometimes employed l)y the contractor, M. 
Debains. Its length is 4,100 metres (lS,4d2 feet, or 
2^ miles), and it runs through a mountain, ],S49 
feet above the sea, or 648 feet al>ove the railway, 
which here attains its highest IcTd. One of the 
twenty-one shafts is 656 feet deep. Though tiM 
tunnels of Mont Cenis, Mauvage (on the Rhine aad 
Mame Canal), and La Nerthe (on the Avignon ab4 
Marseilles line) exceed this length, it ranks «i 
one of the greatest works of the kind in Europe. 
The cost was above £400,000. 

Coaches from the station to Sombemon, an old 
castle of the Dukes of Burg^undy, Saint-Seine, 
Commarin, Vitteaux, Amay-le-Duc, PoniUy-en- 
Montagne. 

[St. Seine, or Seine l*Abbatb (14 kil. north- 
east), in a deep valley among the hills, has a 
good Church of the 15th century, which be- 
longed to a Benedictine abbey, founded 584, 
by Seyne, son of Comte de Moment. Among 
the remains stands Dr. Guettet*s Water-Cm% 
established 1846. About 10 kit north-west is 
the source of the Seine, the ancient Seqtiana, in 
a wood ; and near that, of the Jgnon. 

The line comes out of Blaisy-Bas tunnel at % 
decline of 40 feet below the culminating point i^ 
its entrance, and descends through the rolling hills 
and valleys (called combes, as in Devonshire) 
towards Dijon, by a succession of tunnels and 
viaducts. 

Leaving the cutting under the cliffs of Banlme- 
la-Roche, it passes a viaduct 628 feet long, 84 feet 
high, on 12 arches; then a tunnel of 1,076 feet to 

Mdlain (5 miles) and its old chfttean, near 
Signal-de-Mftlin, a mountain 1 ,994 feet high. Pops- 
lation, 1,100. The nuts here are noted, and vinei 
begin to appear. At (Mieau d'Urey Lamartine 
wrote his Meditations. It was the property ef his 
grandfather and uncle. Coaches to Giesey, Pont 
de Pany, Pont d'Ou-cVv^ 
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embAokment 8S feet high, to the CcmJbe de Fain^ 
traTersed by a viaduct of 721 feet, on a double row 
of arches (13 over 7) 144 feet high. A deep curve 
brings us into the valley of the Ouche, with distant 
prospecta of Mont Afirique, and other points of the 
Cdte d*Or mountains ; and the pilgrim chapel of 
M6tre Dame de Tl^tang is passed. Then, Combe 
Fouehires viaduct on five arches, 59 feet high; a 
tunnel; Combe Bouchard viaduct, 492 feet long, 
IM feet high, on another double row of arches (1 1 
oyer 7) ; and another tunnel. Next comes Velars^ 
with its paper mills, blast furnaces, nail and wire 
factories. Matoye viadnot, 295 feet long, 73 high, 
on five arches, is succci lud by that across Combe 
Neuvun, 774 feet long, 7:> feet high, on 15 arches. 
The Combe of Champ-Moron contains a model 
farm in the ruins of a priory. 

Flomtli^rOS (4i miles), in a pleasant hollow on 
the Onche and the Canal, has an old church, and 
priests* seminary. Its walnuts and cherries are 
celebrated. The rocks, which border the river for 
the next 2| miles, are traversed by deep cuttings, 
viaducts, and four short tunnels ; and the terminus 
commands a good view of the Cdte d'Or moun- 
tains, and the spires and towers of the old city of 

DIJON. 

A buffd. 196} miles from Paris, 123 from Lyons. 
The embarcad^re, near the Botanic Gardens and 
Port Giiillaume, was opened by the Emperor 
Napol^n, 1851.

800 feet above tea level, near Mo&t Aflriqae and 
the Cdte d*Or hills. This plain stretches to ilM 
Jura range, of which there is a view in dear 
weather. 

The Germans captured it October, 1870; and 
here, 21st January, 1871, being surprised in a 
fug, by Menotti Garibaldi, they lost a flag, after 
hundreds of its defenders were Idlled— the only 
flag lost by them all through the war. 

It was the Koman D<&to, and after being a 8epa> 
rate lordship, came to the Dukes of Burgundy, who 
reignied here (with some interruptions) from about 
1030, to the death of Charles the Bold, 1476, when 
Louis XI. took possession. It was nearly takm in 
a iUge by the Swiss, 1513, but they were fortonately 
bought off. 

The houses are of stone, seldom more than two 
stories high. There are five gstes in the old walls, 
which are now turned into liandsome ptiM*c wotta^ 
among which are the Marroniers, near the Guil- 
laume Gate (rebuilt as an arch, 1788, on the Paris 
road), the Botanic Garden (where there is an enor- 
mous poplar, 25 feet round, planted 1550), and the 
Pare, laid out by Le Ndtre, near the Onche. Near 
the ChAteau is Jouffroy's bronze itattte of 8L Ber- 
nard^ bom at Fontaine-lez-Dijon, 1091. . 

St. B^nign's Cathedral istL Gothic pile of the 12th 
century, 227 feet long, by 98 wide, and 89 high, 
having a good wooden spire of 828 feet, erected 
1742. Over the portal (which is of the 10th cen« 
tury) is carved the Martyrdom of Steplien, by 
Bouchardon. Within are the statues of St. Joseph, 
St. John the Baptist, and Augustine, by the same 
artist ; St. Thomas (and busts of other apostlos), 
St. M^dard, Ac, by Dubois ; the tomb of Uladislaa 
(1388), King of Poland; and those of Philippe le 
Hardi, and his son, Jean-sans-Peur, whose bodies 
were found in good preservation, 1841. The reltea 
of Jean's daughter, Anne of Burgundy (and duchess 
of Bedford), were added in 1853. The crypt is of 
the 10th century. 

The old Cathedral church of Ndtre Darner baQt 
between 1252 and 1334, is 151 feet long, and is to be 
restored. It has a curious west front, almost square, 
composed of a plain triple portal below, and, above,

The ancient clock, made 
by Jacques Mard, a Dutchman, was givmi by 
Philippe le Hardi, in 188S : it is placed in a spire 
tower in the west front, the only tower completed. 
From this Dutch macliinist many French clocks are 
called " jacquemards." SL Michael's church, of the 
15th century, is a handsome mixture of Gothic and 
Italian (or Renaissance) styles, about 200 feet long, 
with a rich-looking triple portal, byH. Sambin. 
St. Anne's, at the orphan's hospital, has a dome, 
62 feet across. 

Before the Revolution, Dy on possessed 33 churches 
and chapels, most of which have been removed or 
desecrated. SL 8Uphm's (the most ancient), is the 
com market; the gate of its abbey remains. The 
CarmaiU Church is a military prison, and the con- 
wnt a barrack. 8t. PhUibert% opposite the bishop's 
palace (a modem pile), with ite stone clock-tower, 
is a forage store. The nave of St. John's^ where 
Bossuet used to preach, is now used for a market. 
St. Nicholas's Bomanuque Uwer is a belfry. The 
church of St. Pierre is quite new (1858), in the 
Oothic style of the 18th century, by M. Lassus. 

The Palais des EtaU, or B6ta de Vm, in Place 
d'Armos, which belonged to the dukes, and was 
afterwards used by the provincial States, has been 
new fronted, with a portico, Ac^ so that there is 
little ancient about it. What remains of the old 
palace are the great square Tower (now the Observa- 
tory) 152 feet high, finished by Charles the Bold ; 
the Tour de Bar, in which King Ren^ was shut up; 
the guard room, the kitchen, and a carved mantel- 
piece, 80 feet high. Charles the Bold, Jean-sans- 
Peur, and others, were bom here. Here are kept 
the archives of the duchy, a cabinet of natural 
history, a library of 50,000 vcHumes (besides 630 
MSS. and 2,400 medals), and a museum, which in- 
cludes 1,000 pictures of various schools, pieces of 
sculpture, the cup of St. Bemard, and the fine 
ifflffiee of Dukes Philippe le Bon, and Jean, which, 
before the Revolution, stood in the Chartreuse con- 
vent (on the Semnr road), now the site of a lunatic 
asylum. 

Near Porte Guillaume are remnants of the walls 
of the old Ch&teau, built 1478-1512, repaired by 
Hemy IV. ; afterwards used as a prison for Mlra- 
besa, ToaamlBt, J'Oarerture, ^., and now oceu- 
p/ed by th9 g0adarmwi0. 



The Prifeeture, built 1750, by Lenoir, and Falftis 
de Justice, are large buildings— the latter begvi 
by Louis XI., and completed in the Renaissanes 
style, was the seat of the Burgundy parliament. 
The Thddtre, in Place St. iStieune, is also a large 
building, being 200 feet by 70, with a portieo of 
eight pillars. The public baths are in PUce d'Anna*. 

The ]6cole de Droit is in the old Jesuits' College. 
Notice the Maisons Milsand and Richard, in Hue 
des Forges, H6tel Vogui^ behind Ndtre Dame, and 
some other old houses. There are, besides, • 
general hospital, containtog Dubois' "Charity,*' 
founded 1206, cavalry barracks, a college, school of 
arts, botanic garden, Ac. 

Bossuet (Bishop of Meanx), Cr^illon, Piron, Mad. 
Ancelot, the Due de Bassano (Maret), Admfr4l 
Roussin, Marshal Yaillant (son of a poor man), are 
among the natives of Dijon. Bostuet*s Aoifse, Is No. 
10, Place St. Jean ; Cr^iUon's, No. 82, Bne Porto 
d'Ouche ; Dubois, the sculptor's. No. 86, Rue Bor- 
bisey ; the house of Buflfon's family. No. 84, Rue 
Buffon ; and Pradhon's, No. 23, Rue Pradhon. 

Trade In vaiM (Chambertin, Beaune, Yougoat, 
Ac), grain, wool, leather, vinegar, good mustard, 
<fea ; a few woollens, cottons, and silks, are made. 
It is famous for gingerbread and its amfitum* d^4pim- 
vinette (berberry). 

Cowoeyances: By rail, to Ddle, Gray, Besan?oM. 
Mulhouse, Sit. (see Routes 21, 22). 

Besides the smooth hills and mountains of tt.a 
C5te d'Or round Dijon, excursions may be made tj 
Fontaine^ 8 kil. from Porte Guillaume, the birth - 
place of St. Bemard, and Talant (close to it; the 
Aix Talentina^ where the Dues de Bourgogne had 
a fortress. 

Leaving Dijon, the lino crosses the Onehe, and 
Burgundy canal, with the branch lime to Ddle, Ac,'»i 
the east, and approaches the Burgundif wine distric- . 
which extends over about 70,000 acres. The bv^r 
soil is found about half-way up the slopes, troiu 
790 to 1,050 feet above sea level. Two classes era 
distinguished — those of C6te de Nuits^ for rlchne<*ft 
of colour and body, and the CCte de iStoams, fur 
delicacy and bouquet At ChenCve^ which the line i

GeTTey-Oliambertlll (6i miles), at the en- 
trance of the picturesqae Combe de Lavaox, is 
divided into Lea Baraques {i. «., huts), Rue Basse 
and Rue Haute, and contains a church of the 18th 
century, with a tower of the same age, built by the 
abbots of Cluny. Population, 1,600l Rue Basse 
belonged to the family of Cfftambertin^ the first colti- 
Tttor of the fttmons wine of that name. Clot de Bize 
stands ahnott as high in character. 

The vineyards of Cfk>» de Tart^ de Lwodu^ Morey^ 
ChamJbeUe^ Ac., are next passed. La Grognot liill 
is ftnrmed of curious-shaped rocks. Miuiffnyj is 
anoMier excellent growth. 

▼OUgOOt (H miles), on the Yonge, where the 
finest Burgundy is produced, at the Clos de Vougeot^ 
a field of 185 acres, which belonged to Citeaux 
Abbey, and 4s now the property of M. Onvrard. 
The Omerie^ contahis 84 vats, holding 45<^ puncheons 
V each { two cellars will hold 16,000 puncheons. The 
price is 6 to 8 francs a bottle, for the oldest. 

Hie next vineyards are those of Cfitty and Grands 
EcheHOux, and Romance Ccwti, at Yosne. 

IhlltB (8i miles), a small town, once fortified, on 
fheMuzin, under C6te Nuitonne. Population, 8,370. 
It has two churches, <fec., and the Clot de St. Oeorges 
vineyard.

Epinac (17 miles), among coal and iron mines 
(population, 4,000), from which a goods rail 
nms north to the Canal de Bonrgogne. 

AUtun (67 kil. soath-soath-west), on theArroux, 
where seren roads meet, is a soas-pr^fecture, 
in department SaOne-et-Loire, a bishopric, &&, 
remarkable for its Roman remains. Popula- 
tion, 12,000. 

Hotels. -^La Poste; De la Cloche (Bell). 

It was the Roman Bihracte^ or Augtutodunmn^ one 
of the chief places in Gaul, and was burnt by 
the Saracens about 730. The present town is 
on a slope, under three hills (Mont Drad or 
Druid, Mont Jeu or Jove, and Mont Cenis, 
which has a lake supplying the town with 
water), occupying about one-third of the old 
site, within the ancient waXU^ which are solid 
and entire in most parts, and about 8i miles 
round. 

Two gates out of four are left, composed of arches 
on arches, with pilasters, Ac. One Is Porte St. 
Andrd (46 feet by 06 feet), closa to St. Andrew's 
Church; the other and the best, Porte 
d'Arrouz, or Porta Senomca, is 68 feet by 46, 
and leads over the river, past the site (circular) 
of the Temple of Pluto, to the month of the 
Tarenai, which joins the Arronx here, and is 
crossed by a sort of bent AMwm Btidge^ or 
causeway, on say«nt««i arckea, m<Mra than 800 
fectkMig.

In the upper town, or Chftteau (where the oa|d- 
tol stopd), is St. Lazare, or Lazarus Cath^dbral^ 
of the 12th century, having a fine crueketed . 
spire, 167 feet high, four quaintly carved plllara 
in the entrance, a good choir, statues of Presi- 
dent Jeannin (a native of Autun), fourteen 
chapels, a window, stained with the yirgiii*B 
genealogy, and Ingres* ** Martyrdom of St. 
Symphoricn.'* TaUeyrand was at one time 
bishop of Autun. An Ionic fountain adorns the 
Place (square) in front. 

Other buildings are, the bishop's palaoe, a large 
pile; the college^ founded by the Jesirits, to 
which Joseph and Lncien Bonaparte were sent ; 
and the n&qdem S6t$l <U VilU, vrtiieh oootaina 
a museum of 3,000 coins, specimens of natural 
histcnry, and » K^rory, among which ar# maaf 
rare bo<^ and MSS. 

The tower of Francis L is a ruin; the miaa ali^ 
of the Roman theatre and amphitheatre sm 
visible, inside the old wal|s (to the cmO * 9JiA. 
traces of the navmachia (in a hollow) lie wldioat. 
On a hill to the south, called Champ des Winea, 
is the Pierre de Couheard^ a kind of stone pyra- 
mid, 72 feet by 59, and 65 high. Carpets, roibgli 
bed coverlets, Ao., are made here. '

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LB CRBUZOT, 

(4 miles), the seat of the great works of 
MM. Schneider A Co., employing 10,000 out of 
the population of 25,000. The foundries, 
shops, and yards, are traversed by about 20 
miles of railway. Locomotives and railway 
plant of every kind are made ; coal and iron 
being found on the spot. Here Assi, the 
Gommnnist leader, got up an insurrection, 
1870. Following the Moulins line from Mont- 
chanin, we come to 

Paray, or Paray-le-Montal (82 miles), in a 

fertile valley ot Sa5ne-et-Loire. Here the line 
from Mftcon, vid Charolles, falls in. (See page 
92). 

rigOlQ (7} miles), on the Loire, where the 
Canal du Centre falls in. Population, 8,100; 
with a trade in pottery and salt. 

MOTUins Is 34 miles further. (See Route 46) .] 
The line passes under the Canal dn Centre, by 
a tunnel of 256 feet, then through the Ohagny 
tunnel, 680 feet long, and through cuttings ending 
in a view of the four towers of Rutty Castle. Agneux 
camp (a Roman work) is near. 

Fontaines (if mile), at the foot of Mont St. 
Hilaire, 395 yards high. It has an old church. 

We cross the Thalie to St. Cotme catting ; then 
onto 

0HAL0NS-8UA-SA0NE 

(8} miles), or ChAlon, as it was called, 289 miles 
from Paris. 

Hotel.— Des Trois Faisans. 

Population, 20,000. 

A sous-prdfecture in department Sa6ne-et-Loire, 
and an ancient place, on the Sadne, where it is 
navigable to Lyons, and whence the Canal du 
Centre (cut in 1791), proceeds to join the Loire 
at DIgoin. The town suffered greatly in the 
inundations of 1810. 

It is Cffisar's Cabilonum, a town of the jEdui, 
which he made a Roman granary. Both Augustus 
sud CoDstantine visited It. Attilla took it after a 
'^esre, 431; and the Saracena, in 7«2. It suffered In 
t^e nraiv between Louis XL and his reailcsa 
««»4 Cfiiu-ia, the Bold, who held it ai part of 
"nuuir. 2Y,* Austrian, took it. X814. 



Its broad Quay offers a rather good view; aid 
they say the Dauphin^ Alps, though 130 miles <l( 
may be seen (?) in clear weather. A stone lfriig$ 
of 6 arches, with its piers carried above tin 
parapet in the form of obelisks. Joins it to the snbwb 
of St. Laurent^ on an island in the riyer, wfa«t 
there is an Hospital (1628) with public haOt 
attached, and a promenade. 

The principal Church of the 18th century, aid 
another church (St. Pierre), are the only two left 

out of fourteen. 

The other noticeable objects are, a new Hdtel dt 
Ville, biblloth^que of 10,000 Toliunee, salle de 
spectacle, a pretty cemetery, a prison on the sditsry 
system, a modem halle aux grains, a foantaia, 
with a figure of Neptune, in the Place de la Beamt 
(which has an old gate near it), a college, and a 
granite obelisk, in Grand Rue, on the cansd. 

Denon, member of the Institute, and Ni^poei 
one of the inventors of photography, are natives of 
Chalons. 

At 8 kil. to the east is the ehmxik <Kf St. Mareert 
Abbeifj where Ab^lard died. 

Manufactures of oil from cole-seed (fbr which 
there are crushing mills), bricks, tiles, glass, beet- 
root sugar, white beer, iron barges, and ieaillet 
d'ablettes^ for mock pearls. Trade in these. Bar- 
gundy wine, grain, timber, charcoal, Ac, which find 
their way hero, as an entrepdt for the north and 
east of France. 

Conveyances: By rail to Lons-le-Saulnier. 

[It passes Loolians (21 miles), a aons-prdfecture 
of 8,800 population, in a fertile plain, on the 
SelUo, with a good trade in com, poultry, Ac, 
and manufoctory of iron. The houses are old, 
and there are traces of Roman possession.

The old Chapel of the 8iret de Lagny^ on a hill, was 
restored in 1854. Coach to St. Gengoux-le-Royal. 
Across the Natouze, to 

TonmUB (6i miles), an ancient town of 5,610 
population, at the new suspension bridge on fiye 
piers. It has an Hdtel de Ville, with a blaclc granite 
pillar in front, found in the Sadne, aui said to be 
Roman; a hospital of the 13th century; an old 
half-Romanesque church ; part of St. Philibert's 
Abbey, founded 875, and restored, 1850, &c. There 
is a slab (over the house where he was bom, 1725), 
to /. B. Oreute, the painter, some of whose works 
are in the Madeleine Church. 

Manufoctures of pottery, leather, beer, sugar, 
couvertures, silic thread, Ac. 

JIoteU.—I>e I'Europe ; Du Sauvage. 

From Tournns, the line passes VUlars church 
and ch&teau— the former of the 12th century; and 
UcHiZT, with a population of 1,622, mostly de- 
scendants of Illyrlan settlers, who came here in 
the last century, and still remain a distinct people. 
There is a suspension bridge at 

FlennrlUe (8f miles), where Roman remains 
were found when the rail was made, 1858. At St. 
Albain, are the battered walls and tower of an old 
ehdteau, and its church is ancient. Coaches to 
Lngny, Romenay, and Pont de Vaux, near the east 
bank of the Sadne, a pretty village in La Bresse, in 
department Aisne, noted for its capons. About 5 or 
6 miles to the west of St. Albaln, is C/imy.

to Talleyrand's brother, who married a detoendant, 
and who was one of the last victims of the reign of 
terror.

HACON, 

A bt^flet, 275 miles firom Paris, 45 from Lyons. R«r« 
the direct line to Geneva, Aiz, and Chambdry, parta 
off (Route 28) for through trains to (Geneva, TariB, 
Brindisi, vid Mont Cenis. (See Route 23.) 

HoTSL& — De TEurope, good; Des Champf 
Eiys^es; DesEtrangers; Du Sauvage. Population, 
18,000. 

This chief town of department Sadne-et-Loira, 
and head-quarters of a military division, on a low 
hill, in a fertile spot, was once the Roman Matiseo 
JEduoruM^ seat of a diocese, and of a country 
called the Mdconnait, sold by the Burgundian 
dukes to France, 1241. It was ravaged by the 
Huns and other Invaders, and suffered in tha 
religious wars of 1562, from both parties. Tba 
Austrians took it, 1814, after a little fighting; 
Napoldon was received here, 16th April, 1816. 

Like all old towns, most of the streets are narrow 
and dirty ; but it has pretty walks and good pros- 
pects on the quai, and in the neighbourhood. Yrcm 
the 12-arch bridge leading over to St. Laurent, and 
lately altered and improved, you may even see Mont 
Blanc. The bridge itself replaces a Pont Jud, built, 
they say, by some Jews, whom Philippe le Bel 
expelled. 

St. Vincent's church, in Place d' Armes, on the hHI, 
of brick and stone, was built 1810-16, by Xapoltfcm'8 
order, and stands opposite Soufflot's hospital (1768- 
70). It was designed as a substitute for the old 
cathedral church, which was demolished, 1798, ex- 
cept the two octagon towers (one crowned by a low 
spire, visible all round), and parts of the front and 
cloisters. St. Peter's church, formerly attached 
to the Cordeliers' convent, is now used by ttaa 
gendarmerie. 

The Prefecture is on the site of the citadel (pulled 
down 1585), and was the bishop's palace. A public 
library and theatre are at the Hdtel de VUle^ the did. 
seat of the Couti\% 1&q>wVc«s^.

Point (12 kil.), in a 
beaotifttl spot among the Charolais hills, near an 
old castle, which his peconiary difficolties have 
obliged him to part with. 

Pottery, leather, Ac., are made; there are dye 
and i»:inting works, a copper foundry, ^., and a 
trade in w^te (frcnnThorins, Moolin-k-Yent, Roman- 
^che, Ac.), grain, cattle, timber, Ac. 

Oonneyaace*: By steamer, to Lyons, Chalons; by 
rail, to Boorg and Mont Cenls (Route 23), Cluny, 
Charolles, Ac. 

The rail of the ChmpagniedesDambet et det {Cumins 
d^/er du Sud-Est, passes Cluny. 

[Clan7(14 miles), which has the cloisters, abbot's 
house, a chapel, and two towers, of the famous 
Benedictine Abbey, the head of that order, which 
was destroyed at the Revolution, 1789. Its 
church was 600 feet long. It was rich in MSS. ; 
and had a revenue of 70,000 livres. Then comes 

Cliarolles (24 miles), a sous-prefecture in de- 
partment SaOnoret-Loire, of 8,800 soula, was the 
capital of CAarolais, a county in Burgundy, and 
stands between two hills, on one of which is an 
old castle.

Tr^TOUX (3 miles), on the west, in department 
Ain, at the new suspension brltlge, with an island 
in front, is a sous-prefecture, and has remains of a 
cattle on the bill ; abo the house where the Jesuits 
printed their /ouma/ de Tr^ux and Dietimrutire de 
IWootfx; and the old palace of the Parliiment of 
Dombes, now the Palids de Justice. The terrace 
commands a fine prospect. Population, 2,750. Tr^- 
Youx, they say, comes from Tree Fto, because three 
Roman roads met here. Here 'vdre is drawn for gold 
and silver lace, but the business has declined 

Farther on, yon leave on the right, Mont d'Or^BO 
ealled from its rich appearance in autumn, and 
Iwving a W^ which takes in the fine plains of Bur- 
gtttkdf and Lyonnals, and the Dauphin^ Alps.

St. Oermaln-an-Mont d'Or (H miles), is at

CMlUOXl (1| mile), a pretty spot, fbrmerly noted 
for its wines, now for its stone quarries. Those of 
St. Cyr and St. Dldi^r yield many fosslli. Near the 
bridge, is Rochetaille, so called from a cutting (taW^ 
through the rock, made by Agrippa for his Roman 
way, and part of an old chftteau. 

Through Pilonnl^re tunnel, 525 feet long, to 

Collonges (If mile), at the foot of Mont Celndre, 
wiih a popnlition of 1,050. FoNTAncES opposite it, 
possesses many oil, corn, and print mills, turned by 
its five streams. Al)out ninety of its houses were 
carried away by the floods of 1840. Omnibuses 
run to Lyons. 

A suspension bridge from each side of the river, 
rests on Pe Barbe, which U crowned by the very an- 
cient abbey of St. Ramhert. Pass through the tunneU

Yalse (4} miles), a station for passengers and 
merchandise, with a large dep6t, Ac. Its church is 
a modem Byzantine structure; and Its houses 
suflbred in 1840.

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Tho Rhdm Is about 660 feet broad, on tho avcr- 
ajlfo, and crossed by eight bridges, besides the new 
one higher np, for the Geneva line, ota seven arches, 
each 105 feet span. These are (beginning flrom the 
north), as follows: — St. Clair, suspension brl«)^6. 
Morand, of wood, built 1774, leading to Brotteaux. 
La Fayette, foundation on stone piers, 700 feet long. 
L'lldpital, suspension, opposite the Hdtel Dicu, or 
general hospital. La OttUlotihre (having a good 
prospect), the oldest and longest (widened to 86 
(bet) and shortened, 1589, being 1,152 feet, from 
end to end, on eleven stone arches (when first built 
1190, it had 20) ; here 233 persons wero killed in a 
erowd, at a nto, 1711. Napoleon, suspension, one 
of the latest built. Another suspension bridge is to 
bt built between this and la GuUlotibre. Then 
eomes the viaduct for tho Lyons and Mediterranean 
line of stone and iron, ou five arches, with ways 
for carriages and foot passengers accompanying it. 

Eleren or twelve Bridges croes the Sadne^ which 
is ttova 330 to 600 foot broad. Beginning at the 
south, where it joins the Rhdno, wo have tho double 
Mulatibre bridge, for the use of the St. iStienne rail- 
way and foot passengers, 475 feet long, on four iron 
arches, replacing a wooden brid^^c, carried away by 
the floods of 1840. Tho tubular Pont de la Quaran- 
taine, for the Paris line. The Napoldon, su^nsion, 
in lino with that over the Rhdne. Ainay, near that 
<^nrch, 476 feet, on five wooden arches, restored 
1885. St. George's, a suqranded passerelle. Tihit^ 
(oe of the best, 492 feet long, 44 wide, on five stone 
arches, built 1808. Palais de Justice, suspension, 
533 feet, replacing one carried off in 1840. Du 
C9iange, rebuilt 1843, — ^there was an old one here 
aa early as 1050, with houses on it. La Feuill^e, 
suspension (suffered in 1810), very elegant, with 
lions at the ends. St. Vincent, a passarelle, rebliilt 
since 1840. Do Serin, of stone, built 1816, to the 
ne# Qual de Vaise. Du Mouton, suspension. La 
Gare, suspension, 558 feet; and the suspension 
bridges of He Barbe. A bridge is projected below 
Pont de Serin, near the Pierre Soisse (a rock cut 
through, it is said, by Agrlppa), and the statue of 
Clebdrger. Some bridges are longer than there 
would seem to be need of, oA account of the floods,

Bcllccour, Place de la Pr^ftotnre, and Ics Brbi- 
teaux. The houses in the last still show traces of 
the height to which the latest flood, that of 1856, 
rose, in May of that year, afteV breaking its bankf. 
By means of its rivers and the canals which fan 
into them, Lyons Is able to coinmunicate with all 
the great towns of France. 

The Houses are in general high, but the streets 
narrow and badly paved, so that, however pleasant 
the town looks in summer, it is shocking in rainy 
or snowy weather, when, from its situation, th^ 
atmosphere is very misty. Great improvements, 
however, have been effected since 1848, by 
widening and draining the old streets, and building 
new ones. The Rue Imphnale., 105 feet, wide, in 
which stands the new Exchange and Bank, was 
built, 1855-6. It runs from the HOtel de Ville to 
Place Imp^riale, and HCtcl Dieu. Rue Centrale, 
behind it, is another new street, in the densest 
part of the city. Some of the oldest housea^ worth 
notice, are in Rue St. Jean, Rue Lainerle, Rue de 
la Poulaillerie (old Hotel de VUle), Rue Merci^re, 
Bue St. Guze (commandery of Malta) ; also on Quai 
de Flandre (house of Rol de Ribands), Quai Ful- 
chiron. Place d' Albion. The Passages, or ffalleries, 
de r Argue and de THOpital, are covered arcades of 
modem date. 

There are several public Pkues or squares. Plat* 
Belleeour^ the most fashionable, is 1,017 feet by 
about 690, fills 15 acres (Lincoln's Inn Fields is 18|) 
and has a bronze of Louis XTV., by Lemot, put up 
1828, to replace one thrown down, 1793, by Couthoo, 
the terrorist, who also ordered some of the best 
houses here to be razed. Place des Terreaiut is 
small, but contains the HOtel de VUle, the Palais 
des Arts, and a pretty fountain, erected in 1856. 
One side is rebuilding. Here the band playu, and 
reviews are held. A flower market is also estab- 
lished here. Here Cinq Mars and De Thou, after 
their confinement in t^ierre Scisse Castle, were exe- 
cuted, 1642, for conspiring against Richelieu ; aM 
the guillotine was set up, 1794. Place du M^ridleoi- 
or des Cordeliers, a good point of view, has a 
column 70 fbet high, with a channel in it showing 
the direction of the mfridtatiy and aflgttre of Uronls 
on the top, put there 1768, by Payet. tn Place det 
QAiMrtHna e^nd the theatre, Aa FUn€ dd Ohaage 
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called after a mayor, is opposite the Jardin des 
Plaates (botanic gardens), and contains a bronze 
ttattte of Jacquard. Place Louis XVIII., near the 
station at Peiiache, is now called Place Louit Napo- 
leon; is both large and square, and planted with 
trees. Hero stands Niewerkerke's equestrian 
ttatw of NapoUon^ put up in 1852. Place Louis 
XVI., at Brotteaux, is also a regular square. Near 
this is Place Pot bin and its monument to the 210 
victims of CoUot d'Herbois' fusillades. Place St. 
Jean, near the Cathedral, contains a fountain group 
of the Baptism of Christ, by Bonnassieux, and the 
fruit market. There are few other fountains 
worth notice. A Compagnie Oen&ale des Eaux de 
France (a rather magnificent title) have erected 
reservoirs on Montessuy Hill, to supply the city, 
and fii.d moving power for the small factories. 

Of the eighteen Churches, the Gaihedral of Si. 
Jean is the first. It stands on the west side of the 
8.;6ne, under Fourviferes Hill, where tlie Roman 
city was begun. The oldest part is of the 12th 
century. It has a high front, with three deep 
doors in it, ornnmented with stnUies ; a rose 
window, and low towers at the outer corners. 
There are also two other towers (in one is one of 
the largest hell* in France), a nave, 260 feet long, 
stained windows (lately restored), a largo high 
altar, several side chapels (the St. Louis or Bourbon 
Chapel being richly carved), and a curious super- 
annuated clocks made by Bftlois, 1598, which showed 
the saint days, changes of the moon, Ac, besides 
having figures to strike the chimes, and a cock to 
crow the hours. 

Notre Dame de Fourvieres, near it, and the Ob- 
servatory tower on tlie hill above, whence tlie fine 
view is obtained, occupies the site of Trajan's 
Forum Vatus^ and is full of offerings to an image of 
the Virgin, which adorns it. It was built before 
1168, and lately rebuilt. A gilt bronze of the 
Virgin was placed on the new spire tower (172 feet 
high) in 18*>1 ; wliilo two paintings by Daussigny 
and Orsel (the latter a native artist) commemorate 
the deliverance of Lyons from the cholera, and the 
inundations of 1840. Lyons is assumed to be pccu- 
lijuiy under the Virgin's patronage, and her wor- 
sliip is therefore greatly cultivated here. Hor 
stHtue, above meatlonedf bears this inscription:-— 
" O Marie, 3ibre de Dien, Cettc Villo est k vouf , 



Protegez-la." About a million and a half of pil- 
grims visit this church annually. From the bouse 
of Abbd Caillc, near this. Pope Pins gave his bone- 
diction to the dty in 1605. St Irtfn^'s chnreh 
(modernised in 1830) has a crypt where IreniBiie 
was buried, when roartjo'ed by Sevems, in 197. 

Ainay, or St. Martin (TAinay, abbey church, on 
the site of Caligula's Athenssum, to which JavenAl 
refers, has the granite pillars of a small temple, 
built hero by Augustus; and below is the dungeon 
where the martyrs Pothinus and Blandina were 
confined. It was first built in the 6th century, re- 
built in the 10th and 11th centuries, in the Byxan- 
tine style, and of late completely restored. lu the 
Virgin chapel is her statue by Bonnassieux. St» 
Mzier^ formerly a cathedral church, is large, and A 
good specimen of flamboyant Qothic of the 16th 
century, having a lofty vault, the Virgin chapel, 
with another statue by Coysevox, good carving in 
the choir, an ancient crypt, and a tall spire, to 
whicli a companion has been added. St. Paul, a 
small, pretty, Gothic church, replaces one built by 
Clvarlemagne. 

The Chartreux churchy founded by Henry III., on 
Croix Rousse Hill, has a good dome by SoufSot, a 
well-proportioned choir, and a fine marble alter 
St. Bonaventure's or the Cordeliers' church, bull* 
1326-1468, has a good front and stained windows, 
but is most remarkable for being the scene of many 
events in the history of Lyons. It was the bead- 
quarters of the insurgents in 1834, many of them 
being killed at the altar. At St. George's there is 
a tall spire. It was founded in the 6th century, 
and afterwards used by the Knights of Malta, was 
ruined at the Revolution, but is now restored. St. 
Pierre is a modem church, with a curious Roman- 
esque por/at of the 9th or 10th century. St. Just's 
was rebuilt 1661. St. Polycarp, lately enlarged, is 
also modem, and has the best organ in Lyons. 
The diocese of Lyons is one of the oldest in France, 
dating from the 2nd century. 

The Protestant chapel, built 1749, by Sonfflot, was 
used as an exchange till 1810. A ehapel, in the 
foi*m of a pyramid, occupies the place wb!««k ^fcsk, 
massacres of \1^% \.wJk.\j\8L^«k, %\.'^t«*J««!CT.. w-^w* 
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pUlars, and is adjacent to the old one, which was 
the seat of the Counts of Roanne, now a prison. 
The Ildtel de la Prefecture, in Place Confort, is, 
with some alterations, part of the Jacobin conyent. 
A better boUding, and one of the most nniform of 
this class, is the 

mtel de Viae, boilt 164C-«5, by 8. Maapin, hi 
Place des Terreaox. In the front, 157 feet long, 
marked by a clock tower, Ac., restored by Man- 
sard, 1702, are a bas-relief of Henry IV. on horse- 
back, and figures of Hercules and Pallas. The 
wings, with their high roofs, are 888 feet long, down 
to Place de la Com^di«, and include two courts, 
over the first of which the club-room rises, 141 feet 
high. In the vestibule are the Coustous' bronze 
figure* of Vie Rhdne and Sadne, from Louis XIY. 
Ltatue, which stood in Place Bellecour; one 
mounted on a roaring, the other on a quiet, lion, 
as characteristic symbols of the two rivers. Blan- 
chot'8 wall paintings aie seen further on, up the 
grand staircase, which is admired for its construc- 
tion. The archives are placed here, and it has 
also a curious collection, made by M. Rozaz, of 
medals, proclamations, caricatures, pamphlets, &c, 
between .1789 and 1840. Opposite the Hotel de 
YiUe stands the 

Palais des Beaux Arts, a large square of 334 feet, 
with a figure of Apollo in the midst, built 1667, by 
Valshiifero, on the site of St. PieiTe's Bencdicthie 
convent (of which the cloister and chapel remain), 
nnd restored 1851. It includes a gallery of 600 plc- 
tuics, chiefly by Flemish and Lyons artists, one 
being a view of the old bastile, on Pierre Scisse 
(pulled down 1789); Roman mosaics and other 
marbles, especially the bronze tables of the Emperor 
Claudius (a native) ; a museum of medals, silk, 
machines, subjects of natural history, works of art, 
l)U3ts of natives, a portrait (in kj of Jacquard, Ac. ; 
and a special library of 60,000 volumes and 40,000 
engravings, &c. This is open from 11 to 8, by pass.. 
\iort. 

The Jardin des Plantes (Botanic Garden), in Place 

do Sathonay, on the site of a Roman naumachia 

CrrAere marine &ghiB were displayed), has a bust of 

Ajbb^ Rozier, the agriculturist, who was killed in

of the old convent of Trinity, is a rich collection of 
140,000 volumes, and 2,400 MSS. ; one room is 164 
feet long. The college, or Lycde, Is close to it. 

Among the Charitable Institution* are, tiie 
General Hospital, or Ildtel Dieu, a vast pile on the 
Rhdne, 855 yards long, first founded, they say, by 
Childebert, in the 6th century, but re-built with its 
large dome, Ac., since 1793, by Souffiot, and en- 
larged 1842. It contains 1,800 beds. In the herb 
garden is the tomb of Ifarcissa, of Young's *^ Night 
Thoughts." She was brought hither from Montpel- 
lier. To the south of it is the Hospice de la CPutriti, 
as large, if not a larger building, founded 1617, for 
400 poor people, besides orphans, & c. Behind this 
is an excellent Military hospital. 

The hospice de YAntiquaille, for 600 incurables, 
lies on the west side of the Sadne, on the site of tht 
Roman emperor's palace, afterwards of a moD> 
astery. A Dip6t de Mendicitd stands on the east 
bank, on the site of Chartroaux convent. There fa 
an old hospice (asylum) on Quai do Flandre, and 
an Institution for JSourds-Muets (deaf and dumb), 
on Mont6 Balmont, near St. Just. At the Mont dt 
Piitd pledges are taken for loans, under proper rega- 
lations. 

The Grand Thidtre, near the Hdtel de Ville, if 
large and plain ; another, called Cercle Musicale, 
is on Quai des C^estins, in the remains of an old 
diurch. A Jardin d'hiver and Colls^c, at les Brot- 
toaux, and a Hippodrome, in Perrache. There an 
baths in all parts of the city, the largest being op- 
posite the College. 

The Cemetery de Loyasse (near that fort) large 
and well planted, is at Fourvi^res ; another, de b 
Madeleine, near the Guilloti^re Church. Tb( 
Douane (custom-house) and salt stores are near the 
Tilsit bridge, on the site of the old arsenal. Veteri- 
nary school and large barracks at the ends of Sciii 
bridge. The government tobacco factory, on Comi 
Napoleon ; the new prison of St. Joseph, and tb 
Abattoir, at Perrache. Here, also, is the Artilkri 
Arsencd, built 1840-50, by Baltard, on the banks«( 
the Sadne, — a large establiidiment, where eveif 
thing necessary for an army is made. 

The corn and wine markets are also worth notkl 
as \se\\ && t\x^ \\Y^Ci U6tftl <tes Monnaie* (or misi^ 
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Tliiit lo^it is au instifation pccaliarly F:ciich, fur 
regulating the price of bread. There if also a 
Condition des Soies., or test house for silk^ in Rue 
I'olycarpe, first established by the Republic. On 
Quai de Flandres, or Boort^neaf, is the wooden 
figure of the Homme de la Roche^ Jean Cl^erger, 
a benefactor of the town. A Tour de la belle 
Allemande^ at Rochette, is said to commemorate 
his wife. 

Further op the Sa$ne, In a charming spot, Is lie 
JJjrbe^ an island covered with trees and the buildings 
of St. Andre's old abbey, Charlemagne's house (?), 
n church, &c., and joined to the main land by sus- 
pension bridges. The Lyonnais always visit this 
At Easter and Whitsuntide. 

At Fort de la Motte, on the east side of the Rhdue, 
Henry IV, was married to Mario do McdlcL The 
Fountain of Rozet, near Roche Cardan^ stands In a 
wood. On a little brook behind St. Foy, are remains 
of a Roman aqueduct. 

Some of the eminent nttioes of Lyons are the 
Emperors Caracalla and Claudius; Oermaulcus; St. 
Ambrose; Jussleu, the botanist; Louise Lab^ or 
In belle Cordi^re, a poetess of the time of Francis L; 
lUdi&t, the surgeon; Mad. Rdcamlcr; Roland, 
tlic Girondist minister; J.B.Say; Jacquard, buried 
in OuUlns church; Marshal Suchet, &c. Herod, the 
tetrarch, was banished to Lyons by Caligula, a.d.43. 

Conveyances: By rail to Paris, Dijon, Bonrg, 
Mulihouse, Geneva, Chamb^ry, Turin, Bourgohi, 
(troiioble, Avignon, Marseilles, Cette, Roanne, 
Orldans, Ac.

HoTKLS. — Du Chapean Rouge (Red Hat) ; 
Jacqulnot; Robert, Ac. Population, 9,860. 

This capital of department Jura (formerly of 
Franche Comt^, is in a hollow or gorge of tht 
Jura mountains, covered with vineyards. It it 
noted for its saU springs, which were worked hj 
the Romans, ttoim whence It received its name, 
Ledo Salinarius. The ground Is so undermined - 
in them that there are few large buildinga. 

The church is on Place d*Armes, whic^i has a foun- 
tain and pedestal, which, till 1830, bore a statue 
of Pichegru. Covered galleries or arcades line 
the principal street, which is lit with gee. 
There are a college, a library of 3,000 volumes, 
a museum, theatre, Ac. General Lboourbe wae 
bom here. 

At the north end of the town, near the old castle 
of Montmorot, are the Puits des Salines (sail 
springs), rising Into a great pit 65 feet deep, 
whence the brine Is carried by pumps and 
wooden gutters to vast buildings, for fllterlnip 
and boiling it. About 20,000 quintals (of lOOlbe. 
each) are made. There is a good trade also in 
iron, wood, wine, eaux-de-vie, Gruy^re eheeee^ 
Ac. 

In the neighbourhood are the old eUtbey of Banme- 
les-Messieurs, under the fine Roches de Beume; 

* the very old church of Coldre, near a well-pv^ 
served Roman ctunp^ thochftteau dn Pin, where 
Henry IV. once stayed, the chftteau d'Arlajr, 
which belonged to the Prince d'Aremberg, end 
the fall of Poltte (15 kil.) on the Ain (about M 
feet down). 

From Lons-le-Saulnler, on the road to Gteneva, 
you pass Clalrvaux (23 kll.) at the bottom of e 
pretty valley, near a lake. 

St. Laurent (26 kll.) Is the next place (see Route 
29), beyond which Is Qenova. (See Bbad- 
PHAw's Hand-Book to Switzerland. 

Our line goes on to Poliguy (18 miles) under 
the Jura mountains. Population, 5,600. It is 
a sous-prefecture, of the old Castrum OUnum, 
at the head of the Golantine, in a «!v» ^ 
the moaatxdn&\ veA\sa^ \KtX '!\ %».

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Pierre "(30 kil. west of it\ near the fine moated 
Chateau of Thiard, or Tliy.'ird. huHt 1C72. It 
consists of two courts, and contains, amon;? 
other roonjR, t'sc cabinet deVEmpereur. in which 
are Napoleon's writing desk and bureau. 

ArboiS (7i miles), 946 feet above sea; Avith a 
population of 6,700, and factories of paper, «tc. 
Here Piche;?ru was bom. Mouchard iH 
miles), a junction station 5 miles from Salins, 
38J miles from Pontarlier, 20 miles from Dole. 
b\\ miles from Gray. Byans (12 miles), near 
Quingep and its stalactite grotto ; thence do\\ni 
the Rhone and Rhine Canal to Besangon, 
(13| miles). /See Route 21.] 

HOXJTE S^O— Continued. 
Lyons to Avignon, Marseilles, and Tonlon. 

By rail to Marseilles, 218| miles. Trains, 7| to 
12^ hours. Opened throughout in 1856. Close to 
the cast side of the Rhon.-*, the St. l^tienne line 
follows the wcit bank as far as G Ivors. 

The Rliono Is naAdgablc with difficulty above 
Lyons, but the descent is easy and rapid though 
obstructed by sand banks. To Avignon (about 150 
or 160 miles), 9 hours is allo-.ved ; but to ascend it, 
against the current, takes 4>5 hours ; a barge takes 
14 days. A number of suspension bridges cross 
this beautiful stream, which flows with a rapid 
winding course, and a breadth nearly uniform, to 
Avignon, between hills covered with corn-fields, 
. vineyards, and mulberry-trees, and often crowned 
by the picturesque remains of many old feudal 
castles. It divides the old provinces of Dauphin^, 
Vivarals, &c. 

From the station In Cours Napoleon, the line 
crosses the Rhone to the sulmrb of La Guillotiere.

Through a 
valley which hides the river, to 

Chasse (3 miles), having railway communica- 
tion with Givers station on the west bank. It 
ftands opposite He Blanche and other i:«lani's 
in the river Chasse or Scyssuel, as it was called, 
gavft name to the Saxeo^um tcines, of which Pliny 
speaks. There are ruins of a chateau of the Vicnne 
archbishops. 

Estressin (5 miles). Close to the next station, 
Vlcnno, there is a tunnel of 2,640 feet, and a riadnt't 
over the Gbre, on two arches of 63 feet span, with 
another on S5 arches, over the port, at its mouth.

This vciy old town, a sous-pr<5fectu e in depart- 
ment Isfero, and once the scat of a diocese, is at the 
Gfere's mouth-, at the suspension bridge to St. C\>- 
lombe, in an amphitheatre of vine-cove- ed hills. 1 he 
Gbre turns many mills for linen, cotton, iron, p ^yiOT^ 
glass, hemp, «fcc. It was the Vienna Allobroffum, or 
chief town of the Allobroges, and came to be an im- 
portant Roman lity, "pulchra Vienna," ofMarfia»l, 
"Vienna opulenta," of Aunonius; but declined after 
the Burgimdian kings sold it to the archbishops. 
Traces of Roman works are left on Mont Pij-et, 
Mont Arn.iuld, Mont Salomont, &c.; the last havl- g 
rc'.nalns of n middle-age caste. 

The Mufde^ wl.cre many Roman marb'cs, Inscrip- 
tions, ttc, are collected, was Itself a temple to Augn •- 
tus and Llvla, afterw.irds used as a church; ir is 
something like the Malson Carde at Nismos ; w;is 
restored In 1858, and contains also a liltrary of 6,r f 
volumes. Near the thcfitre Is jm ancient 2>ortico, n w 
called the arche de trlomphe, or Arcade du Forutn. 
Its pvinc^pal arch Is 49 feet by 25. 
Outside Wve YoT\.ft ^' k^v^u^xv, ^& the Plan de

TIjc large Cathedral church of St. Maurice, near 
Ihc rivor, is partly of the 11th and 12th centuries, 
the latest addition being in 1616; it has two tuwcrs, 
a sculptured portal, approached by 22 steps, and a 
balustrade, a high vault on 49 pillars, a tomb of 
Bozon, King of Aries (1200), a fine altar by 
Sloozt, &c. In 1312, a council met here by order 
of Philippe Ic Bel, to pronounce against the Knights 
Templars. 

St. Andrd-le-Bas Church, which was partly made 
out of a Roman temple, was the burinl-place of the 
Burgundian Icings, as far back as 9U3 ; it has alight 
Ro.Tiancsqne tower, and some ancient cloisters. 
There are remains of 8t. Pierre's monastery, 
founded in the sixth century ; also an old c»>llege 
of the Jesuits, a corn market, two hospices, <fec.; 
V Ith a house in the Reniiissancc stylo, in Rue Mar- 
ch aude. 

Archdaus was banished from Ju<lea toVicmie, by 
Au;jru8tu8, in the ye:ir 9, A.n.; and to this place, also, 
Ponttus Pilate was banished, by Tiberius, about 38, 
A.n. It became the scat of one of the earliest 
C iristian churches, in Gaul. 

The newquay is about I, COO yards long; steamers 
run hence to Lyons, besides those from Avignon, 
which touch here. At Pont I'EvGque, on the Gbre, 
lead mines are worked. The road to Grenoble is 
8C kii., by way of La Ddtourbe, la Frette, <fec. 

Oj)po8ite Vienne arc St. Colombk and St. Rom ain- 
Ks-(i AL, both abounding in Aoman/race.t, which turn 
up now and then. Three Roman bridges, they say, 
at one time joined St. Colombo to Vienne; it was 
afterwards noted for its religious houses. In the 
('ordeliors' convent, which still exists, Philippe Ic Bel 
an.l Philii»pc de Valois sti\yed at their \\Ais to 
Vienne, 1^12 and 1343. Further south is St. Cm, 
nearly opposite to the old church of Notre Dame de 
rile, which belonged to a priory of the 12tli century, 
the cloisters of which arc standing. The line deserts 
the river for several stations from Vienne. The 
next to it is 

VaugrlS (3 miles), to the north-west of which, 



old family of Maugiron. The red wines of Cdle RoHi 
begin here, and at Taphi (1 mile further) ; and it U 
known also for its apricots and melons. The COta 
Rotic vineyards, first planted, they say, by th« 
Emperor Probus, extend to St. Pdray, near 
Valence. Mont Pilas in the distance (south-west), 
;^,500 foot high, ia round-topped, and frequently 
covered with snow. 

Les Roches m miles), near the villages of Aa- 
berive, Clonus, &c., has a population of 2,000 floolf . 
From it a road leads by a suspension brid(fo to 
CoNDRiEU, on tho west bank, noted for its wkiU 
ioines, whicii rival champagne. Its ))(<pulatIon (4,00( ) 
are hardy Rhone sailors and bargemen. It wst 
founded ))y Archbishop Raynaud in the 12th cen- 
tury, and gave origin to the families of Cardinal 
d*Arces and Marshal Viliers. St. Pierre and Limonff, 
further on, are also known for their wines. 

Le Peagd de RousslUon (5^ miles), has a 

chateau, in which Charles IX. ordered the adoption 
of the Gregorian Calendar. Here, according to a 
common belief, the real "climate of the South*' 
begins. 

Salalse (2^ miles). On the west bank, is iSsr- 
vikres, which had the misfortune to be ravaged bjr 
the cholera in 18?2, and the floods of 1840-1. It hat 
a good trade in wine and timber. A suspension 
bridge j«)ins it to Sabloxs, a place in departmoit 
Isbre, which has an old cbdteau, and Peyraud on 
the west, opposite the little river Dolon, which mns 
up to Charuas. 

St. Rambert d'Albon (2f miles) close to tho 
river, again. Here the branch line to Grenoble, of 
the Dauphiny Company, turns off to the north-east. 
Another line to Annonay, on the south-west, 
crosses the river to 

Peyraud (3f miles), Mldon iH miles), end- 
ing at 

Annonay (3 miles), an old town in tho Ard^che, 
among rocks, and on the Ddone, where the Canse 
joins. It is the Roman Annoneum, and is noted for 
the manufacture of gloves, excellent paper, and 
white silk. Mulberry trees are planted all round it, 
and both rivers are lined with factories; some be- 
longing to the Montgolfiers, of the same familY at

1858. Distance, 56 miles. The stations are as

Between St. Rambert, on our main line, and the 
next station is CnAifPAOffB arid its curious Roman- 
esque churchy half fortified, once part of a Bene- 
dictine abbey, founded by the Dauphins, and built 
out of a Roman temple. It is covered with quaint 
carvings. 

Andancette (8} miles), which has a tower of 
the old counts of Qr^sivaudan, is brought into 
communication (by a suspension bridge) with 
Andangb on the west, which was ravaged by bo£h 
sides, in the religious wars of 1575. It stands 
Mmoa^ rJnejrarda.

St. Vallier (4| miles), at the Galaure's month, 
a place of 3,000 souls, who make silk and pottery. 
Tt has a Roman pillar, and belonged to the brother 
of Diane de Poictiers, whose Gothic cfiAteau, on the 
cliffs, with large gardens laid out by Lc Notre, U 
now the scat of M. de C;habrillan. The old chStiatt 
des Rioux^ to the north, is used as a factory for 
chemicals, that of St. Bartlielemy de Veils, up the 
Galaure, stands most picturesquely over a narrow 
gap, called Rochctalllde A suspension bridge lends 
over to Sarras ; and thence a road goes to Au- 
nonay. 

Hotels,— Yost ; Grand Sauvage. 

SOrveft (3f miles), opposite Arras. The scenery 
intiproves in character, and the Dauphiny Alps ap- 
pear. • 

Soon after we pass Crozes, standing behind the 
Cdteau (hill) de V Hermitage, wliere the famo-is 
Hermitage toihe is grown, io called from a hermit's 
cell at the top. 

Tain (5 miles) is the Roman Teifna, and has, fn 
the Place du Taurobole, an oZtor, found in the IGih 
century, at ihe tup of the Cdteau de THermitcgc, 
just mentioned. Trade in wine, silk, grain, <S;c. 
Population, 3,000. The church was part of the 
Benedictine priory in which Charles the Dauphin 
was married to Jeanne de Bourbon, 1350. Excel- 
lent grey 0xinite U quarried at Pierre Aiguflloh. 
Two suspehslori bridges cross the river. Convey- 
ances to Toumon and Romans. 

[TouRNOX, on the west side of the Rh6ne, below 
the Doux's mouth, is a sous-prdfecture in do- 
partmoiit Ard^che, and has at the Mairie re- 
mains of the old Castle oHXiQ ComtesdeTouri.on 
(one of the most ancient names in French his- 
tory), and ihe Dues de Soubise. Cardinal 
Toumon, prime minister under Francis I. an.l 
three other kings, whose life was written by 
Henry Terna, a native of this town, founded k 
College here, 1542. It was the first held by titc 
JeBulta, Va YTA.Tvc«^ «.V.\.T«LaN.^4k. t&«xiY scholars, 
and wa% ivot gVN^tv w^ ^^\\ V\^.

La JftOChe de Glim (5} miles), opposite Glan, 
in Ard^che, carries on a trade in wine, wax, shot 
for sportsrrcn, &c., and is named after a rock, 
crowned by the old castle of a feudal seigneur, who 
used to take toll of passers by. Population, 2,100. 

Cross thels^re, which passes Chftteauneuf a little 
above, and Joins the Rhone opposite Chdteaubourg^ 
so called after a chdteau, lately restored, and once 
held by Barjac de Pierregourde, who figures in the 
civil disputiQs of this part. Mont Blanc (80 miles 
off) may be seen here in clear weather. Cornas^ 
a little further south, is noted for its red wines. 
Beyond it are the heights of St. P&ay and its old 
castle. These give name to a variety of the Cdte 
Rotio wines, the district of which terminates here. 
Cross the Isfere by a handsome viaduct, the centre 
arch 118 feet wide. At 5f miles from La Roche is

Population, 18,720. 

The cqfSi are in Place d*Orldans, Ac. 

Chief town of department Dr6me (in the old pro- 
vince of Valeutinoii in Lower Dauphin^), seat of a 
diocese, Ac, and of an artillery school, where Na- 
poldon studied, 1 785. It stands on the east bank of 
the Rfione, here crossed by a large suspension 
l>rUJge, built 1828, which offers an extensive 
prospect. 

It was the capital of the Sigalaanl, called Valentia 
by the Romans, who have left remains of pavements, 
Ac. Like other old places, it suffered from the Visi- 
goths, Huns, and subsequent invaders. After being 
held by the bishops as a county, it became the head 
of a duchy, which was united to the French crown 
under Charles Ytl. Protestantism took root here 
fromtho first ; so that In the religions wars,the Baron 
dcs Adrets made it his head-quarters, after slayhig 
the itoman Catholic governor at his own door. 
rfero, also, Pitu VI. died a prifoner, 1790, at the 
ll(fieJ da Cfouremement.

The streets are narrow and dirty. Parts of the 
old fortifications are left, having their bastions on 
the town side, and so placed, it is said, by 
Francis L, to overawe the citizens. The Citadel 
commands a view of St P^ray Castle, and ttio 
mountains of Vivarais opposite. Another view is 
to be had ftrom the Polygon, or Champ de Mora. 
In Place des Clercs stands a bronze monoment to 
General Champiormdy a native. Near this, in 
Grande Rue, you sec M. Auriers library, a onrioas 
half-Gothic house, called Maison des TStet, BonU" 
parte lived at No. 4, in the same street. 

St. Apollinaire's Cathedral, having been often 
burnt and restored, is a mixture of varloos styles 
(beginning with Romanesque), between 1098 and 
1604, marked by a tall square clock tower, burnt 
1822, and rebuilt 1888. It holds a marble cenotaph 
to Pope Pius VI., with his heart and a bust by 
Canova, besides a painting of St Sebastian, by 
Carracci, Ac. Among tlie side chapels is that called 
the Pendentif C/uxpel, a small square building, with 
a hanging vault on four piers, built 1548, by Canon 
Mistral, in the Renaissance style, and having the 
arms, &c., of his family, with many good earrings. 
The bishop's palace is ancient. A handaome palaia 
de Justice was built, 1826. There are a public 
library, Gothic theatre, baths, Ac. 

One of the Scaligers was, by some accounts, pro- 
fessor of the university here, before its removal to 
Grenoble. About 1661, Racine, in a letter to la 
Fontaine, says, that when he travelled south of 
Lyons, the Frovenffal pdtois prevailed to a general 
degree. The women are noticeable for their g;ood 
looks and liveliness.

[(A)— Valenoa to Qrenbtile, by rail, np the 
Is^re, 61 1 miles. It passes 

BomanB (12i miles), in a pretty spot on the 
Is^re, across which is a stone bridge to Ptfage, 
i.e., a ferry. Founded in the 9th century, auH 
has parts of its old walls left, with a church of 
the 10th century. Here ^m&ert rt.^^<6A.\saSw 
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■oted for its wine, truffles, liqaeors, Ac At 12 
kU.rarttieris 

Lbs Fauris, where a road turns off by the sus- 
pension bridge over the Isbre on to Pont-tn- 
Boyans^ so called after a bridge, said to be Ro- 
man, thrown across the torrent of the Bourne. 

About 16 miles to the south-east, is the castle of 
La Chartronui^re, in the beautiful alpine 
yalley of St. Jean-tn-Roycms. 

St. MaxCdllln (17} miles), a small sous-pr^ 
fecture on the Isbre, in a fine spot. 

Holrans (20 miles), near the junction of the 
lines from St. Rarabert and Lyons. Voreppe 
(3 miles), whence the Orande Chartreuse may 
be visited (Route 26). 

Qrenoble (8| miles), as in Route 25, on the way 
to Chamb^ry. 

(B)~Valeil06 to Gap, 88 mUes. 

La Paillassk (9 kil.) down the Rh6ne. 

Crest (16 kiL), on the Drdme, the old capital of 
the Valentinois, under RoeTie Courbe hiU, has a 
castle, and took part with the Albigenses 
against Simon de Montfort. Population, 5,500. 
General Digonuet was a native. A little fur- 
ther on is Aouste, the Roman Augusta. 

Saillans (15 kil.), up the Drdme. About 13 kil. 
south is the picturesque hermitage of Fdlines, 
in a very solitary spot, reached by 50 steps in 
the rock. 

FouLAix (7 kil.) 

DxR (9 kiL), or 8t. Die^ on the Drome, a sous- 
prefecture of 4,000 souls, among the moun- 
tains, was the Dea Vocontiorum of the Romans, 
who left some relics, which are collected at the 
old bishop's house. Porte Si. Marcel^ a trium- 
phal arch, in the ancient walls of the Gap road, 
is worth notice. It was the head of the Diois 
comte (joined to Dauphiny, 1189), and seat of 
a diocese till the time of Louis XIV., when the 
cathedral Church (ruined iu the religious wars) 
was rebuilt; length 265 feet by 75 broad, with- 
out a single pillar. 
Trade in silk, oil, fruit, and excellent white wine, 

called Clairette de Die.

white hare, &c., are found ; But de St. Oenie 
(1,650 yards); Montagne de Fordurles (near St. 
Julien, 10 kiL off), on which are a grotto and 
lake, where a June cattle fair is held ; Mon- 
tagne de Solore, and its grottoes ; the Mont In- 
accessible (10 kil.), which only the chamois can 
reach, but which a Siour de Dom julien scaled, 
1492, by the help of ropes, to please Charles 
VIII., and planted crosses on the top. — Bou- 
vante^ 20 kil. north-east, is a fine spot among the 
mountains of the Royauais, near the head of 
the Bourne. 

Aix (6 kil.), on the Drdme, where the Bes joins 
from above Cliatillon, which has caves no one 
can descend, because of the carbonic acid gas 
given out. 

Luc (10 kil.), the ancient Lucus-Augusti^ has a 
Roman tomb for its public fountain. 

RAURiiRES (10 kiL), still on the Drdme, is the 
only good pass through the mountains here. 

La Bauue-des-Abnauds (12 kil.), in department 
Hautcs-Alpes, so called from a grotto near it, 
and a fine cascade^ down which the water falls 
70 or 80 feet. 

At 48 kil. further is Gap (see Route 25).] 
The beautiful suspension bridge, from Valence, 
leads over to Guilhcraud, and the duUeau de Crussol, 
the old ruined seat of Gcraud Bastet, and his 
descendants, finely seated on a parapet of clifEs 
the gables of its keep are called the Comes de 
Crussol, by Rhdno sailors. About 1 mile further is 
St. Peray, celebrated for its light, sparkling icwe, 
and also for its stone quarries. In the latter, were 
found, in Louis the Dauphin's time, the bones of 
" a man 23| feet long," most likely, a fossil of the 
saurian tribe. Beauregard chftteau, whieh was a 
prison, is now turned into a wine store. Soyons, to 
the south, with three islands in front, has a slanting 
tower left of its old castle, and was once noted for 
an abbey, founded In the 12th century, but moved 
to Valence. 

Islands begin to abound in the river fi'om this 
point, and its banks become more irregular. Views 
of the Dauphiny Alps, on the east, and of the 
Cevennea mountains to the west, are obtained

Channes, on the west of tlie Rhone, 
a little way up the small river Embroye, has, on 
the rocks behind it, the iniincd chapel of a castle — 
one of the many which lined this river in feudal 
times. 
[BeauchItel (2 miles from this), on the river 
Eyrieax, is so called after a cnstle whicli be- 
longed to the bishops of Valence, and has a 
wire suspension bridge across its little but 
rapid stream, which tumbles into the Rhone 
close by.] 
Liyron (6 miles) is on the Drome, which falls 
into the Rhone, three miles be*ow. It stands on 
the Marseilles road, and has a population of 4,000, 
with some part of a chdteau, besieged by the 
Roman Catholic leader, Bellegarde, and demo- 
lished by Louis XIIT. On the opposite bank of the 
Rhdne stands La Voulte, to which there is a rail; 
thence to Le Pouzin and Privas. 

[La Voulte (3 miles), behind a group of islands, 
called He de Roussillon, &c. Population, 2,000, 
in the foundries, Ac, which now occupy the 
rather fine remains of a Castle (called La Vdlta, 
in the romance language, because the Rhone 
turns round the rock it stands on), of the house 
of Levy and the prinpes of Rohan. There used 
to be in tlie old chapel a picture ot the Virgin 
appearing to her relation, the ancestor of the 
Levys, as he stood with his cap in his hand. 
A label out of his mouth was inscribed, 'Ve 
vous saluBy ma causine,'' to which she was made 
to answer, " Couvrez vous, mon cousin.'* 

Le Pouzin (3f miles), at the L'Ouzfeve's mouth, 
where the road to Privas, Aubenas, &c., turns 
off, suffered much in the religious wars of tlie 
time of Louis XIII., and was taken after a long 
siege, by Montmorency, 1628. 
Baix (3 miles from thie), a little beyond the 
PajTe's mouth, was another of the Protestant 
strongholds, and the birth-place of Archbishop 
Audibert do Lussan. Several islands face it. 
Privas (13 miles). (See Route 29).] 
Cross the Drome by a viaduct (below Boucher's 
bridge, constructed for the road), to 

LorlOl (2 miles), which is chiefly supported by 

the carrying trade along this route. Population, •

Saulce (4i miles), a little beyond which, on the 
west bank of the Rhdne, is Cruas, behind another 
group of islands. It has a Romanesque parish 
church (partly washed away), as old as 1096, and 
once part of the more ancient abbey of St. Benolt. 

La Coucourde (3f miles), is near the hanUets 
of Logis Ncuf , &c., and the half ruined tower of 
Len, on a stream of that name, so called after a 
Prmcess Bdlfene, who retired here a leper. 

The line passes close to Ancone, below lie Blanc, 
the ancient Ancunum, taken by storm by Lesdi- 
guiferes, 158G, when the fortifications were reduced. 
It is opposite Meysse, on the river Lavczon, on tlio 
west of the Rh6ne, which has a quarry of gun- 
flints. 

A .little below it a bridge leads over to Roch- 
maure, and its old basalt castle, on a lava cliff, 820 
feet high, once the seat of the Adhemars, and 
a stronghold of the Catholics. The Vo'can de 
Chdnevari, a collection of basaltic pillars, is near 
this. 

Montelimar (7 miles), a sous-prefecture (of 
1?,060 souls), in department Drdme, on the rivers 
Roubion and Jabron, and the Marseilles road, in a 
fertile ^pot, cultivated with vines, mulberries, 
olives, oranges, Ac. Some ancient Gothic ramparts 
and gates, and a chdteau, now turned into a citadel, 
remain. It belonged, till 1198, to the Adhemars 
(from whom its name is derived), was dreadfully 
injured during the religious wars; and gave birth 
to D. Chamicr, a Protestant minister, who was 
Phot while defending a breach at Montauban, 
1621, and who, therefore, according to a Joke of 
the Catholics, died canonized. There was a fight 
on the bridge between the Duke of Angoul^mo's 
troops and those of Napoleon, 1816. It has a good 
mineral water, and a trade in Nougat cakes (of 
honey and almonds), fruit, wax, oil, grain, cattle, 
morocco leather, &c

Remains arc 
seen of an amphitheatre, of a wall (in S:. Jean 
quarter), mosaics, bas-reliefs, and a yaie (one 
of tliree), called Fan Jen, i. e., Fanum Jovl<<. 
because it was part of a temple of Jupiter. 
Many fosrils are collected near this.]

[Pont St. Esprit, on the west bank of the Rh6ne, 
below the river Ardbche, which falls in here, 
and gives name to the department, is a dirty 
place of 6,560 souls, with a citadel. Its remark- 
able stone bridge of twenty-six arches, 2,622 
feet long, was built 1263-1309, by a brother- 
hood of masons, Ac., called the Freres-du-Pont, 
with subscriptions collected in Holy Ghost (St. 
Esprit) Chapel, hard by. The centre arch is 
108 feet wide. It will be observed that the 
bridge itself is not built straight, either from 
the difficulties of finding a good foundation, or 
probably, to withstand the current. 

The town was occupied by both parties in the 
religious wars in the time of Louis XIII., and 
sacked by the Baron des Adrets. Ronds go out 
to Barjas and Mende, also to Nismcs. 

Ntoss (34 kil. east-north-east), or Nions, on the 
Aigues or Eygues, is a sous-prdfecturc (popu- 
lation, 6,350), in department Drdme, and the 
ancient Neomagvs, finely seated over the beau- 
tiful valley of the river, under the Col do Devoz, 
Mont de Vanlx, and Mont de Garde Crosse. It 
had a chdteau of the Dauphins, and in 1622 
against the Duke of Savoy, made a worthy 
defence, headed by the daughter of Marguerite 
de Charce. 

The town proper, called the ffdlles, from an ar- 
ca^ed building here, is divided from the Bowg 
and forts (where the castle stood), by old walls 
and gates. In the lower part at the defile of 
Pillcs, a very old, if not Roman, bridge, crosses 
the river by a single stone arch, 127 feet wide, 
86 high, having a square tower in the midst. 

The valley of the Aigues is like a garden all the 
way ft"om the Rhdne, between high hills co- 
vered with vineyards, olive-yards, mulberry- 
grounds, Ac It is remarkable for a healthy 
wind called Vent Pontias, blowing down the 
Talley ftom the mountain of that name at the 
head of it, every day till noon, when it is suc- 
ceeded by another blowing up it, called Visint, 
more hot and enervating. A road turns off to 
Carpentras. 
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on the Ouv^ze, under Chatclard iand other 
mountains. It has a sulphur spa, &c. 
Vaisons, a little lower down the Ouvfeze, in de- 
partment Vaucluse, is the Roman Vaisio, with 
remains of a circus, aqueduct, temple, a good 
bridge of one arch, Ac] 

ttondlUgon (2 miles), standing on the river 
Lez, under an old ruined castle on the rockp, wos 
held by the archbishop of Aries, with the title of 
prince. Population, 2,840. 

Mornas (3 miles), nearly opposite St. ^ticnno- 
de-Sorts, is an ancient place, with a ru.ned castle 
above it, which was taken, 1562, by one of l>ea 
Adret's fierce captains, Dupuy Montbrun, and its 
defenders forced to jump from the rock on the 
pikes of his soldiers. Their bodies were then put 
in a boat to float down the river, with this notice to 
the people of Avig:non, " Pass these merchants, as 
they have paid their passage at Mornas." The lino 
diverges from the river, to 

FlOlenc (If mile^ a small fortified post, with 
a ruined castle near its church, in a t^pot abuun in.; 
with wine, corn, fruit, &c. 
[About 4 miles south-west, across the Rh6no, U 
Codolit, near the Cfeze's mouth, noted f«»r its 
wine, and, formerly, for the chateau of tbo 
Marquis d'Ancbzune-Cadart, who received 
Louis XIII. here, in 16G2. A few grains of gold 
have been picked up in the little stream.] 
After leaving Piolenc station, and crossing the 
Aigues and Arais (now the Meyne), we reach 
Orange (4J miles), in a well-watered iflain.

^" Objects of Notice.— Roman Arch ai:d 
Theatre— Church . 

Tliough now a soup-pr^fecturc in deparimeiit 
Vaucluse, with 10,010 souls, and much decayed, it 
was the Arausio of the Romans, who |>laced thi' 
second legion here, anc^havc bequeathed a famoi<s 
arch and a theatre to present times. It was also the 
seat of an archbishop ; but an Englishman will le 
pleased to look hpon it as having once belonged to 
our great deliverer, Williath, Prince of Oranqe^ 
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William III. It was seized by Louis XIV^ but the 
title and arms are still borne by the eldest son of 
the king of Holland. 

It has narrow straight streets, with several foun- 
tains, and a new college, near which is its greatest 
curiosity, the Roman 

Triumphal Arch, called the "Arch of Marius," 
though the founder and date are uncertain. It 
stands across the Lyons road, on the north side of 
the town ; is nearly square, 70J feet wide, and 64 
feet high, with a centre arch and two side arches, 
supported by Corinthian pillars, and carved with 
bas-reliefs (different for each face), of fruits, cor- 
nucopia, syrens, ships, military trophies, Ac, all in 
good condition. Formerly it was enclosed within 
a castle of the Princes of Orange. Tlie Roman 

Theatre, called the " Cirque," rises over a hill to 
the south, close to the remains of the old citadel. 
It is well preserved, and makes a large half circle, 
with two rows of arcades, and a heavy wall across 
it, formed of great blocks joined without mortar, 
S34 feet long, 120 high, and 18 thick. It would 
hold abaut 6,000 persons. You may see in the wall, 
above the cornice, the holes for the poles which 
the awning was spread upon. A musettm of Roman 
marbles, <kc., has been collected within it Parts 
of baths and aqueducts are noticed elsewhere. 
St. Eutrope's Church is of the 10th and 11th cen- 
turies. 

Trade in silk, wool, oil, scented wines, truflaes, Ac. 

Coaches to Carpentras (also reached by rail from 
Sorgues, as below), Gap, Nyons, Serres, Voynes. 
Roads strike off west to Vaisou and towards Mont 
Ventoux. 

Close to the east bank of the Rh6ne is 

Cadebousse, just past the large island of Pibou- 
lette, which is noted for its fertility. It was given 
by Pope Alexander VII. to the Dukes of Avignon, 
and now belongs, with a handsome seat, &c., to the 
Duke of Gramont-Caderousso. 

Population, 3,000. Nearly opposite stands 

MoNTFAucoN, With St (Seuios-de-Comolas be- 
hind it. 

Courth^ZOn (Sf miles), a little fortified place on 
theSeUle, where Jos. SaurinvfM bom. Population, 
^, 620. Across the Rhone Ja Boquemaure. 
fRoQUBMAVRE, poBt lie de Len, is so called from 
^0 dark colour of tixe cim (as In the Latin 



maurus, a Moor). According to some, it is the 
spot whore Hannibal crossed the Rhone on his 
way to Italy, 218 B.C., and is further noted 
as the place where Clement V. (on bis way to 
his native town, Bordeaux) died, in 1314. lie 
was hardly dead when his attendants went off 
with everything they could lay their hands 
on, leaving his very body half bm-nt by a torch 
which fell on it. Trade in wine, caux-dc-vie, 
olive oil. Population, 3,650. About 1 \ mile to 
the left, the suburb of Sauvcterre carries in its 
name (Safe ground) the memorial of a fortified 
retreat against robbers in old times.] 

Bedarrides (3 miles). Population, 2,790. This 
is the nearest station to 

ChItkauneuf-du-Pape, opposite He d'Oiaclet, so 
called from a fortified countiy-scat of the Popes, 
built by them on the sloping heights near the river, 
when they reigned at Avignon. Towers, walls, 
gates, &c., still remain. 

Sorgues (3 miles), a litle way up the Ouvbze or 
Sorgncs, which falls in here, is on a bend of the 
Rhdne, round the large Ilede laBerthelasse. Sorgues, 
with a population of 4,800, stands in a \*ide plain, on 
which Cneius ^nobarbus defeated the Celtic bar- 
barians. It has a curious old four-arch bridge, and 
tlie walls of a castle of the Counts of Toulouse, 
which Urban v. enlarged for a country-house. 

[Here a short branch of lOf miles to Carpen- 
tras, passes by Entraigues (3| milcsi, and 
MonteUZ (7i miles). 

Carpentras. a sous-prefecture, with a popula- 
tion of 11,000, imder Mont Ventoux, over the 
deep ravine of the Auzon, in a fertile spot. 
It was Carpenteracte and Forum Neronis of the 
Romans, wIjo settled a colony here, was pil- 
laged by Crocus, the Pomeranian leader, in 
266; and by the Lombards, Saracens, &c.; 
but revived again under the encouragement it 
received from Popes Clement V. and Innocent 
VI. The former began the aqueduct, 10 kil. 
long, from Mont Ventoux, finished 1720-34, 
part of which, 2,790 feet long, crosses the river 
on forty-eight arches. It still retains its old 
tnrreted walls and four gates ; that of Porte 
d'Ovange bore a great tower. There are good 
waV\(A ovX^vOl^ W\a l«k\iN^Q>x£^(,'&^ ^VUi delightful 
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The fine facade ef Ihe hospital was Imilt in 1751 
The Gothic cathodral church incliulcs a tourr of 
Charlemagne's time, and pillars (in the front), 
brought, Ihey say, from the Temple of Diana, 
at Venasque. Near the palais dc justice (which 
was the bishop's scat), in the Place, is a very 
much decayed Roman Arch of Triumph. The 
public Library, given by Bisliop Inguimcbcrt, 
comprises 22,000 volumes and 2,00'J MSS., 
many . of which belonged tD Peyresc, the 
scholar, besides engravings, paintings, 6,000 
medals, antiquities, Ac. Theru are also a large 
la voir publique (or bailis), theatre, new prisons, 
market halls, Ac. 

Trade in spirits, wine, essences, oil, fmit, silk, Ac.

At 12 Itil. north-east, is Bedouin, where the Ascent 
to Mont Ventoux begins : it takes from four to five 
hours to reach the top (10 kil.) which is about 
2,200 yards above tiio ecu level (the highest in 
all this quarter), and looks like a cone placed 
on the top of a do:uo. The north side, on the 
Drdme border, Is stoop and almost inaccessible. 
At the summit (covert d witli snow three parts 
of the year), is a chapel, near a lake, whence 
there is a splcudi I panorama, which takes in

I^" Orjkcts op Notice.— CtVy ir<:i//«— Cathe- 
dral — Papal Palace — Museum — Bridge. 

Tliis old city of the P(»pes, chief town of d( partmoi t 
Vaudusc, seatof an f.rch-dioce8e,.&c , is in the valley 
of the RhAne, wheretlicDurance joins it, in a country 
of orcliards, vineyards, mulberry and oUve grounds. 
The ITomnns when they colonized it, called it Avinin. 
It afterwards came to the Burguudians and Ostro- 
(^oths; was for a while koi)t by the Saracens ; and 
at length was divided between the Counts of Pro- 
vence and Toulouse. • LouIh VII L took it afler a 
Mleje, 1220t tor favouring liic Albigcnsea. 



Pope Clement V. (a Frenchman) came to lire here, 
1309, and in 1348, Clement VI., the anti-pope, bought 
it of the Countess of I'rovcnce. The last reeldcut 
Pope was Benedict XIII., whom theFicnch drove 
av/ iv, 1403 ; but it was garrisoned by his successors, 
under a vice-legate, till 17i>l, when it was forcibly 
annexed to France. Tlie Inquisition was established 
here. Wliile the Pope hold the town, the river 
belonged to the King of France, wlio kept him in 
check at Villencuve. 

Itliesalmost entirely within itsmachicolated TTaZ/f, 
which arc strengthened with ramparts and towers, 
partially destroyed l)y the inundations of 1866. 
'Ihe cour or promenade round tiiem commands very 
pleasing prospects of the country, the green islands 
of the Kh(*)ne, Provence, the Alps, &c. llouiiCd of 
stone ; the streets narrow and winding. Rue de 
la Ferraterie is the most bustling; Rue Cali;do 
ccntain/i .'■cvcial fine buildings. The Jews live in 
the Jiiivci ic. The quays are l.nrge. A long wo' dcu 
Uridge le.ids over to lie de la Berlhelnsse, near 
the picturos(iue renmins (three or four arches, with 
a chnp( 1) of a stone one, built by St. Bcnczet in the 
l.'th century. This is continued from thclsland 
by a suspension bridge to Villeneuve-lcs-Avignou. 

The Cathedral, called NAtrc Dame dcs Doms, on 
the Rochcr dcs Domt: (which forms a level ridge at 
tiie back of the town, and is mounted by steps), waa 
robullt by Charlemagne; but the oldest part of the 
present building is a doorway of the Ulh C' n'.ury. 
It has monuments of Archbishop Libelli, John XX II., 
Bcnet XII., and the bravo Crillon, who was n. nnli^ c, 
uith the papal (now archbishop's) marble thn nc, 
Charlemagne's chapel, some old frescoes, and 
modern paintings. Close to it is the large 

Palace of the Popes, an irregular Gothic pile, i.(.w 
used as a barrack and prison. It was begun by Julin 
XXII., and finished l)y Url)an V. (1330-70), ai d in- 
cluded seven great towers. The south side hangs 
over a precipice. Rienzi, the " last of the Tribunes," 
was kept a prisoner here by Clement VI., his foot 
lieing chained to the roof of his prison. It has traces 
oi frescoes by Giotto and S. Aretino (botli doubt- 
ful) ; the Salle de la Question (where heretics were 
tortured), and the Qlacihrt T<jm:w>-^\\ss«>!W!s.'C8»r.'^v.-^^- 
\uUo\\tVTy w\vi\^ V\cc^^ KJci^iNx ^ftSaw^^x-^^ W^X. 'V^'= 
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th 1 niius, is worth asccuding, were it only fur Ihc 
tine view from its top. 

St. Pierre's church, of the lith and 15th centuries, 
has a good front, built 1512, and a black marble 
palpiu There are 16 other churches ; at one time 
there were 60, and as many religious houses. 8t. 
A /rieol (named after the patron saint of Avignon) 
ttffers a fine nave, of the 14th century. At St. 
f) •'tier's (a church of the 14th century) is part of a 
curious bas-relief of Christ carrying the cross, by 
Ktng Ren^, the other part l>clng in the museum. 
'I'tio ruined Dominican church and its cloisters are 
iiHinl as a cannon foundry. That of St. Martial 
(1 th century) contains the Mtuee Bequien. A frag- 
ment is left of the CordeHen' church, which had the 
lomb of Petrarch's Laura de Sade, whom he first 
s.tw hero, 1327. A cypress marks the spot. 

The IldUl de Ville was the Pope's Mint, built 1620, 
by Panl V. It stands in Place de THorloge (where 
most of the cafds arc), so called from the Jacqne- 
mirt or belfry totoer, close to the theatre (built 
1.SJ7). Near it, on Place d'Oule, Marshal Hrune 
WIS killed by the royalists, 181 5. The public Library 
oi 60,000 volumes and 1,200 MSS. is placed in the 
Musee Calvet (so named after the founder), with 
Uom.in and other inscriptions, 20,000 medals, sculp- 
tures, the Inquisition seal, rare books, pictures by 
Italian and Dutch masters, the Yemets, Ac, and a 
c ibinet of natural history, geology, &c. One of the 
p'ctnres is Vernet's "Mazeppa," and here is the 
I < mainder of King Rend's bas-relief. At the lunatic 
a-iylum (hospice des aliends) is Guillemin's famous 
i-nry crucifix, 26 inches long, which was in Misdri- 
forde Church. Hdtelde Crillon, of the 17th century, 
1-" in Rue de la Masse. The Prdfccture is a modem 
I uilding. The Protestant Temple, about 150 years 
old. A vast pile, called the Hdtel des Invalides 
(tor soldiers), was suppressed in 1850, and turned 
Into a Penitentiary.

The nuM^faetures are silk, madder, leather, honey, 
cantharides flies, olive oil, Ac. Madder was first 
introduced by a Persian, styled Jean AUhen on the 
bronze ^atue erected to him hy the grateful Avig- 
nonese, on the Rochers des Dome. 

Conveyances : By steamer to Valence, and Lyons 
(being against the stream, — ^the steamer takes three 
or four days to go np). The new road to Geneva by 
the plains of the Bresse is open, by coach, to Car- 
pentras, Digne, Ac. Coaches to Vauclnae, Apt, 
Pertuis, Sallon, St. Remy, Ac A caleche may be 
hired to Vaucluse (17 miles) there and back, 22fr., 
including the driver (see A. below). Senany Abbey 
and Pont du Gard are near (see C.) St. RuTs 
Romanesque church is also within a short run. 

[(A.) Avignon to Vaudase, Ac, by way of 
the rail to Cavaiilon. It goes past St. SatUT- 
nin d'Avlgnon (8 miles), in department 
Vaucluse. Population, 2,020. Le ThOT (H 
miles), with a Romanesque church. Popula- 
tion, 4,160. Llsle-sur-Sorgnes (s miles), 

on the Sorgucs, noted for its eels and trout 
AtSkil. toUielcftis 

Vaucluse, at the head of a deep cleft OtaBis 
clausa) in the limestone of Mont Ventou, 
where the Sorgues takes its rise, in precipices 
£00 feet high. In summer it is seen trickling 
down from many parts of the rock; but when 
the snows melt at the beginning of spring, It 
falls like a cataract, from an arched cave (over- 
shadowed by a fig-tree), into the dark pool or 
Fountain of Vaucluse, below. Petrarch describes 
it in his Letters, and they show his Ifttle country 
seat on a hill to the right, with remains of the 
bishop of Cavaillon's castle. An ugly |rfllar 
stands close to the pool. JBatek — ^De Laore. 
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SCO, ill a fertile spot, where vermicelli, silk, 
Ac, are made. It has a triumphal arch and 
a church of the 11th century. 

Apt (25 kil. from L*Islc), a soas-pr€fcctare of 
6,800 souls, in department Vaucluse, on the 
Cavalon, founded by Cnsar, as Apta-Julia-Vul- 
gientes. Old walls ran round it, and it stands in 
a valley among vines and olive yards. Its church 
of the 10th and 11th centuries, contains an old 
crypt. Pont Julien is ancient. 

I'oncALQUiEB (36 kiL), another old place, once the 
capital of the Alemini, now a sous-prefecture in 
department Basses- Alpes. Population, 8,060. 

About 60 kil. further is 

DioNE (see Kouto 25), up the Durance. 

(U.) Along the Durance. 

CnATBAU Renabd (16 kit. south-east), on the 
south side of the Durance, is so called from an 
old caitle which commands a noble range of 
view. Further up the river is Organ^ once a 
llcnnan settlement, with old walls, and two or 
tlirce castles round it. Still higher up the 
river is Cadenet^ 19 kil. south of Apt, near the 
remains of a Roman station ; the font in the 
church is Roman. Beyond this is the Roman- 
esque chapel of Bonnieux. 

(C.) To Pont du Oard. About 13 miles west of 
Avignon is 

Pont du Gard, a noble Roman remain, being 
part of the great aqueduct (17^ miles lorg) 
which carried the waters of the Azure to 
Nlmes ; and looking like a screen across the 
valley. It is a mass, 640 feet long aud 133 
high, of three rows of arches, one over the other 
— ^the lowest, a row of six arches ; the next, 
eleven of the same size ; the third, twenty-five 
small arches, having the water way above 
them, where it ran 6^ feet wide and deep. It 
was used as a road before a separate bridge 
was built, 1747, dose to the bottom of it. Being 
half-way between Avignon and Nismes, it is 
common for pic-nic parties from both towns to 
meet here to pass the day.] 
From Avignon, the Marseilles line crosses a plain 
on an embankment hit;h enough to escape the inun- 
dations of the Rh6ne, and the Durance, a brawl- 
ing changeable stream, here traversed by a hand- 
Mow 0Mie^ coaatntcted by M. Dldion, l,79i feet 



long, on twenty-one arches of GO feet Kpnn, resting 
on piles. The suspension bridge for the road, and 
the castles of Barbentane and Chftteau-Renard, are 
in view. 

Barbentane (3} miles), at the foot, of the rook 
of Montagnctte, has a castle of the 12th century, 
built by Archbishop Rostand, of Aries. We are 
now in department Bouches-du-Rhdne, part of 
Provence. Pass Rognonas to 

Graveson (3f miles), near Cadillan. 

Tarascon (64 miles). Here the line to Nismes, 
Montpelller, and Cette, turns off (Route 30), cross- 
ing the river, near the suspension bridge, to Beau- 
calrc. Tarascon is an old fortified town, of 11,516 
population, having a fine ruined Castle (Ch&teau da 
Roi Rcn(^), a square machicolated pile of the 16ih 
century, with two round towers, on a rock above the 
Rhdne. St. Martha's church, of the 14th century 
(the portal is Romanesque, 1187), contains seven- 
teen curious paintings of the Saint's life, by Ylen. 
At St. Jacques' is a picture by Vanloo. There 
are also a palais de justice, n6tel de Yille, library, 
theatre, ship-yard, &c. The Rue des Hallos and 
its arcades, are worth notice. Trade in silks, 
wine, oil, eaux-de-vie.

[St. Rbht (13 kil. east), in a fine spot, on the R^ 
canal, has Roman remains about fifty feet 
astmder : one, being part of a triumphal arehf 
the other, a matisoleum of beautiful design.]

Population, 25,600. Here a line runs off to Lonel, 
Montpcllier, &c. 

This town, remarkable for its Roman remaiof 
and its beautiful women, is a sous-prefecture. In a 
marshy but cultivated spot, at the head of the delta 
of the Khdne, about 24 miles ftom the Mediterra- 
nean, to which a canal runs down as for as Port de 
Bone

Aries stands on a rock ; its streets are irre;^ular 
and narrow ; a bridji^e of boats loads t(» Trnjqueville, 
which Constantinc founded, riacv Plan dc la four 
is sh.ided v»'ith trec><. In IMaoe R yale is the Hotel 
de Ville, built by Mansard, in a rich Corinthian 
■ style. 

St. Trophime's Cathedral, oripinally l)ejrun 620, 
by St. Virgilins, has a larjrw and hi^ilily dccor.itcd 
portal of the 12tli century, with columns, niches, 
grotesque sculptures, a Romanesque tower, and a 
fino cloister, half lioinanestiue and half Gothic,"' 
a<>joinin;? the old palaeo, of the Archlushop, with an 
ancient Ol)elisk in the ndddlc of it. Tlds is a single 
block of plain granite, 50 feet long, and was brought 
here by the Roman.^, but remained on tiie ground 
• till set up, in 1676, in honour of Louis XIV., with a 
jiedustal and lions, and a globe and sun, for an 
apex, added to it, making a total height of 65 feet. 
The Roman Amphithtatre is in pretty good con- 
dition. It is an oval, 333 feet by 450, in three stages 
of about 60 arches each, chiefly in the composite 
I styly. It had four prhicipal entrances, with up- 
l wards of forty rows of seats, and would hohl above 
I 2,.'>0') person;?. Two later towers have been built 
I ('U it. The interior has been cleai-ed out, and r 
F li;^ht railing erected round it, to pres.rvc it from 
L^ injury. Here a real 6M.7-y?i;rA^ was performed in 1S53, 
^^ by artists from Spain. Near it and the old house 
* of La Misericordc, are some arches of a Roman 
Theatre^ now called the Tower of Roland, with two 
\ columns of breccii marble on the site of the stage, 
jl remains of scat:', nnd a gate, not far off In Place 
St. Luc'.en, or du Formn, are two granite j'H'on of 
a Temple of Minerva, and some other fragments, 
supposed to be of the Panthemi. Ruins of an aque- 
duct are also seen. The Tour dc la Trouilie, near 
V the old house of the Grand Prior of Malta, was 
/ built, they say, by Constantine. In some respects 
ArJea has nioro o! the appearance of a decayed

Alyscamps), a famous head of IHana, Ac. Tho 
public hhrary numbers 12,000 .volumes. There is a 
school of navigation, a collego^ Ac. Good walks on 
the lAce (i.e.. Lists) promenade, by the Graponne 
canal. 

Notro Di.mc do Grace church, with its eight- 
sided steeple, stands in the old Roman Cemetery, 
called Alyscamps, or Eliscamp (Campus Elysiof), 
where many ancient gravestones remain, on a hill 
outside the town, now occupied by the railway woiic- 
shops. The Pagan tombs are marked " D. M.'* (for 
" Diis manibus"); the Christian, by the cross. On. 
another hill are tho ruined church (partly as old as 
the ICth century) and cloister, the machicolnted. 
tower (built 1369), 86 feet high, and St. Avix, or' 
Crucifix, chaiMjl (in shape of a Greek cross, builfc 
1019), all belonging to the abbep of Mont Majtur, 
On the Montague dos Cordes arc traces of a Coltic 
towii. liaux is a deserted town, with several houses 
cut out of the rock, and an old castle. 
The Emperor Constantino's sou was bom here. 
Manufactures of silk, soap, brandy, good saosaget 
and a trade in com, wine, oil, manna, salt, wool, 
cattle, horses, &c. Conveyances: By coach to 
Aix, Salong, i^c. ; rail to Lunel, &c. ; steamer to

[Aries to Lunel, drc, by rail. It passes 
La Camarfnie (7^ miles\ on the CamartfMt, 
or delta of the Rhone, below Aries; a mH 
mar^h, full of lakes,, where the pelican, fla> 
mingo, and beaver breed, and vast numbon 
of horses and cattle, and 150,009 sheep, an 
papturcd. In the hot season the sheep are 
driven up the hills, with a file of goats at tlielr 
head. Oiie part cal'ed the Cran, is a dcsolatt 
flhity pliun. without tree or shade; acroii 
which the mistral blows with tirriblo keen- 
ness. There used to be a saying, that t|ie 
Durance, the parliament, and the niistraT, wen 
the three curses of Provence. " It is difficult to 
give, '' says Trollope, " an adequate idea of tlM 
detcftableness of the climate under the inflA* 
ence of this scourge. Tho s;tme sun is ahinlqf 
in the same bright blue sky, but the tempcraiuit:^ 
is glacial. The boisterous blast chills the von^J 
marrow bones. Tho whole air is so fitU'al^; 
dual that it is impossible to stir out withfltt 
gelWivg ^iVvft w\ov\\.Vi tcw^ wostrils filled with II: 
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streets, cowering, as best they may, under their 
hooded cloaks. The Rhdne is blown into white 
crested little waves. And all this may very 
liliely continue for ^the next week, or month, 
perhaps." 
St. GUles (9} miles), on the Beancalre canal. 
Population, 6,400. 

Galllcian (7 miles). 

Marsillargues (8 miles), in a dull spot, on the 
Yidoiirle, noted for its wines and alcohol, and 
having a Castle, built 1628, with Diana of 
Poictior's cypher upon it, and many portraits 
of the Galvisson family, to whom it belongs. 
The annual errades, or meetings for baiting 
and marking the wild bulla from the Gamar- 
gne, offer great sport here. 
Lunel (2 miles) on the line from Nismcs to Mont- 

pellier and Cctte (tee Route 30).] 
Leaving Aries, by the Alyscamps workshope, one 
of which is 490 feet diameter, we cross the plain by 
a viaduct of 2,C'26 feet, on 81 arches. The arches 
of the Craponno canal (named after its constructor, 
in the 16th century) are seen. It is used for irri- 
gating the arid soil. 

Raphele (4} miles), with the very old Castle of 
Daux, on the loft. 
St. Martin (H milcn). 

Entressens (7^ miles), in the midst of the 
dcHert. 

UiramaB (3 miles), and its old easlte. The 
g^cat Marseilles aqueduct is seen now and then. 

St. CliainaB (8 miles), a small port on the 

£tang dc BcrrcTouloubre, having a genuine Roman 

bridge, called Pont Julien, of one arch, 70 feet 

long (besides the cross arches at each end). There 

ia a large government powder factory, and an old 

church, on a ridge which divides the town into two 

parts, connected by a tunnel. Population, 2,610.

trade in oil, aUnonds, figs. Population, 1,880. At 
the mouth of the lake is the fishing port of Mab- 
Tiouxs, with a population of 7,600. 

Another viaduct on 6 arches, to 

Bognao (8i miles), in a f^iile plain, near Uie 
same lagoon. 

Here the branch line to Aix turns off (Route 27). 

The main line passes over the Grande Beaum* 
and Baou viaducts to the hill of 

Yitrolles (8} miles). There is an hermitage on 
the site of an old castle, at top, which gives an 
extensive prospect. Several cuttings, and the 
Cadi^re viaduct on seven arches, bring us to 

Pas-de-LaXLCiers (2i miles). Another deep . 
cutting leads to the tunnel of La Nerthe, the greatest 
work of this kind in France, exceeding Blaisy tun« 
nel by 1,640 feet. It is 83 feet high, and 16,150 
feet, or nearly three miles long ; and ventilated by 
22 shafts, one of which is 607 feet deep. It cost lOi 
million francs. Soon after the Mediterranean ap- 
pears, with the splendid panorama which surronndii 
Marseilles. 

L'EstaQUe (6 mHes), near the Bonuin pyramid 
of Penelle, is followed by the viaducts of Biaux (4 
arches) and Chftteau-Follet (6 Gothic archea), a 
deep cutting, an embankment 66 feet high, pro- 
tected from the sea by a solid wall, another tunnel 
(St. Louis) of 1,610 feet, and a viaduct across the 
pretty valley of Ayglades, and at leng^th the largo 
4|d handsome ddbarcadire, near the cemetery, in 
Boulevard d*Orldans, 6^ miles from L*Estaque, 
commanding a fine view of the city and the Medi- 
terranean.

^T Chief Objects of Notice.— Harbour-^

I This large city is the capital of department 
Benches du Rhdne (which was part of ProTence), 
head-quarters of a military division, seat of ll 
bishopric, Ac, a consulate, and the chief port and 
packet-station in the Mediterranean. It stands 
about 27 miles east of the delta, or months of the 
RhOne, In the Golfe du Lion (<.e., of the Lion — not 
Lyons, as it is usually called), and 450 miles ft'om 
Algiers, the settlement of which has greatly stimu- 
lated its prosperity. It is the oldest place in France, 
or in western Europe, having been founded as far 
back as 600 b. c, by Greek settlers from Phocsa, 

• under their leader Euxenus, who called it Massalia 

or MassiUia. From hence they . also colonised 

J^icea (Nice), Antipolls (Antibes), Agatha (Agde;f, 

nnd other IJUIerepahJics; while the mother city 

JacreAsed in power and fame, In '.spite of ihe 

ealousjr of Athens and the Carthagenlans. It WM 



(785), and at length came to the Counts of Provence, 
1257. Alphonso of Arragon sacked it, 1^1, and held 
it for two years, but it revived under le bon roi, 
Rendo/Arvou, who died here, 1480. In his time it 
was noted for its soap and glassworks, its furs anil 
hides. Under Louis XI. it became part of Franco ; 
the Duke of Guise occupied it for Henry IV. ; Lonis 
XIV. entered it through a breach in the walls, in 
token of his displeasure for its resistance to him, 
and curtailed its political rights. It was ravaged 
by the plague 1580, and again by the Great Plague 
of 1720-21, when 40,000 or 50,000 outof 90,0C0 were 
carried off, and Bishop Belzunce, Chevalier Rose, 
and others, exerted themselves so admirably. At 
the Revolution it supported the Girondist party 
with great fervour, and was, therefore, visited with 
the bloody vengeance of the Terrorists, who sent 
Fr^ron and Barras here, to purge the city. Tlie 
famous Marseillaise song, to which it gives name, 
was composed at Strasbourg, by Rouget de I'lsle, 
and first sung here at a banquet given to the 
Deputy, Barbaroux. 

As seen from Vlste hill, for example, on the Aix 
road, Marseilles appears most happily placed in a 
picturesque and convenient spot at the bottom of 
a natural inlet, which opens right out to the Medi- 
terranean; limestone hills rising gradually all 
round, to a height of 550 feet in some parts, with a 
dear and beautiful sky overhead. Thousands of 
bastidet (as they call the country-seats here) dot the 
sides of this amphitheatre, and numerous gardens 
of vines and olives are dispersed about ; but the 
soil being white and dry, it is excessively hot in 
sununer ; then, gnats and mosquitoes bite, the keen 
north-west mistral blows, and perhaps a scorpion 
may be found In one's bod. The town surrounds 
the harbour like a horse-shoe the oldest part, with 
its narrow dirty streets, being on the north side, 
while the modem and better built quartern are on 
the east and south. The. Rue de Cunebidre and 
AlUes de Meilhan (running nearly east and west), 
the most ' bustling and frequented thoroughfare in 
Marseilles, nearly mark the. line of division, while 
the' Bbulevai^ds show the extent of the old town 
and \\a %lt^ of the rataiparts; taken down, 1800. 
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the contractor, at an estimat'tl c-.v. f &- .

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neatly north and louth) which itretches from Forte 
d'Afx to the Prado^ and inclndes Rue de Rome, 
Grand Chemln de Rome, Place Gastelane, Ac. It 
Is now adorned by fountains, and Ramna's bronze 
statue of Bishop Belgunee^ set up in 1853. 

Great improvements are making in Marseilles, 
by the anthorities, under the direction of M. Mlrfes, 
the contractor, at an estimated cost of about 
30,000,000 fr. Of this sum, 4,000,000 are devoted to 
rebuildhig the cathedral; 16,000,000 to the new 
port of Arenc ; 3,000,000 to sweetening the old har- 
bour; 500,000 to transplanting the Lazaretto to 
FrlouL M. Mirbs having acquired the site of the 
Lazaretto, and that of the ground near the Jollette, 
will indemnify hfanself by layhig out new streets, 
Ac, and has engaged to build a church free of ex- 
pense. 

Most of the Placet (or squares) and Promenades 
are ornamented with fountains, supplied by sub- 
terranean cuts from the Huveaume, Ac, and the 
great canal from the Durance. That of Place St. 
Ferr^ol, was raised to the memory of those excel- 
lent persons who attended on their townsmen in 
the great plague. One in Rue d*Aubagne, is actu- 
ally dedicated to *' Homer, by the descendants of the 
Phoemans;'* another, stands in Place Royale, the 
largest square in the city. That in Place des 
Fain^mts, is a black marble obelisk, 23^ feet high, 
on four lions. The Fontaine de Puget^ in Rue de 
Rome, is a little pyramid placed before the old 
honse of this Marseillaise architect and painter, 
whose works once served to adorn his native city, 
but were swept away after the Revolution. He was 
known in England as the builder of Montague 
House, the old British Museum. A statue was 
erected to hhn in 1857. Place de Lenche was the 
site of Roman baths. The large Plaine St. Michel, 
or Champ de Mars, a Roman site, is now ornamented 
with a hcuinj in the midst of which an island darti 
up njet of water 164 feet high. 

The large Corinthian triumphal arehy at the Porte 
d'Aix, was begun, 1828, in honour of the Dnc d*An- 
gouldme, but remained unfinished till the Revolu- 
tion of July, when it was dedicated to the " military 
glory of France.** M. Penchard is the architect. 
Tbo 6gure» of CoarAge, BealgUAtiQjii Pnideiice, 



The Harbour^ or Portt forms an oblong of about 
8,060 feet by 980, or about 70 acres, and ia ex- 
tremely safe, though the mouth is narrow. It is 
generally crowded with the shipping, of which It 
will hold 1,200, with water deep enough for those 
of 600 tons. A great disadvantage is, that the ebb 
and flow of the tide being very small, the stench of 
the sewers opening into it is constantly felt; but It 
is proposed to remedy this by sluicing it with the 
surplus water brought down by the city aqueduct. 
It is lined with narrow quays, where all th« 
costumes and languages of the Mediterranean may 
be seen and heard. 

On the south side, or Rive Neuve, or Commeroe, 
are the mast-house, the douane and magazlneSi 
with a canal running round them, the place-aux* 
huiles (oil stores), ship yards, stores for soapt 
bones, Ac. Along the opposite side, or Boutique, 
you see the Place du Cul de Bosuf, the Gonslgne 
or Board of Health, the fish market, the B^et 
de VUlii stamp <^ce, bazaar, shops for ship- 
chandlery, Ac. At the Consigne are pictures, fte., 
worth notice — Pnget's Plague of Milan (a bas- 
relief); Qer&rd'a Plague at Marseilles; H. Yemet't 
Scene during the Cholera ; and David's St, Roek 
praying for the Victims of the Plague. A wet dodE, 
or Bassln de Cardnage, lies just outside the har- 
bour, on the south, close to Fort St. Nicholas, whleh 
guards this side of the narrow entrance ; the op* 
posite side being guarded by Fort St. Jean. 

The B6tel de VUle, a small building, of no parti- 
cular merit or character, has bas-reliefs on its front, 
with Puget*s bust of Louis XIV. and a Latin in- 
scription ; on the staircase, a statue of Liberty, and 
some pictures in the hall. The ground floor was 
used for the Bourse^ or Exchange, now transferred 
to a separate timbered building, or rather to the 
open space in Place Royale, where the merchants 
prefer to meet, till the new one in the Cantlbiire Is 
built. 

The Pr4fscturt, in Place St. Ferr^l, on one side 
of a wide court, has two fa^es, and Is one of the 
largest public structures in the city. It was built 
by Roux, a rich banker of the last century, who

second city in Provence, and carries on a trade 
in prunes, fruit, oil, soap, wine, liqueurs, ftc. 
Raynoiuwd^ a writer on the poetry of the 
Troubadours, was bom here. 
i7o<6l.— De la Cloche Argent (Silver Bell).] 

Caraoules (7i miles), has on its right Oarie- 
Frtin^^ among the mountains, where the Saracens 
built the stronghold of Freinet orFmxinety about 890, 
which they kept till driven out by OuiUaurae of 
Proreuce, in 973. It stood on a point of difficult 
access, where traces ot it may yet be seen. 

Le Lqc et Le Oanet (is miles), near a factory 

of Bohemia crystal glass. It is noted for its chestnuts. 

[Salernes, 20 kil. north-north-west, near the 

picturesqno valley of Barthelmy^ has an old 

Moorish castle on the rocks.] 

Vidauban (SJ miles), a pretty place among cork 
frees, ^c, on the Argens, which, at St. Michael's

From Marseilles to Corslea. 

Corsica, being French territory and containing 
the birth-place of the Bonapartes, it may be 
usefhl to give a short description of one or two 
routes in this island. Yalery*s steamers start 
from Marseilles every Friday, and from Nice every 
Wednesday, for Ajaccio f22 hours). A run of 170 
to 180 miles to the south-east, brhigs yon to the 
Cfulf of Ajaccio^ about 10 miles in length and 
breadth, the most southerly but one of several 
good, open bays on the west side of Corsica, such 
as St. Plorent or Fiorenzo, Calvi, Porte, Saigone, 
Yalinco, &c. 

AJACCIO, 

(pronounced ''Ayacheeo"), the capital of Gonioa, 
at the head of the Qnlf, under a rugged line of hilla 
whldx shelter it fh>m the east and north, ia the seat 
of the prefect, bishop, Ac, and is further distin- 
guished as the place where Napoleon Bonapairt* 
WM &ory>, 16th August, 1769, according to the re- 
gister preserved here. His marble statue is in the 
Place facing the quay. 

Hotels.— Hotel de France, all newly fitted up 
and very comfortable^ and charges very moderate 
— about 7 to 8 francs a day, with wine ; fine new 
hotel just about finished, built expressly for the 
great increase of English visitors in winter. Hotel 
de TEurope, a Corsican hotel, cheap, but not quite 
suited for English. Hotel de Londrca, a fair 
ItaUan hoteL 

Pf^ulation, 15,000. 

(7<m«ttf.— J. Aoglin, Esq. 

It was called Urdnium by the Romans, being noted 
for the making of earthen wine-bottles. Before 
1845 it stood lower down in a marshy site, where 
remains of buildings may be still seen. The citadel 
was built 1554, by Marshal de Thermes. Except 
two poo I streets, the rest are narrow and dirty. 
Amon;; the public buildings are the Pr(Sfecture, the 
c&thedral with a tower and dome, Keollege^ founded 
by CaxdVu»l'^«Oci(>\«^t\^%>yo2A!^^^l> Priests* Semf- 
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de Vifte, a narigation school, ealle de spectacle, 
botanic garden, Ac. There is a fine promenade by 
the seaside. 

Ifapoleon'8 BouH (Maison Bonaparte), which 
belongs to his mother's family, the Bamolini, is a 
plain, three-storied deserted building, thongh one 
of the best in the town, in a little court in Rue 
Charles ; and is now occupied by Princess 
Marianne, wife of Lncien Bonaparte. They here 
show a small cwinotij about three feet long, and 
thirty, two pounds weight, which the future soldier 
used to play with. At the age of ten, his father, 
Carlo Bonaparte, a noble by descent fh>m a Tuscan 
family, and assessor to the law courts of Ajaccio, 
sent him to the military school at Brienne. Curi- 
ously enough, his first piece of active senrice, as 
lieutenant of artillery, was to attack his natire 
town (February, 1798), which Paoli held against 
the Convention. Ho removed his family to Mar- 
seilles in May of the same year, when the Englidi 
took Corsica. 

Here wore bom also his brothers Lucien (1775) 
Prince de Caniho ; Louis (1802), king of Holland 
ajid father of the Emperor, Louis Napoleon, by 
Hortenso Boanhamols ; Prince Jerome, Governor 
of the Invalides, formerly king of Westphalia ; and 
his three slaters Eliza (Duchess of Lucca), Caroline 
(who married Murat, king of Naples), and PauKne 
(Princess Borghese). Joseph, king of SptAn, was 
born at Cortes {see below). His father, CarlOy and 
mother, Letizia, (1750) were also natives of this 
town. She (who died in 1933) is now buried in the 
Cathedral, with her brother Cardhaal Fesoh. Ano- 
ther native was Pozzo di Borgo, the Russian states- 
man (bom at Alata, close by) ; his and Napoltfon's 
f >imily belonged to the two opposite parties which 
divided the island* 

In the neighbourhood stands a neglected country 
Bcat of the Bonapartes, the garden of which con> 
tains a granite rock, callea Napol€on's Grotto— his 
favo'iritc retreat. •' When the family property was 
divided, his share was an olive yard." (Forester). 
Tiiero are also the oriental tombs of a colony of 
Mainote Greeks, settled here by the Genoese, 1676, 
Tlic climate is very mild, so miich so, that the ole- 
ander, cactus, and lemon tree are seen growing. 

Trade in oil, wIjdc, co»7, Ac. Coaches to Gort^, 
ffagtis, Sardne^ and ^onifM\o. 



The only good road is that to Bastia, about 153 
kil. or 94 miles long, made by the French soldiers, 
with another round the island ; both travelled by 
diligences. There are no inns, except in two or 
three towns on the coast ; but decent lodgings may 
be found at the convents, while the villagers are 
hospitable. In the interior, till lately, brigandage 
was not uncommon, and it was therefore imsafe to 
go alone or unarmed. 

Travelling is done by mule, as best suited to the 
groimd, which is up and down rugged motmtains 
of granite and limestone, threaded by deep savage 
gorges, so difficult that they are called ieale, or 
ladders, with brawling rivers at the bottom ; and 
through vast forests of pines (which the French 
use for their navy), oaks, chestnuts, cork, box, ilex, 
beech, arbutus. The region of pines and oaks is 
next the snow line, which rons from 7,S00 to 8,060 
feet above sea level. All the lower parts, down to 
the coast, are covered with exuberant groves <^ 
olives, orange, lemon, figs, almonds, Ac, and a 
thick underwood, or shrubbery, of aromatic plants, 
called fMUSfMa or makii. The chestnuts, which 
grow to an immense size, and are found at the 
height of 5,000 and 6,000 feet, yield the chief food 
for the natives, who, with a bag of them and a gourd 
of water, are independent of want. They boast of 
being able to cook chestnuts 22 ways. 

They employ themselves in keeping flocks and 
herds, but are too proud to work : this is left to the 
women, or to industrious Italians, who come over 
every year to the number of #,000. It is the latter 
who cultivate the flax and tobacco, tend the vines, 
pomegranates, and other fruit trees, and collect the 
bitter honey and wax for exportation. But though 
hidolent, the Corsicans are a quick and intelligent 
race, always ready to fight for their liberUes, 
strong ft'iends and strong enemies, and free and 
inquisitive in their manners. One of their chief 
amusements Is boar-hunting. The moufflon, or u ild 
sheep, an animal between a sheep, deer, and goat, 
exists here ; foxes aro plentiful, while hares, red 
partridges, and other game, would furnish abun- 
dant sport, only that no one is now allowed to carry 
arms. Their war-dance is attended wiih much 
thtimping and gc8tUi\xVaA\wck.. 
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BritUh Empire, tinder Sir O. Elliot, ai viceroy; 
but finally retamcd to England, and died there 
1807. He lies in St. Pancras old church. His 
bronze iUUue waa set up in the public square, 1864. 
He founded an unirersity at his house in Corte, 
now styled a college, to which Boswell contributed 
Johnson's and Addison's works, and some of 
Foulis's classics. These are gone, but his own books 
are here, with paintings bequeathed by Cardinal 
Fesch. The house of GaflTori, the patriot leader 
against the Genoese, is shown, with the shot holes 
still in it. The Ckutle is perched on a rugged and 
inaccessible rock, and was only taken by the 
French by starving the garrison. It commands a 
magnificent view of the valley, the gorges of the 
rivers, and the mountahis around. Here Napo- 
leon's eldest brother, Joteph^ was born, 1768, his 
father being then secretary to Paoli ; who, it is said, 
solicited the viceroy to find employment for the 
fuiure Emperor in the English service. 

Monte Rotondo, Monte Conia (6,£00 feet), maybe 
visited from Corte; also Soveria, on the Golo, the 
birth-place of Cervione, one of Napoleon's best 
generals ; Alando, where Sambruccio, the patriot 
leader, was bom ; and Niolo, a fine basin, ap- 
proached by steep and difficult passes. 

The Tavignano falls down to the east coast at the 
Tour of Aleria. At Bozxo, near Corte, the first 
revolt against the Genoese broke out, 1729, when 
the collector had seised the goods of a poor woman 
for fivepence taxes. 

MOMTB Albaho (13 kil.) 

PoHTB-ALLiL-LsccxA (9 Ul.), at the bridge on the 
Golo (which runs white and milky), on the banks 
of which, at Borgo^ which the road passes, the Cor- 
sicans beat a superior force of the French, under 
MarboBuf, 1768 ; but in the next year they were 
finally defeated at 

PONTXNDOVO (8 kil.) 

LuciVA (18 kil), near the Ctolo's mouth and the 
east coast, not far from Vesoovato, the seat of that 
Ciutabianea^ who, with his son, was blown up in 
the Orient, at the battle of the Nile. 

BiouoLXA (10 kil.), is close to a narrow lagoon of 
the same name, 8 miles long, and abounding with 
fish and wild fowl. To the left of it is Mttraio^ with 
a ehmxh shaped like a Turkish mosque, bnlU of 
bl^ok «94 wbHe aurble, b^ the PlMUif. 
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Ba8tla(9kii.) 

IloteU.'^llotcl de France, kept by M. Staffe, 
bed-room, 3 fr. ; table d'lidte, including wine, 8 fr. 
Hotel d'ltalie.

Electric Telegraph, vid Cape Corte, to Speiila. 
Population, 20,000. 

This is the military head-quarters of the island, 
and a fortified town, opposite Italy and Elba, 8ff 
miles from the latter, and upwards of 200 miles east 
of Marseilles. The English bombarded it, 1745; 
and took it, 1794, Nelson aiding in the Agamemnon. 
The Frencli were 4,000 strong. It stands at the 
foot of some hills, on a little bay, which, with the 
help of a mole, makes a harbour for small craft, de- 
fended by a Genoese (otMr, in Terra Nuova, or New 
Town. 

At the mouth is the Leone Rock^ a piece of lime- 
stone, washed by the sea into the shape of a sitting 
lion, with his head raised, and serving as a break- 
water. Bartolini's itatru of NapoMon is on tha 
Grand Place. The houses are in the Italian st^ le, 
and amongst the best buildhigs are the old cathe- 
dral church of St. John ; Ste. Croce Chapel, a pretty 
structure ; a palais de Justice, or cour imptfriale ; 
college, or high school, gendarmerie barracks, 4ec. 

Trade in wine, olive oil, good marble (from 
Ponte-alla-Leccia, Ac.), com, fish, timber, cattle, 
tobacco, soap, wax, liqueurs, Ac. 

There is a fine view of Elba and its mountains, 
the table land of Pianosa, Capraja, and Monte 
Cristo, and the Tuscan coast, especially from tha 
mountain of Sierra di PIgno (8,500 feet), close to 
the town. Monte Cristo^ which now belongs to 
Mr. W. Taylor (Forester's Romblee)^ gives name 
to Dumas' well-known noveL From Bastia, the 
line of mountains strikes south-west, dividing the 
island, popularly, into di qvd and di Ih, dei Monti^ 
or, this tide (east), and that tide (west) of the 
centre ridge. 

Coach to Corte, AJaccio, Calvi, Bonifacio. Steamer 
to Marseilles every week ; to Leghorn every Thurs- 
day. 

A narrow peninsula, 7 miles by 33, stretches from 
hence, north, to Cape Corte (the ancient Sacrum)^ 
traversed by a ridge of slate and vQAxViN&^Nf\\ti^i^>»^ 
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a'l c>.n), Marshal Sebastiani was born. On the 
west side of it, at 10 kil. west of Bastia, is 

St. Fiorest, or St. Fiorenzo, which is well 
built, bat unhealthy, with a good harbour or road, 
where the English squadron used to anchor In the 
war. It was taken by General Dnndas and Sir J. 
Moore, 1794 ; and by Nelson In the Agamemnon. 
To the north of it are the towers of Farinole and 
Negro, with another called Mortella^ which fur- 
nished the original model for the Martello Towers 
on the Kentish coast. 

Further on are the towers of Sisco, and of Bentea^ 
the latter on a sharp peak, and so called after the 
Iloinon philosopher (though of a later date), who 
vas exiled here by Claudius, and relieved his 
discontent by writing a treatise on Consolation, 
lie mentions the scorching heat of summer, and the 
sirocco winds, which bring sickness. Another, 
en lied tramontofuiy blowing from the mountains, 
brings soow; and there is also a fierce gusty wind 
called the lion wind. 

Near Cape Corte is Porto Centaro, wlMre Bos- 
Wi'll landed, 1765,-strack, not only with the prospect 
of the mountains, covered with vines and olives, and 
the odour of the myrtle and other aromatics, but 
with the sight of the peasants, all carrying arms. 
The first hv->use he visited was Siguor Antonetti's, 
at Morosaglia, about a mile up the country. 

A coast road from St. Fiorenzo leads past Monte 
Arazzo to lie Rousse, or 

IsoLA. RossA (45 klL from Bastia), a little town 
of 1,100 souls, founded by Faoli, opposite an island 
of the same name, and now turned into a fortified 
poat. Here the Calvi steamer touches. The pass 
10 Calvi, over the Col di Tenda, is 4,520 feet high, 
nc ir M. Asto, 6,000 feet. 

Calvl (about 20 kil. further), on a rocky point in 
the Qulf of Calvi, has a good harbour, and an old 
castUf which Marshal de Thermes attempted to 
take without success. Population, 1,400. 

Coach to Bastia, by S. Fiorenzo or Ponte-alla- 
Loccia, the latter passing Belgodere and the beauti- 
ful Plain of Balagna. 
A winding rond or path of about 00 kil., which 
aometimes bends deep Inland, nnder Monte Pagll- 
orlfa (8,690 feet), Rotondo, and passes Vice (whence 
» ra«^^wfl» to Ouagno baihM, a fine moiwtaln spot, 
^a Qorte), briaffa you tq 



Cargese, on the Onlf of Sagwie, which belongs 
to about 700 descendants of the Oreeks, whom the 
Ctenoese brought over in 1670, and is the beet cnlti- 
vated spot in the Island. One of their Utile hamlets 
was called Paomia. The natives showed the moit 
cruel jealousy towards them. At first they need 
the Greek, but, since 1829, they have need the 
Roman liturgy. A convent of St. Basil, founded by 
them, was abolished by the Genoese. 

At 80 kn. further on is Ajaccio, described above. 

The road hence to Bonifacio is extremely fo- 
teresting, being up and down mountain ridges and 
round the tops of hills, with distant prospects of the 
sea. The first places you come to are Canro aod 
Col San Gorgio. About 30 kil. from AJaccIo, is 

St. Maria, to the north-east of which are the 
Quitera baths^ near the head of the Taravo, i^ch 
is full of picturesque scenery and old castles. Near 
Olukto is Monte Bnturetto, 8,000 feet high, on 
which stand the ruins of Arrigo della Rocca. 
Further on we pass the Taravo, down wliich, near 
another castle height, is SoUaearo, already men- 
tioned, where Boswell had his first interview with 
Paoli, at an old house of the Colonnas (where 
Dumas lays the first scene of his ** Corsican Bro- 
thers.") ** For ten minutes we walked backwards 
and torwards through the room, hardly saying a 
word, while he looked at me with a steadfast, keen, 
penetrating eye, as if he seaRhed my Tuy sonL** 
This soon wore off, and they became excellent 
Mends. Boswell did his best to please the Gonrt- 
cans ; went about in a Conrican dreM **wlth an air 
of true satisfacticMi," played to them on his Ante, 
sang Italian and Scotch songs, and finUied with 
Garrick's "Hearts of Oak,'* which he translated 
into Italian for them, to thetr gfeat delight. 
**Coore di qnerco,*' cried they, ** hravo, Ingtesel ** 
It was quite a joyous riot, adds Boswell. Tlie road 
now skirts the Gulf of Yaiinco to 

Saktemb (about 50 kIL), near the river Yalinoo^ 
which has a population of 2,800, living in granite 
houses, black with age. The Tallanto wine pro- 
duced here is the best in the island. It is drank 
on the spot by the growers. The other Condean « 
wines are poor, though capable of great improve* 
m^ut. Tl\) \Xv« Y^ramtrY is the Monte Incudini, 6^510 
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AUZOmiA (5f miles), where the Junction from 
Chellindry (Mulhonse line) vid Gray, falls In. Aox- 
oane, on the Sadne, in department Cdte d*Or, a 
military post of the fourth class, fortified by Yauban, 
1675. Population, 4,700. It has an arsenal, bar- 
racks, powder magazine, Ac.; and it was here that 
the tledgei were made for Napoleon, when he car- 
ried his ordnance over the Great St. Bernard, in 
the winter of 1800. Coach to St. Jean de Losne. 
[St. Jsah ds Losne (16 kil. south-west), an old 
Tillage, in a green spot, down the Sadne, where 
the Canal de Bourgogne Joins, and near the 
month of the Canal du Rhdne au Rhin. It 
sustained a hard siege in 1636. 
Skubbe, 14 miles south-west of this, lower down 
the Sadne, where it becomes navigable, has a 
population of 3,100, and a good trade in grain, 
wood, charcoal, &c.] 
[The stations from Auzonne, on the branch to 
Gray, are as under, all on the Sadne :— 

Lamarche (7i miles). 
Fontailler m mUes). 
Talmay (8f miles). 

MontOObe (6i miles), in department Haute- 
Sadne.

Following the main line from Auxonne, the next 
station is

Ddle (2^ miles), where the branch line to Salins 
turns off. A sous-prdfecture in department Jura, 
pleasantly situated on the Doubs, near the Canal 
du Rhdnc au Khin, with some fine prospects round 
it. Population, 16,610. The streets are steep. 
Besides remains of a Roman amfhitheatre and 
aqueduct, it has an old Hdtel de yille, Vergy tower 
(near the prison), the College de I'Arc (which be- 
longed to the Jesuits), a library of 6,000 volumes, 
with a museum of paintings, by natives of Franche 
Comt6, of which this town was the capital. It was 
given up to France in the thne of Louis XIV. Iron 
and coal are found here. 

Hotel. — ^De Geneve, kept by M. FIntsch; well 
situated, comfortable, and clean. 
{From Ddle, the statioDS to Salins are the follow-

Salins (4i miles) is a town of 7,860 touls, in • 
rocky gorge among the mountains, at the head 
of the Furieuse, and has been rebuilt since the 
great >lre of 1826, by a contribution of 2,000,000 
francs firom all parts of France. It is noted for 
the government salt-works (talmesj^ an im- 
mense pile, above 900 feet long, where salt is 
boiled from the brine springs In the gypsum, 
which corresponds to the new red sandstone of 
Cheshire. Salt is a government monopoly in 
France. There is a good trade in wine, wax, 
honey, and cheese. Mont Poupet, near it, is 
2,490 feet above the sea. (See Route 22.)] 

Returning to D6l0t on the main line, we pass 
down the Doubs and the RhOne and Rhine Canal, 
to

Chief town of department Doubs, a first chiss 
fortress, seat of a military division, of a college, 
archbishopric, academy of sciences, Ac.

This fine old town, one of the strongest and best 
built in France, lies in the old province of Franche 
Comt^, and is the centre of its watch-making 
trade. It is the Vesontio of C»sar, on the DubU,

Across the Rhdne (to the south) is the large and 
curious grotto de Bahne. 

[A. The stations towards Lyons are as follows : — , 

Leyment (4i miles), in a gorge. Mexlmleuz 

(5 miles), under an old castle. Population, 
2,500. MOHtlnel (8 mlles), stands below the 
ancient Mons Lupelli, on the S^reine. Popula- 
tion, 2,800. It was the capital of Vnlbonnes. 
BesmOSt (2i miles). Mlribel m mile^). 
Population, 2,923. Thence to St. Clair, on the 
Rhone, and over to Les Brotteaux, in the 
suburbs of Ljons. See Route 20.] 
From Amb^rieu, the rail passes up the valley of 

tho Albarine, among wooded heights and remains 

of old forts, to 

St. Rambert-en-Bugey (7 miles), or st. Ram- 

bcrt-de-Joux, where the river Br^von falls in, on 
the Albarhie, among mountains, with a population 
of 2,800, employed in the manafacture of linens, 
damasks, silks, velvet, and paper. 
[A pass to the right, 20 kil. long, leads to 
Belley (83 kil.) a sous-prefecture and bishopric, 
on the Furan, near the Rh6ne. It was rebuilt 
after a fire in 1385 by the dakes of Savoy, and 
given up to France, with the district of Bugey, 
1609. 
Tl.c Cathedral has two pillars of a Roman temple 
to Cybele, and a good clock-tower. Hotds. — 
Tioyola; Tissot.] 
The mountain valley becomes more wild to 
Tenay, where the river forms several cascades. 
Thn line ascends, and then descends to the valley 
of Ihe Rhflne, at 

Rossillon (8| miles), marked by an old fortress. 
Through a tunnel cf 1,883 feet, to 
VJjieU'Je-OriUld m miles), where the vine 
be^ijs to appear. PopalAtlojif P50. Coach to 
tfaJJey (a§ above). 



Artemare (2 miles) Here Mont ColomHer^ and 
the fall of Cerveyrien (6 kil.) may be visited. The 
mountain (close to the station) is nearly 6,030 feet 
above sea. The tooth-like peaks of hills about here 
are called molars. 

CulOZ (5 miles), on the Rhdne, under the south« 
side of the Colombier mountain. Here the brandi 
line to Geneva parts off, via Leyssel, &c., as below. 
The direct line to Chamb^ry, crosses the Rhone by 
a bridge of 685 feet, into Savoy, annexed to France 
1860, by the name of department Savcie. The line 
passes under Mont du Chat, along the beautiftil 
lake of Aix, or du Bourget, to 

ChatlllOXI (5 miles). Then to 

Alx-les-Balns (lO miles), in a basin of hills, 
where the branch to Annecy turns off. 

Hotels. — Imperial; Grand Motel de I'Europe; 
Grand Hotel de I'Univers. Steamer on the lako. 
Population, 2,000. 

This is the Roman Aquae Qraiianaey near 
Bourget Lnke, still much frequented for iU 
warm sulphur springs — ^temperature 100* to 11/. 
Casino, bath, reading-room, and park. Mont- 
mellian wine. Excursions to Haute Combe Mon- 
astery, founded 1225; Bourget CasHe; and Bor- 
deaux, under Mont du Chat (5,210 feet high). 
Among Roman remains are a Doric triumj)hal 
arch, and pieces of baths, and a leniple to Venus. 

[The line to Annecy passes by 

Albens (8 miles), where Roman coins of Clau- 
dian, Ac, have been found. Rmnllly (8 
miles), on the Cheron ; the Roman RunUl- 
liacum, with a population of 4,000. Aimecy 
(12 miles), the old capital of the Duchy of 
Savoy, now the chief place of department Hajite 
Savoie, which extends to the Lake of Geneva 
and Mont Blanc. The town (population, 10,740) 
stands on a plain among mountains, near 
Annecy Lake, which is 9 miles by 3, and gives 
outlet to the Fier, a branch of the Rhdne. It has 
cotton factories, print works, glass, paper, and 
steel mills ; also a castle of the former Counts, 
bishop's palace, a cathedral (where St. Francis 
dc Sales, one of its bishops, was buried, 1633), 
and a statue to BerthoUet, the chemist, who 
"MM ft. tvatWe. At Anneeiaeum, the Roman 
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Excursions, on the Lake, to Chftteau Duindt, 
and Ch&tean de Moiithen, where St. Bernard 
was bom ; also to the Castle of Faverges, the 
Boman Fabriacariumt where thoy forged iron 
and copper. It is 2i miles to Geneva, and 30 
to 40 round to Chamoanix and Martigny, under 
Mont Blanc. (See Bradshaw's Sand-Book to 
Sufitzerland).] 

From Aix the line proceeds for 10 miles to 

CHAMBERT. 

Hotels.— De France ; Des Princes. Cost of living, 
8 to 10 fir. a day. Cold tea should be drunk instead 
of water. Population, 18,000. The ancient Camperf- 
aeum, on the Leysse, and former capital of Savoy, 
now the chief place of department Savoie, and an 
nrchbishop's see. It has a cathedral; a Saintc 
Chapelle, at the Castle, built 1230, on a rock, by 
the Counts of Manrienne, its feudal owners; Town 
House, Academy, Theatre; with a Poor House and 
Hospital, founded by a wealthy native, General de 
Boi^ne, who made his money in India, where he 
was in Sciudiah's service. He spent £160,000 on 
his cliateau hure, and died 1830. His statue is 
here Walks, on the Promenade de Vernay, and 
tlie Terrace. To Grande Chartreuse from here is 
about 9 hours, on foot, to 

Montmelian (9} miles), or Montmelllan, a 
fortified post on the Isere, where the line from 
(ircnoble falls in. (iee Route 25.) Follow the 
river to Chamoiuiet (8 miles), which may be further 
ascended by road to Moutiers and the little St. 
Bernard Pass; also round to Annecy and Cha- 
niouiiix ; but tlie rail ascends the valley of the Arc, 

to Aiffuebelie (6 miles). La Ghambra (Ui 
miles , St. Jea" de Maurlenne (Sk miles). The 

line between this and St. Michel was for a time 
blocked up, 1872, by a l.ind slip i mile long, which 
lialt buried the neighbouring Iiouscs. 

»t. Michel de Maurlenne (7i miles), \vherc 

tlie Pass and Tunnel routes of Mont CeniS part off. 
It is about 50 miles by either to Susa, on the Italian 
hi Ic. The Past Route, along the diligence road, is 
t.MVcrsed by Fell's climbing rail in 4 hours. The 
Tunnel RjtUe strikes off nearModaiie,to the south- 
wc3% and passes through Col de Fr^jus by a Tunnel 
n jarJy 8 miles long, to Bardonnechia on the Italian 
f i le, sh'.vrtenlng the distance by two hoars, and 
opened December, 1870, aftwr 12 years' labour.

From Culoz, as above, towards Geneva, the rail 
passes 

Seyssel station (8i miles), opposite the village 
which lies on the Swiss side of the river, and is 
reached by a suspension bridge, with the douanee 
of the two countries upon it. Here Seysul a$phalt4 
is quarried. Pass the iron viaduct of the V4tironee, 
121 feet high. The Pyrimont Seyssel mines ot 
asphalte are close by. The Rocky banks of the 
Rhdne are now pierced by a succession of tunnels, 
the longest being Paradis (3,3 8 feet), opening 
out upon the Credo mountains (5,360 feet high), and 
Arlad Castle. 

Bellegarde (lli miles), a bt^et at the Swiss 
border. Every one coming into France is strictly 
searched. 

Here the fall of the Rhdne, the deep bed of the 
Valserine. may be visited ; also the fine viaduct of 
the Valserine, 820 feet long, on 11 arches. Leaving 
Bellegarde, we enter the grand Credo tunnel, 12,796 
feet long, ventilated by six shafts, the deei)e8t 
being 705 feet down to the line. It took H j ears 
to make. 

The fort of Ecluse, built by Vauban to guard 
the deep pass, becomes visible. Two short tunnels 
of 279 feet and 606 feet, to 

CoUonges (7 miles). Population, 1,280. 

Chancy (if mile). La Flalne (3i miles), the 
fimt place within the Genevese territory.

They malce 
glass, steel, macliinery, railway carriages, silk, 
Ac, here. It is in department Loire. Some dis- 
tance to the right, at Champonost, are to be seen 
man} arches of a Roman aqueduct.

It is well built, and has two churches, a college 
and library, public baths, and a ruined chAteau, 
with many foundries, cotton and silk mills.

/a Fnace. It attuids under Jtfont Pilate (3,616 feet 
fi4g'Ajoouiicbb9d of coal and iron; audtheriver 
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tnms above a hundred factories of Tarious sorts. 
Grindstones are quarried in the neighbourbood, of 
the white sandstone of which the houses ai« Imilt 
The H6M de Viile^ in the Grand Place, is a large 
pile, including the bourse (exchange), chamber of 
commerce (oonseil de prud'bommes), mnsenm of 
minerals and practical arts, and a biblloth^qne of 
5,000 Tolnmes. The ehnrch is of the 11th centniy. 
There are bridges, a school of mines, a college, the 
government gun factory, a salle de spectacle 
(theatre), gas works, ^^c. The rtbbons prodaoed 
here are of great beauty, and worth upwards of 
45,000,000 francs yearly. Aboat 600,000 tons of 
coal are exported.

This town, viA which there is a correspondence 
with Clermont (gee Route 63), was chosen for 
the capital of department Loire, on account of 
being near the middle of it, and stands on the 
Vizezy, under a volcanic rock^ which bears some 
remains of a castle built by the counts of Forey, 
and gpiyes name to the place. 

The old town walls arc gone ; it is ill built ; and 
the only edifice worth notice is Ndtre Dame 
Cathedral Church, founded 1205, by Guy IV., 
Comte de Forey, whose marble effigy, with a 
lion at the feet, is inside. It is a plain Gothic 
\>uWdL\Ti^^,\v«L^Ti%\M\. Qtv<fe\<ywftT completed, and 
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The Prdfocture belonged to the brethren of the 
Oratory ; a library of 15,000 volumes is at the 
college. There are a com market, a salle de 
spectacle, barracks, a hospice, ice. Charles YII. 
sififned a treaty here with the Dake of Savoy. 
It was ravaged by the Calvinist leader, the 
Baron des Adrets, 1562. lo the neighbourhood 
are 4hree mineral springs on the river, one, 
called the Hospital, being the most useful. 

Conveyances to Clermont-Ferrand, Sec 

About 2 kil. south of Montbrison, at Moignt, is a 
round building, about ISO feet diameter, faced 
with pilasters, and commonly called the palace 
cf the Saracens. It is supposed to be the site 
of the Roman Mediodunum. Further south (21 
kil. fnnn Montbrison), is St. Bonnet-le-Chft- 
teau, near Agrippa's Roman way, on the top 
of a hill, on wliich stood the camp of Varus, 
afterwards styled Chftteau-Vair.J 

La Renardi^e m miles). 

St. Oalmler (3 miles). 

MO&trond (6i miles), a little place on the Seine, 
15 kil. from Montbrison (as above), having the 
ruins of an old castle^ with another, called Belle> 
garde, not far off. 

The next station on the main line, is 

FeUTB (6| miles), on the Loire, the old capital of 
Forrez, and the site of the Roman Forum Seqfusia- 
norum^ of which traces are seen, in parts of the 
church, in a mosaic, Ac^ in a house hard by, besides 
parts of columns, aqueducts, Ao. There is a bronze 
statue to Colonel Combes, who fell at Constanthie, 
in Algiers. Population, 2,900. OuUide is an un- 
jfinished churchy begun by Louis XYIIL, as a memo- 
rial to the victims of the Revolution. Mont Lezore, 
a basalt hill, is near.

St. Jodard (6| miles), on a double inclined 
plane. 

Vendrangeft St. Prle (8 mile^), near St. Sym- 
phorien de Lay, wUch has remnants of old walls 
and cotton factories.

Roanne {H miles), the Roman Bhodumna, and 

a sous-prtffectnre in departmentLoire, on that river, 

with 17,400 population, and a trade by water and 

rail in wines (called Benaiaon, 8t. Andrd, Ac), 

cattoa, gnlOf iron, cburcoalt and otiier prodaots. 



It has a good bridge over the Loire, a large choreb, 
baths, a theatre, and a library of 10,000 volumes at 
the college. 

Hence the rail proceeds to St. Qenoalll del 
Fosses, near Vichy and Moullns (»ee Route 46), 
where the junction with the Orleans rail is formed, 
making the direct railway distance of Roanne from 
Paris 280 miles.

of a much later date, an Irregrular collection of 
high-roofed buildings. One long gallery lends 
to the general's apartments, church, kitchen, 
refectory, Ac; another to the clointers, chapter- 
house, and cells for about sixty bretliren and 
servitors. Higher up the stream is a chapel, 
which was St. Bruno's ceil. The monks dress 
in white or brown; they take one meal a day 
with a light supper, alone, but on Sundays and 
holidays they meet in the refector}', some one 
reading while the others eat. 

Strangers are kindly treated, and may get eggs, 
fish, fruit, and sweetmeats, with a good bed, 
for which it is usual to give four francs a-day. 
Ladles are lodged outside the precincts. The 
monks make excellent vegr^table elixir and 
eau de melisse, distilled fV-om the plants around; 
also tooth-powder, and mineral paste called 
boule d'aeier. You come back on tho same 
road, or round to Grenoble, by Sapey, in six 
hours.]

An ancient fortified town, chief place of depart- 
ment Isdre, head of a diocese, and of a military 
division, finely seated on the rapid Isfere (which 
cuts it in two), under a hilly ridge ))00 feet above 
sea, called Mont Rachel. The best view of it is 
from this ridge, which commands a wide prospect 
of 30 leagues, taking in even Mont Blanc. The 
Drac joins the Is^re, near the town. The old 
province of Dftuphin^, of which it was the capital, 
took its name from the dolphu%^ or Dauphin, borne, 
at first In the arms of its old counts and their suc- 
cessors, then by the eldest son of the reigning 
sovereigns.

Arrets. Ndtre Dame Church stands above the 
town, near the prison. The Pr4feetur€ was the 
bishop's palace. Some remains of the old cathedral, 
with traces of wall painting, are on the Barcelon- 
nette road (to the north). About 3 klL off are 
some mineral springs, useful in rheumatism, para- 
lysis, &c. The BrignolUs prunes are grown round 
this place. 

From Digne, on the road to Dragaignan, yon 
pass Baskems (3d kil.) About 30 klL to the left is 
Annot, and its grottoes, near the Savoy border. 

Casteuanb (25 kil.), an old town and 80ua-pr€- 
fecture in department Basses-Alpes, in a defile of 
the mountains, on the Yerdon, which is crossed by 
a bold one-arched bridge. The cliffs on which 
Ndtre Dame chapel stands have a fine view of the 
Mediterranean, Farts of the ancient waUs are left. 
Grasse (see below) is 52 kil. to the south-east, on 
the direct road to Nice.

A small town, the capital of department Var, in 
the old province of Dauphintf, founded in the 5th 
century, stands on the Pis, or Nartnbie, under 
Malmont hill, in a fertile plain bordered by an 
amphitheatre of hills covered with vines and olives. 
The climate is soft and healthy ; the walks around 
are beautiful. 

Before the Revolution it had several convents, 
and the palace of the bishop of Fr^jus. At present 
the buildings worth notice are the square eft)ct-<<NMr 
on the hill, the hoi^ital, in a pretty situation, the 
palais de justice, and the fountains. Qood stone la 
quarried. 

From Dragnlgnan, on the rail to Nice, yon pass 
the junction at Lei Arof (8 miles) ; see Route a6. 
Then

rock^ with t^pela on them, bat Is noted for ft 



ccutle^ where some Provencal gentlemen conspired 
to take Charles V., as ho was passing by at the 
head of his army. 

Fr^JUS (8f miles), the seat of a diocese, in a 
pleasant open spot near the mouth of the Argios, 
on the Mediterranean, was the Forum Juiii (whenoo 
the name comes) of Augustus Caesar, who made it 
a colony for the third legion, and the station for th« 
fleet taken at Actium. 

Hotels,— Dtt Midi ; De la Poste. Population, 
3,200. 

St. Etlenne's Romanesque Cathedral, of the 13th 
century, has some Roman stones in it, and an eight- 
sided baptistry on granite pillars. The bishop*s 
house is Gothic. Various proofs of the ancient im- 
portance of Fr€jus arc left ; among these are— 
parts of the trails ; an oval circus of stone and brick 
(about 650 feet round) ; and the Porte Dor^, or gold 
gate, which led to the harbour (another was called 
CsBsar's Gate, and there were two besides), where 
a quay or mole nuiy be traced, and two gn^anite 
posts and a pharos, or lighthouse, are seen. The 
Roman harbour was about 1,600 feet square, but ii^ 
now a swamp, with an dtang, or pool, in the midst. 
A canal of 2,500 yards led down from it to the sea. 
An aqueduct on one and sometimes two rows of 
arches, 18 or 20 miles long, brought water from the 
Siagne (north-east) to the port and town : parts of 
it still exist. At Villeneuvefarm (2 ka) are remains 
of a temple; another, to Diana, stood on Esterel 
hill. In some rocks, overlooking the sea, is the 
grotto of St. Honorat, founder of St. Serin's Abbey. 
An Italian patois is spoken here. 

At St. Raphael's fishing village, to the south- 
east (2 kil.), near St.Tropez, NapoUon landed from 
Egypt, October, 1799 ; and here he embarked for 
Elba, 1814. He would have landed here on hit 
return in 1815, but for the wind. Julius AgriooUi 
(the father-in- law of Tacitus), and Abbtf Si^yes^ 
the constitntion-maker, were bom hen. 

L'EsTKBBL (14 kit.), or rEstrelle, is near the sea, 
under the range of broken porphyry hills called lei 
Maures (after the Saracens or Moors), which shelter 
this part, like Underdiiff, fa the tsl-i cl^Vs^V'wA. 
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Ijeauty of cultivation, every variety of prospect, 
bill and dAle, and wood and rock, and the distant 
sea." 
Along the coast to 

Agay (12 miles), the next station (whence 
L'Estcrelas above maybe reached) ; followed by 

Cannes (24 miles), a pretty port under the hills, 
on a bay of the Mediterranean, near which (now 
marked by a pilUir) Napoleon landed, 1st March, 
1815, from Elba, with his little army of 800. It 
stands on the site of Oatftta, which the Saracens 
destroyed. The quay is i-lanted and the old church 
is perched on a rock, near an old Gothic ch&teau. 
Lord Brougham's seat, Villa Louise, stands in a fine, 
shady spot, among orange, citron, and other trees; 
and there Is a memorial to him also. There are 
gardens of heUotrope, hyacinth, and other sweet 
flowers. Trade in perfumery, sardines, and an- 
chovies, fruif, wine, oil.

a noble view), with the chapels, kitchens, the re- 
fectory, Ac, of an abbey ^ founded by St. Honorat, 
Bishop of Aries, in 410. A rail from Cannes to 
Grasse is in progress. 

[At 16 kil. north is Gbasse (90 kil. cast of Dra- 
gulgnan), an ancient town and sous-prefecture 
in department Var, among gardens of oranges, 
lemons, roses, and scented flowers, with a 
population of 12,020 souls, who distil essences, 
make perfumery, Ac. Napoleon bivouacked 
hard by, on the rock of Rlbes (near the fn 1), 
on his way to Paris, 1816. There are beautiful 
prospects, taking in the A'ps and the Mediter- 
ranean, as far as Corsica (90 miles). In the 
chapel to the hospital are three pictures by 
RubcHS. Traces of a palace, built by Jeanne, 
Countess of Provence, are seen; besides a 
Roman tower near the Hotel de Ville, and St. 
Hilaire's old chapel.] 
From Cannes the line passes 

Golfe-Jonan (6 miles), to 

AntlbeS (5 miles;, a port and military station, In 
a fine spot under the Maritime Alps, with a jetty 
made by Vauban. Population, 6,000. This was 
the first place summoned by Napoleon, wlien he 
landed from Elba ; and from this, having failed to 
win over the commander, he struck into the country 
over the hills, towards Gap. 

It was planted by the Greek colonists of Mar- 
seilles, like many other towns along this beautiful 
shore. It has a church, on the site of Diana's 
temple, two Roman toicers, traces of a Roman 
theatre, and a pillar to Louis XVIII. The bridge 
over the Brague was carried away by the floods of 
January, 1872; the train went over, and drowned 
thirty passengers, through the neglect of the sta- 
tion master to give timely notice. 

Flowers of all kinds are grown for essences and 
perfumery. 

From Antibes the line proceeds to VeX10e« 
Cagnes (8 xsdles), and 

Var (6 miles), or St. Laurent-du-Var, at Un 
bridge (262 feet long) over the Var, which bringi 
•you Into the new department ofAlpes Maiitiniea, 
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Hotels. — Chaavain's Great Hotel is open all the 
year. Highly recommended, in every respect, to 
English families and single gentlemen. 

Kraft's Hotel de Nice, kept by MM. Kraft (Ber- 
nerhof Suisse); very good situation; excellent 
accommodation. 

Hotel dcs Anglais, belonging to the Mediter- 
ranean Hotel Company Limited, is situated on the 
best part of the Promenade des Anglais.

Hotel de France. — ^Well-known first-c'ass hotel, 
for families and gentlemen. 

Hotel de la Grand Bretagne (Limited Company). 
— First-class establishment, combining comfort with 
moderate charges ; Mr. J. Lavit, manager. 

Grand Hotel de la Paix, kept by Messrs. Gavotto 
and Co. First class and comfortable.

English 
church, in Rue de France. Scotch church, Rue 
Massena. House agent, C. Jougla; where Brad' 
show and the Strangers* List may be had. 

Furnished apartments are taken by the season, 
November to May. Board and lodging m pension, 
5 to ISfr. a day. A medical man should be con- 
sulted as to situation. The suburbs of Carabacal 
and Cimi^s are preferred. Donkeys, invalid car- 
riages, and boats may be hired. 

Nice, the birth-place of Garibaldi, stands under 
Mont Albano, and consists of an old and new town, 
the latter being well-built, and faced by a Pro- 
menade des Anglais, In a line with Quai du 
Midi, &c. Here are the villas, pensions, and hotels, 
surrounded by gardens of palms and other exotic 
plants. The air is pure and healthy; there are no 
fogs, but changes of temperature are rather sudden. 
Fruit is cheap. Fine view from the old castle. 
Steamers come alongside the pier. Boats run to 
Genoa and Corsica. General Anderson, who com- 
manded Fort Sumter at the outbreak of the Ameri- 
can War, died here, 1871. Nice Is in Provence, of 
which the proverb says— "Leave the north for the 
south, the mountain for the plain, the water for 
the land, and France for Provence.** See Bsad- 
8HAW*s Continental Guide for further particulars; 
and, for a good description of the neighbourhood, 
see " Vtfra,** by the Buthor of the " Hdtel du Petit

The road to Genoa, by the Riviere dl Ponente (i.#., 
the Western Edge), or Comlche Road, close to the 
rail, is up and down hill all the way, past a succes- 
sion of picturesque towns, never far from the Mj-'II- 
terranean with its winding bays on one side, and 
the Maritime Alps on the other. 

Villafranca (4 miles), on a bay, where Rus- 
sians have an anchorage, and where the Czarewitch 
Nicholas died, 1865. Past a point 2,100 feat high, 
to 

Bsaulieu (2 miles), and Eza (8 miles), where 
was a Temple of Isls. 

Monaco (C miles), a principality belonging to 
the Grimaldi family, near a fine bay. Here are an 
old castle or palace ; a ci\thcdra], where miracle 
plays are acted on Good Friday; and a publie 
gaming table. 

Monte Carlo (2 miles), and 

Cabbe-Roquebnme (3 miles) ,;or Roccebmna, 
so called from the bold dark rock on which it la 
planted. 

Menton, or Mentone (4 miles), a winter place 
for invalids. Population, 6,000. Hotels, — De la Me- 
diterran^e; Du Pavilion. A small town in a beau- 
tiful spot, sheltered by mountains, between two 
bays; with two English churches, a Scotch, and 
French Protestant church; and English resident 
physicians. It contains some steep streets of tall 
houses, three churches, and St. Giorgio's Cathedral. 
The river Coreilie leads up among the hills to 
Castiglione behind. Here Archbishop Tait win- 
tered, 1870-1. The rail is now open to Savona, 
following the road over the Italian frontier, past 
the old town of 

Ventlmlglia. See Bbadshaw*s Hand-Book to 
Italy, 



Grenoble to Briangon, Embmn, and Turin. 

Distance to Brianfon, about 68 miles. 

Grenoble, as in Route 25. From this by Bona- 
parte's noble mountain road into Italy, begun 1804, 
to YiziLLX (18 kil.) in the same route; then Lnr&T

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fUp the valley of Vencon, to the south-east, past 
St. Christophe and La Btomde, brings yott to

niroogh the wild and deep Alpine passes of 
Infeniets and Malval to GBAVs-SN-OTSAifS (0 
leagues), near several falls. 

YiLLABB, or ViLLABD d'Abxhs (1 league), near 
another deep pass of the Rpmanche, and at the 
bottom of the 

Col db Lautssxt (1 league), a pass which is 6,860 
feet above the sea, commanding fine prospects. 
Near the top stands the small hospice of the Made- 
leine, founded in the 11th century, by the Dauphin, 
Humbert II. 

Le Lavzet (1 league). 

MoNESTiEB (2 leagues), in the valley of the 
Guisanno, has some warm wiphur springs^ which 
are used in the season. Population, 2,600. 

BRXAR90N (4 leagues), a sons-pr^fectnre in depart- 
. ment Hautes-Alpes, and a very strong military 
frontier town of the first class, on the Durance; 
about 5,900 feet above the sea, in an amphitheatre of 
heights, crowned with seven fcrts^ the highest of 
which is 2,800 feet above the lower ones. Separate 
aig-aag ways lead to them, and ther communicate 
with each other by tunnelled galleries. A triple 
line of walls surround the town. Its streets are 
very steep and irregular; a bridge of 130 feet span 
crosses the deep bed of Clarke, built 1684. Popu* 
lation, 4,510. 

It was the Roman Brigantium FtoM, and forms 
the key of France, on this side of the Alps. Popu- 
lation, 4,850. The manna was considered one of 
the ** wonders " of Dauphin^. 

lioUL—De la PaU. 

From this you come to LaVachette, at the foot of 

Mont Oenkvre (11,790 feet high), on the other side 
of which rises one head of the Po. Thence to 

BoDBO MoMT-GsiriyBB (2 leagues), a small place 
of 400 souls, where the dpuane or frontier custom- 
house is placed. There is a pillar to Napohon here, 
66 feet high, and a hospice founded by Humbert n., 
and rebuQt 1804. By this route Charles YIII. 
eatered Italy, 1494, and BelJeisle and his army, 
Jr^Z The drat place on the Italian aide is Cesanne ;

La Bkss^b (17 kil.), near the Val Louise (which 
leads up the lofty Mont Pelvoux, already mentioned, 
to the west), and near, also, to a cave called Anona 
des Vdudois, where 8,000 of tl)ese suflCaring worthiw 
were smothered, or slain, by Charles Till., in 1488. 

La Roche (7 kil.), leads into Val Fressini^re, 
where Felix Neff is buried. He lived clxiefiiy at Ia 
Chalp, in Val d'Arvieux. 

Plan db Phazy (10 kil.>, on the Durance, where 
the Guil joins it, is near Mont Daupliin, which has 
a strong frontier fortress, by Vauban. Up the Guil, 
through the valley of Queyras, you come to ffatf* 
lestra^ where EngUsh prisoners were confined in the 
war. Then to Yey er and the deep gorge of Chapelue. 
Further on to the village of Ville-Yieille, opposite 
the Fort de Qfteyras^ which stands ipost picturesquely 
on a peak by itself, hi the midst of snowy heights. 

Val d'ArtfieuZt Vol Feroa, Ac, which stretch 
around this, are consecrated by the labours whtdi 
Felix Neff carried on among the Protestant Yaudds 
(<.«., valley people), who have for ages made this 
desolate region theb: asylum. At the head of tlw 
Guil are Aiguille, Abries, Ristolas, and Mont Ftio 
and its glaciers, 18,840 feet high, on the Ittdian 
border, round which are passes into Piedmont to 
la Torre, <bc., the " ancient fold *' of the Yaudois. 

Embbun (13 kiL), a sous-pr€fecture and fortified 
town, among the hills, on the top of a rock, over 
the Durance, and called by the Romans, EhrodunMm. 
It was the seat of an archbishop, and has the Gothic 
cathedral of Ndtre Dame, wliich beaxa a good halt 
Romanesque spire, and had the image of our Ladg 
of Embrun, so much reverenced by her moat pious 
servant, Louis XL The palace^ now a barrack, is 
close to the old tower called 7b«r Brune. A. boase of 
correction supplants the seminary for the Jesuits. 
Trade in wine, fruit, cattle, Ac. Population, 4,6001 

From this it is 40 kil. to Gap (see Route 26). 

Uarselllea to Ais and IHgna. 

By rail to Aix and Meyrargaes, thence by road. 
Distance about 164 kil., or 95 miles. 

The direct distance to Aix by road is 29 kil-t poat 
Les Pin, near Yiste Hill, which commands a fin* 
distant prospect of Marseilles.

— St. Mare (6 

kil.), a little higher, has an old chAteau fort in 

the pass of Vauvenargues. Further up is 

Vauvenargues 11 klL), at the bottom of 

Mont Vietoirt, so called from the famous victory 
of Marius over the Teutons, 125 B.C. It has a 
castle of the 1 4th century, with a hermitage at 
the top of the mountain, 3,420 feet high, where 
a fSte is kept, 24th April.]

Mesnrargues (lO miles), on the Durance, which 
the rail Is intended to cross, in or.lcr to follow the 
river towards Forcalquier.

[Rabjols (20 kil. cast), in n picturesque spot, fre- 
quently visited by sketchers. It stands in an 
amphitheatre, among woods and waterfalls.

St. Paul-les-Duu.\nce (13 kil.). near Mirabeau*s 
family chAteau^ where he lived when a boy. 

[About IS kil. to the north of it is Manosque, on 

the Durance, a town of 5,U53 souls, who carry 

on a good trade in olives, oil, truffles, and 

eaux-de-vle.]

Here the line runs up across the 
windings of the Loire, by 23 tunnels, and several 
viaducts, in the midiit of Hne mountain scenery. 
[The high road to Puy, on the left, passes 
MoxiSTBOL (10 miles from Fhrmluy), between 
two valleys, having remains of an Ursullne 
convent, and the country-seats of the bishop of 
Puy, now a ribbon factory. Population, 4,620. 
YssiNOEADX (20 kil.), a sous-prefecture in de- 
partment Haute-Loire, with a population of 
7,600, and no remarkable building, except a 
modern church.] 
Retoornac (71 miles), the next station, is fol-

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d'Anis, and then Puy, or FuUh, i.e., a peak, from 
the volcanic mountain on whose north and west 
sides it lies, sloping in a remarkably picturesque 
way towards the Borne, which valley joins those 
of the Dolaison and Loire close by. 

This conical peak, in the midst of a circle of 
otlicr rugged volcanic hills covered with vineyards, 
&c., is 2,484 feet above the sea, or 460 feet above 
its own spreading base; A:om which the lava-built 
houses, with their tiled roofs, rise in tiers, past the 
Cathedral, the gardens of the seminary, Ac, to the 
t^ip, called the Roche de Comeille, and crowned by 
tlic ruined ca&tle. Viewed from the Pont St. Jean, 
this top oflfers a rough likeness to Henry IV., with 
his aquiline nose, moustache, and beard. 

On the east of Mont d'Anis, is a sharp peak of 
volcanic breccia, nearly 300 feet high, called 
L'Aiguilhe, or L' Aiguille (the needle), on which is 
the little spire Chapel of St Michel, seemingly in- 
accessible, but reached by a spiral of 218 steps. It 
\» in the Romanesque style of the 10th century. 
Dclow, between the peaks, is the "temple of 
Di.inn," a little seven-sided Romanesque Chapel of 
Sf, C!aii\ now used as a bam or a tlieatrc. From 
t)ie very sloping position of the town, the streets 
are too irregular and steep for carriages : Ihoy are 
paved with lava. One old gate has g^reat machi- 
colated towers on each side. A flight of 120 broad 
seps brings you up to the 

CatJiedral, which stands with its back to the rock, 
nnri is built of Invrt, in a half Romanesque style. It 
lias two piUiird of red porphyry in front, an isolated 
pyramidal spire and low towers, a nave of three 
aisles on great pillars, good carved pulpit, a paint- 
ing of the Innocents, a carving on wood of St. 
Andrew's martyrdom, and an altarof divers colours, 
on which stands an ebony image of the Virgin in 
gold brocade, brought (they say) from Egypt, by 
St. Louis on his return from the Crusades, 1254; a 
gift which produced many pretended miracles, 
besides an abbey and convents, and many royal 
visits. The bishop of Le Puy wag, by custom, 
president of the States of Velay. 

A large priests' seminary and the hospital stand 
no ir the cathedral. At the collie (which has a 
chnpel with an Italian front) la a library of />,000 
v.ilumes. 8t. Laurenfs great church n Basse Ville, 
near the bridge, contains the modern effigios of Du* 



guesclin, copied from those destroyed by the Barou 
des Adrets, when ho and his fierce Calvinists at- 
tacked the town. A new Hdtel de Ville is in Place 
des Brcuil ; and at the Museum is a collection of 
pictures, Roman antiquities, minerals, and fossils. 

Manufactures of blond and cotton lace, woollen 
goods, leather, skins for wine bottles, muleteers* 
hats, and bells, Ac Coaches to Clermont, St. 
Etienne, Mende, and Tain station, on the Marseilles 
line. 

Among the various ofy'eets o/ notice in the neigh- 
bourhood (of which the Roche de Corneille com- 
mands a fine prospect), arc — the Orgues d'Espally 
(west), the ehdteaux of Polignac, St. Vidal, and 
Loudes (north-west), ch&teau of Ceyssao (south- 
west), RocJie Rouge, or Rod Rock (east), the cavemcs 
des F6es, the lac de Limagnc, and numerous vol' 
canic peaks. 
[PoLiGNAO (3 kil.) is a village near the Borne, 
roimd the base of a basalt mass, crowned by 
the fine keep and round towers of the ruined 
castle of the Polignac family, which stands on 
the site of a temple of Apollo {ApoUonicum^ 
whence the present name), and was destroyed 
at the Revolution. Its seigneurs were styled 
" Kings of the Mountains." At 18 kil. beyond 
this, up the river, near Allbgre, is the Cratfero, 
or D6me de Bar, a perfect crater, 1,«>60 feet 
diameter, and 127 deep, the sides being planted 
with beeches. 
Orgues d'Espally (2 miles west of Puy) on the 
Borne, is a striking pyramidal mass of basalt 
pillars, like the pipes of an organ (orgues), 
at the top of which are traces of a ch&teau, 
where Charles VII., when nearly all France 
was lost to hin, was proclaimed by the States 
of Velay, 1424. One of the best views of le Puy 
is got here. 
At 30 kil. south-cast-by-south of le Puy is 
Mont Mezenc, in the Cevcnncs, the highest of the 
volcanic range of Ardfeche (1,940 yards above 
the sea), at the head of the Lignon, Gazelle, 
Erieux, &c., and not far from the Gerbier de 
Jones (1,710 yards), at the Loire's head. 
Mont Mezenc has the two fine falls of la Roche 
and la llaume, on the west side, 82 and 98 feet 
down; and commands one of the noblest vt««^ 
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Chacobkac (Li kn.) About S UL WMt of thli 
is Bcuehet Jake^ in the crater of a TOleanie peak, 
14,760 feet round, and 92 feet de^ 

Lakdos (8 klL) 

Pbadeujbs (8 kil.) where a road tarns <^to An- 
benos in Ard^che (*ee Roate 29). 

LaogQgne (6 kil.), a station on the Nismes and 
Clermont-Ferrand line («ec Route 31). 

CnATEAUKEUF-RxNDON (19 kil.), on a rodsy 
height, belonged to the seigneurs of G^raodan, and 
was defended by the old castle of Randon, which 
the English held, 1380, when they gare it op to 
JOugueuHn, who died in the meantime, and to 
whom a pillar was set up at Bitarelle, 1820. 
Dngnesclin was a gentle soldier for that rugged 
agn. On his death-l)ed, he .desired his people to 
remember, that wherever they made war, church- 
men, women, children, and the poor, were not 
Uieir enemies. 

At 19 klL further is 

MENDE. 

Hotels. — ^Du Pavilion; Crey; Rosier, &c. 
The stations for this place, ou the Clermont and 
Nismes line, are Alais and Yillcfort Popula- 
lion, 6,960. 

Chief town of department Loz^re, seat of a 
bishop, &c., in the fertile valley of the Lot, among 
the Margerldo mountains (a range of the Ceven- 
nos), one of which, Mont Mimat^ 3,600 feet above 
the sea, or 650 above the town (to which it gave 
name), has the hermitage of St. Private who was 
martyred here by the Vandals. He is called the 
apostle of t?ie Gabale^ or people of G^vaudan. The 
streets arc naiTOW aud crookod, but ornamented 
with many fountains. Country houses are perched 
on the Iillld around. 

Tbe Cathedral^ with two tall Gothic spire towers 
(one slender and well carved), stands on the site ot 
St. Privat's grave. At the old episcopal palace, now 
used for the Prefecture, is a gallery of pictures, 
some by Bdnard. The library contains 7,000 
volumes. There is a college, a priests' seminary, Ac.

Corinthian ptlastevs, Ae<i 9it each ftoe.-i-fia9- 
BOls (9 kil.), and the solphor springs hl^er vp^ 
the Lot.->SL Julien-de-Tonmel, 8 kit falglwr 
up, a seat of the k>rds ot GMvaudan.

From Mende, <m the road to BodM a&d AlU,

Babiac (9 miles) on the Lot ; 11 kU. to ths 
north-west of whidi is 

Maeybjols, a 8ons-pr€fectnre of nearly 4,8S0 
population, in the valley of tbe Colagne ; it was 
nearly destroyed by the royal forces under the Doe 
de Joyeuse, 15S6, but restored by Henry IV., and 
is well built. The springs about hare a good 
dyeing quality. 

Chanac (7 kil.), OB the Lot, has remains of Druid 
stones near it, and, upon the cVfh above, an old 
dtdteau of the bishops of Mende. At 8 kil. to the 
north-east, on the Colagne, at Chirac, are several 
other Druid monuments, and a spot called (Hn»- 
tikre des Anglais, where the English were defeated 
in the 14th century. 

La Caitoubgue (10 ML), in a fertile valley, where 
the serg^ stuffs of Canourgue are made, has re- 
mains of an ancient fort of St. Amand. Much 
Roman pottery was found here, 1829. At 5 kU. 
to north of it, is the church of St. Salmon, btdlt by 
Pope Urban V. A bridge over the Lot, leads frran 
it to tlie village of Mont^hieu^ so called beeanse a 
eolony of Jews were settled here before the 14th 
century. 

Ssvbbac (20 kil.), in department iLrvynm, la on 
the Biaur, above which is the oU efeftleaa of its 
marquises, built in the 17th century; sqnara, with 
comer towers. 

MiLHAu (90 kil.) or MnxAu, a sotos-pr^feetnre fai 
Aveyron, of 12,640 souls, and the ancient .^fiscCK- 
anmn, in a pretty part of the Tarn. It suffered is 
the Albigensian wars, and was one of th« first te 
accept the reformed faith, in 1S84, when the mar- 
riage of the Benedictine prior with the Abbess of 
Arpajonie took place here. General assembOet 
were frequently held in the town, «ttd it Is still 
chiefly Protestant. The stone bridge was rebuilt 
1817 ; a suspension bridge is of later date. There 
e,t« i^ool walks about. Good «we-«allk eh»eu

St. Aptrxqus (38 kil.) or St. Fbic, s Boos-prtffec- 
tnre of 6,810 seals, in a rocky part of the Sorgae, 
has many old Grothic houses, and parts of the walls, 
built 1357, but which Louis XIII. dismantled for 
its attachment to Protestantism. An old hospital 
is ased for the Jiairie, and stands opposite the new 
palais de Justice. The neighbouring hiUs are 
covered with vineyards and orchards. Good cloth 
is made, and it has a trade in cheese, wool, Ac. 
[At 12 kil. south-south-east, are the warm mineral 
$ttiphur wUers of Silvanit (104* temperature), 
which are used from June to September. About 
kil. south-west of this, near the little village 
of Pont-de-Csmar^, on the Dourdon, are the 
cold eaux-geueuset, or carbonic acid gas springs 
of Andabre and Prugnes, which taste some- 
thing like 8oda> water.] 
St. Sebnin (32 kil.), on the Banco, at the bottom 
ef a circle of mountains. About 16 kil., south-east, 
is Belmont, on the slant of a rock over the Bauce, 
with a good spire to its church. 

La Fbatsse (84 kil.), in department Tarn; 38 klL 
beyond which is 

Albi (see Bonte 63) on the line to Tolonse and 
Castres.

weeks* siege, by Louis XIII., the walls rated, and 
the garrison put to the sword. 

Some old houses are seen, and the modem streets 
are well laid out. It contains a Catholic churcli, 
Protestant temple (on the castle site), palais de 
justice, with a four-column portico ; college for 800 ; 
biblioth^quc of 3,000 volumes; large new prison, 
and hospital. 

Silk goods, leather, oil, spirits, Ac, are made. 

[Antntiffutt (80 kil. west-south-west) is flnetf 
seated at the Volane*s head, among forests of 
chestnuts, Ac., on masses of basalt and beds of 
lava, which were thrown out by the neigh- 
Ixmring volcanoes ; especially one, called Coup^ 
SAiaac^ having a regularly shaped crater, now 
filled up by trees. The mouiUain$ of Mezenc, 
Gerbier-de-Joncs, and other peaks of the Ccvi n- 
nes, are in view.] 

AuBBiTAS (30 kil.), a depot for the silk trade of 
the Ardbche (population, 8,530), among the vol- 
canic peaks of the Coiron mountains, wltich are 
covered with vines, olives, mniben-iei^ Ac. It 
stands on a hill, over the river Ard^che, above 
which rise its spire and domed dinrches, an<l tlie 
towers of its H6ta de n/2e, once a castle of the 
Omano and Harcourt families. Parts of the town 
walls remain; and the college and hospice deserve 
notice. 

Silk and cotton are spun, and paper, Ac, madet 
t trade in silk, leather, com, wine, oil, chestnuts, Ac 
Coach to Mont^limart station. 






[Vals (5 kil. north-north-west), up the Volaiie. 
which makes several falls, in a most picturesque 
spot, is noted for its tonic mineral water$; and 
is near the Pont de Bridon^ where the lava l>eds 
and basalt rocks, abo e-mentioned, begin. Tt.e 
waters are drunk between June and Septem 
ber. At 14 kil. north-west is

Population, 54,300, one-third of whom are Pro> 
testants: there are 150,000 in the department. 

^* Objects of Notice. — Cathedral — ^Maison 
Carrie— Amphitheatre — Temple of Diana— Tour 
Magnc—Porte de France — Porte d*Auguste. 

This old city, the capital of department Oard 
(part of Langwdoc\ seat of a bishop, a Protestant 
consistory, a college, Ac, is most remarkable for 
Its monuments of Roman antiquity. It stands in 
the dusty, unattractive, though fertile plain of the 
Vistre, near the Garrigues hills, or beginning of 
the Cevcnncs range. Some think it was founded 
by tho Marseilles Greeks; the Romans, however, 
who took it, 121 B.C., and called it Nemautus, were 
its greatest benefactors, and, under Agrippa, built 
the baths, aqueduct (from Pont da Gard), Ac; 
while Antonine, whose ancestors were natives, 
constructed the amphitheatre. It was then two or 
three times larger than now. The Vandals (407), 
Saracens (720-7), and others, so reduced it by their 
lavages, that, in 1336, it had only a population of 
400. It was a sort of republic, under consuls, Ac, 
from 1226 till 1655, when it was finally johied to 
the French crown. 

The best general view of Nismes is from the hill, 
near the barracks, or from the Tour Magne, which 
overlooks a vast ranga of country. The old town, 
or Cit^, is a heap of small dirty streets, surrounded 
by the Grand Court and the faubourg^s of the 
modem town ; this Cours, on the site of the boule- 
vards, is well planted, and set off with delightfal 
gardens. In Cours Feucb^res, near the station, is 
A haudsome AuntaJa, erected 1847; and on the 



Esplanadt is a still finer fountain, dedicated to th«, 
city, by Questel, with colossal figures by Pradier. 
Many of the lowest streets are named after emperort 
and noted men, as Adrian, Yidal, a judge, Baduel 
and Petit, the scholars, Saurin, the divine, Trancat, 
who planted the first mulberries here, Ac. Its later 
buildings are not of much consequence. 

The Cathedral, in the Cit^, is an irregnlar pile, 
with bits of all styles in it, from the Byzaut|ne 
downwards ; the oldest part, near the tower, bclnif 
of the 11th century (the base, they say, was part 
of a Roman temple) ; while the rest belongn to thii 
16th and 17th centuries. It contains a picture o( 
the Baptism, and tombs of Fl^chler and Cardinal 
Bemis. 

St. PauVst in Place de la Madeline, is a modem 
buQding, in the Byzantine and Romanesque stylea, 
begun 1835, by Questel, and much admired by the 
Nlmois. Lengtii, 200 feet; height of spire, 177 
feet. The figures over the portal are by Colllna, 
and the teall paintings^ which form some of the 
most considerable works, in this style, of the present 
day, are by H. Flandrin. 

The churches of the college, and of St. Bandlle, 
are also seen, the latter having a good facade. 
There are two Protestant churches. Grand and 
Petit Temple (a Protestant church was founded at 
early as 1550, by G. Moget); and a synagogue in 
Rue Rousny. 

An Hdtel Dieu, founded 1318, by Raymond Rosl, 
was rebuilt 1830; Richard's large A^pifol, for old 
people, foundlings, and lunatics, was founded 1688, 
and enlarged 1811. The Palais de Justice, in the 
clnraical style (after the Propylaa at Athens), wne 
built 1826, on the site of Plotinus's Roman basUiea, 
near the railway station and Cours Feuch^res. 

Maison CcntraU de Detention (house of detention), 
on the site of Vauban's citadel and Fort de Rohan, 
serves for 13 departments, and has room tor 1,200. 
The bibliothbque of 40.000 volumes and MSS., it 
connected with the cabinet of natural history. On 
the site of the Recollets convent is the Theatre^ by 
Mcunier, with an Ionic portico of 16 pUlam. Not 
far from this is one of the great antiquarian tiea- 
sures of the city, the 

Maison Ca/rrie (Y.e., Square House), the comroot 
name of a beautilul Temple^ founded «&s&atsc \k^ 
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' At ontt time it WM used M a church (St Bttennt), 
then, in the Uth century, m the Hdtel de VUle, 
then M a stable (by one Brueys), and latterly ai 
I part of the Austin convent ; but it is now restored 
j with great care, and occupied as a Mtueum and 
I picture gallery, in which are Delaroche's well- 
I known " Cromwell," and Sigalon's "Nero." 

It stands inside a railing, on a stylobate or base- 
ment, 314 <®et high, to which fifteen steps lead ; is 
externally 82} feet by 40; and is surrounded on 
three aides, by fluted Corinthian pillars, haying 
rich capitals, supporting a well-carved cornice and 
frieze. Of the pillars, ten are in he north portico 
(six in front) ; and the ten down each side are (some 
of them) half let into the wall, but not at equal 
distances. The door under the portico, 9f feet by 
91, leads into the temple itself, which is 52} feet by 
86, and 36 feet high, and lit from the roof. Car- 
dinal Alberoni was so charmed with this work that 
he said it ought to have a gold case; and Colbert 
and Napoleon thought of transporting It, stone by 
stone, to Versailles. It is open to the public on 
Sunday, but may be visited at any time by strangers 
with passports. 

The Ar^nes (arena) or AmphUJieatre, the best 
preserved one existing, after that at Verona, stands 
in an open space, and is an oval, lying east and 
west, 4374 feet by 332} outside ; 226i feet by 124} 
inside; 1,175 feet round; 70 feet high (inside, the 
ground is 7} feet lower). It is composed of two 
rows, of sixty equal arches each, in a plain Tuscan 
or Doric style, with a cornice between the rows, 
pilasters between the arches in the first row, and 
pillars between those in the second. These arches 
communicate with the corridors and passages 
leading inside. Four principal entrances front the 
points of the compass, that on the north being dis- 
tinguished by a pediment and two carved bulls. 
On the north-east side yon may trace bas-reliefs ot 
fighting gladiators, and the story of Romulus and 
Remus, suckled by the Wolf; and round the top 
(which is broken towards the east) are holes for the 
poles, upon which the awning was spread. In the 
inside are remains of the 32 rows of seats (16 or 17 
may be traced), made of enormous stones, and 
rsjtjsred in four divisions, according to the rank of 
Me Bitten, who auae in and out by the passages or 
romJtoriea. It majrbAve held from 18,000 to 20,000

one at Aries, and only one-lborth of the Colo^aeiiati 
and was nsed not only for the inbnman gladiator 
combats, but for naumachia or aca-flghta, water 
being brought to it by the great Pont da Gard 
aqueduct. Machlcolated towers were at one thus 
annexed to this classic pile ; and it was turned into 
a castle, to which the church of St. Martin was 
added (inside) in the 11th century; bat this and 
the houses piled against it have been long removed, 
and it is now taken proper care of. Some may 
even think that it has been restored too carefully. 
Wild bulls fh>m the Camargue are sometimes 
baited here. A fine moonlight view may be enjoyed 
from the hills to the north. 

At a beautiftd spot, near Place de la BoqueriSb 
called Jardin dt la Fontaine^ after a spring whidi 
rises at the Creux de la Fontaine, and supplies the 
town, are the remains of the 

Templt of Diana^ built by Augustus, and rained 
by Charles Martel, afteifhe had driven out the Sara- 
cens. It is used as a bath; the great aqueduct 
came in here, into a chfttean d*eau or reservoir, 
lately discovered. M. Crespon has a moaeum of 
natural history here Beyond this, on Mont Cava- 
lier, is the 

Tour Magne (Great Tower), a consplcnons nurk 
for the city, and commanding a great sweep of 
view. It is a ruin, six-sided at bottom, and eight- 
sided above, where it narrows; about 110 feet 
high (it might have been 180 once), and 65 feet 
through at bottom — ^the top being less than half as 
much ; and built of rough stones, with an arched 
base pierced with windows, and remains of four 
Ionic pilasters on one side, in the upper storey. 
There is no staircase or roof. Some think It was a 
Roman watch tower, others a mansoleum. Behind 
the cypresses, here, was the burial ground, where 
urns, amphorsB, pottery, and bones have been found. 

Out of ten Roman Oates in the ancient walls, tteo 
are left. That called Porte de FtxoKe^ near t e 
hospital, on St. Gilles road, is a single plain arch, 
22i feet high, 13| wide, with round towers at the 
sides. Porte d'Auguste, on the Domitian way, or 
road to Rome, is more ornamented than the other, 
and was built in the year 7 B.C., along vrith the 
wall, as an inscription to Augustus testifies. It has 
four arches through it, two large and two small, 
'wUYv an IcmVc CKkVaxau \M»V^<wa V«^ <4<iclDtthlM| 
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Among the ancient buadiners whieb have disap- 
peared were the Capitol, on the site of the gen* 
darmerie; the Baths, in Porte St. Antoine; Basi- 
lica, where the Palais de Justice now stands, Ac. 
Charles VI. bailt a castle near Porte des Cannes; 
pulled down 1693. 

Several Protestant martyrs were burnt, 1551, in 
Place de la Salmandre (the crest of Francis I.); 
and on Place de Boucaire, Roland and other Cami- 
sard leaders were burnt, 1705. Besides the Col- 
lege, there are a large priests' Seminary, and 
schools of the Brothers of Christian Doctrine; 
also Protestant schools attached to an Orphan 
home and a Normal school. A Protestant Ceme- 
tery is on the Alais road, with **Aprks la mort.le, 
Jugement*' (after deaih, the judgment) orer the 
gate; beyond it are the stone quarries in the Gar* 
rlques hills. Tertiary fossils are found on Pay 
d'Autel, a hill to the south-west, towards St. Cos- 
sairo, where the telegraph stands. 

Of the three railway stations, or embarcad^res, for 
Alais, Beaucaire, and Montpellier, that for the last 
is the best, and is 828 feet long. The people are 
rough and independent in their manners, and 
divided into two distinct religious and hostile 
parties, formerly styled Grand and Petit Croix. 
Though the climate is better than that of Mar- 
seilles, it is still too cold and exposed to the mis- 
tral and vent-dc-blse, for persons in weak health. 
(Lee's Companion to the Continent.) 

Wheat is thrashed in the open air by horses ; and 
the plough, or charrue, still keeps its classic shape. 
The dry and parched district round Nismes, and 
extending to Aigrnes-Mortes, is to be irrigated and 
reclaimed by means of the Rhdne, by a company, of 
which Lord Ward is president. 

Among its natives are Nicot, who brought tobacco 
into France ^called Nicothia, after him), and Guitot, 
the statesman ; Reboul, tiie baker-poet, is a resi- 
dent; Cavalier, the Camisard leader, was also a 
baker. He died a pensioner at Chelsea Hospital. 
Eleven Protestant pastors are stationed here. The 
Rev. F. OotUhier, whose life has been written 
by his nephews, the VlUemins, laboured here for 
nine years. 

The manufactures are shawls, gloves, silk goods, 
/fo^inn, eMrp9t» (MtFlesti^r'p factory), pfaoos, steam 



engines ; there is a trade also in grain, wine, e*iix- 
de-vie, olive oil, drugs, essences, Ac* 

Conveyances by rail to Alais (2 hours), by rail to 
Alais, Besseges, Grand Combe, Clermont, Ac, (see 
Route 31). Carriages to Pont du Gard, 12 franca 
there and back (see Route 20). 
[At 4 kil. south Is Caissargues, which has good 
fishing in the Vistre, and had a castle, pulled 
down 1574. Names ending in argues^ so com- 
mon hereabouts, are derived from ager^ a field, 
as in this name— Cassil agcr, •'.«., Cassias* 
field, or farm. — Abvut 15 kil. further on is 
Oilles-hs-Boueheries, in a vine country, on a rock 
near the Canal dc Btaucairc, and so called 
after iS/. Oilles abbey, of which the highly carved 
Romanesque church of the 12th century re* 
mains, having behind it St. Gilles* satw^ or 
spiral staircase. The Kniglits-Tcmiilars had • 
priory here. Distilling, &c., are carried on. 
Raymond, Count of Toulouse, was absolved here 
by the pope's legate, after being scourged, 1209, 
and here Clement IV. was bom.— Nearly 80 kil 
further south, among the sand hills at tha 
mouth of the Petit Rhdne, is Les Saintes Maries^ 
and its ancient fortified church, with towers and 
battlements, and curious carvings, and four 
paintings on wood by King Ren^.j 
t Leaving Nlmes, the next station Is 

St. C^8air6(li mile), with little to arrest atten- 
tion, any more than those which follow. 

Milliaad (2 miles) is approached in a cutting. 
Population, 1,650. 

Bemls (U mile). 

Uchaud (li mile), or Uchaux, In the midst of 
vineyards. 

[12 kil. sou^h of It is Vauvert, i.e. Valde-vert (or 
Green Valley), the centre of the wine district in 
this quarter, and once the site of a chfitean, 
visited by St. Louis, and pulled down, 1628. 
An old castle (Beauvoison) of the Templars is 
near.] 

The road Is crossed by a Roman brige over the 
Vidourle, where we enter department H^rault. 

Vergeie (Si miles). Here are some old mineral 
wrings, oseftil in rheumatism, Ac. 
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waters,** (the significAtion of its name), in the fonn 
of caax-de-vie. Population, 1,700. 
GallariraOB (U mUe). Population, 2,100. 
LiUiel (3^ miles), a town of 6,740 souls, in depart- 
ment H^rault, trading in muscat or sweet wines, 
liqneurs, eaux-de-vie, fmit, grain, A;c, and stand- 
ing among vfbeyards and oliveyards, with a spire 
chnrch. It had a famous synagogue in the 16th 
century, and walls, which Richelieu razed, 1632, to 
punish the Huguenots. 

ffoUlt.'—Du. Palais National; Du Grand Soleil 
(Sun). 

Here the line f^om Aries (28 miles) comes in. (Sec 

Eonte 20.) 

(At 12 Icil. north, is SoxMitBBS, a thriving place 

of 3,600 population, up the Vidourle, under an 

old castle, and having large manufactures of 

flannel, cloth, &c. Not far off is VilU VieilU 

("i.e.. Old Town), where a Roman bridge and 

other antiquities have been discovered by M. 

E. Dumas, an eminent geologist here. Hotel. — 

Dn Soleil d*Or (Golden Sun). 

At 15 Ul. south, on the salt marshes near the 

sea, is 
AiGUES-MoRTES, ou the Grand Roubine and 
other canals. At first there was a Benedictine 
abbey, called Psalmodi, here (restored 788 by 
Charlemagne), of which the gate tower is left. 
In 12 18 bt. Louis built a castle and the Tour de 
Constance^ which is 94 feet high, l)esides a tur- 
ret of 85 feet on top ; walls were added by his 
son Philip, and the place now offers a complete 
specimen of a fortified town of that age, with 
its towers, battlements, machicolations, ditches, 
Ac. Louis XIV. confined some unhappy Pro- 
testants in the Constance Tower for 85 years ; 
another is called Tour des Bourglgnons, from a 
massacre made by the Dauphin's troops, 1421, 
when the fort was held by the Burgundians, 
whose bodies were thrown here. The clock- 
tower is of the 13th century. A canal led 
down to the Grau-Louis, or harbour, on the 
Mediterranean, whence St. Louis (Louis IX.) 
•mbarlced for the Crusades, 1270, and where 
Charles V. lAnded to hold his interview with

Capital of department Htfrault Ol>art of the pro- 
vince of Languedoc), seat of a military division, of 
a bishopric, <kc., on a rocky hill, near the Mosson, 
about 4 kll. from the Mediterranean. It was 
founded in the 8th century, when Charles Martel 
destroyed Maguelonne (then a town of the Sara- 
cens), and, under the name of JfoiM i^wmloiNM, 
became noted for its commerce and School of 
Medicine. The latter appears to have gained for 
it the reputation of being a peculiarly healthy 
spot for invalids, though other places along this 
shore are as healthy and more beautiful. Matthews, 
in the " Diary of an Invalid,'* says, " It is true there 
is almost always a clear blue sky, bnt the air is 
sharp and biting, and yon are continually assailed 
by the bise (north wind) or the maHn. The one 
brings cold, the other damp." 

One of its counts married a daughter of • kfaig 
of Arragon, whose descendants sold it to Philip de 
Valois.

and the Cevemies being -risible. At the other end 
of the hill is Place de Peyrou^ a large, r^^nlar, well- 
planted square, built by Daviler. Here stand 
Dorbay*s triumphal arch to Louis XIY. in one 
comer, his bronze statue in the centre, and a six- 
sided domed ch&teau d'eau, faced with Corinthian 
pillars. To this water is brought from St. Cle- 
ments by an aequeduety eight miles long, built 
1763-9, by H. Pitot, and distributed to 29 fouu' 
tains in the town— one of which, in Place de la 
Com^die, has a group of the Graces. This acque- 
duct is mostly under ground, but near the city, it 
runs on an imposing double row of arches (183 
arches in one row, 53 in the other), and at one 
point is 92 feet high. 

At a house in Place de Peyrou is the Mtu^e 
F^bre, a bequest of Baron Fabre (pupil of David, 
died, 1837) to his native town. It includes prints, 
sketches, medals, statues, paintings (about 490) of 
the French, Italian, and Dutch Schools, and 25,000 
books, of which 15,000 belonged to his friend Al,fieri; 
and is open thrice a week. Many of the paintings 
are worth notice, one among them is Sir J. 
Reynolds's ** Young Samuel, "a beautiful specimen. 
A School of Design is connected with it. 

St Pierre's Cathedral is the largest and ugliest of 
all the churches, of which there are four or five. It 
is 180 feet long, and has three towers, near one of 
which is the porch, curiously resting on two cylin- 
drical pillars or turrets, with conical tops, ten side 
chapels, Santarme*s statue of the Virgin, and paint- 
ings by Bourdon ("Simon Magus"), Jean de Troy 
(" HeaUng of the Olpple "), and Banc (" Power of 
the Keys")' Ndtre Dame des Tables church, 
which belonged to the Jesuits, is now the college. 

Near the cathedral is the ancient machicolated 
Hcole de Midectne, first founded, they say, by the 
Arabs (or Saracens), and seated in what was the 
(Id bishop's palace. Among the objects in it worth 
notice are, busts and portraits of eminent pro- 
fessors, from the 13th century (besides a bronze of 
Hippocrates brought flrom Cos) ; the patched robe 
in which licentiates are dressed, once worn by 
Rabelais; the lecturer's seat in the amphitheatre 
(vihich holds 2,000); a marble piece of antiqnity 
from Nismes; a library of 85,000 volumes, and 600 
MSS. in various languages, Including Tasso's plan 
of his **JeruBa1em Delivered/* and Queen Chris 
tint's impen-f and s room of anatoinlcfU mod«\B 
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wax, chiefly from Italy, but some by Delpueeb. 
The Botanical Oarden^ where de Candolle lectured, 
is in the neighbourhood, and was begun by Richier 
dc Belleval, 1593, in the thne of Henry IV. ; it con- 
tains 8,000 plants, many being rare exotics, and 
one, a Cyprus, called the Tree of Montpellier. In ft 
corner is a tablet to Narclssa, " Narcissss placandls 
manibus," supposed to be Young's daugliter-in-law, 
Mrs. Temple ; she died of consumption, and was 
buried here, but her body was afterwards moved to 
Lyons, to escape the bigoted fury of the populace. 
This town is still reckoned a great Catholic strong- 
hold ; and the hatred of both parties is so great, 
that they use different caf^s, and will hardly meet 
in society.— (TroUope's Impressions of a Wcmdmrtr.) 

St. Eloi's Hospital, with 500 to 700 beds in it, was 
founded as far back as 1188. The general hospi- 
tal, built 1682, is near an asylum for InsensA (lunar 
tics). There is a prison for 450 on the solitary 
system, opened 1844 ; also a new Palais de Justice, 
near the triumphal arch, composed of a centre ten 
column portico, with wings. The public bibliotMque 
has 10,000 volumes; the theatre^ on the citadel 
esplanade, built 1786, is generally used as a bourse 
or exchange ; the chamber of commerce is at the 
Hdtel St. Cdme ; the Tour de I'Observauce serves 
as a telegraph. 

Up the little stream of the Yerdanson, you come 
to the fountain of Jacques Coeur, Charles YII.'s 
goldsmith, who was a great benefkctorto Mont- 
pellier. 

Among a long list of natives are, James, King of 
Arragon; Bourdon, the painter ; Count Dam; and 
Cambacferes. 

Manufactures of linen and cloth, liqueurs, che- 
micals, verdigris, refined sugar, leather, Ac. ; and 
a trade in these, with wine, f rait, olive oil, &c. 

Conveyances: By coach, to Rodez, Clermont, &c. 
(See Routes 82, 33.) 

Several decayed ports are along the coast, which 
is lined with low marshy lagoons or itangs^ and 
sandhills. 

[At 10 kil. south, on one of these itangs (do 
Thou), is the old cathedral church of Mague- 
lonne^ a mixture of the Arab or Norman, and 
the Gothic, begun in the 7th centuc^^ *sA- 
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Ifc is A fftcfc th«t, as late M 1936, money was 
coined at Malqaiel, under the aathority of the 
bishops of Magnielonne, which bore the tfigy of 
MaJtormt. This was meant to conciliate his 
followers, who, as well as the Jews, formed 
important colonies here.] 

The next station to MontpeUier is 

VUlenewe (ff miles), ao called when the canoni 
of Maguelonne boUt a chorch here in the 13th 
century. Population, 1,300. 

Mlreyal m miles), in a track of ssndy marsh. 
Away to the west of it is Figucm^ with an old 
castle of the 11th century, and the ancient half 
Moorish abbey ehweh o/ VIgnogouit older than the 
13th century. 

Ttontlgnan m mUes), • decayed port, still 
celebrated for its sweet muscat wine, which is 
raised in what appears a most uninviting spot. The 
curious fortified church and tower attract notice. 
Population, 3,150.

It was latterly 
a duchy, in the Crussol family (the first peers 
of France), whose old ChSOmu remains, with 
high walls and comer towers, like the baatiOs 
at Paris ; the chapel has stained windows, and 
tombs of the Dukes from 1660. 

8t. Therrl's cathedral was burnt, 1611, except 
the flue circular Romanesque tcwtr of six stages 
(once eight, they say) to which a modeni 
church is added, with a portrait of Cardiasl 
Pacca St. Etienne*s was the Jesuits* chnzth. 
An ancient erjrpt, In another part, has an iU* 
made figure of Christ, crowned with the stig- 
mata. The lai^ bishop's palace la now the 
H^M d$ Ville, with a beautifhl park behind. 
A little beyond is the house where MadM 
lived, 1661-3, when studying theology here; It 
commands a fine prospect over the Talley of 
Gisfort, in which is a grotto called Temple des 
Druides, with a dolmen close by ; also tlie 
Toumal tower and the Fontaine d*£ure, which 
supplied the great aqueduct to Nismes. Many 
Roman inscriptions have been fotind. Albw 
silk goods are made.

besieged and taken by Louis XIII., who raxed its 
walls. Louis XIV. not only built a eitadel but sent 
a bishop to bring them back again to the faith, 
though without success. The fort is now a law 
court. There are a Grothic cathedral efhireh, a 
library of 8,000 rolumes, silk mills, Ac, 

In the neighl)ourhood are the pretty walks on the 
Gardon, the nermitage, part of a convent, the 
sulphur mines of Bt. German de Valgagne ; by an- 
other way, in the yalley of the Callaigon, yon pass 
the Tour de Fare^ belonging to General Meynadier, 
and part of Pu«ch-4e'Cendnu abbep, burnt by the 
Camisards, who were hunted down in the religious 
wars of 170i. Some mineral springs hero are use- 
All as tonics and in skin diseases. A rail to Salle 
de Gagni^res wasopened in the early part of 1872.

La SaUe (population, 2,120), which has silk 

mills on the Gardon, and gjnpsnm quarries; and 

St. Hippolttx (popniation, 6,200), near the head 

of the Vidourle, with a Protestant temple, 

built out of the fort erected to overawe the 

professors of that faith, which fort was formerly 

the Chftteau of the seigneurs.

The rail from Alais to Villefort, Brioude, etc., 

for Clermont-Ferrand, is continued below.

MiALKT (10 kil west of Alais), which Is noted for 
its mountain caves^ in which bones have been found ;

St. Jkan du Gari>, on the coach road to Nismes, 
in a fine part of the Gardon d'Anduzes, inhere silk 
goods, millinery, Ac, are made. 

[Le Vioan (25 kil. to the south-west) , is another 
charming place (and sous-prefecture of 6,000 
souls), on the Arre, near Mont Tl^peron, in 
the Cevenncs, surrounded by country hooses 
of the Nismes and Montpellier gentry. A 
Gothic bridge croues the river. There are 
Catholic and Protestant churches, c<^ton and 
silk thread mills ; and, on the principal Place, 
a bronze statue of d^Assas^ a young captain of 
an Auvergne regiment, who fell at Clostereamp, 
In Flanders. 1760. Making a reconnaisance at 
night, he suddenly came upon tha 
•dTftOcing to furpriio ^ha ft«o«ikww'<*^QQew^ 
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tenod to, shoot him if he spoke. Withoat 
hesiUtion be nished on them, thooting, *^A 
moi Autfergtu, ee mmi let eimemis " (Follow me, 
men, here is the enemy !) and fell pleroed by 
scores of balls. These words are cut on his 
statue. 
A hill near chAteaa Harare oflbrs a JIne paint cif 
view. There are mineral waters at Canvalot ; 
and, np the Arre, yon come to the coal mines^ 
which Mr. Hammond, an Englishman, is 
working. 
The road flrom Le Vigan to Montpellier is de- 

seribed in Roate 83.] 
Lx Pompidou (80 kQ.), on the Garden, nnder the 
ridge of the Cevennes, which divides the depart- 
ments of Loz^re and Gard. Cassagnas (abont 10 
kll. north-east), with its cares, was one of the head- 
qaarters of tlie Camisard leaders. 

Floxac (28 kil.), a sons-pr€fiBCtnre in department 
Lozbre, of 3,300 seals, in the ralley of the' Tarn, 
where the Tarnon and Minente join it, among the 
Hautes Cevennes. It began in a castle, of which a 
part of two low battlemented towers are left ; and 
has but one main street, with a church, a Protestant 
chapel, palais de justice, &c. The sides of the 
rock are covered with rines, chestnuts, and oaks. 

About 12 kil. up the Tarn, is Pont Montvert^ nnder 
Mont Loz^re (4,890 feet high), where the Camisards 
murdered the priest Chayla, 1702, a cruel persecutor 
of the Protestants, for which thetar leader was burnt 
alive. Pope Urban V. was born at Grizac, near 
this. 

IsPAGNAc (9 kil.) or HispAGKAC, on the Tarn, in 
a pretty ralley, near the high, cold, and dreary 
pldiu, called the Causte de Saweterre^ 8,870 feet 
above the sea. 

[QoxzAc, nearly opposite it, is noted fbr its mineral 
water, and a (Jothtc bridge and chapel, built by 
Pope Urban.

Cavern (another name is the Grotto of the Ganges), 
full of stalactites and stalagmites of all shapes.

Lod^ye (Hi miles), a sous-pr^fcctnre with 
1 1,870 souls, on the Ergue (a branch of the Htfranlt), 
in a pretty valley at the foot of the Cevennes 
mountains, which are cultivated at the top. Tbo 
old church of St. Fulcran (a cathedral till the Revo- 
lution), which was part of St. Sauver's abbey, haa 
a great square machicolated tower, with turrets, 
&c., and was fortified against the Albigenses, 
when the town wa s walled round. It has a mineral 
spring, and the Juifs' (Jews') grotto. Cardinal 
Fleury and General Lagarde were bom here. It 
is the ancient Luteva. 

Hotels.— Dq la Croix Blanche (White Gross) \ Dn 
Cheval Vert (Green Horse). 

Here the rail ends. By road to 

St. Pibbbe-de-Paoe (15 kil.) 

Le Catlak (18 kil.), on a plateau above the 
source of the Legerce, has remains of its old walla. 
A charming path, called the Esoalette road^ leada 
to several fine points of view, near the source of 
the Ergue. 

La Cabalebic (22 kil.) 

Milhau (17 kil.), already described («esBont# 
28), where the roads to Mende and Albi divide off. 

[About 28 kil. south of Milhau, is Nant^ in the 
beautiful valley of the Dourbie, where it joins 
the Tarn, in a spot remarkable for the Poujade 
and other grottoes.]

Paris to Bceaux, Orsay, and Umonni. 

Distance, 22 kil., or 13^ miles ; trains, ercry 
hour, to Sceaux ; every other hour, to Orsay . Em- 
iMu-cad^re, Barri^re d*£nfer, behind the Lnxem- 
bonrg. A single rail, opened 18i6. 

Passing in view the great Bicitre Hotpital^ Petit 
Ifontronge, and the fortifications, then Montronge 
qnarrles and its new fort, yon come to 

Arcnell-Caclian (3| miles), so called from the 
aqueduct made by the Romans over the Bi^ne, 
two arches of which are seen in the modem aque- 
duct, built 1613-24 by Desbrosses, for Mary de 
Medici's palace at the Luxembourg. It stands on 
K arches, is 72 feet high, and 1,200 long. The 
church is of the 13th-]5th centuries. Laplace, the 
mathematician, resided here. Several comitry 
•eats are about. Caehan^ across the valley, was a 
country-seat of Philippe le Bel's. 

Bourg-la-BelllA (U mile), on the high road to 

jfttampes and Orleans, a pretty place, with a 

eountry-seat of Gabrielle d'Estr^es, *Ma Belle 

Gabrielle," mistress of Henry IT., whose decorated 

chamber is still shown. It was in the prison here 

that Condorcet, the philosopher and Girondist, 

poisoned himself, 1794. The cattle market, or 

Marchi de 8eeaux^ is held near this every Monday. 

To the north-west are Cbatillon on a hill, and

tury. L'Hay and Chevilly He to the tonth-weat, 
and Bemi chAteau to the south, beyond the via- 
duct. 
[Here the line to Sceaux turns olT. This 
serpentine rail has many anall curves in it, 
to accomplish the ascent to Sceaux. which is 
34 yards higher than Fontenay, and only 640 
yards distant, as the crow flies. Fdr this 
purpose the patent jointed carriages of M. 
Amoux are used. The gauge is 6 feet. Little 
wheels, fastened to the rims of the great <Mies, 
keep the carriages on the line. They turn 
freely, and require no buffers. Curves of only 
82 feet radius are thus safely passed. 

Fontenay-aux-Bosea (9 kii. from Paris), a 

charming village, was so called from the rote 
trees once cultivated here. The house in 
which Scarron lived now belongs to Lednt 
Rollin. The vine, strawberry, Ac, are grown. 

Soeanz (ll kil. from Paris), pronouncad " So," 
a sous-prefecture in department Seine (popu* 
lation 1,800), had a chAteau, built 1670, by 
Colbert, the statesman, and enlarged by the 
Duchesse de Maine, who married Madame de 
Montespan*s son. Here Voltaire wrote his 
** SemiramU^^^ Ac. It was pulled down at the 
Revolution, except the orangerie or park, now 
a public garden for Sunday balls. 

Kear th« Gothic church of St. Jean, which oon- 
ta\TV« si max\A!& ^'-'^v^Vasi q>\ ^XaViX^ \& % 
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1794. The Hotel de Vllle tt a food building. 
Plessii, and the forest of Meudon, are to the 
west ; also Robinson and its chestnut trees; 
Aulnay, where Chftteaubriand wrote his 
" Martyrs," and other works ; and Chatenay, 
where Voltaire was bom, 1694. It is now the 
residence of Eugene Sue. 
Coaches to Lenas, Arpajon, Bonelles, EpUly, 

Chatenay, and AmblainviUiers ] 
The next station to Bourg-la-Beine is 
Antony (if mile), on the Bi^vre. Coach to the 
ancient village of Longfumcau. 

Ilassy (If mile). Coach to Verridres and its 
wood. Vilgenii^ near this, belongs to Jerome 
Bonaparte. 

Paiaiveau m miles), on the Tvette, under a 
hill, was so called from its pdlatium or chftteau of 
the early kings, and has a church of the 12th 
century. Coaches to Igny chftteau (built in 1853, 
in the Renaissance style, by M. Toumcux, its 
owner), and Bifevre, in a pretty part of that river. 
It is hence 9 Itil. to Versailles, past Jouy-en-Josas 
and Buc aqueduct, which supplies the palace with 
water. 

From Palaiseau, up the Tvette, after LOI^re, 
you come to 

Oreay (S miles) and its moated Chdteav, in a 
picturesque part of the river. Then Olf (2 miles), . 
St. Bemy (3 miles), the station for Dampierre, I 
the fine seat of the Due de Luynes, and Chevreuse, 
which has an old church aftd castle ruins, with a 
good view from another ruin, the Madeline, over 
the Yvette. 

Limoors m miles). Coaches to Bel Air, Briis, 
Forges-les-Bains, St. Amoult, Bonnellea, and 
Rochefort.

1853. Distance to Orleans, 76 miles, or 111 kil. s 
eleven trains a day, 2) to 4 hours. To Bordeaux, 
383 miles, or 578 kil.; 12^ to I9| hours. Baggage 
allowed, 80 kil., or 66 lbs. Omnibuses meet all 
the trains from the branch offices; fare, 80 eenta. 
(3d.), exclusive of baggage. The direct Route 
to Tours, tid Bretigny and Venddme, instead of 
going through Orleans, shortens the distance to 
Tours and places beyond only two miles. 

The line runs out by Barri^re de la Oare and 
Pont de Bercy, on the Seine, past the bastions at 
the bac or ferry, and past Ivrt (population, 6,000) 
and its fort and largo workshops, with Grand 
Gcntilly, and the Chetnin de Ceinture, to the left. 
[Gentilly (5 kil. from Paris), on the Bi^vre, le 

near Villeroy chftteau, and the famous 
Bicitre, once a chftteau of Jean, Duke of Berri, 
and a military hospital, now a vast Myfiim, in 
connection with the SalpStrt^re, for 3,000 old 
people and for lunatics, in a building about 1,000 
feet square. In the court is a great well (puita 
de BicStre), 7 feet diameter, and 187 feet deep, 
in the rock ; the water is conveyed thence to a 
reservoir, 57 feet square. Workshops, gardena, 
a farm, Ac, are attached. The Duke of Berri's 
dhftteau replaced a Carthusian house, built by 
Bishop John of Windiester^ whence comes the 
present name— Winchestre, Bicestre, Bicfttre.] 

Vltry-8Ur-8eine (Vlllejulf to the left) among 
nursery gardens, has a seat which belonged to 
Count Dubois, and Is near a spot on the river, 
called Porte h I'Anglals, where the English, who 
held Paris in the time of Charles VI., had a eamp, 
to cut off the Dauphin's communication by the 
river. Population, 3,000. An eight-arch viaduct 
brings you to 

ChOlsy-le-Bol (6i miles), in department Seine^ 
et-Oise, at the five-arch bridge on the Seine, built 
1802. It is so called from a chftteau of Louis XV., 
which was here, bnt is now occupied by a porce- 
lain factory. Here died, hi 1836, Rouget del'Isle, 
the author of the famous Marseillaise. Population, 
4,650. The large glasa>works arc no longer carried 
on; but there are factories for morocco leather, 
chemicals, Ac. TMais is on the heights, to the 
south-west, and the Lyoua t«.\S»«:^ ^^a.-^iQ&^'^^sa!*^'^ 
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St. QeorgetX wbfob f>elbn|r«^to FhlHIppe Augnste, 
and haa a good ehuroh and sereral conntry houses. 
Ablon (if mile), in a pretty spot, liad a Pro- 
testant Ohnreh, which Solly used to attend. 
There are large oaves here. 

AtlliS«lltoil8 (3 miles), on the Orge, near the 
Seine, a place of the 1 1th century, where Louis X. 
and his grandson Philippe le Bel had a seat. Popu- 
lation, 770. 

Juvlsy (2| miles), where the branch railway 
turns off to Corbeil (as below), is on the Orge, and 
has the ehdteau of Marquis de Montcssuy, which 
belonged to the Brancas and Scvcnnes families. 
The park was laid out by Lendtre. At the post- 
house of FromenteaUy Napoleon first heard of the 
capitulation of Paris, in 1814. Population, 410. 

[To GorbelL-— A short Iranch rail^ out ^of the 
Orleans lino, running four trains a-day, in 
about an hour. 

CQl&tlllOII, on the Seine, here covered with villas, 
is noted for a fdto champdtre, in May, and is 
opposite Draveil and Champrosay. 

Biz, or BlS-OnuxglS (24 miles), at the suspen- 
sion bridge on the Seine, built by Agrnado, the 
banker, whose seat was here. The chftteauwas 
inhabited by Henry IV. That of Fromont 
belongs to M. Soulange Bodin, and has a well- 
arranged horticultural garden. De Thou, the 
historian, once resided here. A little further 
up the river are Doujons, Soisy-sous-^toiles, 
and Petit Bourg, so called after thc( chftteau of 
the Due d*Antin, where Louis XIY. nsisd to 
visit Madame Montespan. A Hou^e of Correc- 
tion for young criminals occupies the site. A 
boq)ital« founded by the Duchess of Bourbon, 
is also here. 

Evry (3} miles), has an old church, and a popula- 
tion of 889. 

Corbeil (2 mlles), at the five-arch bridge on the 
Seine, in a pleasant spot, where the Essomio 
joins, and turns forty flour mills, is a sous-prefec- 
ture (Scine-et-Oise) Of 5,320 souls, having a 
large trade in grain, a halle-au-bM (com mar- 
iet)f St. Spire's old church, a library of 4,000 

ralmneg, and an immense granary of alx 
stoiies, lArge enough to feed all Paris for a 
fortnisrbt. The §econd wife of PhUippe Au- 



Qteamer to Melon knd Mootereau Coaches to 
Melun, Fontainebleau {iee Route 2(]l), Hilly, 
Beatimont, Ponthierry. lllssohne (2 kil. south- 
west) on that river, was the old Axona^ or 
Exona^ and a country-seat which Clotaire 
gave to St. Denis* abbey. Here is a large 
fancy paper factory. Population, 2,700. 

By Mennecy (5 miles), and La Fertj^ 41^ (5| 

miles), &c., to Malesherbes (15 miles), in a 
marshy part of Essonne, under a Castle. Here 
a short branch turns off, vid tfandiecoilltt to 
Fithlvlers (12 miles), a sous-pr^ecture, in de- 
partment Loiret (population, 4,800), over a 
ravine on the Oeuf. It was a rtrong place, 
which the Prince of Cond^ took twice in the 
League wars, and which Henry lY. dit> 
mantled. You see here many Gothic houses, 
the tower of an abbey, a venerable xJ^ur.-A, 
the spire of which, 270 feet high, was bujtnt in 
1858, and fragments of the walls, <bc. It was 
given up to pillage by Platoff in 1815, for 
shooting the ofiicer sent to parley. Statue to 
Poisson, the mathematician, bom here 17?!. 

In the neighbourhood are the grotto of St. 

Gregory, and remains of a castle, which 

Henry I. of England burnt. At Ybvre-k- 

Chft'el are the extensive ruins of anoiher 

castle.

It bel<mg«d to a rich abbey 
here, and once had (perhaps has now) the **real** 
head of St. Denis (i.e^ Dionysins the Areopagite) 
according to a Latin rhyme, 

"Nostri tenent coenobita 
Caput Areopagita.** 

This makes the ieventh head of that famous per- 
sonage known to exist — and all genuine; others 
being at St. Denis abbey, Nfttre Dame, &c. Coaches 
to Longjumean and Balezy. 

St. Mlchel-Bnr-Orge (2| miles). Here are the 
workshops of the company. Coaches to Montlhtfry, 
Linas, Marconssis. 
[MontlhAkt, or Mont-le-h^ry (2 klL west), on a 
bill-side, is noted for the ancient Tower which 
rises over it, and belonged to the strong feudal 
castle, built 999, by Thibauld-File-Etoupe riT.'e., 
tow thread, from his light hair). It had juris- 
diction over 133 fiefs and 300 parishes, so that 
it was often troublesome, even to the sovereign 
at Paris. Five gates in the ruined walls lead 
up to the Toteer, which looks like the Eddy- 
stone lighthouse, and is 101 feet high, and 9 to 
4 thick. It has been restored, and commands a 
fine range of view. The English had possession 
of it in 1360. Forte Baudry, in the town, built 
1015, was rebuilt 1589, and restored by Bona- 
parte in " r An VUI. de U Republique." Popu- 
lation, 3,800. There is a theatre, with some 
good shops. A battle was fought here, 1465, 
between Louis XI. and his brother.] 
Bretigny (li mile), in a pretty valley, where 
John of Franco made a Treatp with Edward III., 
then master of the best part of France. Popula- 
tion, 880. 

[Here the direct lino to Tours, vid Vendftme, parts 
off. It passes Dourdail (16) miles), an old place 
In a forest, on the Orpre, having a ruined keep (212 
feet high), and eight other towers of its ancient 
cnstle (built, they say, by Gourtrand, King of 
Orldans, in the 6th century); also a double spire 
church, and a good timbered hall, built 1223, by 
Louis VIIL 

Oanlt St. Denis (33 miles). 

Cll&teaildllXl (15 miles), a sons-pr^ecture (de- 
partment Enre-et'Loire) of 6,750 souls, who make 
coverlets, Ac. andttandB in a picturesque part of 
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the Loire, which here fknfi b«t#Mft enhlrat^d 
hills, 426 feet high. Much of the town has been 
rebuilt since a fire In 1723. It is the Boman 
OasteUodunum; and has a Hdtel de VUle in an old 
convent in the square, a good point of view. Its 
eastk is chiefly of the 15th century, but the great 
keep is as old as Thibault le Tricheur (i, «., the 
Trickcr), who founded it, 935 ; and is 96 feet high, 
and 188 feet round. It was taken by the Germans, 
October, 1870. 

The people are so quick that there is a proverb, 
"II est de Chdteaudun; 11 entend k demi-mot.** 
Jean Toulain, who Invented enamel painting, was 
bom here. 

SoteU. — Grand Monarque; Place Imperial. Gm^ 
vepanees to Chartres, Ac. 

Venddme (26 miles), an old sous-prefecture 
on the Loire, in the department Loirc-et-C?her 
(population, 9,360), having the ruined walls 
and six towers of the cattle of the Dues de Ven- 
ddme ; also the cathedral church of Ste. Ooix, a 
college, a barrack (in the old Benedictine convent), 
marble fountain, &c. 

But it is most remarkable for the JSoy Crutadei^ 
which originated here, 1262, with a shepherd youth, 
Stephen. About ten thousand children were en- 
couraged by their infatuated parents and the 
priesthood, to follow him to Marseilles, to embark 
for the Holy Land. After suffering g^roat hardships 
on the way t»this port, the survivors were trai^ted 
on board ships for Alexandria, and sold thare as 
slaves. Here Perron, a general in Sdndiah^s sar- 
vico, had a fine estate, and died. 

Trade in cloth, paper, fruit, &e, 

CMteaa-Regnault (19 mUes), with the donjon 
of a Castle, built, 1109, by Regnault, iU seigneur; 
and occupied by Henry IV. in the civil wars. 
Hence, it is 17 miles to TOUTB (see below).] 

Marrolles^n-Hurepolz (Sf miles), near the 
railway, has a merino-sheep farm at Chanteloup, 
which was a country-seat of Philippe-le-BeL 
Bouchet powder-mill is near this. Coaches to 
Arpajon, Boissy, and St. Charon. 

[Abpajon (2 kil. west), where the Remarde joins 
the Orge, was called Chfttres till l710^>«V»s«^*«^ 
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OBLBAKB.

Iji^ Objects of Notice. — Cathedral— Churches 
oT »t. Pierre and St. Algnan— H6tel dc VIllo— 
Stniuesof Joan of Arc — ^Museum— Agnes Sorel's 
house. 

During the late war, the Army of the Loire, 
gathered hero, was driven out, 11th October, 1870, 
by General Von der Tann ; who, in his turn, was 
obligrcd to evacuate the city, and sustained a partial 
defent at Coulmiers, 9th November, from General 
d'Aurcllc dc Paladins. This was the only con- 
siderable advantage gained by the French during 
the war, but d'Aurcllu was unable to follow it up, 
and advance towards Paris, as had been planned. 
Orl(5;ins was finally taken by the Germans, 6th 
December, under Prince Frederick Charles, with 
the loss of 10,000 men and 77 guns, on the French 
side. 

Population, 61,000. Chief town of department 
Loiret (once part of OrUanais), seat of a bishop, 
Ac, on the north bank of the Loire, in a wide 
plain, near the forest of Orleans. It was the 
Oenabum of the Cimutes when CsBsar burnt it, 
and being rebuilt by Aurelian, a.d. 'i72, took his 
name, AureHanum, of which the modem name is a 
corruption. It is noted, not only as the head of a 
tfticAy, first created by Philippe de Valois for his 
gocond son (who died 1875), and revived by Louis 
XIII. for his brother Gaston, whose descendant is 
the young Count de Paris, grandson of Louis 
Philippe; but also for the various tieffes it has 
withstood. In 461 it was saved from Attila by 
Act i us, the Roman commander, about 670, Chil- 
deric res .'ued it from Odoacer ; and again it was 
saved, in 1429, when the English, who held nearly 
throe-fourths of France, and had almost taken the 
city, were driven back by the famous /eoiifM cTArc^ 
the Pucelle, or ** Maid of Orldana," a simple shep- 
hArdeaa, o# Domremy. Believing herself inspired 
to save her oonntry, •&• becama tbo iBfiaof of 



turning the tide of ccmquest against the English, 
who thenceforth lost all ground in France, but 
revenged themselves on poor Joan, by burning her 
for a witch at Bouen, two years after. It was bold 
by the Hngnenote, or Protestants, in the civil 
wars of the 16th century, when it escaped another 
fdege, by the sudden death of the Duke of Guise. 

The river here is free from islands, and is lined 
with quays (one built 1810), at each end of the 
modem $t<me bridge^ which was built 1751, on nine 
arches, and is 1,063 feet long (the centre arch 100 
feet wide), but has not much water under it in the 
summer. l<>om this Bue Royalc, the best street, 
leads up to the Place du Martroy, and Rue Ban- 
nier, dividing the city into two parts, liaving the 
Cathedral, Hotel de Ville, prefecture, d:c., on the 
east, and Joan of Arc's house, the hoq>ital, Ac, ou 
the west. In Place Martruy, a tasteless bronze 
(now removed to the south side of the river, oppo- 
site the bridge), was in 1866 replaced by Foyatier'a 
$tatu€ of the PucdU on Jiorsebaek^ representing her 
in armour, with her banner and sword, returning 
thanks to God, at the crisis of her triumph here. 
It is about 80 feet high, including the pedestal, the 
fourteen bas-reliefs round which are Just finished. 
Much of the old town consists of dirty irregular 
streets and places, with many curiously carved 
timber homee. The faubourgs are better built; 
the largest being that on the Paris road ; another, 
called St. Marceau, is across the bridge. Pleasant 
country houses lie beyond. One of the best prome- 
nades is on the boulevard or site of the old walls, 
of which a piece 26 feet high is left, supposed to 
be Roman ; two old towers also remain at one of 
the gates, near the Croix de la PuceUe^ where the 
English were first driven back. A new street, 
Bue Jeanne d'Arc, leads to 

St. Croix Cathedral, one of the best looking in 
France, rising above everything else in the town. 
It was rebuilt about 1,000, by Bishop Amoul, but 
having been ruined by the Huguenots, in 1667, it 
has been again gradually rebuilt (since Henry IV. 
laid the first stone, 1601), on a regular cross- shaped 
plan, in the Gothic style (spoilt by a mixture of 
Greek), with an east apse. It was finally com- 
pleted in 1829. Over the three portals and rose 
windows of the front are two cruciform towers, in 
four decreasing stories, elegantly carved, and 26S 
Ifitthi^h. Tbeeeiitnd«lock>towerjpireiiiiMtf9v 
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as high ; the roof of the nave is very lofty, and 
the high altar and Virgin chapel are richly deco- 
rated. 

Si. PUrre-le-PuelUer, the oldest of all the churches, 
in the worst part of the town, is part Romanesque, 
small, and ill lit, with a curious inscription to a 
young girl (pueUe), called Rose of Paris. Its 
ancient aypt, brought to light in 1862, deserves 
attention. ^ 

St, Jignan't is a good Gothic structure, much 
decayed, with a Romanesque crypt. The chapel 
of St. Jacques, now a salt store, has a good front, 
and was built about 1155, by Louis le Jeune, it is 
said. Another, St. Euvertc's, also a magazine, (as 
well as a third, St. Paul's) has a tower built 1566. 
This is to be restored to its original use. The 
Grand Seminary Chapel contains some tcood 
carvinffSy designed by Lobrun, originally for the 
chapel at Versailles. 

Among other buildings worth notice is the half 
Gothic brick Hdtelde Ville, in Place d'Etopes, begun 
by Jacques Groslot, for Charles VIII., and finished 
119 3 ; it oflfers a decorated f a9ade, restored 1850-54 ; 
and in the court behind it there stands an ancient 
square tower or belfry. At the entrance is a copy 
of the Princess Marie's well-known beautiful 
Statue qf the Maid^ in armour, embracing her sword. 
In one room Mary Stuart received the parting 
breath of her first husband, Francis II. At the 
ancient Hdtel de Ville (not far ofif) is placed the 
public Musie^ founded 1825, containing between 
500 and 600 paintings and designs of the Fi*ench 
school, objects of natural history, and a gnllery of 
mediceval antiquities, with a portrait and statuette 
of the Maid. The Palace de Justice was built 
1821, with a portico of four pillars and sphinxes. 
There are also a bourse, large theatre, halle-aux- 
grains (com market), built 1826, a public abattoir 
(built 1825), a bibliothbque of 37,000 volumes 
(besides MSS. and coins), a college, Protestant 
orphan house, jardin botanique, &c. 

Several of the old Gothic houses deserve exami- 
nation, such as the maUon cT Agnes Sorel, No. 15, 
Kue du Taubourg, with a highly carved front; 
No. 45, in the same street, called Joan of Arc's ; 
fAe maisoD de Prancis I., No. 28, Rue Recouvrance, 
*? fisUed, because of Mb arms on it ; the Renais- 
^nce Ifoase of Diane de PoJctiers, in Rue Newe 
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XIII. Pothicr,tho lawyer, and Dulet, the learned 
printer, who was burnt as an atheist, 1546, wen 
natives.

Distance from Orleans to Tours, 115 kil., or 711 
miles. Eight trains a day to Tours, one in 2} to 
3} hours. 

Leaving Orleans at Faubourg Bannier you return 
to 

AubralB, for the line to Tours, which keeps the 
north side of the Loire. 
The first station you pass is 
La Cliapelle St. Mesmln (4} miles), so called 
from m abbep^ of which there are slight rcmaius.at 
a country house. 

St. Ay (4 miles), in a pretty spot among vine- 
yards. Population, 1,200. 
[At 5 kil. south is 

Cl£kt-8CB-Loiks, uu a hill, in the dreary plain 
of La Solognc, where stands the fine church of 
Notre Dame (rebuilt after the English leader, 
Salisbuiy, had burnt the first one, 1428), by 
the cruel and superstitious devotee, Louis XI^ 
and containing the Virgin's image, a model of 
which he carried on his hot; also his tomb and 
effigy, by Bourdhi (not older than 1622), besides 
an excellent doorway and choir, with mosaic 
work, carved stalls, *c. Dunois^ the Bastard 
of Orleans, lies in the Longuevillc chapel; 
but, on examination, in 1854, his coffin was 
foimd to have been opened. The house of 
Louis XI. is close to the church. At some 
distance is the Butte de Me'ziires, a, tumulus H 
feet high.] 
Mehung, or Mehun (3f miles), at the suspen- 
sion bridge on the river, has an old chftteau, built 
by Louis le Gros, and taken by the English. It 
contains also an old collegiate battlemented churdi, 
and was a seat of the Orleans bishc^s. Population, 
4,650, who make hats, leather, paper, &c. Heung; 
the continuer of the Romance of the Rose, wm a 
uaiVv^. k KnttJbKX on 25 large arohaif 9&1 |c«| \^^ 
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Beaugency m miles), which stands above the 
embankment of the Loire (here crossed by a bridge 
of 26 arches), and has, besides part of its old for- 
tified walls, the g^at keep of a very ancient castle, 
1 22 feet high, and about 70 square. It has suffered 
in almost every contest from the invasion of the 
Huns (451) downwards. Roman coins have been 
found. The Hdtel de Ville is in the Benaissance 
style. Excellent wine, brandy, Ac, are produced. 
Population, 5,050. 
Hotels.— De la Forfit; Du Grand Cerf (Stag). 
Near the Chftteau d'Avary stands an immense 
dolmen.— At 5 kil. east is Lailly, where Condiltac is 
buried. 
Pass the Tavors viaduct, on 12 arches, to 
Met (7} miles), among the vineyards and country 
bouses, in department Loire-et-Cher. Population, 
4,200. 

Menars (7 miles), or M^nars-le-Chftteau, has a 
rtnc Chdteau of the 17th century (with beautiful 
tcrraecs on the river), which, having belonged to 
Madame de Pompadour and M. de Broglie, is now 
the property of Prince de Chimay, who, in 1882, 
established the Prytaneum here (now called ^cole 
Professionel'e), where theoretical and practical 
education are carried on together. 
[At S kil. to the south-east, is the Chdteau de 
Chambord, on the Casson, in the middle of a 
great forest^ where the deer and wild boar are 
found. Francis I. began to build it (on a site 
of a hunting-seat of the counts of Blois), after 
the designs of Primaticcio ; and, as completed 
by his successors, it makes a quadrangle, in 
the Renaissance style, with great high peaked 
towers at the comers (GO feet diameter), a 
central tower and dome, 106 feet high, under 
which is the double staircase, besides a chapel, 
erected in 1854, picture galleries, &c. The 
front contains a great many windows, divided 
by pilasters and small columnn, above which 
rises a picturesque heap of turrets and 
chimneys. Some parts are richly carved, and 
the F. and salamander (for Francis I.*), the 
H. and D. (for Henry II. and Diana of Poitiers) 
are noticed. 

* f n a At ol iMi!att*r be wv^t* oo on* of ih« wladetn (now 
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At one time Chambord belonged to Stanislaus of 
Poland ; then to Marshal Saxe, the victor at 
Fontenoy, who amused himself by playing at 
soldiers and training horses, and died here. 
Afterwards it came to the Polignacs, and the 
Prince of Wagram (Marshal Beithier), of 
whose widow it was bought, 1820, for the 
Duke of Bordeaux (now Count de Chambord^ 
or Henry V. as he is called), by his friends. 
At present its 440 rooms are deserted, but it is 
in course of reparation, though unfurnished, 
except a few busts, &c.

I®" Objects op NoTiCE.—Castle— Sallc-des- 
Etats— Cathedral— All^e Promenade. 

Population, 20,330. A fine old town, the chief 
place of department Loir-et-Cher, in the old pro- 
vince of Orl4anais, on the riverJLK)ire, beautifully 
seated on a hill slope, and joined to Vienne by a 
stone bridge of 1 1 arches, which bends much in the 
middle, where stands a pyramid^ 60 feet high. A 
quay of great length fronts the river. It was the 
head of a county which came to our King Stephen, 
through his mother Adela, the Conqueror's daugh- 
ter, and now belonging (the title, at least) to the 
Orl^ns family. It was occupied by the Germans, 
December, 1870, in their progress westward. 

The streets are narrow, steep, and winding. At 
the top of the hill, above the old town, stands the 
royal CastU (now used as a barrack), where Henry 
III. compassed the murder of the Duke of Guise 
(La Balafr^) an I his brother the Cardinal, in 15S8. 
The Duke was killed in the Queen's chamber, close 
to the cabinet of Henry, and his body burnt, two 
days after, and thrown into the river. The north 
front was built by Francis J.; east front, in 1498, 
by Louis XII., who was born here^ axvdlTwsx\vevvc«k 
issued the Ot-doimance de B\oU,^\AO«i. ^sasMvxsc^v^e^ 

by QaiUm, ^^^ ^ "^^^^^^ecS^"^^ 
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tho south Bide, with the words ^' uraniai sticrum'' on 
it, Inciicotive of her astrologioal propensities. An 
dd Gothic tower remains, in which are the oubliettes, 
or dnnj^eons. Aaotber tower is called Cliftteau 
Begnaolt, because that place (18 miloH off) is seen 
from it. The Saile da EtaU, where the county 
deputies used to meet, Is of the 18th century. This, 
Md Francis I.'s Benaissance front, are now re- 
stored. The latter contaips the Muttum. 

Near the castle stands the Cathedral of St. Louis, 
which was osoe part of the Jesuits* college, and re- 
built 1678, in a pseudo Gothic stylo. The bishc^ric 
was founded only in 1697, to eontrol the Protestants 
who surrived the revocation of the Edict of Nantes. 
They were obliged to conform and send their 
children to the CunYcnt dos Nourelles Catholiques, 
or to go into exile. The bishop's palace was origin- 
ally built by Gabriel, for CollMjrt, tho minister, 
who married a Blois lady ; its fine gardens com- 
mand a view of great extent along the river, ftc. 
The pr^ecture is in Grande Place; here Karia 
Louisa (with her son), Joseph Bonaparte, Ac, met 
in order to form a regency, in 1814. At the H6tcl 
de Villc is a library of 17,000 volumes. 

Other buildings are — the college, or seminary, at 
Bourg Moyen old abbey, where tho two Thierrys 
were educated ; iK^ital, at St. Laumer's old abbey, 
the churdi of which, now being renovated, is a 
curious building of tho llth and 12th centuries; 
theatre and abattoir; lunatic asylum (rhospice 
d48 alientfs). Tliere are also botanic gpardens, with 
many public fountains, supplied by a reservoir 
«>i tside the walls, to which a so-called ** Roman *' 
aiiueduct (styled Pont de C^sar), half a mile long, 
b'higs the water. The best of the fountains, 
named after Louis XII., is near the castle. Above 
tho tonm appears the Beauvoir Tower^ the old seat 
of the seigneurs of that ilk. 

Old homes worth notice are Hdtel d'AUuye, in 
Koe St. Honors, in which Le Balafrd resided; 
Hdtol Denis-du-Pont, in Rue Porto Chartraino; 
Petit Louvre, or Hdtel de Chcvemey, in Rue St. 
Martin; Hotel d'Amboise, in Place du Ghftteau, 
once the seat of CUurdinal d'Amboise, Ac. At 
Chftteau de St. LAsare, which was a priory, Victor 
Uago resided with his father, (General Hugo. 
7%0 Mi^ promenade is ot great length, leading 
by^ the Urge Jor^ of Blois.

auce from tho pobtilence, in 1631. Go to the bridge 
from which you have a noble view up and down 
the Loire ; its vast ler^, or embankments, begin 
here. U\ the neighbourhood are the mineral waters 
of St. Deuis-les-Blois, which are used in anmmer, 
and the ch&teaux of Beauregard and CheTemey— 
the latter the seat of Marquis de Vibraye.

CHAUMONT-sDR-LontE, in a delightful q;K>tat the 
foot of a wooded height, crowned by a fine old cA^ 
teau, which is seen a long distance round. It hss 
been carefully rc-.torcd by Vicomto Walsh, its 
owner, and deserves a visit. Madame dc Stael re- 
tired to it when exiled from Paris, by Napoleon. 

Limeray (6f miles). 

AmbOlse (3^ miles), in department Indrc-et- 
Loire, away from the line, on the south bank, is 
another fine spot, with a chftteau above it. Popu- 
lation, 4,860. The Castle, an imposing pile, with 
its two large towers, stands <mi the site of a fort, 
l)uilt (so they say) by Julius CsBsar, -who gives 
name to some excavations in tho rocks bolo-w, called 
" Grcuiers de C^sar " (Cesar's granaries). CAarla 
VII. began to fortify the castle when forfci;od to 
tho crown by the Counts of Berri; and his son 
CtMi'les VIII. was bom here, 1470. Hero tho con- 
iurcUUm d'Amboise was planned by the Prince de 
Cond^ and the Protestant party against tho Guises. 
who discovered it in time, and took a bloody i«- 
vengo. The Edict of Amboise, in favour of tolei*- 
tion, was issued three years later. Napoleon gave 
it to his colleague, Roger Duces, who neglected iti 
but the chapel was restored by Louis Philippe 
Abd-el-Kader was confined here 1848-63, antfl 
liberated by Louis Napoleon.

The chftteauz of Chanteloop (1 kil.) andChenon- 
ceaox (4 kil.) are near. 

[LocHBs (25 kil. south), an old town and sous- 
prefecture (6,800 population) in department 
Indre-et-Loire, agreeably placed on the Indre, 
the arms of which are crossed by a line of 
bridges to Beanlieu. Above it, on a rock, 
stands the picturesque remains of the Castle, 
older than the ninth century, and now used as 
a gaol. King John gave it up to France, but 
Coeur-de-Lion retook it, 1194, though it was 
taken back, 1205. Louis XI. made it a state 
prison, and confined Cardinal Balne in one of 
its oubUetUi, or iron cages, which the Cardinal 
had invented; Philip de Cominos, the historian, 
was also a prisoner. This was in the great 
machici^ted round tower. Its neighbour, the 
square Donfon tower, is 130 feet high, in four 
stories. That part called Charles YII.'s cha- 
teau (now the Mairie\ was the seat of his mis- 
tress, the beautiful and amiable Agnes Sorel; 
its terrace commands a fine prospect ; and in 
one of the pointed towers is the mausoleum of 
Agnes, brought here, 1809, from the ancient 
church of Ndtre Dame, or St. Ours. The latter, 
founded as far back as 450, and rebuilt in the 
11th century, is worth notice for its four 
towers, 164 feet high, and an eight-sided 
vaulted roof, 85 feet from the ground. Money 
was struck here, as well as at Tours and 
Chinon. Linens and woollens are made.

l^ Objects of NoTicB.~The Bridg»->€ath«-

Population, 42,450. An ancient town, the capital 
of department Indrc-et-Loire, seat of a milltazy 
division, of an archbishop, college, (fee., in a flat 
but pleasant part of the Loire, (m a tongrne <rf land 
between it and the Cher. Several English fatniUet 
reside here on account of the cheapness of Uviaf 
and its agreeable climate. 

It was the Roman Ccesctrodunum^ and the head of 
the Turones ; afterwards of Neustria, Ac ; and of 
the county of Iburaine^ which was held by tlftt 
Plantagenets till Philippe Auguste took it froM 
King John, 1202. The States-General were sum- 
moned here in the 15th century, when the Leagnem 
held'possession of Paris; they met in St. Julien*t 
abbey, Paris. It had a mint for coining ** Uvret 
Toumois,'^ or franc pieces, and still has one, rank- 
ing fifth (or letter E). Louis XI. established the 
silk manufacture here, and built bis famous 
chateau, Plessit-Us- Tours (in which he died^ 1483), 
close by (3 kil.); parts of it are left, includ'ng his 
and Cardinal Balue*s chambers and alnick donjoa. 

It became the seat of the French Qovemmeat ia 
September, 1870, when M. CrAnieux and tb« 
foreign ambassadors moved from Paris upon its 
investment by the Germans. Ckimbett* arrived 
here in October, after escapinf from tha eaDital 
in a balloon, and proceeded to raise the or 
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It surrendered to the German armies December 21, 
when the Government retreated to Bordeaux. 

Twclv& gates snrromid the town, the old walls 
of which are replaced by a planted boulevard — 
called "Boulcvart Beranger" and the "Jfoi/;" 
beyond are the four faubourgs of la Priche, St. 
Eloi, Ac. A fifth, St. Symphoricn, across the river, 
is joined to the main part by an excellent level 
stone bridge of 15 arches, each 80 feet span, built 
1762-77 ; it is 1,752 feet long (174 less than the one 
at Bordeaux), 48 wide, and 89 above the water. 
A little above it are remains of the old bridge, 
built by the Comits of Touraine; and at equal 
distances above and bcl.r.v, are two new sutpension 
bridges, one resting on 11: Entr^pont, the other on 
lie St. Simon. Two other bridges, of 17 and 8 
arches, cross the Cher, in the neighbourhood of 
Tours. 

From the end of the great bridge, where the 
H6tel de Ville stands, the principal street, Rve 
Royale, runs through for half a mile to the Poitiers 
Boad; straight, wide, and bordered withj»at>«ntfn/*, 
and good three-storey houses, of white stone, with 
slated roofs. Most of the hotels and caf^s are here. 
At the bridge end is Nieuwerkorke's statue of 
De$eart€s, bearing for its motto, " Cogito, ergo sum,'' 
("I think, therefore, I exist"). The old streets 
out of Rue Royale, are narrow and dirty, but 
contain some ancient buildings. One of the foun- 
tains (de Baunc), in the market-place, is a Gothic 
obelisk, with many carvings on it. Proraenodes 
are laid out on the quays ; and in the neighbour- 
hood, fruit gardens, vineyards, and corn-fields are 
seen. 

St. Gatien*s Gothic CathedfxU, begun in the 12th 
century, was finished 1550; and therefore com- 
prises specimens of the Romanesque and Gothic 
styles in different stages, besides that of the later 
Renaissance in the tower. It has a wide, richly- 
carved west front, with a triple porch, a rose 
window, and two towers, 260 feet high, ornamented 
with statues and bas-reliefs (some grotesque), 
and built, they say, by Henry V. of England. It 
is worth while to mount the escalier royal for the 
view from the north tower. In the interior, which 
is 262 feet long and 88 high, are some beautiful 
stained windows, a fine choir, and the tomb of 
Charles YIII.'s two children. Some good carvings 
are seen in the cloiitert. 



The famous aX>be\f church, founded, S47, by 8l| 
Martin de Tours, being burnt, 661, was raatoid 
by St. Gregory da Tours, and anrvived till tki 
Revolution, when It was pulled down, except two | 
towers, one called Tour de CfHsrlemctgne^ the other 
used as a belfry. Alcuin was one of its abbots. A. 
Julien's abbey church, of the 11th and 18th cea- 
turics, after being used as an auberge, is to be 
restored for public worship. St. Clement's is now 
a com market. At the barrack in Quai Boysl, it 
the tower of the old chdteau, bnilt by Henry n.of 
England, from which the Dnke of Guise, then i 
prisoner, escaped, 1591. 

The archbishop's palace, the prefecture, the jvoteti 
de justice, with its eight-column portico, arc lar^ 
and handsome structures. In the Prefecture is the 
biblioth^que of 40,000 volumes, besides valusbte 
MSS. and illuminations ; open 18 to 4, Tuesday to 
Friday ; and at the Museum, in the Hdtel de TiUe, 
is a collection of 290 pictures, specimens of natnnl 
history, antiquities, &c. There are also a colk^ 
a large general hospital, botanic 'garden, pnbl c 
baths, and a theatre, near the post-oflSce. M. Gonin, 
formerly minister of commerce, lives in Louis 
XI.'s old Gothic chancellerie, H6tel Cfouim^ in Bus 
de Commerce, which he has restored. Another 
house, in Rue des Trois Pucelles, is called Maisoa 
de Tristans THermite; but it Is not so old si 
Louis XL's provost-marshal. They show in the 
town a block of stone (a renmant of s<nne Bmnan 
building), said to be the tomb of Tnmus, its 
reputed founder. A Roman wall and an amphi- 
theatre have been traced, by M. Conrtigis. At St, 
Radegonde (3 kil.) are some remafais oiMannou- 
tier's ctbbey, founded in the 4th century. 

Tours is the native place of Destoacbe8,the oomic 
writer; Duchesne, the geog^pher; Heurtetoup, 
the mayor; Alfred de Vigny, Ac. TTie famou 
Battle of Tours was fought, 782, some think at Mbrt 
(16 kil. south-west), near Artanes; here Chaxtei 
Martcl (i.e., Charles the Hammer) defeated Abd-d- 
rahman and his Saracen hosts, wlio, having con- 
quered Spain, had thus far overrun France. But 
for this check, " the Koran (says Gibbon) mi^ 
have been taught in the schools of Oxf card to a 
circumcised people."

It belongs to Vicomte 
Rend de Villeucuvc, and was the seat of his 
grandmother, Madame Dnpin, who died here, 
in peace, 1799 ; Blontricliard (7 kil.), once 
fortified; St. AlgnaiL-Noyer (18 kil.), an 
old town on the Cher (population, 2,770), 
founded by the abbots of St. Martin de Tours, 
having cloth works and an ancient tower, 
called TourcTAgar^ of a castle, built 1019, by 
the counts of Blois. Selles-BUr-ClLer (9 kii.) ;

[M017TBA20N (5 kil. east), up the Indre, has an 
old ccutle^ built in the 11th century, by 
Foulques de Ndra, Count of Anjou. Near it 
are Couzien Chdteau, whore Louis XIII. was 
reconciled to his mother, Catherine de Medicis, 
and the Ripault powder and sugar works.] 

ViUeperdue (H mUes). A little beyond is the 
old village of Ste. Catherine-de-Fierbras (so called 
from Guillanme Fier-k-bras, or strong arm. Count 
of Poitou), near the chftteau of Comonacre, or 
Comacre, whither Joan of Arc went, 1429, to fetch 
the sword of Charles Martol, with which he slew 
the Infidels. The Marquis de Lussac is proprietor. 
The church is in the Renaissance style of Francis I. 

St. Maure (7f miles) on a branch of the Yienne 
called the Manse, which is traversed by a short 
viaduct, 112 feet high, on 15 arches. There is a 
dolmen of six stones here. The old Chdtwu de Brau 



is in sight. Coaches to Chinon (Btt Route 86), 
Courcoud, Latour-St.-Q^in, Ligneil, Llsle-Bon- 
chard, Richelier, St. Espain. 

At Isle-Bouchard (18 kil.), near the Vienne, ft 
another dolmen, and the curious Romanesque c/uhhA 
0/ St. Leonard. 
[RiCHBLiEU (26 kil. south-west), on the Amable, 
belonged to the father of Armand du Plessl", 
the famous Cardinal Richelieu, whose seat here, 
which he enlarged and beautified, was pulled 
down at the Revolution. It was made the head 
of a dukedom, 1631, and the town was rebuilt 
by him a little while after.] 
Port-de- Files (6| miles), on the Creuse. 
[Hate-Descartes (7 miles south-east), higher up 
the river, so called (since 1802) from the philo- 
sopher, Descartes, who was bom here, I59fi. 
They show the house, with his bust, Ac. To 
the east of it is Gralmoont, the old seat of 
Louis .XI.'s gossip, Tristan THermite.] 
Les Ormes (3 miles), in department Vienne^ has 
a fine chdteau of the Argensons, surmounted by a 
column 80 feet high, with a staircase in it, whencu 
there is a wide prospect over the Vienne, Ac. 
[At Preuilly (33 kil. south-east), beyond the 
Vienne, are the remains of the castle of tl>e 
Premier Barons of Touraine, and a good abbey 
church, founded 1001. Population, 2,370.] 
Dange (2 miles), on the Vienne. 
Jngrandes (5 miles) up the same river. 
[GuERCHB (18 kil. east), on the Creuse, has the 
cM^cat* of Agnes Sorel, and a church of the 
16th century.] 

ClULtellerault (6 miles), a sous-prefecture !ik 
department Vienne (population, 14,210), and seat of 
the government arms-factory. Here about 20,f CO 
fire-arms, and 8,500 armes blanches^ i. e., swords and 
bayonets, are made yearly. Inferior cutlery, grind- 
stones, paste diamonds, Ac, are branches of local 
trade on the Vienne, which a good bridge crosses, 
with an old four-turretcd gate at one end. It 
stands among pleasant hills and gardens, and has 
the Gk>thic church of St. Jean, a salle-de-spectacle, 
Ac. The Duke of Hamilton claims to be Duke of 
Chfttellerault, through the. title conferred on his 
ancestor, the Regent Arran, for negociating the 
marriage of Mary Stuart. 

IIoteU.—DQ I'Esperance (the Hope) ; De la T8te 
Noire. 
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StesSMT, in numncRr, tvAy In tiie momlngr, down 
the Tlentitt and Loire, to Toort, Saamnr^ Ang«ny 
Nantes. Coaches to Anx-Angles, Plnmartin, Le 
Blanc, and MontmoriUon (tee below); Laroche and 
Izenre. Cfenon (4 kil.), as well as Monssay (on the 
Clain), is another supposed site of the Saracens* 
defeat by Charles Martel, at what is caUed the 
Battle of Tours. 
[Laboohx, or RocHS-PozAT (28 kil. east-sonth- 
east), on the Crense, where the Gartempe joins, 
has some cold sulphur waters (discovered 1573), 
in the limestone, which are taken between July 
and September, and are useful in scrofula, skin 
diseases, intermittent tey&r^ Ao. To the north- 
east of it ^ 
BoussAT (with an old camp), where General 
Monon, who sacceeded Kl^ber in E^jrpt, was 
bom. 
MnsBBAU (38 kil. west-sonth-west of CThftteller- 
ault), the old capital of Miiebelais, had a castle, 
built by Foulques N^ra, in which Henry of 
England*s widow, Eleanor, was beslegred by her 
irrandson, Arthur.] 

Les-Barres-le-Halntre (8 miles), near the 

remains of a Roman mantio. 

La Trlclierle (S miles). 

DissalB (2f miles), on the Clain, is known for 
its red wines. It has an old church, &c. 

Clan (3^ mUes), higher up the Clain. 

Chasseneilll (if mOe), in the pretty valley of 
the same river. 

At 5f miles further is

about 180 feet above the Clain, wheie the 9ahn 
joins, and, wi^ the other, alnost snrronadB it. As 
you look at the town it has a iiM)st pieturesqae ap* 
pearance, with its gardens and meadows, but tbe 
streets are crooked, dirty, and steep ; and this hottes 
mean though interesting from their aatkiaity. 
Some remains of the Gothic walls are left, pierced 
by six gates, four of which lead out to fhe Clidn. 
That on the south, Porte de la Tranche takes yoa 
to the Pwe de Blassac walk, on the rise of the op- 
posite hill, whence there is a fine prospect ; lieyend, 
at the hermitage, are four arches oi a Soman aque- 
duct, called the Arcs de PaTigmg, which supplied the 
Arinny or amphitheatre, the ruins of which are in 
the court-yard of Hdtel d'Evreux. Its len|^ tras 
upwards of 500 feet. Csosar called tliis place 
Limonum; it was then the capital of thei^Mssi; 
who gave name both to it and the proTlnoe. 

The Vandals, Visigoths, Saracens, and Normans, 
took it in succession, but the most memorable event, 
to an Englishman, is the famous BatfU of 1856 
(fought at Cardinerie, a few miles to the south- 
west) in which Edward III., his son, the Black 
Prince, and Chandos, with 14,000 men (4,0M of 
whom were archers), d^eated 60,000 French, taking 
prisoners king John and his son, with an arehbiahop^ 
and seventy nobles, besides men-at-arms, leaving 
11,000 French counts, barons, knights, Ac, dead on 
the field ; the English loss being 3,400 killed. By 
the treaty of Bretigny, four years after, it was 
given, with the province, to the English, bnt was 
recovered by Duguesclin, 1873. The Hagnsnots 
held it for a time in 1562 ; and it was besieged, in 
1569, by Collgny (without success) before hit d^eat 
at Montcontour. They show, on the Clatn^sbanka, 
the grotto of CaMtiy where he used to meet hit 
disciples. In modem days, Poitiers is remarkaUfi 
for the attempted rising of General Berton, in 182^ 
for which he was executed. 

The Palais de Justiety in Rue des Cordeliers, on 
the hUl, includes part of the seat of the counts 4 
Poitou, such as Maubergeon tower, and the SA 
des (7ardto,— a timber-roofed ban, in ahalf-Konntt 
style, 162 feet long. It Was inbuilt, 1895, after fbtf 
English had burnt it. Here Charles YII. was pro- 
claimed king of France, when he was little moif 
than "RoideBoui^s." At the comer of Rum dl 
\ Bt.'Ptt'QiV voA^^^ la a house In whieb 
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Foltleri Hved. The TrifMMn Krai tfta old bialtop^s 
palace, and offers nothing remarkabi*. The Hdiel 
de Ville, is the head-qnartera of the Communis a 
corporation, at old as 1199 ; and a UwtvtraUf, foun- 
ded by Charles YII., tn 1481, is now represented 
by a Faculty des Lettree, which, with the Eeole de 
Droit, founded 1481, have a place in the ancient 
H6tel Dieu, opposite Ndtre Dame. Here also are 
yarions collections, inolnding the pnblic archives, 
the Bibliotl^que of 25,000 volumes, and 800 MSS. 
(missals, Ac), with moflenms of Natural history, 
pictures, and antiquities; open daily. There is a 
bust, by David, to M. Bmcemte^ the lawyer, who 
died 1840. 

The MaisoH de la PrMte^ a curious house of the 
15th century, in that street, is now used as an 
itcolo chr<^tienne; another of the same age is in 
Rue de r Arceau ; and in Rue du March^ stands 
one in the Renaissance style. The ancient Juris- 
diction Consulaire, in Rue de la Mairie, was buOt 
by a native, Girpuard, who is the author of the 
portal of the Augustine church, in Place d'Armes. 
Poitiers is remarkable for many old churches, most 
of which have been carefully renovated of late 
years. 

St. Pierre's Cathedral, in amixedBomanesquAand 
Gothic style, was begun about 1043, carried on by 
Henry II. of England, in 1163, and finished in 1879, 
except part of the front, which is as late as the Ifith 
century, and has two towers and a rose window. 
Length 838 feet, by 100 wide, and 97 feert high, to 
the vault of the nave, which stands on sixteen 
pillars, and is strengthened by buttresaet. It con- 
tains painted windows, a fine organ by Cllquot, a 
good choir, and has immensely thick east walls. 
At the SenUnarf for priests, in the old Cordeliers* 
convent, is a good library of 10,000 volumes and 
MSS., with a figure of a winged dragon, called 
Grand Chteule, which used to be carried In procession 
daring Rogation days, and twaUoifed the offerings 
of the faitliful. At Boaen aaoh a monster is called 
Oargouilla, for a simUar vbmob, Munaly, his having 
« a eapaoUMs ihrottt. 

Closa to tike Cathedral It the dkiirch of Ste. Radi- 
gonde (Clotaire*8 wife), a narrow Romanesque 
building of the ISth century, with a carved portal 
of the 15th century, a g^ood nave, unsupported by 
pfllart, an tnclent Mteristy, the Pas d« Dieu chapeli 



and a crypt, where they show the Umh of the saint, 
as well as of St. Agnes, first abbess of St. Croix, 
before which lights are kept perpetually burning. 

A little further, is the very ancient rectangular . 
baptistry o/8t. Jean, built in the 4th or 5th century 
(some say the 3rd, as a Roman temple), lately used 
as a mtu^e of antiquities, and now in course of res- 
toration. Another old church is that of Montiemeuf, 
built 1076-96, as part of a Benedictine abbey, 
founded by Guy Gooffry, Count of Poitiers; a 
mixture, like the i-cst, of the round and pointed 
styles, except the choir, which was rebuilt in the 
14th century, and contains a modem tomb to the 
founder. It stands near the large cavalry barracks, 
and Pont de Rochereuil, in the north division of 
the town. 

In Place du March^ is the Romanesque Church of 
N6tre Dame la Grande, which some fix in the 9th 
century, and some in the 10th ; it has a rich and 
highly curious front, carved with statues and sculp- 
tures, of Adam and Eve, the Annunciation, Christ 
in the Manger, Ac; and Inside a bas-relief of the 
Resurrection; a brass reading-desk and a pulpit 
are worth notice. 

St. Porchaire has a tower of the llih century, and 
a carved front, with a tomb of its saint. Near 
Grande Porte and the railway station, is part of St. 
HUaire, built 1049, on the site of one by Clovis, in 
honour of Pope Hilary, and burnt, 863, by the Nor- 
mans ; it contains a Romanesque apse, the saint's 
shrine (which holds part of his skull and arm bone !), 
and some statues conunemorating the deliverance 
of the town 'from the English, 1203. St. Triaise 
offers a front of the 11th century. In the Cordeliers* 
church, Madame da Montospan was buried. The 
Lyceum, or college, founded by Henry IV., in 1608, 
has a chapel worth notice, near the tatns h gax.

Bcnoit a'jbep ruins, near another famous rock, P<u»4t 
lourdin, celebrated l>y Rabelais. Also Beruges (8 kil . 
west), with its Roman vaults, Flcury aqueduct, and 
Guiennc tower; and the Cistercian abbey of Pin (12 
kil. west), now a thread factory, near the castle of 
MontreuilrRomien, which belonged to the dukes of 
Aquitaine, thcLusignans, Ac, and was the residence 
of Coeur-de-Llon, Duguc clin, the Montmorencies, 
Ac. 
[At VouiLLfe, or Vougd, or Voulon, on the Auzance, 
below Latille, 16 kil. west of Poitiers, Ctow»,in 
the battle of 507, defeated Alaric II. (who was 
killed), and his Visigoths. 
Chauvioky (23 kil. west), on the Vienne, oflTers 
remains of castles and a curious old church, of 
the saifie age as St. Savin, which is 16 kil. be- 
yond, and has an old Norman-style church. 

The rail from Poitiers to MontmOlillon and 
Limoges turns off at St. Benolt (U miles), 
and passes on to Neull-rEspolr (7 miles); 
LU88ac-le8-Clld.teaUZ (is miles), on the 
Vienne. Then comes Montmorlllon (8 miles), 
a sous-prefecture (population, 8,700), on the Gar- 
tempe, in a pretty spot, but ill-built, having a 
seminary, hospital, Ac. ; and noted for its bis- 
cuits and macaroons. Paper and linen arc also 
made. It is further remarkable for a Chapel 
or temple, partly Romanesque, eight-sided and 
vaulted, over a vault or crypt lit with narrow 
slits. Four quaint groups are carved above 
the chapel door, supposed to represent the 
Vices and other emblems. Botel. — Du Grand 
Monarque. After this the lino runs up the 
Gartempe to Le Dorat (12 miles), in Haute 
Vienne, in a charming part of the Sfevre, com- 
manding extensive prospects, and has a forti- 
fied church of the 10th century (the walls being 
lined with towers and battlements). Baro* 
meters and weights are made. Population, 
2,240. Glass is made at Danac. Thence past 
Droux (4i miles), &c., to Bersac (18} miles), 
on the line to St. Sulpice and Limoges. (See 
Route 43).]

[ROCHEPOUCADLD (about 'JO kil. west), a place of 
3,000 souls, on the Tardoire, having an old 
chdteau in the Renaissance style, with peaked 
towers at the comers, where the Due de la 
Rochefoucauld, author of ^^Les Afaximes," was 
bom, 1618. Several caves are found along the 
banks of the river.]

Objects of NoTicB.--Cathedral— Castle->HdteI 
de TaiUefer— St. Martial's Church. 

An ancient town or city, on the Charente, capital 
of that department (formerly of the province of 
Amitcumoi*), seat of a bishopric, Ac, called JeuUtma 
by the Romans. It stands at a good height (about 
i80 feet) on the rocks above the river, in a pure 
bfvt sharp air, looking, at a distance, something 
•tke Chester, and commanding, from the old ram- 
>eu^s, a wide prospect over the rich and beautiful 
i^ino country round the basins of the Charente 



and Anguienne, &c. The old town is, as usual, A 
nest of ill-built narrow streets. In the Place 
d*Artois is a fine sloping promenade running from 
the Hdtel de V ille, with a pillar 50 feet high, raised 
to the memory of her husband, by the late Duchesse 
d*Angoul6me. At a later date this memorial was 
painted in tricolour, and dedicated to the heroes of 
July! 

The Cathedral of St. Pierre, mostly rebuilt, 18l«, 
is a square pile, remarkable chiefly for its Roman- 
esque front of the 12th ecutnry, Kuraionnted by an 
entablature and two pepper boxes at the coriiers, 
of the 16th century. Near the top are figures of 
the Almighty and the four Evangelists. Its tall 
steeple was burnt by the Calvinists in 1S68; in 
falling it crushed a church, and the handsome 
Renaissance chapel of St. Calais. Its new tower is 
one of six stages, by Abbadie, who is the architect 
of the new Romanesque church of St. Martial, begun 
1852, 190 feet long. 

Two round and polygonal towers of the 12th and 
14th centuries still remain at the Castle or chfttclet, 
where the sister of Francis I., Marguerite des Mar- 
guerites (Pearl of Pearls) was bom. It is now a 
prison. Our John Lackland's wife, IsaheUe de 
TaiUefer, was bom, in the old palace of the family, 
in the street of that name. The H6td de Vitte is 
in Place de la Commune. The Palais de Justice 
contains the Library of 1^00 volumes, including 
the first book printed here (1481), and a Xenophon 
by H. Stephen, with his autograph. New Lyceum 
in Place de Beaulieu. The Hotel Dieu was founded 
by Guez de Balzac, a reformer of the French Ian* 
gruage, opposite the house he was bom in. The 
bishop's house has been restored by Abbadie. 
Under the rocks to the north is the Qrotto of St, 
Cpbard. 

Ravaillac, who assassinated Henry IV., and 
Poltrot, the assassin of the Duke of Guise, were 
natives. Angonldme was given up to the English 
after the battle of Poitiers. It suffered in the wars 
of the Huguenots, and first gave title to the Due 
d'Angouldme, who conmianded at the final siege of 
Rochelle.

Jamac-Segonzac (7f miles), with a population 
of 2,400, and a good brandy trade, is at the 
suspension bridge on the Charente, in the 
middle of vast meadows, and is famous for the 
battU of 1569, when the Duke of Ai\jou defeated 
the Huguenots, under Coligny and tho Prince 
of Cond^, who was killed. When Guy Chabot 
de Jamac was having a friendly pass at arms 
in tho presence of Henry II., in 1547, he gave 
his opponent a sly stab with a dagrger ; hence 
a treacherous blow came to be called a coup de 
Jamae. 
Cognac (8| miles), a sous-pr^ecture, and town of 
8,170 population, on the south side of the Cha- 
rente, commanded by an old castle, at the west 
end of the beautiful country furnishing the well- 
known Cognac BrMdy. The tract belongfaig to 
the grpwers of La Societt^ Vlgnicole Champe- 
nolse is a circle, 20 to 25 miles diameter, 
having Segoniac for the centre, and taking in 
Cognac on the west, Jamac on the north, 
Chftteauneuf on the east, and Barbezieux on 
the south. Francis I. was bom here, under an 
elm, in the castle grounds. 
Hott'S.—Ve France ; Du Faisan (Pheasant) ; 

Trois Marchands (Throe Merchants).

The Bordeaux merchants have large ware- 
houses at this spot, where the high road from 
Paris falls in. 

Elate (37 kil. further on), a sous-pr^fccturc of 
5,000 souls, in department Gironde, and a pilot 
station, on the cast bank of the Garonne. It 
was the ancient Blavia, and had a strong castle, 
taken by the Huguenots, 1568, and then by 
the Leaguers. This now makes part of the 
citadel, on a rock in Upper Town, commanding 
the river (about 4 kil. broad), in conjunction 
with the fort of le Patd (or the Pic), on on 
island in the midst, and Fort M^doc on the 
opposite side. In the old Gothic tower of this 
castle the Duchesse de Berri was confined, 1833. 
A good mairio, hospital, theatre, Ac, are in the 
Lower Town, where the merchants and pilots 
live. At the Austin abbey here, King Caribert 
of Aquitainc was buried, 631. Charlemagne's 
Champion, Roland, who fell hi battle against 
the "Paynim sons of swarthy Spain," at Ron- 
cesvalies, in 778, was brought hither to be 
buried.

Population, 194,250. Bordeaux is the third com- 
mercial port in France, the centre of the vin de 
Bordeaux, or Ciaret trade, chief town of the 
department Gironde (formerly of the province of 
Guienne or Aquitaine), head of a military division, 
seat of an archbishop, &c. It stands on the west 
bank of the Garonne, & bord-des-eaux^ 70 miles 
from the sea, where the river is 500 to 800 yards 
broad (the Thames at London Bridge is 3£0 yards); 
and it is from the water that you see to advantage 
its noble range of quays and buildings, stretching 
like a crescent, three miles long, from the ship- 
yards at the south end to the fine streets and 
houses at the north extremity, towards the Char- 
trons and Chapeau Rouge quarters, where the 
merchants live. A fine, nearly level, stone Bridge^ 
of seventeen arches, 581 yards long, 50 feet broad, 
was built 1811-21, by Deschamps, from the Porte de 
Bourgogne to the village of La Bastide opposite. 
This will soon be accompanied by a railway brieve 
uniting the termini of the lines which centre here. 
The river below forms the Port, where as many as 
1,000 sail may lie; but the larger vessels anchor 
at Pauillac, which is the real port. High water at 
fall and change, 3 o'clock. 

The //0MJ»M are large and well-built; the higher

Street), is the principal T/icafre, a large ai:d luA Ju 
structure, built by Louis XIV., and opened 1780 ; 
it has a Corinthian portico of twelve columns, 
with a great vestibule and staircase, and will hold 
4,000 persons. It is usually reckoned the best 
out of Paris. Here the Government Delegation 
had its head-quarters when driven from Tours by 
the Germans, 1871. The Th^fttre de Gymnase ie 
new. Another, called les VarieUs in Rue Fossle 
de rintendance, was burnt down in 1855. 

The Prefecture, in Ruedela Com^die, is the work 
of Louis, 1775, and has been restored. HQtel de 
Ville (or town hall), near the Cathedral, was the 
palace of the archbishops, and was built, 1780-1, 
by Prince de Rohan, then primate of Aquitaine ; 
it is a large square pile, with a court in the midst, 
and a picture gallery. Here they show Napoleon's 
own Cross of the Legion of Honour, a History 
of his Battles, with his MS. notes, and other 
curiosities, presented by General Bertrand; also a 
collection of antique arms. The jictures number 
466, including Lesueur'sUrania,Rubcns' Martyrdom 
of St. Just, &c., but they are ill arranged. Cata< 
logue, li ^^' ^^ older Gothic town hall is in the 
street leading to the bridge. The Palais de Justice 
(law courts), near the Hutcl de Ville, is a largo 
and rather elegant building, 480 feet long, built 
1839-46, and has Maggesi's statues of Malesherbcs, 
d'Aguesseau, VHdpital, and Montesque (who 
lived at ChMeau de Brbde, 10 miles off>; behind 
it are the prisons; and opposite the Ilvtel Diev, 
or public hospital of St. Andrd, with 650 beds. It 
was rebuilt 1825-9, but founded as far back as 
1390. In Rue St. Dominique, is the Museum, com- 
prising the public library of 120,000 volumes, and 
800 MSS., among which is Montaigne's annotated 
Copy of his Essais; also the museums of antiquity 
and natural history, and the Observatory, open 
daily to strangers. The Hospice des Enfans Trouvds, 
where 700 foundlings are provided for, is on the 
Quai de la Pf^udatte. 

St. Andre's Cathedral, built by the English in 
the 13th century, the foundation having been laid 
by Henry II. and his Queen, is a large but Irregular 
structure, with buttresses, Ac; it is 418 feetUsscct^x 
and has two 8piteft^ V5ft i^N. \&^ge., vc^nxanw*^ 
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contains pictures by Veronese and Jordacns. Its 
detached clock tower^ called Pey Berland, 156 feet 
high, was built, 1440, by Archbisbof) Pinre BorUind, 
and is a fine piece of Gothic work, with battre«ses 
at the comers, and a circular turret at the top. 

8t. MidiaeT* Gothic cAtircA, near the Qnai de la 
Grave, was also built by the English, but has a 
north front of later date. Length, 243 feet. It 
was restored 1855. Its clock-tower, 180 feet high, 
is also detached and buttressed at the angles. The 
vault below the church is laid out with bones 
brought from a neigbouring cemetery. 

&. Croix, near Qaai St. Croix, though quite 
irregular within and without, is a most curious 
and interesting church, and the oldest here. It is 
Romanesque, of the 10th and 11th centuries, and 
was founded by William the Good, Duke of 
Aqnitaine. The curious carvings on the front, the 
wall paintings, and old carved font, all deserve 
notice. 

St. Seurin (or Severin) in Place de Prado, though 
modem in the front, is worth visiting for its 
ancient crj-pt of St. Fort, of the 11th century, to 
which mothers take their children every 16th of 
May, and to which, or rather to an earlier building 
on its site, the body of Roland was brought after 
his death at Roncesvaux. Notre Dame, a modem 
church, was rebuilt 1701; and the Feuillant's 
church, attached to the Lyceum, has the mailed 
offigy of Montaigne, who was a Judge of the 
Bordeaux parliament, was twice mayor, and died, 
151^, in Rue des Minimes. There are, besides these, 
seven other Catholic churches, four Protestant 
churches, and a handsome synagogue, the last in 
Rue Causserouge. Some remains of the Char- 
treuse abbey church are left in the public Cemetery 
outside the town, where Aforeau is buried. It 
gives name to the Quai des Chartrons, Ac. 

The amphitheatre, or Pakti* OalUen, now hardly 
to be seen for the houses on it, is a Roman remain, 
near the Jardin det Plantet (botanic garden). It 
was 241 feet by 177, and f4 high. Towde VHorloge, 
or clock tower, which was attached to the old 
Udtcl de Ville, is an old gate buUt by Henry III. 
of England, and has three peaked turrets, with a 
lion on the middle one. It stands \96 feet high.

Jonbert*s qiimdiV 
factory is on a large scale. Cmsse's ann, « 
cellars, containing 30,000 barrels of wine, are mvtk 
visiting; so are Guestier's, in Pav€ des Chaitn)M> 
Excellent public baths, near the Boorse, andii 
Place Lain€ ; also two swimming schools, xninentf 
baths, &c. 

The best Promenades are in the Conrs d'AAict 
de Toumy (so called after M. de Tonmy, fOTtneriy 
Inteudant, and a great benefactor to tlie towOi 
whose statue is near), and dn Jardin publiqw 
(which, however, is no garden, bnt an openspKe)— 
but especially in the large Place (luhKoneei, on tlM 
site of the Chftteau Trompette. It is about a 
quarter of a mile long. At one end are batlis, ct 
the other, two columns, 65 feet hig^ with gas 
reflectors.

Among the persons bom here, are Ansonius, tbi 
Latin poet of the 4th century; BIchard II. of 
England; Clemoit V.; MarcellM Umpiricui, thi 
Jlrst of quacks; Ducos and other ** Qlr(«dirti," 
who figured in the Revolutiim. Another nttii* 
was Girard, the rich merchant of New Tofk, vki | 
sailed hence, 1762, as a cabin boy, and died wwtt j 
two and a half millioiu sterling. 

Bordeaux was called jMrrf^iwito ligr Strabo, ffAj 
was the eblef town at tbe 
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•hort winter. He describes it as four-sided ; with 
tiigli towers, and broad well-planned streets, and 
watered by the stream called Devitia (now La 
Devise); "and when father ocean flows up, the 
whole surface is covered with fleets," ».e., fleets qt 
boats and merchantmen. 

The Roman city stood between Place Royale on 
the Quay, and the Cathedral. It had fourteen 
gates, of which the last (Porte Basse) was pulled 
down, 1806. The Visigoths burnt it, 412, and the 
Saracens again about 732. Bordeaux was for a 
time the capital of Gascony; and through Eleanor, 
wife of Henry II. (of England), it came to the 
English crown, as head of the duchy of Ouienne. 
Henry III., who built the old Hdtel de Ville, made 
Simon de Montfort governor; Edward I., when 
prince, lived here; and from hence the Black 
Prince marched to the battle of Poitiers, and 
brought back John of France prisoner. Charles 
VJI. took it from the English in 1451, and built 
Chfiteau Trompette to defend it. This was for- 
tified by Vauban, and called Fort Louis ; to build 
which stones were taken from a Roman Temple, 
" Augusto sacrum, Ac," called Pilliers de Tutelle. 
Its altar is in the museum of antiquities. To this 
fortress was added Castle Ha, or Cailliau, above- 
mentioned, forming part of L'Ombribre, the old 
palace of the dukes of Aquitaine, which disappeared 
in 1800, when this space was cleared. Here the 
banquet of 9th October , 1802, was given to the Prince 
President, Louis Napoleon, when he uttered his 
, memorable words, *'L'Erapire, c'est la Pa x," which 
served to rally so many hesitating adherents round 
the imperial throne. In the present day it became 
w. the temporary seat of the National Assembly, 
IP February, 1871, who here elected M. Thiers, Chief 
^ of the Executive Power, declared anew the forfei- 
^ ture of the throne by Napoldon III., and voted the 
treaty of peace with Cfcrmany. 

■• Trade. — The produce brought up by the Canal 
^clu Midi and Cette rail, and shipped to the French 
^Colonies, &c., consists of hides, flour, seeds, brandy,

kinds from abroad. About 100,000 tons of shipping 
are employed, which possess one-fourth of the 
French colonial trade. The famous daret trine is 
produced below the city, on the west side of th« 
river, in the district of the Ifedoc: about 50,000 
tuns of the premier cruM, or " first gi'owths " (called 
Chftteau Margaux, Lafitte, Latour, and Haut 
Brion), are made yearly, and the best of it is sent 
to England. 

[From Bordeaux, by the Chemin defer du Medoe^ 
down the west side of the Garonne, In tlio 
wine country of the M^doc (so called from its 
Roman name Jn medio aquoe^ signifying a 
peninsular tract), you pass 
Blanquefort (5 mUes), which belonged to tli6 
Black Prince. Then Lttdon Hi miles); MaCEU 
(If miles) ; Margauz (41 miles), near Chateau 
Margaux (noted for its first growth claret), 
opposite Blaye; followed by Beycheville, and 
Chateau L^oville (second growtlis), and ChcUcau 
Latour (first growth).

The vines 
arc trained about two feet high in open fields ;

Lesparrb (G8 kil. from Bordeaux), a small sous- 
prefecture in department Gironde (popula- 
tion l,23i), among vineyards and meadows. 
Passing through good pasture land, you como 
to SouLAC (25 kil.), at the mouth of the 
Garonne, in the Bay of Biscay, opposite the 
batiiing-place of Royan, agd near the 
Tour de Cordouan, a round, solid, light-house of 
three stories, 234^ feet high, built IGll, by 
Louis de Foix, having large refractors on 
Fresnel's system.] 



Tours to Angers, Nantes, and St. Nasalre. 
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Tonn, at In Route 15. ne line nmt dote to | 
the high lev^ road, whioh henui in the river. 
Paaslng Plessii-les-Toan, opposite St. Valli^res, 
and St. Cyr (where Berang^r lived), yon come to 

Bayoiml^reB (8f mllee), on the south bank, 
near the Cher, and the Yillandry dropping caves, 
and opposite to Luynet^ which was called Hailltf as 
far back as 475, and was made, in I(no, the head of 
a duchy, by Louis XIII., for his favourite Charles 
Albert de Lusrnes, who was was originally his 
falconer. It stands in a pretty spot under the 
rocks (and was hence sometimes styled Rochoir- 
sur-Loir), which are hollowed out for people to live 
in; above, is the old ChAUau^ with a heap of 
peaked turrets. Paul Courier, assassinated here, 
1834, was a native. Near it are about fifty pillars 
of an ancient Roman aqueduct. The rail crosses 
the Loire by a 19-Rrch viaduct, to 

Oin(l-Man (4i mlles), which stands on the 
cliffs, near an old CastU, and a famous antiquaries* 
puzzle, called the Pile de Cinq-Man, a slender 
solid tower of large bricks, IS feet square, 93 high, 
to the comer turrets, which rise 10| feet above. 
A fifth turret over the middle was blown down, 
1761. It has neither door nor window, and the 
builder is unknown; but it is supposed to be a 
mauft )leum. Cinq-Mars, one of the favourites of 
Louis XIII., and son of Marshal d*Effiat, having 
conspired against Richelieu, was taken in his own 
castle, and beheaded. He is the hero of de Vigny's 
novel. 

Coaches to Chftteau-la-Vallibre, Cldr^ Savign^, 
Rille, Chaunay, Mazi^res. 

Luigeals (8{ miles), on the north bank, has an 
old Oothic Chdteau of the 10th century (now a 
prison), built by Foulques Nera, Count of Anjou, 
and enlarged by St. Louis's barber, Pierre dc 
itabrosse. In the hall, the marriage of Charles 
VII. vrith Anne of Brittany was celebrated, 1491. 
Population, 8,310. 

[Coach to AzAT-LB-Rn>sAtr (8 miles south-east), 

which has, on an island in the Indre, a 

beautiful turreted Chdleau, in the Renaissance 

atyle, with a richly carved portico and stair- 

CM0. The derloea of Diane de Poitiers and 

Lancia I. (the salamander), are seen, and the 
naotto ^^ iTng geudesir'" in one part. It con- 
tato, a gallery of portraits. Population ^,^00."^

mond, and RoeheeoiU, the htA^iomi nwdera test 
of Talleyrand's niece and heiress, the Dacheise de 
Dino. It contains his collection of pictures and 
objects of art. A little further is Trois- Violets, 
opposite the CMUeau ^Vui, seat of the Due de 
Duras, formerly of Vauban, who partly buHt It. 

La GbOHM-rar-Lolre (4^ milea), or Ul 
Cliap«I1e-l1ir-L0iT». A little north-east la 
BovrgiuU^ in a charming red wine country on the 
Doigt, and having remains of a Benedictine oM^ 
of the 10th century, founded by Edmt, Duchess of 
Ouionne. Population 8,190. 

Port-Bonlet (3| miles), at the luspenalon bridge 
to Candes, which stands at the Vienne'a mouth, 
near the picturesque ruins of MonUtortoM Castle. 
Candes has the church in which 8t. Martin de 
Tours died. Coaches to Chinon, Loudun, Fonter- 
rault. Windmills abound here. 
ECbinon (13 kil. east-south-east), up the Viennc^ 
in department Indre-et-Loire, is a sons- 
prefecture (7,000 population), in a pretty spot, 
overlooked by the large ruins of the Ca^tt^ 
built 953, by Thibault-le-Tricheur, In which 
ffenty II. of England died, 1189, and which 
Charles VII. held (the only fortified pUes 
remaining to him) when Joan, cf Are came to 
declare her mission. He built the Ibw 
d'Argenton. Richelieu had possession of ft, 
1631. Rabelais was bom at a farm-^Mras^ 
near at hand, 1493.

It was tkil 
burial-place of the kings of England^ iriMtj 
Counts of Anjou; and in the fine cathedral 
church of the 13th century (one of five atti^l 
to the abbey) are monuments of Henry &{ 
and his wife, Eleanor, his son, Richard 
de-Lion, and John's wife, Isabella. CMa<

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d^Everault^ ii| th* court, is the tiglit-sided 
Gothic kitchen of the abbey, with a chimney 
rising over the middle. 
LouDUN (20 kil. further), is a sous-prrff ecture' in 
department Vienne (population, 4,600), and an 
old town on a hill among woods and vineyards. 
It Is noted for its delicate tvines. The Pro- 
testants held London till Richelieu razed the 
castle, and till the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes which followed. The excellent but 
unfortunate Urban Cfrandier, a monk here, 
was burnt on pretence of sorcery, 1684. 
Coarse woollens, jewellery, &c., are made, and 
there is a trade in com, wine, oil, walnuts, 
&c. 
ffotels.—'De France; Du Lion d'Or (Golden Lion). 
MoNCONTouE (16 kil. south-south-west of this), 
on the Dive, is celebrated for the d^Mt of the 
Huguenots under Coligny, 1669. "Oh, weep 
for Montcontour I oh, weep for the hour I"] 
Varenxies m miles) in department Maine-et- 
Loire, lies opposite several river islands, and Dam- 
pierre, where our Henry VI.'s queen, Margaret of 
Anjou, died broken-hearted, 1476. 

Saumur (6f miles), in a fine situation across 
the Loire, on a hill side, is a sous-prefecture of 
14,100 souls, in department Maine-et-Loire, with 
a college, military riding-school, chamber of com- 
merce, &c., and was the capital of Saumurais^ taken 
from the Counts of Blois by Foulques Nera in the 
9th century. Its name is said to be a corruption 
of Sous-le-Mur, the first houses having had the 
appearance of being built beneath a wall of rock. 
Under Henry IV.'s Secretary, Du PlttsU-Momay, 
the "Pope of the Huguenots," as the Catholics 
styled him, it became a flourishing Protestant 
town, having a good trade, and a famous Academy 
or Temple ; but it was ruined by the revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes. Here are Bue du Temple 
ond Rue du Plessis-Momay. 

From La Croix Verte, on the railway side, a 
stone bridge resting on He des Fonts (where Eling 
Send, Margaret's father, had a seat), runs over to 
the quay, the half nearest of which is on 12 arches, 
and 900 feet long. Another bridge leads out of 
the town, by Porte Fouchard, over the Thouet, 
which joins the Luire a little below. The houses 
in the new. quarters are well built of white stone; 
but they are irregular and steep in the older part, 



called Haute Ville, or Upp«r tovs* »b9Tf l^ich 
stands the irregular donfcn of the old chltcau* 
built about the 13th century (on the site of one of 
Pepin's, called chftteau du Trono), onc« % ftate 
prison, and then an arsenal. 

Most of the chwohe* deserve attention, though 
somewhat mixed in their styles. Si. fitm is 
early Gothic, and cross-shaped, with a bold, square 
tower, and spire. That of yantilly is imperffct, 
and as old as the 12th century in some purts-^with 
stout Romanesque pillars and arches, six windows 
on the north side, and a good west door. That 
pious sovereig^ii Louis the XI., gave it a diver 
Virgin. The church of St. Jean, near the Hdtel do 
YUle, is still older, being of the 8th century. 
Ndtre Dame des Ardilliers, under the cliiT, on the 
river side, was begun in 1558, and added to by 
Richelieu and others; the Marquis de Sable gave 
the painting, by Philippe de Champagne, of 
Simeon at the Temple Gate ; and A. Servier built 
the dome, 64 feet diameter. It contains the tomb 
of the Duchesse de MeiUeraye, and makes part of 
the convent and hospice of Providence. 

The caserne or Bcurack of the Cavalry Sdtooi^ one 
of the largest in France, is H-shaped, of four 
stories, and comprises riding-schools, stables, Ac, 
and an esplanade. It was founded as a school of 
equitation for the carabineers, in 1763. 

At the Gk>thic ff^el de ViUe, vrith its high 
pitched roof and pinnacles, is a musde of antiqui- 
ties ; there is also a public library of 12,000 volumes ; 
a theatre, on arches, over the market-place ; two 
hospitals, besides that of la Providence; good 
baths, and many windmills. Madame Dacter, the 
Greek scholar, was a native. The Loire has more 
than once broken through the lev^s on the town, 
especially in 1616, called the ** Deluge de Sanniur,** 
and again in 1841. 

Glass and other beads, articles in enamel, copper 
goods, linen, saltpetre, leather, Ac, are made; 
trade also in white wine, eaux-de-vie, fruit, Ac.

[At YiBHAVrq (14 UL north.«f»AMM&> 
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tower, painted choir windows, Ac.) of the Cis- 
tercian oMey of Lonrronx, founded 1121, by 
Poulques or Fulkc V., Count of Anjon. Brain 
(14 kil. north-east) contains fragments of Cou- 
tancibre ch&teao, which belonged to Bnssy 
d^Amboisc, the tyrannical governor of Ai^jou, 
who was killed by the Seignenr of Mont Sorean 
cattlAt the rains of which are seen above the 
Loire. 
At Baokbux (3 kil. south of Saumur), up the 
Thouet, is the large Pontigni cromkcK, of four- 
teen stones, one 24 feet long. MontreuU-Bellay 
and its old cMtU are 11 kil. further, and beyond 
His 
Tbouabs (28 kil. from Saumur), in a fine part of 
the Thouet, above which rise its old turreted 
walls, begun by Pepin, and finished by the 
English, from whom Duguesclin took it, 1312. 
The Vend€ans captured it, 1798. On a granite 
rock, 108 feet high, stands the old high-walled 
Ch&teau, built 1635, by Marie dela Tremouille, 
forming a centre and wings, 898 feet long, 
which, with its garden and terraces, is now 
the Mairie. 
Close to it is St. Medard's ancient church, made 
up, in fact, by three or four chapels, one over 
the other. St. Laon has a fine square tower. 
One turret on the walls, called Tour du Prince 
de Oalles (Wales), is a prison. Population, 
2,800. There are also a college and two hos- 
pices. 
Dou4 (17 kil. south-west), a very old place, hav- 
ing remains of a palace of Dagobert, also several 
caves, and an amphitheatre, dug out of the 
rocks. Its fountain is handsome and abundant. 
ViBiBBS, 17 kil. beyond it, near a lake, has re- 
mains of one of the most ancient castles in 
Ai^jou, near which is a cairn or mort-hill, 800 
metres roxmd, 18 high]. 
St. Mabtin (6i miles), opposite Treves castle, in 
the Forest dc Milly, and the village of Chenehuttc, 
which is cut off from Tufeaux and its gypsum 
quarries by a ravine. Above the cliffs are remains 
of a large Roman camp, where coins, pottery, 
tombs, &C., have been found. Admiral Dupetit- 
Thouars, who fell at Aboukir, resided here. 
X0S BOSim (8f miles) is opposite Oennes, 
wAere another Roman camp Is traced, besides a 
ruia^a Mqne4QQi* Popolntion, 2|87Q« M Q«aA\ 



is the carious old chwrch of NOtre Dame, f oonded 
by Dagobert. It consists of three naves, roondcd 
off at the east end, and is 2S6 feet long by 65 to 75 
broad. Coaches to Gcnnes and Longa€. 

La Menitr^ (.Hf miles). Population, 2,410. 
Coaches to Beaufort and Beang^. 
[Beauo£, or Baugd (20 kil. north-north-cast), a 
sous-prefecture of 8,600 souls, on the Couesnon 
(here crossed by a bridge), where the English, 
under the Duke of Clarence, were defeated, 
1421, by Lafayette. It has an old castU of 
Foulques Nera, built in the eleventh century, 
and an excellent hospital. Paper, coarse 
linens, and woollens, ar$ made.] 
St. MathurlXL (if mile), at the long suspen- 
sion bridge of 8t. Maur^ so called after St. Bene- 
dict's disciple. It was one of the seats of the 
learned Congregation of St. Maur^ among whom 
were Mabiilon and Montfaucon. Population, 2,930. 
La BohaUe (5 miles), where the great LevSes or 
embankments of the Lohre end. 
Trelaze m miles), close to large slate quarries.

Population, 54,800. 

The capital of department Maine-et-Loire, and 
once of the province of Angers^ whidi belonged to 
our Henry II., as Duke of Anjou. It is the scat of 
a cour impdriale, tribunal, university, college, 
bishopric, Ac, and was, in Roman times, the chief 
town of the Andecavi, whence the name Is derived. 

It stands in a fine amphitheatre, made by a bend 
of the Maycnne or Maine, below where the Sarthe 
Joins, and near its own Junction with the Loire. 
The oldest part is a collection of narrow steep 
streets (some too steep for carriagres) of wooden or 
slate houses, with carved stone balconies. This 
slate Is of the dark schistose kind, quarried in the 
neighbourhood, at Paperie, Por^ Petits, Grand 
Carreaux, and Grand Bouc, in which about 8,000 
men are employed. The mines were worked en ths 
\au\^ 8Yat«m^ e«ch QMQ lioldio^ 
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are now managed (and for the better) by a com- 
pany of capitalists. 

The new town is regularly built; the boulevards 
are well planted; and there is a suspension and 
other bridge, one of which replaces an iron bridge 
which fell, 1850, while a regiment was passing over 
it. Old walls of brown stone, defended by turrets, 
go round the town. One of the promenades, called 
Bout du Monde (World's End), overlooks it and the 
surrounding country. 

At the top of a hill stands St. Maurice's C<Uhedral^ 
seen for many leagues round. It is a cross, 298 
feet long, with one of the widest naves (of the 11th 
and 12th centuries) in France. The front is com- 
paratively plain. Its great door and window are 
flanked by two spire towers, 244 feet high; and 
above them is a gallery of 8 statues of Counts of 
At\jou; over which rises the middle tower, of the 
16th century. In the interior are some excellent 
carvings; stained, rose, and other windows; old 
tapestry; the high altar, of different coloured 
marbles; a ftimous organ, Ijy Danville (from which 
you may take the round of the walls, by a gallery 
near the roof) ; and a benitier (holy water basin), 
given by le ban Roi Rtni^ whose tomb, in which his 
daughter Margaret (wife of our Henry YI) was 
buried, was destroyed at the Revolution. The old 
^vgch^, close to the cathedral, is on the site of the 
Roman capitol. 

Rent's great moated Ccutle^ on a steep rock over 
the river, now used as an arsenal, was begun as 
early as the time of Philippe Augaste, as a palace 
of the Counts of Anjou. Its walls are high and 
thick, and strengthened by eighteen towers of dark 
slaty stone ; the terrace has a good view of the 
river. It was dismantled by Henry III. 

8t. ,Serge*8 curious old Gothic church has a nave 
of the 16th century, vrith an earlier choir of the 
18th, supported by elegant light pillars, the work 
of Yulgrin, a monk, who became bishop of Mans. 
Trinity ehutxh^ in the Doutro suburb, is a mixture 
of Romanesque and Gothic, Uth to 13th century. 
St. JoMph't is a new church, modelled after the 
cathedral. The great hall of the H6M Dieu^ or St. 
John's hospital, in the Doutre, was built by our 
Henry II. In faubourg St. Jacques, is the large 
front of the abbey of St. Nicholas, a Romanesque 
tnildliig (now « irood store) founded in the 8th 



century by Hermengarde, wife of Louis le Debon- 
naire. At the comer of Rue (street) du Figoier, is 
a fine Gothic house called IJCtel dC Anjou. 

The Prefecture is on the site of St. Aabin*s 
abbey, and contains traces of the cloisters. Hdtel 
de Ville, a modern building on the Champ de Mars. 
An old house called Logia BarrauU, contains the 
public library of 30,000 volumes with many rare 
MSS., and the Mu»4e, or picture gallery, a collec- 
tion of Flemish and French masters, many contri- 
buted by Lar^veilli^re-Lessaux, an Angevin^ and 
member of the Director^'. Here also is a special 
gallery of copies of all the works of P. J. David, or 
David dCAnger^ the sculptor, another Angevin, of 
whom his countrymen are justly proud. 

Notice, also, the riding academy; the botanic. 
gardens, with many exotics ; deaf and dumb school, 
baths, theatre, race-course; and the school of trades 
(arts et metiers), one of three established in France. 
A modern imperial lyceum succeeds the University, 
which flourished from the 12th century down to the 
Revolution. 

King Ren€, Bemier, the traveller, and Manage, 
were natives. The Duke of Wellington spent two 
years of his early life here, for military training. 

There are manufactures of sailcloth, camlets, 
handkerchiefs, thread stockhigs, refined sugar, Ac; 
and a good trade in these and oil, hemp, grain, 
wine, dried fruits (fruts cuits), honey, vinegar, 
slate, marbles. 

Conveyances : Coaches to Renncs (Route 40), 
Segr^, Laval (Route 15), Chftteau-Gontier, Chollet, 
La Flfecho (Route 39). Also, to Fonts de Ci (4 kil.), 
so called after the wood and stone bridge, whidi 
skips, by about 100 arches, across the islands of 
the Loire — and from a Ccesar's Camp here. On on« 
of these islands, Bdhuard, rests a pilgrim's chapel^ 
with a portrait of Louis XI. There was a desperate 
fight on the bridge in 1793, when the Vend^ans ovcr- 
powei'ed the republicans. Across the Loire (I'J kll. 
from Angers), is the deserted Ch&teau of the Dues 
de Cossd-Brissac, the last of whom w^s killed Ht 
Versailles, 1792. It well deserves a visit, as a com- 
plete specimen of the old chateau. The present 
owner, a branch of the family, lives near it. 

[About 12 kil. north-east of Angers is the fine 
old castle of Plessis-Jfac^, with its towers, moft^ 
s(}uaro donjon, machtQQU,t'Qa%^ &<^. 
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Further on, 80 miles from Angers, ou the line to 

Le Mans, is 
Bftbl^ (*ee Roate 16). 

At 4 kil. np the river, near the qoarrlcs, is the old 
abbey of 
SOLESUfl, founded 998-1096, and mostly rebuilt 
in the time of Louis XV. The church contains 
a remarkable collection of fifty bas-reliefs, 
staiuet^ Ac., by Geoffrey Pilon, in the 15th 
eentury, some the size of life, called the Saints 
de Solesmes. Among them are the sepulchre 
of the Virgin (a group of fourteen figures), 
Christ in the grave (by Pilon*s father), Christ 
with the doctors, &c.] 
From Angers, along the Nantes railway, you pass, 
going down the right side of the Loire, 
Boncbemaine (df miles). 
LaPoln^e(Umiie). 
Lea Forges (2 mUcs). 

La FolBSonnl^re (if miles), near which, on 
the river side, are the fine park and cMUmu <Kf 
Btrrant^ with its orangery and chapel. It is a seat 
of the Walsh family, who left Ireland with the 
Stuarts. Both Louis XIY. and Napoloon have 
paid visits to it. 

OlialOXmes (3| miles), near the beautiful island 
of Lombardi^re. Population, 4,970. There are 
important coal mines here. 

OhamptOC^ (5 miles), or Champtoceau, with 
its ruined castle of OiUes de Retz, who was Marshal 
of France, and was strangled in 1440, for sorcery, 
chUd-murder, and other crimes. 
Insrandes (3^ miles) is next passed, then 
Varades (H miles), hi department Loire-Inf^ 
rioure, part of Brittany. Population, S,400. Across 
the river, in Vendue, on a hill, is the church of St. 
Florent, whore the royalist leader, Bonchamps^ 
killed in the Yend^an war, is buried. His monu- 
ment, one of .the best works of David d' Angers, 
represents him in his last moments, crying out to 
spare the republican prisoners whom they had 
taken in their llrst rising here. Coach to Beau- 
pr^au. 
[Beaupb^au (20 kil. south), a sous-pr€fecture (hi 
Maine-et-Loire), and old walled town, on the 
Eure, above which are the towers of its ancient 
ehdteau. The Lyceum is a large building. 
PopuUtion, .2,100. 



Ancenis (7f miles), a sous-prefecture. In depart* 
ment Loire-Inftfrieure, in a charming spot, with ft 
Gothic chftteau above it, which belonged to ibk 
Bethxmes. Ancenis was fortified by Henry II. <tf 
England, and dismantled by Charlea YIIL, ii 
1488. A suspension bridge on six rests crosses the 
river. Population, C,680. Coaches to ChAtean* 
briant (Route 40), St. Mars-la-Jaille, La Ghapellt- 
Glahi, St. Jullien. A Druid stone, called Caan^ 
olair, is near. 

Oudon (5f miles), with an eight>slded tower ol 
its old castle, built about 1240. Opposite it ars 
remains of Champtoceaux or Chantoceaa eastls^ 
which was destroyed in 1420, when Margaret di 
Clisson, widow of John of Brittany, took his soO' 
cessor, John V ., a prisoner by 8tratag<Mn, and knpl 
him here for five months.

Population, 113,630. Capital of department Loire- 
Infdrieure, head-quarters of a military division, 
scat of a diocese, and the fourth port in France, 
standing ou the north side of the Loire (where the 
Erdrc joins), 36 miles from the Bay of Biscay. 
Many English live here, in great comfort, and even 
luxury, on £100 a year. 

It was the Roman Namnetes^ In Armorica. It 
was ravaged by the Normans in the 9th and 10th 
centuries, and became a principal seat of the dnkes 
of Brittany, till Anne of Brittany married Chailea 
VIII.; but is most celebrated for the "iMM qf 
ifon^M," issued l^ere b^ VLwqf {V., ia fi|T0i|r q| 
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the Protestants, which Loais XIV. reyoked, 1685. 
It was attacked by the Venddans, 1793; about 
which time the atrocious Carrier and his terrorist 
agents heid it, and 2fi,000 persons, young and old, 
suspected of loyalty, were drowned in leaky 
barges, or shot, or left to die in prison. These 
wholesale drownings are the terrible noyodM, de- 
scribed in every liistory of the Revolution: the 
haptimea republicainet^ as they were pleasantly 
called by the horrid wretches who perpetrated 
them. 

The old town occupies the comer made by the 
river; in Faubourg Le Marchys is the Yille Neuve, 
or new town, beg^un by Graslin, the financier, 1784. 
Other suburbs lie on the islands in the Loire, such 
as Feydeau, Gloriette, Biesse, Ac; and a chain of 
six bridges, from island to island, carries a road of 
8 kil. length, across the river to Bere, on the south 
bank, where the S^vre falls in. There are nine or 
ten other bridges. La Fosse quay, which is lined 
with trees and well-built houses, is part of a suc- 
cession of quays extending from the castle for half 
a league or more. The Erdre, too, is bordered 
with quays, and they are also carried round He 
Feydeau. The tide flows up to the town, rising 
only a fathom, but enough to bring up small vessels 
under 200 tous. The entrance to the Loire is rather 
foggy and dangerous. Larger ships 8tq> at Paim' 
boeuf, 35 miles lower. 

From 2,000 to 8,000 vessels visit Nantes yearly, 
with fish from Newfoundland, sugar, and other 
produce, from the French colonies. Sardines or 
pilchards are caught in the season, and exjtorted to 
England and elsewhere. Small corvettes and brigs 
are built here. Coarse woollens and cottons are 
made ; besides steam-eng^es, bottles, pottery, rope, 
canvas, vinegar, refined sugar, proviiions for the 
navy, Ac. 

The streets are pretty good ; the houses of stone 
and slate, the latter material being used to face 
those in the old town (as in La Poissonnerie, Rue 
dc la Juiverie, Ac.), where the streets are narrow 
and dirty, and made up of old-fashioned buildings, 
with projecting gables. Besides the promenades 
on the quays, there are those of St. Andrtf and St. 
Pierre (between the Loire and Erdre), on the site of 
part of the ramparts, between which lies Place 
iiouis XVI., marked by a statue of that king; and

Arthur III. (near the castle), with Oliver de Gib- 
son and Duguesclln, two famous soldiers. There 
are about twenty open places, oi which Plaoe 
Royale and Place Oraslin ore the best A tbeatVB, 
rebuilt 1810, with a Corinthian portioo, stands in 
Place Graslin, ornamented by eigfu figures of the 
Muses (one being dtfport^). 

St. Peter's Cathedral was mostly buUt, 1484-1600. 
on the site of one founded 555^ by St. Felix. It 
has a massive Norman choir, of the 10th century 
(the oldest existing part, except the crypt), and a 
lofty flamboyant nave, 21 feet high. The west 
front, with its three well-soulptured portals, sup- 
ports two low unfinished towers, with, a wateh 
turret at the top of one. The altar piece Is tn 
Italian oomposition. Its finest Monum&U is the 
tomb, in block, white, and red marble, of Fhrnohi 
II. (last Duke of Bretagne) and his wife Margaret. 
About 28 accessory figrures are counted, besides 
fbur larger ones at the angles, of Justice, Pmdenee, 
Ac.— that of Justice being a portrait of Anne of 
Brittany, for whom the work was done, 1508, hy 
M. Oolumb, a Breton senlptor. 

St. Nicholas is a new chmreh, in the style ol the 
18th century. 

The only existing feudal structure is the OMU$au 
of the dukes, on the river, a large irregular pile of 
the 15th century (first founded 988), flanked with 
round towers, Ac. Here Anm o/BriUawywM bom; 
and the late Dwihuao de Berri (Madame, as she was 
called) was confined, after her capture in the town 
by General Dermoncourt, in 1832. One Duetz was 
her betrayer. She and her companions were ibnnd 
hid away in the chimney of a house, which Is 
pointed out close by. Her adventures are related 
by the General in his entertidnhig "Za V4ndde et 
Madame.'* The Castle is now used as an arsenal. 
Its oldest part, called the Bouflay, which served for 
a belfry, was removed but lately. When Henry 
rv. saw the castle and fortifications of the town, 
at his entry in 1598, *' Ventre-saint-gHs^** cried the 
kfaig, *' les Duct de Bretagne tC etaient pas de peHte 
eompagnont (were not small fellows). An explosion 
took place here lu 1800, when a cannon being pro- 
jected into the air, fell on the roof of a house, and 
penetrated through every storey to the ground. 

The Fr^fteet Hdtel, one of the most regular build- 
ings in the town, was formerly the Cliambre des 
Compts, btmt 1769, imd has two <st \.<jtttnt6:^*fib^^Qfi^ 
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Ionic style. A colonnade in the same stylo, before 
the B.urse, or exchange (built 1809-12), on the 
quays, is ornamented with emblematical statues, 
by Bertrand and Debay ; on another facade (to- 
T.-ards the Port-au-Vin) of the Doric order, are 
busts of French seamen, Duquesne, Cassart, Jean 
Bart, Dugnay-Trouin. At the Hdtel de Ville, an 
uninteresting pile of the 16th century, are some 
Roman inscriptions, found on the site of the ancient 
town. The Palais de Justice is quite a modem 
building, one of the best in Nantes, having a hand- 
■ome projecting portico, «kc. 

Over the Marche'-aux-Orains, or Com Market, is 
the pMie library of 30,000 volumes, besides MSS., 
with an illuminated copy of Augustine*s De Cvoitate 
Dei. Over the Halle-aux-Toiles (or Linen Hall) is 
the Museum of Paintings, a collection of 700 or 800 
works, of various schools, many of them bequeathed 
by M. Caucault and the Due de Fcltre, and among 
which are two Murillos. A NaturtU History musema 
in Rue dn Port Conmiuneau contains many good 
mineral specimens, Ac, gathered in the depart- 
ment ; with some mmnmies, presented by Caillaud, 
and a curiosity in the shape of the tanned^iin of a 
republican soldier, who fell 1793. 

Other buildings are— the churches of St. Similien 
and St. Francis de Sales, and six or seven churches 
besides; a college or lyceam, and priests' seminary: 
five hospitals, including the HdtelDieu, built 1656; 
the general hospital of St. Jean ; a hydrographical 
school, &c. There is also a well-stocked botanic 
garden. 

Near the Hdtel de Conunerce is a handsome 
covered way, built 1843, called Passage Pommeraye, 
ornamented with Debay's statues. In the old town 
are some ancient houses, as the Hotels Briord, de 
Laudais, Rosmadcc, d'Aux, Ducrbroucq, Bourvar- 
dibre, Ac, and the Bishop's Palace. 

Besides Anne of Brittany, Cassart, a famous 
sailor, Foucbd, the police minister, Caillaud, the 
traveller, Leannec, the physician. General Cam- 
bronne, were bom at Nantes. The statue of Cam- 
bronnc stands in Cours Henry lY. Marshal Gilles 
de Rctz, the French Bluebeard, was burnt here in 
1440. 

Palais, or Pallet, in this neighbourhood, on the 
road to Clisson (Route 41), was the native place 
(1079), of Abelard. The Chdteaux of Haute Goulaine 
jnfd SsWcnye, near Nantes, are worth seeing.

Hotels.— De r Europe; Dcs Etrangers; Des Trob

This small capital of department Yend^ is now 
called by its original name of Rodt^-tw^Ftn, 
from an ancient castle on the precifpftoiu rock 
over the Yon, which Oliver CliisoD took from 
the English, 1873, and which came to the 
Tr€mouilles and Bourbons, and was rased by 
Louis XIII. On its site is a large caserne, or 
barrack, near the statue o/ITctpoiSon^ put up 1844. 
Between it and the formal modem town ia the 
old bourg and its steep streets. 

The Prefecture is an immense pile, round three 
sides of a square, and contains a library of 
6,000 volumes, Ac. In Place Royale are some 
public buildings and hotels, with a bronze, by 
Maindron, of General Travot, a native, and the 
**Pacificateur de laYend^ 1838,'* when the 
Yend^ans again rose in behalf of the BonrboDS. 
The Church is in the Greek style, with a I>ori6 
portico, two domes, Ac. Behind Is the theatn, 
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and a public halle. It has a good hospital and 
govenimont stud. 

Here I he line from Angers and Brcssuire falls in. 

The direct rail to Rochelle, proceeds vid Lu^on, 
cfec. {see Route 37 B) ; but the branch to Sables 
turns off to Les ClOUZeauZ (5 miles), near 
the old abbey of Fontenettes, or Venansault, 
close to a good mineral spring. Then La 
Mothe Achard (H miles) ; and 

Sables d'Olonne (6f miles), a sous-prefecture 
in department Vendue (population, 6,700), 
bathing-place and port, on the sands (sables) of 
the Bay of Biscay. Batteries defend the har- 
bour, which admits vessels of 200 tons. 

Hotels.— Hq France; I)e Cheval Blanc (White 
Horse).

From Nantes, the next station down the north 
side of the Loire, is

Gliantenay (2i miles). 

Basse-Indre (3^ miles). Here small frigates 
and steamers arc built, the engines being made at 
the government factory, on the island of Indret, 
opposite it, which is covered with tall, smoky 
chimneys. 

Goueront (3 miles) takes name from a village 
on the south bank, formerly the outer port to 
Nantes. Here Francis II. of Brittany died.

Savenay (6^ miles), a small sous-pr^ectnre in 
department Loire-Infdrieure, of 2,000 souls, where 
the Vend^ans were finally routed, December, 1793.

[Opposite this station (6 kil.) is 
Paimb(euf, near the river's mouth, a sous-pre- 
fecture and port of 3,500 souls, with a strong 
mole, 217 feet long, where large ships lie. It 
is not older than the last century. Coaches go

PoBNic, 12 miles south-west, a healthy toatering- 
pUiee^ with an old ^tdteati, on Boxu-grneuf Bay,

St. Nazaire (3^ miles), a rocky port and packet 
station^ with a population of 19,000 (fishermen, &c.), 
at the Loire's mouth, commanded by Fort Mindin, 
on the opposite bank. The dangers are numerous 
about here. A large floating basin is just com- 
pleted at St. Nazaire, which furnishes it with a 
useful harbour, not only for merchantmen, but for 
small men-of-war. It is a rectangle of about 45 
acres, with 14 to 25 feet water, having two jetties 
up and down the stream, at the entrance, defended 
by a strong mole. Vessels enter and leave at high 
tide. As soon as the tide begins to ebb, the gates 
are shut, and not opened till it flows again to the 
level of the water retained in the basin.

West of this, on the coast, is the bathing-place of 
Croisic. It has a large stone spire church ; and, 
18 kil. off it, is l>e Four rock and lighthouse, 98 feet 
high. Belle Ue, &c., are in the distance.

which are 40 oyent, and machinery f<n: making 
biscuits; store-houses, 1,300 feet long; the Com- 
mandant, or Prefect's hotel; tluree casernes, or 
barracks, for the sailors and marines; and a large 
new dock, now making, in addition to two others. 
The Bagne, or convict depdt^ the inmates of which 
were sent off to Cayenne, 1853, is now turned into 
magazines. Outside the town is the BdpUal de Ut 
Marine^ a large building, or mass of buildings, by 
Touffaire, with 1,300 beds in it, a museom of 
natural history, a library of 6,000 volumes, besides 
the public library of 10,000. An avenue, called 
the Cours d' Ablois, loads up to it. Bochefort stands 
in a pestilential marsh, which, however, has bten 
so well drained, at least, in and around the town, 
that deaths, which were 1 in 11, have fallen to 1 
in 26. 

There are some iron and copper worlui in the 
town, with an horlogerie, or clock factory ; and a 
trade in wine, cognac brandy, grain, wood, fish, 
salt, Ac. The Charente, though deep, is not navi- 
gable for large ships, except at high water ; while 
the largest have to wait for the equinoxes, to 
ascend or descend it. 

A ride or walk over the flats brings you to 
Foutras, on the sea-side, in view of the Basque 
Roads, and of OUron, Aix, and de R^ beyond. It 
was here, near Aix, that Napoleon, 16th July, 1816, 
gave himself up to Captain MaUland, in the Bel- 
lerophon, stationed off the coast to prevent his 
escape to America. Captain Dortf, afterwards a 
senator, had formed a plan for smuggling the 
ftigitive away, but could not pass the British 
squadron. 

Between Aix and Ol^ron, in a spot grnarded by 
two forts, vessels take shelter from the high winds 
which blow from the Atlantic. It was here that Lord 
Cochrane (afterwards Dundonald) nearly destroyed 
the French fleet, in April, 1809. They had received 
notice of his preparations, but contented them- 
selves with drawing cables and booms across the 
harbour. He broke through these, and darted in 
among the French, with liis frigates and fire shi^is-

Population , 
16,000. Under the English rule, this island 
had a bishop, and the people were so enter- 
prising, that it gave name to the Ley cFOl&on, 
or laws of Ol^ron — a code of maritime laws, 
at one time adopted by all Europe, and as- 
cribed, without authority, to Richard I. At 
10 kil. south-east of Marennes, is the feudal 
Tour d4 Brou, as old as the 6th or 7th century. 
About 23 kil. south of Marennes is 
Rot in, a bathing^laee at the Gironde's mouth, 
with the light tower of Cordouan outside, 207 
feet high. As a stronghold of the Huguenots, 
Royan was taken by Louis XIII. A steamer 
runs hence to Bordeaux in the season.]

CLa Fl^chb (15 kil.), a lous-pr^fecture in de- 
partment Sarthe, of 7,100 souls, in the pretty 
valley of the Loire, and a healthy, well-built 
town, among woods and vineyards, called by 
its present name, because of a spire {i^ehe) put 
on St. Thomas' Romanesque cAurcA, in the l2th 
eentury, by Count Helie, whose old cattle 
stands in the river. This spire, which was 85 
feet long, was blown down by a hurricane, 
1720, crushing a house in its fall. 
It has a public library of 22,000 volumes, a good 
Hdtel de Ville, hospital, &c., but is meet re- 
markable for the Jetuits' College^ founded 1503, 
by Henry IV., in token of his conversion to 
Romanism ; and afterwards changed to a mili- 
tary school, in which Ikseartes was educated.

[At 12 kil. north-north-east, is 
Essi, or Rouvray^ on the Seiche, close to a Dmid 
monument, called the Roche-aux-Fies (Fairies' 
Rock), composed of 42 stones (schistns) about 
12 feet high, of which 84 of various sizes stand 
in the gnround, and support 8 larger ones, as at 
Stonchenge. They make a long square of 63 
feet by 12, lying north-west and south-east, 
and cut in two by a line across it.]

Ch&tiUon St. Anbin m miles), or Chfttillon- 
sur-S^vrc ; once fortified, but ruined in the wars. 
BreSBIltre (16i miles), on a hill over the Ar- 
genton,is a small sous-pr^ectureof 1,900 popnlatimi, 
and had some good manufactures of cloth till the 
Vend^an war at the Revolution, which left bnt 
one home standing, and an old granite churchy with 
a tower of 860 feet. It is again reviving, and 
makes handkerchiefs and woollens. 

Here the Chemin deferdeLa Vendde strikes off to 
Roche-sur-Ton and Sables d'Olonne.

BlYOn (B| miles), noted for its curious maehlco* 
lated Tower^ where the Duke of Brittany kept th« 
Earl of Richmond a. prisoner, when wrecked here, 
after the battle of Tewkesbury. It was built, 
1256, by a crusader, Eudon de Malestrolt, and Is 
eight-sided, each side being 80 to 88 feet long, and 
4 to 16 feet thick ; the height. In five stages, is 128 
feet. Another machicolated fotr«r, but round, stands 
near it, and is still older. HanyJ^Druld stones are 
about. 

[At 25 kil. north-east towards Rennes, is the 
80us-pr€f ecture of 

Ploesmsl, on the Due (near the canal from 
Nantes to Brest), which makes a fine lake and 
cascade close by. It grew out of a Chftteau of 
the Bretagne dukes, and is considered s6 
healthy that invalids are sent here for recovery. 
At the old church of the 12th century are some 
stained windows, and effigies, bi aimour, of 
Jcdm II. and III. of Brittany. Another church 
is at the Ursuline convent. Population, 4,700. 

JSTofeto.— De France; Du Commerce. 

After passing the ObeUsque des Trente, at Mi-Yoyei, 
where, according to a silly local ti'adition, 80 
Bretons beat 80 English, in 1851, you come (12 
kil. west of Ploermel) to Josseline Castle^ the 
fine Gothic scat of the Dukes of Rohan, above 
theOust, including the room in which Oliver 
de Clisson (who rebuilt it after it had been 
raised by Henry II.) died in 1407. The device 
of the present ownen (who sprung from Rohan, 
to the north of this), " h plus, h moins,'' is 
carved in the tracery of the balustradoa.l 

At 01 mile* ^os\\v«t \^ 
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VAMNES. 
Hotels.'^Du Commerce ; De France ; De Dan- 
phin ; De la Croix Vorte (Green Cross). 

Population, 14,500. Chief town of department 
Morbihan, seat of a bishop, and port of the fourth 
class, on the Marie, 4 kil. from the lagoon or Oul/ 
of Morbihany to which only small craft come. It 
was the old capital of the Venetes^ and, after having 
been the scene of various events in the history of 
Brittany, was joined with it to France, 1632. 

Though the neighbourhood is pleasant, it is in 
itself a dull and ancient-looking place, with narrow 
streets. Five of its six gates are left ; le Port and 
la Garenne are the chief promenades. A few 
small vessels are built here. St. Pierre Cathedral^ 
rebuilt in the 15th century, has a new spire (since 
1824), a high roof, two good figures of saints in 
wood, and the tombs of St. Vincent Ferrierand 
Bishop Bertin. The small chapel of the college 
deserves notice. 

Cannes convent is now the bishop's palace; the 
former one, used as the prefect's hdtel^ was rebuilt 
on the site of the Ch&teau of La Motte. The salle 
de spectacle was the ftcUl where the states of Brit- 
tany met for about seventy years. An ancient 
tower called Totir du Connitablty was part of 
Hermine castle, where Jean IV. caught Oliver 
de Clisson, the Constable, and made him pay a 
heavy sum for his release. The dukes had 
another seat, called the Castle of Plaisance, in 
this neighbourhood. 

Two heads of " Vannes et sa f emme " (Vannes 
and his wife), are shown by the townspeople, by 
whom they are as much venerated as Gog and 
Magog elsewhere. There is a library of 8,000 
volumes; besides hospices and old convents. 

Trade in grain, honey, beer, cider, eaux- de-vie, 
wine, cottons, lace, &c. Conveyances to Rcnnes, 
on the rail to Paris. 
[At 13 kil. south-east of Vannes, towards the sea, 
is SarxeaUy where Lt Sage, the author of '' Oil 
Blas^'* was bom, in 1663. There are many 
Druid stones here, besides the tumulus of 
Grand-Mont, 321 feet round, and 107 feet high ; 
and beyond it, on the sands, are remains of 
Rhuys, or St. Gildas' abbey, of which Aboard 
WMs prior.] 
Aurajr (12 miles), the best station for the Comae 
ww^ And a town of BJQQ souls, u^tcd lor to\ 



battle of 1864, when Charles de Blois was killed, 
and his dukedom came to his opponent, John de 
Montford. The old castle is gone ; It stood near 
the promenade. St. Esprit, a Romanesque ehureh, 
is large, and of the 13th century. At the Char- 
treuse chapel, a place to which pilgrhns resort, are 
the names of the royalists who fell in the Quiberon 
expedition, 1796. A few small craft are built here ; 
and conveyances may be got to visit the Druid 
monuments at Camac, Ac, around the wild gulf 
of Morbihan. 
[From Auray a branch line strikes oflf to PcH- 

tivy. It passes 
Baud (IH miles), population 6,000, with a lead 
mine and very old chapel near a fountahi.

Duke of Guise, called Le Balafr€ (from a scar on 
his face), was assassinated by Poltrot, 1688. Clovis 
founded a monastery here. A little to the east ar* 
St. Denis-en-Val, where the best Orleans wine is 
produced, and the Chdieau de la Source^ where 
BoUngbroke lived, 1719, in his exile, when he mar- 
ried Madsme de Maintenon*s niece. Voltaire came 
here to read to him bis Henriade. This seat, which 
now belongs to the Baroness dc Morogues, takes its 
name from the source of the Loiret, bubbling up 
here out of the limestone in a basin 47 feet across, 
called the Bouillon; the Abime Is another head. 
It runs clear, and full of fish, six miles north-west 
to the Loire. The water of the latter river, by 
filtering through the soil, ia supposed to he the 
secret source of the Loiret, which, though snail, 
gives name to the departmenL 

La Fert4-8t. Aubln aU miles), on the CkMsoB, 
near a Roman camp, in the barren plain qf La 
Sologne^ close to the chdteau of Prince d'SssIing 
(Marshal Massona's son), one part being (xothic of 
the 18th century, but most of it from Mansard's 
dcsi^s.

The chief town of department Indre (with a 
tribunal, college, Ac.), in the old province of Berri^ 
and centre of the woollen manufactures, on a hill- 
slope by the Indre, In the middle of a fertile plain. 
It was foimded by Raoul le IMols (whence the 
name, Ch&teau-Raoul), who, about 940, built an 
abbey at D4oU (1^ mile off, as above), and here 
built a castle, in which Cond^ had his wife (who 
was Richelieu's niece) imprisoned. She lies in 
the old ruined church of St. Martin. That of the 
Cordeliers is a prison. 

An ancient gate remains in the middle of the 
town. There is a good prospect fVom the pin- 
nacles of the old Castle at the top of the town. It 
is incorporated with the modem Hdtel de Ville, 
built 1823, which is used as the Prefecture, palais 
de Justice (law court), and library. There is also 
« college, theatre, a Jardin publiqne, Ac. The old 
narrow streets have been somewhat improved; 
Ao4 the railway is likely to give the place a 



further impetus. General Btrtixind^ who went 
with Napoleon to St. Helena, and died a short 
while agpo, was bom here.

note. Parts of its old waUs remain. It has a 
library of 4,500 volumes, with a lunatic asylum 
and a pepinierc (nursery) for the depairtment 
A group of stones in the neighbourhood is 
called La Peyroi. Trade in wool, cattle, batter,

Aldebert, the first count (abont 998) of this 
province of Mdrche, of which Gu^ret was the 
capital, having given himself the title, and 
captured Tours, in spite of the threats of the 
king, Hugh Capet, was asked by him, ''Who 
made you a Count ?" to which the bold vassal 
answered, "Who made you King?" — a diffi- 
cult question for this usurper, whom Pante 
has placed in his Purgatorio. His descendant, 
Aldebert, sold it to Henry II. of England, who 
sold it again to Hagh of Lusignan. After 
some farther changes, it was united to the 
French crown by Francis I. The vine is not 
cultivated, but other fruits are plentiful;

Population, 53,040. An old town, capital of 
department Haute-Vienne (formerly of proTince of 
Limousin), scat of a diocese, Ac, in a healthy spot, 
on the siant of a gentle hill by the Vienne, which 
is crossed by two old bridgea, and another of 
sluiic, bulk 1830. In Cffisar'g time it was the head 
of the Lemoviees, and became an important Roman 
tovru ; but afterwards sufSBred from the ravages 
of the Yisigotha, Normans, Ao.; and in th« reli- 
gious wars. The Black Prince took it by storm, 
1370, after a long siege. 

Many old ti$nbired houses are seen hi the lower 
parts, or Cit^ where the Roman town stood ; the 
castle was placed in the upper part, or ViUe. The 
streets arc narrow and crooked, for the most part ; 
but adorned with fountains which are supplied 
from the country. The Fountain d'Aigooltoe, is 
filled by a Botnan acqueduei, one of the few pieces 
of antiquity which time haa spared ; another is in 
plnce St. Martial. Among the public promenades 
arc the Champ dc Juillot, the largest, and Place 
d'Orsay, which marks the site (called Les Arines^ 
tlto Arena) of the Roman amphitheatre. 

The C'a<Aedi-a/,flfedicat«dto St. I^tienne (Stephen), 
of the 13th and Mth centuries, replaces one de- 
stroyed by the English. U is of granite, and 
looks venerable, though inoomptota (a choir only), 
and mixed i» the stylet; it haa a finely oenred 
rood-Ui/t, itt feat wide, pat up 16i», by B^op 
Langeao, wlpose baau^ol toonb la kw»- The 
\H^\ir^ •^ntIB awa^ U^ (taelf . 



St. Michel-de-Lions is a good church of the 14th 
century, having a door with carved lions on each 
side, a tower 226 feet high, surmounted by a ball, 
and a lofty vault. The modem church of St. 
Pierre du Queyroix is marked by a noticeable 
totcer. 

An old convent is turned into the ffdtel de VilU^ 
in front of which stands a belfry which belonged 
to the church of St. Martial. In old times » 
festival, or Fife de Brandony was kept up, in the 
manner of the Boy Bishop. A mock litany waa 
sung, the response to which, in Limousin patois, 
was " St. Marceau prega per nous, et nous epin- 
garen per vous,** (i.e., St. Martial pray for us, and 
we will dance for you); and the day ended with 
merriment. 

Thci bishop's palace (4y6ch€) is a solid structure 
of granite, and there i? a ^ross in the public ways 
of the same material. The library contains 13,000 
volumes. A few Roman stones h^v^ been collected 
by amateurs ; one or two are seen in the gardeos 
of the Prifectwe. 

D'Aguesseau, the chancellor; Yergniaud, the 
Girondist; Marshal Jourdain; Dupuyfrcn, the 
physician ; Michel Chevalier, were all natives. 

Excellent porcelain, paper, Ac, are made here. 
Horse fairs are held, the breed befaig noted. 

Cfm»eyaness\o P^rigueux, AngoulOme, Poitien, 
Tulle, Brivea, Ac 
[Frem Limoges to AngouJSme, the distance is 107 
kU., or 66 miles, by read. Following this, 
you come to 
St. Jdnibn (82 kil.), with 6,800 souls, in a pretty 
spot, on the Vienne, wkefe a bridge crosses 
close to a chc^l of the Virgiti, restored 1465, by 
Louis XI., who had a great regard for it. The 
ancient paridi church, of the 11th and 12th 
centuries, contains an altar with a fine bas- 
relief of the Disciples at Emnwus, and the 
relics of St. Junion. Gloves, cloth, pottery, 
porcelain, paper, Ac, are made here. 
At 16 kil. south of this, 40 from Limoges, ia 
Rochochouctrt, a small soua-pr^fecture, on a rock 
over the Qrcnnc, having the ruined towers of 
the old ca^e of the Murtuuuirt fumUy, now 
used as a prison. Iron is forged. PupulatioB, 
4,400. 
Chabanxais (48 kil. (rem Limoges), iu a ^leaaaa^iu

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mandlug a grood view), and part of a chdteau^ 
which belonged to Colbert, the statesman.

Corr^ze, of 9,850 souls, in a fine wooded valley of 
the Correze (near its junction with the Vezfere), 
among vineyards, Ac, having a well-built collpge, 
near the church, and an old carved house, built by 
the English. It is sometimes called Brives-la- 
Oaillarde, i.e., the lively, but more for its neigh- 
bourhood than for what it is in itself. Cardinal 
Dubois and Marshal Brune were natives. Trade 
in wine, truflSes, cattle, Ac. 

Hotel. — ^De Bordeaux. 

The castles of Noailles and Turenne are a little 
to the south-east, off the road. 

Here the junction rail from the south, from 
Toulouse and Montauban, by way of Figeac, falls 
in. Rail to Tulle (Route 50), and coach to Uzerche. 

[UzBSCHE (21 miles), on the direct road to 
Limoges; a town of 12,870 souls, on a peak 
over the Vezfere, very prettily seated, and 
having many good houses ; so that a proverb 
says, '^ whoever has a house at Uzerche, has 
a castle in Limousin *' (the name of the pro- 
vince). It has an old parish church ; and St. 
Eulalie's chapel, of an early date. Here the 
road to Tdllb (30 kil. — tee Route 50) turns off. 
About 30 kil. to the north-east, up the Vez^re, 
is the village and old Castle of Treiokac. To 
the east of Uzerche (about 12 kil.) is the 
Chdteau de Pompadour, which Louis XV. gave, 
with the name, to his mistress, whose real 
name was Poisson. It stands on a long ter- 
race, and has several Gothic towers, &c.]

Population, 12,850. Capital of department L 
seat of a diocese, and a very old city, (m 
rocky height over a bend of the Lot. Ptoleu 
calls it Dotieona after the Latin Divoma (fn 
a sacred spring here), and it was the head 
the Cadurci, whence the name.

Some pieces of Roman vail remain, near

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Templars), which springs up lii a fine hollow 
under the mountains, and runs by several 
mills, to the Lot. An aqueduct went hence to 
St Martin de Vcm (25 kil.). past la Roque, 
where some of the arches are seen, in three 
rows, 115 feet high, in the style of the Pont 
du Gard. Pope John XXII. was bom at a house 
outside the north gate. C. Marot, who turned 
the psalms into fashionable verse, was also a 
native (time of Francis I). 

Trade in wine, trufSes, eaux-de-vie, leather, Ac. 
Conveyances daily, to Paris, Toulouse, Bodez 
(90 kil.; see Route 62), Auriilac, Villeneuve 
dAgcn station (62 kil.; see Route 66). At 
Capdenac, Ctesar's gate marks part of the site 
of the ancient Uxellodunum. 

From Cahors, on the road to Montauban, you 
pass 

CAU88ADE (38 kil.), in a fertile spot on the L^rs, 
with 4,500 population, and a good trade in 
cattle, wool, bark, black truflSes, capons, &c. 

Further on, you leave, to the west, Nigrepelisse, 
which was visited with terrible slaughter in 
1C22, by Louis XIII., on account of the execu- 
tion of some royal troops concerned in the 
civil disturbance here. 

Montauban station is 23 kil. beyond Ganssade, 
on the Chemin de Fer du Midi (s(e Route 66).] 

Our rail descends the Lot, to 

Fenne (lO miles), in department Lot-et-Garonne ; 
whore a short branch goes off to 

Villeneuve-Bur-Lot (5| miles), or Ville- 
neuve d'Agen, a sous-prefecture of 18,830 souls, 
on both sides of the Lot, joined by an ancient 
one-arch bridge, 114 feet wide, 58 high, and only 
4| thick. The north part is the largest and best 
built. Arcades go round the public Place. There 
are remains of the old walls; also a college, 
Protestant church, theatre, a military stud, several 
mills, a hospice of St. Gyr, large convent of St. 
Groix, baths, and a hotise once inhabited by Mar- 
garet de Valois. At 6 kil. north is a large House 
of Gorrection, in the old Abbey o/Eysses (the Roman 
Excissum\ to which St. Louis's brother gave the 
new town (Ville Neuve) after restoring if, 1268, 
on the site of one called Gazac. 

In the wars of the league it was besieged by 
Margaret de Valois, who took the father of Gieutat 
Ots defender) prisoner, and brought him under 



the walls, threatening to kill him if the place was 
not given up. The lather bade his son do hia 
duty. The young soldier, pretending a parley, 
descended with a few brave followers, dispersed the 
guard, and retook his father; and afterwards 
defended the town so courageously, that Mar- 
garet was obliged to raise the siege. 

Linens, oil, leather, paper, are made ; and there 
is a good trade in grain, prunes, wine, cattle, 
iron, &c.

About 16 kil. north-east is Montflakquih, » 
picturesque old village of the 13th century, on a 
peak over the L^de, which runs to the Lot. 

Montaig^i and Toumon, two small towns, arc to 
the east, on a branch of the Lot. 
At 16| miles further is 
Agen, as in Route 66. 

From P^rigueux, towards Agen, the line passes 
Niversac Ok miles), etc., to 

BUremont (Ui miles), near the Gorrdze; up 
which Is MoNTiGNAC (Route 50), with Its old 
Gastle. 
Les Eyzles (4} miles), the station for Sarlat. 
[Sablat (13^ miles), a sous-prefecture of 6,200 
souls. In a narrow pass of the hills, and once a 
fortified town, as old as St. Benolt's abbey, 
founded by Gharlemagne. Good paper is made. 
Goachcs to Gahors.] 
Le BulSBOn (lO miles), on the Dordogne. 
BelV^S (8 miles), from which Beaumont, Mont- 
pazler, etc., may be reached. 
[Bea-UHONt (12 miles west), was built by Lucas 
de Temy In the IJJth century, and walled round 
(by the English when they held Gulenne) 
with towers, &c. The church Is as old as 1272. 
About 18 kil. south-east Is 
MoNTPAZiEB, another fortified post of the Eng- 
lish, built 1284. At 6 kil. south-south-west of 
this is 
BiBON, the seat of one of the tow: premier barons 
of Gulenne, and held for ages by the family of 
Gontaut-Blron. One of them. Marshal Bii on, 
a great soldier, was made a duke by Henry 
rv., and lost his head, 1602. His effigies on a 
tomb carved with bas-relief round the sides, 
are In the chapel of the ch&teau^^\&s^ y^sss^-

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kll. north-east of it is St. C4r6, oo the Bave, among 
high limestone hills, on one of which are the two 
towers qf Bt. Laurent, 130 and 90 feet high. Good 
black hats are made here. There is a fall of the 
Bave, at Antoire, near this, 106 feet down, close to 
an old tower. Pont-de-Rodez (18 kil.), on the 
Bl^on; and about 8 kil. east south-east is La Bas- 
tide FortunOre, where NapoMon's brother-in-law, 
Murat, king of Naples, was bom, the son of an 
innkeeper. A village near it is called after him. 
Poumel (14 miles). 

Figeac (7| miles) ; where the line from Aurillac 
and Arrant comes in (Route 51). Capdenac (3f 
miles as in Route 51. Here the line from Rodez 
falls in ; and from here the line passes, vid Texos, 
to Toulouse and Montauban.

Meliun (8J miles), or Meheung, on the Ydvre, 
has part of a chapel, staircase, and tower, of the 
favourite chdteau of Charles VII., where he lived 
with Agnes Sorcl, his mistress, at a time when 
nearly all France was in the possession of the 
English, nnd where he afterwards died, starved to 
death, through fear of being poisoned by his 
wicked son, Louis XI. It belonged to the Courtc- 
nays, one of whom married St. Louis's nephew, 
Robert d'Artois, and another was allied to the 
emperors of Constantinople. The family is now 
represented by the Earl of Devon, of Powderhara 
Castle. They founded here the abbey of Stc. 
Marie de Boauvoir (for noble families only), of 
which the church remains.

Population, 80,120. 

Chief place of the department Cher, in the fM. 
province of Berri, seat of a cour imp^riale (high 
court of law), college, archbishopric, military did- 
sion, &c., and a very ancient town, on the Evrs, or 
Y^vre, where the Auron meets it. 

It was the head of the eastern BUuriges (whence 
the name), and is called Avaricwn by Csesar, who 
sacked it without mercy after a siege. Before the 
Revolution it was the chief town of Berri, snd 
noted for its good society, from having an uniter- 
sUy established 1466, by Louis XI. (a native), be- 
sides 20 churches, an abbey, and many religioni 
houses. At this university Condd studied, and 
when it adopted Reformation principles, it was 
attended by Calvin and T. Beza. The streets are 
mostly narrow and crooked, with many low g<M«- 
ended houses, especially in the old town, which sar- 
rounds the hill, where the Cathedral stands. The 
open Places and S^rancourt promenade are well 
planted. 

St. Stephen's Cathedral, which commands a fine 
view of the town and neighbourhood, is one of the 
best iu France, though the exterior is less strik'og 
than that of some other cathedrals. It was built 
in the 13th and 14th centuries. Length, 34Sfeet 
The front, 180 feet wide, has five great doon, 
ascended by steps, and two towers without sphea 
(one 200 feet high), and is ornamented with scnlp- 
tures cf Scripture subjects, niched statues, fte. 
One of the towers was rebuilt, after a fall of iti 
predecessor, the last day of the year 16C6. The 
interior is 141 feet wide, and has five naves (the 
middle one 121 feet high), stained windows (some 
as old as the 18th century), a rose window, 18 
chapels, carved stalls, a fine altar, and an old 
crypt, in which are monuments of Marshal Hon- 
tigny and Jean, first duke of Berri — the latter, sa 
effigy, with the muzzled bear {ursine) at his feet. 
A clock, in the tower, is as old a« 1138. 
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The archbishop's palace, In the Italian style, 
waa burnt 1871. In the grotinds, as laid out by 
Le Ndtre, stands an obelisk to the Due de Bethnne- 
Charost. The churches of Ndtre Dame and St. 
Bonnet were both burnt 1487, and rebuilt 1510-20. 
At the Prefecture is the Norman door of St. Ursin's 
church, which stood close to the palace of the 
Dues de Berri, built by Duke John^ in whose time 
the city was at the pitch of prosperity. It was 
this magnificent noble who rebuilt Meheung castle, 
and gave it to the Dauphin Louis. The Prefecture 
was unfortunately burnt in April, 1859, with the 
city archives, &c. 

The Town Hatt (Hdtel de Ville) was built 1448, 
by the famous Jacques Cceur^ silversmith to Charles 
VII., in a rich Gothic style, and was given to the 
town by Colbert. Notice the oriel doorway, the 
curious chimney, the sugar-loaf towers, the chapel, 
the carvings of hearts (coeurs), Ac, the motto, *'A 
vaillants coeurs rien impossible" (nothing is im- 
possible to bold hearts) near the gate, the stained 
windows, and portraits of the founder, and of 
Bourdalotie. Jacques Coeur, after rendering great 
services to his ungrateful sovereign (called in de- 
rision " Roi de Bourges," till Joan of Arc emanci- 
pated her country), was falsely accused of poison- 
ing Agnes Sorel, put to the torture, and condemned 
to forfeit his immense possessions — ^his palace at 
Bourges, his 8 or 9 seats elsewhere, his barony of 
Soucy, his 26 seigneuries, his merchant- ships in 
the ports, Ac— all of which were shared by his 
enemies. 

The caserne d'artillerie (artillery barrack) is a 

large pile, built 1682, by Archbishop Phtflip- 

peaux, for a priests' seminary. In Rue des Arbnes 

stands another barrack, for gendarmerie, called 

H6tel Salvia a sort of brick Tudor house, with spires, 

which belonged to Ci(/a«, the scholar, at whose 

' death, in 1590, the university began to decline. 

' Another old building, now a convent of Sosurs 

' Bleues (blue Sisters), was built by the Lallemand 

' family, 1612, in the Renaissance style (a sort of 

* ornamented Italian), and has a finely carved court,

portraits, Ac, worth notice, Including statuettM 
from Charles VII.' s mausoleum to Duke John; the 
public library of 25, poO volumes; the college, and 
seminary; salle de spectacle. There are large 
caves under the old palace of the dukes. Two 
mineral waters are near. The arms of Bourges are 
three moutone d'or, alluding to the sheep and fleeces 
of Berri. Since the loss of Metz, it has been deter- 
mined to make Bourges a chief military centre, to 
have a military school, arsenal, and new forti- 
fications. 

In the neighbourhood are — ^the old Romanesque 
Church of Plaimpied; the chftteau of Boie-eire-Aim^, 
which Charles VII. gave to Agnes Sorel ; the old 
church and tower of Aix d'Angillon^ a corruption of 
Arx-dom-6illonis; the Chdteau de Dome (near St. 
ifiloi-de-Gy), another residence of Agnes Sorel. 

Trade in com, wine, cattle, sheep, fruit. A little 
cutlery is made. 

Conveyances to Dan-le-Roi, St. Amand, Chftteau- 
neuf, Sancerre, La Charity, Aubigny, Henriche- 
mont. Glen, &c. 

[At 48 kil. north-east is 

Sancerre. a station on the Paris and Nevers line 
(Route 20), and a sous-prefecture (in depart- 
ment Cher) of 8,760 souls, on a hill covered 
with vineyards. It Is ill-built, but enjoys fine 
prospects of the Loire (2 miles off), &c., espe • 
cially from the Port de C^sar. It was founded 
• by Charlemagne for a colony of Saxons, and 
belonged to the princes of Conde, one of whom 
razed the walls, 1621. As a Protestant strong- 
hold. It was besieged 1573, by Charles IX., 
with gpreat distress on the town's part ; and it 
is further noted for the royalist Insurrection of 
1796, headed by PhiUippeaux^ who afterwards 
contributed to Bonaparte's defeat at Acre. 
Most of the houses are Gothic-looking; an old 
tower overlooks the town. 
Outside It was St. Sature's rich abbey, where 
stands a famous chestnut tree, 83 feet round, 
and nearly 1,GOO years old. The constable, 
Louis de Sancerre, and Marshal Macdonald, 
were bom here. Trade In wine (of the dlstrictf 
called Sancerrois), frait, grain, cattle, marble, 
&c. The wine is shipped at St. ThibauLt^«^^ 
the Loire. 
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Poui^ la a pretty fMiTt of the Louvre (on the 
east side) is noted for good white wine.] 

From Bonrges, along the rail to Nerers, jronpass 

Monlins-Blir-T^yre (6| miles), near Mau- 
branehe, which belonged to Jacques Cceur. 

SaTlgny iH miles), or Savigny-en'Septaine. 

AYOrd {H miles), where Roman traces have 
been found. It is near the fragments of JBengy 
Oattk^ which was occupied by Gond^ in the wars 
of the Fronde. 

Bengy-mr-CraoB (5S miles). 

Kerondes (SJ miles). An odd church. 

La Qncrebe (8 miles), or OuUrche^ near a 
Roman way to Bourges, and the Canal dn Berri. 
Chfttcau Renaud, by Mansard, replaces an ^d 
feudal castle, which Louis VI. besiegred, and which 
belonged to the ConstaUe Bourbon, and others. 

Le Gnetln (6J^ miles), on the AUier, close to 
its Junction with the Loire. At this point a light 
Buq)ension bridge for the road, an aqueduct (on 20 
small arches) for the Canal dn Berri, and a viaduct 
for the rail, all cross nearly side by side. The last 
brings us into department Ni^vre. While the 
main line follows the AUier to MouUns, Ac, a 
short branch from Saincaize (U mile), connecting 
the Orleans and Lyons systems, crosses the Loire, 
near the old bridge, and then strikes through a 
tunnel to

A buffet^ H miles from the last station, and 188i 
from Paris, on the Bourbonnais line. 

HoTBLS.— De France; De la Nibvre. 

Population, 19,000. 

This capital of department Nidvre (formerly of a 
province called Nivemau\ seat of an archbishop, 
Ac, and the Roman Noviodunum, is on a gentle 
slant of the Loire, where the Nifevie joins it, the 
AUier joining a little lower. 

It looks well grouped, bnt is a duU place, with 
crooked streets, and many old buUdings. Between 
1899 and 1783, the records state that it was half 
depopulated by epidemics, or ''pesles,'* twenty times. 
Parts of its ancient walls ai-e left. One gate, the 
Porte du Oroux, as rebuilt in the 14th century, by 
JPJerre de Courtenay, is machicolated and carved, 
sndhAB two small tnirets, and a high roof at the 

'iflt. Tbla, and the low sturdy machicolated 
^ JSf. ^fai^ arc the only remains of \Tie o\A 



fortification. A modem one, on the Paris road, 
like a triumphal arch, was buUt 1746, after th<) 
battle of Fontenoy. It bears some middling verses 
on Louis XV., by Mon. de Voltaire, *'hiitorio- 
graphe du Roy." A third leads over the twenty- 
arched stone bridge, towards Moulins. On the hiU, 
and known by its five or six pinnacles, battlements, 
Ac, is the Gothic chAteau of its dukes, now turned 
into a Hdtel de Ville, and its fine Pare, used 
as a promenade. This ducal residence was built 
by the Cloves family, at the end of the 15th 
century. It has been carefully restored. 

Close to it stands St. Cyr Cathedral, a loi^, large 
structure, with a square tower (1509-28), on which 
are statues. The oldest part of the body is Roman- 
esque, of the 12th century, as well as the crypt; 
some of the pUlars in the nave are of the same 
date; but the nave itself is of the 18th centnry: 
while the choir and its carved work and stained 
windows belong to the Hth century. From a 
fancy of the old architect, it is not in line with the 
nave, but inclined to the right, to represent, it is 
said, the inclination of the head qf ChrM on the 
cross. A north door was buUt, 1290, the soutii 
door as late as 1528. The dock-tower was built, 
1506-28. Some old tapestry in it was woriced by 
Marie d'Albret and her ladies. 

Other churches are worth notice. St. Etimm is 
of the 12th century, and is a Romanesque buOdicft 
on the site of a convent founded by St. Column, ths 
Irish Saint; St. P^re, which belonged to the 
Jesuits' coUege, is small but elegant. Nesrtbe 
Loire is the Norman crypt of 8t. Samem's rained 
church, which fell down, 1838 ; there are itmains 
also (besides the refectory and Byzantine cloYsters) 
of a Benedictine nbhey church, caUed the Oratory. 
Not far from this, in Rue Parcheminerie, they shotr 
the house (with a niched figure in the walls) 
whore Maltre Adam, or Master Adam Bitlaut, the 
joiner-poet was bom. Cresset, wrote his Vert Tert^ 
when a Jesuit at the Visitandlnes, in Rue St. 
Martin, and being therefore admonished to leave 
the society, went to Paris. John Casimir, King of 
Poland, died abbot of St. Martinis. 

The college was founded 1525; the library con- 
tains 8,600 volumes. Besides these there are 
priests' seminaries, large barracks, and an arsenal I 
for founding government cannon, a theatre and 
\ "ba\.\v%, \tq\\ vj wk«^, &c. The Sisters of CHiarity and 
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Christian Instruction, numbering about two hun- 
dred and forty houses in France, have their head- 
quarters here. The last duke of Nivemais was the 
grand nephew of Mazarin ; he was a statesman 
and man of letters, who was imprisoned during 
the " Terror," but had the good fortune to escape 
the pruillotinc, and died 1798. 

Tiles, earthenware, and porcelain are made, as 
well as enamel and glue ; and there is a trade also 
in wine, eaux-de-vie, salt, wood, coal (from the 
neighbourhood). There are government foundries 
for chain cables, bridges, Ac, at Imphy and Four- 
chambault up the Loire, and Gu^rig^y, on the 
Nievre. Around Nevers are several old chdteaux^ 
worth notice, as Bordcs (near Urzy), Bizy, Apre- 
mont, and Grossouvro (both on the Allier), 
Chcvciion and Rosemont ; with the fountain and 
grotto des Fie$. 

Conv.'yances : By coach to Lyons, Clamecy 
(72 kil.), Chftteau-Chinon, Autun, Auxerre, Cosne, 
La Charity, &c.; by steamer daily to Decizo and 
Digoin (up the Loire), Orleans (down the Loire), 
Moulins (up the Allier). It is about 16!) kil., by 
Ch&teau-Chinon and Autun to Chalons* sur-Sadne 
(Route 20). 

The Canal Lateral de la Loire, a side cut by the 
river, passes here on to Decize, where the Nivemais 
cannl joins. 

D^Clze, a station 21 miles distant, has a good 
trade. It stands on a rocky island, joined to the 
main by two bridges (one suspended), and has an 
old castle of the Nevers dukes. 
Returning to the junction at 
Salncaize, the next station, ascending the east 
bank of the Allier, by a line belonging to the Lyons 
system, is 

Mars (Cf miles), with an old church, near 
Meaulec chdteau, a Renaissance building. 

St. Fierre-le-Moutier (4) miles), near a lake, 
well stocked with fish. Population, 2,400. At 
Langeron is the massive donjon of an old castle. 
The coiffure, or head-dress of the women, in this 
l)art, is curious. 

To the south-cast is Domes, once the property of 
the Colignys. Here was bom Bishop Fatichet, 
vrho, for refusing to vote the death of Louis XVI., 
<Jicd on the scaffold with Charlotte Corday. Pati- 
voiles Castle was bravely defende<1 by Agnes Sorel 
<4gain8t the English.

VUleneuye-Blir-Allier (7f mUes), in depart- 
ment Allier, near Avrilly Castle, and Riau Castle, 
where Sterne met Maria with her dog Sylvio, under 
the poplai*. 

At 8f miles further is 

MOULINS. 

A buffet, 213J miles from Paris. 
Hotels.— De Paris ; Lion d'Or. 
Population, 17,620. 

Capital of department Allier (in the old province 
of Bourbonnais), and seat of a diocese, on the flat 
banks of the Allier. It is pretty well built of brick 
(zig-zagged in the fa9ades), having good streets 
and promenades, with a well-planted Cours, and a 
thirteen-arched bridge, made solid, to resist the 
river when it floods, against which, also, high lev^ 
or embankments are raised. The Bridge was built, 
1753-63, by Rdgemorte, after others had been 
washed away, and is 1,034 feet long and 45 wide. 

Moulins, so called from the mills here, began In 
a castle of the 10th century, which became a seat 
of the Dues de Bourbon. Its first sires de Bourl)on 
were Adhemar I. and his sou Archambault, whose 
descendant married a son of Louis IX. A great 
square tower, now a prison, is the most striking 
part. It survived the fire of 1763. There also 
remahis an elegant pavilion in the Renaissance 
style, built by Catherine de Medicis, now the Gen- 
darmerie. Among other mementoes you see the 
motto of the order of Esperance^ founded 1869 by 
Louis XII., the "bon due," as he was called, who 
was a hostage of Bang John, after the battle of 
Poitiers. Here Antoine de Bourbon, King of 
Navarre, married Jeanne d'Albret; and Catherine 
de Medicis and Charles, in 156C, received the 
Cardinal of Lorraine, Coligny, Ac, before the 
League was formed. 

Notre Dame Cathedral, built 1386-1468, has only 
a large and unpretending choir finished, with a 
carved figure of a dead man near one of the doors, 
some stained windows, and paintings of the Virgin 
and Child. Below are the ashes of Charles VI I. 's 
daughter, Jeanne d'Albret. At the church of the 
Visitation, now the college, foimded by the wife of 
the gallant Montmorency, god-son to Henry IV., 
and beheaded 1362, by Richelieu, is a good monu- 
ment of him, including his effigy, with figures < ' 
Valour, Liberality, Piety, and Justice. 
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A clock-tower, in ono of the Places near the 
castle, has a sort of minaret steeple, and figures 
(called the Jacquoinard family, by the people) to 
strike the hours, Ac. There are also a public 
library of 20,000 volumes, a museum, a district 
nursery, or pepinlbro, large barracks (across the 
bridge), seminary for priests, saUo do spectacle, 
h »spltals, Ac. 

Marshals Berwick and Villars were natives— -the 
f »rmer bom in Rue do la Clgogne. Cutlery, hats, 
a'i'.l furniture prints are made; and there Is a 
ti-ado also In wine, grain, timber, oil, and cattle. 

At 2 kll. to the east is the Romanesque church 
of Iuur6y or Yseuro, with its curious carvings, 
beifTUi in the 9th century ; and, near It, the little 
(' )untry-houso of Beauvoir, where the Constable 
/iourbon, otherwise Charles do Montpenslcr, spent 
Ills honeymoon. This great soldier, who fell at 
the sack of Rome, fighting for Charles V., was the 
l.vst of the independent Dues de Bourbon. Francis I. 
suspecting his design of siding with the Emperor, 
came to Moulliis, forced an Interview with the 
Constable (who pretended sickness), and seized 
his duchy, immediately upon his departure for 

Italy. 

Conveyances to Montlu9on, Bourbon VArcham- 
btult^ Bourbon Lancy, Digoin, Mftcon, Dijon, 
Autun, Ac. ; by steamer to Orl(Sans in 30 hours. 

The next station to MouUns is 

BeSBay (8^ miles), where there is an old church 
and a tumulus, supposed to be Roman. The hlUs 
nnd forests of Puy do Dome begin to come into 
view. 

Eanterlye (3^ miles), or La Ferti Hauterive. 
To the south-east Is the ruined ch&teau of 8t. 
Ge'rard-de-Vaux, or lo Puy, once the largest in the 
province. Cross the river at St. Loup to 

Varennes-snr-Alller (Sf miles), where the 

Valcn9on joins the Alller. Population, 2,460. It 
^vas a feudal town. Billy chftteau Is near at hand. 
On one of Its old houses you read "Diev est ma

6th century. Its Qothio chur^ covtalna a 
very well executed ^^Ece$ Homo''' la^marbla, 
as old as the 16th century. Population, 6,000.] 

Stt. Germain-deB-Fosste (8 miles) commands 
an extensive prospect. The range of Puy de 
Dome is in view. A viaduct on 18 arches, over 
the Alller, leads to 
St. Bemy (4f miles), the nearest station for 
Baths of Vidiy (about 5 kll.), seated on the 
Alller, here crossed by the now su^ension bridge, 
joined at an island in the midst of a wooden stmo- 
ture, which has to be renewed as often as the 
floods carry It away. These excellent and popular 
springs are in the new town, or Vicht-le3-Ba.iks, 
where there is a large Thermal Establishment and 
Pare for visitors, a Military Hospital for 150 
invalids, a Civil Hospital for 70 persons, upwards 
of 50 Hotels, and abundance of private lodgings. 
Population, 5,750. 

Hotels. — Grand Hotel des Ambassadeurs — ^first- 
rate hotel, well situated. Recommended to Eng- 
lish travellers. 

Gcrmot Grand Hotel du Pare, opposite the hatha 
and the park ; comfortable and elegant. 

Grand Hotel des Princes — ^Favior-Naud, pro- 
prietor; recommended to English traveUors; very 
well situated. 

Des Deux Mondes; De la Paix; De Suede; D« 
Richelieu; Du Louvre; Du Rhone ^Du Centre; 
Bonnet. 

The prices at the hotels in Vichy aro from 10 to 
12 frs. per day.

In 1815, the 
Duchesse d'Ang^uldme, who happened to be here 
again when the revolution of 1S80 occnred, laid 
the first atone of the Thermal BskibHthment^ a large 
range in the north of the town (on the site of the 
Maison dn 9oi>, 26a feet 1>7 137, with an aroade 
towards the park, finished since 1830. This has 
been purchased of government by a company, 
which has added a building of equal size ; the two 
furnishing about 500 baths, besides ball and news 
rooms, lecture rooms, theatre, ^o. Strauss's band 
(not Strausa (rf Vienna) plays here in the season, 
which lasts from .15th May to 15th September. 

There ate nift^ springs.. I. Le PuU» Carr^ {from 
puit, a well), or Orand Puits. Car^^ or des Capu- 
cins (who had a chapel on the site), the oldest in 
use. 2. Le Puitit Chomel (after Dr. Gho;aiel), or 
Petit Puita, or Petite Grille. 8. La Grande Orilh, 
so called from, the railUigs rotund \t. These are at 
the Thermal Establishment. 4. La Fontaine de 
rHdpitaJ^ or Rosalie (after the Duchesse de Mouchy), 
formerly Boulet Carrtf and! 6vos Boulct (from 
bouillon^ a bubbling), at tho end of the Pare, near 
the Civil Hospital. 5. Le PttUe Lucas (after Dr. 
Lucas) or des Acacias, near the Military HospitaL 
These were called the Bouillcts, Fontaines des 
Galeux, &c. 6. Les Celestins^ at the south end of 
the town, under the site of an old convent. At 
one period this spring failed, but there is now lui 
ample supply, and new buildings were added in 
1858. Near th^ is, 7. Le Puits Lardy (after its 
owner); and 8, La Source de$ Damet, which i^ 
brought firom near Gusset. 9> La Sovpce du Pore, 
vr Puits Brosaon, so called after M. Bresson, who 
brought it up from a depth of 181 feet. These 
waters are imported into England by the Vichy 
Water Comi^any, Margaret Street, Regent Street. 
These various springs range between a tempera- 
ture of 60* and 118*; they are clear and bubbUng, 
like soda-water, bicai:b(majte of soda being the 
base ; and as they also contain iron, they are ex- 
cellent in all cases of debility of the stomach and 
bowels, bad circulation, gout, Ac, Grande Grille 
* is especially recommended for liver complaints; 
a rHdpital and Source des Dames, for nervous 
■ affections and hysteria; the Celestins, for gravel 
V and dkibetesi, and for sorofula. Puits Ghomel is

ing the water mixed with taa or milk, aad by 
inhaling the g^ases near the surface. 

From 5,000 to 7,000 visitors frequent this spot In 
the season. The old town offers little to look at, 
except the Tour d^Horloge, and Mad. de Sevign^* 
AotM«— an old-fashioned building, with stone quoins 
fronting the river. "Hie Pare, in the town, is the 
place of greatest resort. Omnibuses, horses, donkejrSi 
Ac., are to be had in plenty for the excursions 
around; some of which are as follow : — 1. All^edes 
Dames, or Avenue de Mesdamea, a promenade on 
the way to Cusset, lined with poplars. 3. CusaST 
(population, 5,400), at 8 kil. distance, lies in a pretty 
valley made by the Sichon and Jolan ; and is an 
ancient place with narrow streets, decayed walls, 
and part of a royal chdteau, rebuilt by Louis XL, 
who, when prince, was pardoned here by his father* 
after the rebellion of the Praguerie. An abbey 
was founded here in 882, by a bishop of Nevers. 
There are mineral springs here. 8. La Montagne 
Verte (4 kil.) ; a view of the AUier, the mountains 
of Forez, <fec. 4. C6te St. Armand (4 kil.) above the 
pretty village of Abrest, a fine prospect over Bour- 
bonnats. Randan Forest, the Puy de Ddme, and 
Mont Dore, the Limagne, and Cantal ran£^ Ac. 
5. Beyond Cusset, on the way to Mont Ptyroux 
are various objects, as the Sant de la Chhvre water- 
fall, les OrivcUs factory, the Jour or Goure, Saillant 
(another fall), the Ardoisi^re slate quarry («> klL 
from Cusset), and then Mont Peyroux, which com- 
mands an immense view from the old ruined castle 
of the Knights Templars on the top. 6. Bourbon^ 
Busset Chdteau (14 kil.), a specimen of the feudal 
mansion, including Riom Tower. It belongs to the 
Count of Bourbon-Busset's family. 7. Randan 
Chdteau (16 kil.), once a Benedictine abbey, and the 
seat of the Polignac, Rochefoucauld, and De Foiz 
families, now of the Duke of Galiera, who bought 
it of Madame Adelaide, sister of Louis Philippe. 
It stands in a forest, commanding a fine view of 
Mont Dore, the Limagne, Puy de Ddme, Ao. The 
pictures and fhmiture are gone : notice the stained 
windows in the ehapely the large kitchens, Ac. 
E/flat Chdteau (30 kil.), which belonged to Marshal 
d*Effiat, who negociated the marriage of Henrietta 
Maria with Charles I., and '<w«:^\Sbs^ v^aSosx 'A ^3s»sv. 
Mars. TYietapt%trU»«jafiLwr«^B^«^^^*^'*^ 
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After St. Bemy, the next station is 

Monteigaet (3^ miles), with the hills of An- 
Tergne in the distance. 

Gaxmat (3| miles), a sous-pr^feclure of 5,600 
sonls, in a pretty spot on the Andelot, grew out of 
* Benedictine cell founded by the Bourbons, and 
has remains of a chdteau (now the prison), a parish 
church of various styles, and in its neighbourhood 
a chapel called Ste. Procule, which devotees fre- 
quent, with a mineral spring. Cardinal Duprat and 
Abbd ChAtel were natives. The baths of Vichy 
(Me above), are 19 kll. to the east. Here the rail 
or short cut from Montlu90u, vi& Lapeyrouse, 
comes in. 

We now enter the fertile Limagne (or valley of 
the Allier) and department of Puy dc Dome. 

Algueperse (6f miles), the Roman Aquae 
»par$Wy in Auvergne, on the Luzon, has a mineral 
water, and (at the Hotel do Ville, which was an 
Ursuline convent) a statue of the Chancellor 
mOpital, bom at La Roche ch&tcau, 1505. Abb^ 
Deliltt, the tra'.islator of Virgil, ii also a native. 
Louis le Bourbon is buried in the Sainte Chapelle, 
which he founded in 1475. Good stone and 
plaster, Ac, are quarried in the hills of Montpen- 
•ior and Chaptuzat. At Montpensier, Louis VII [. 
was poisoned by his wife's lover. The present 
duke is the husband of the Infanta of Spam. St. 
Mion mineral spring, and the old ch&teau of Efiat^ 
which was the seat of the Cinq Mars family, are 
in the neighbourhood. 

[At 4 kil. to the east, is the fine chdteau of 
Jlandan, with its curious heap of spires and 
chimneys, and its beautiful grounds, — a good 
specimen of the old feudal ch&tcaux of France. 
See Vichy, above.] 

Pont Mert (6i mUes). 

Bloxn (3| miles), where the road from Bonrges 
falls in isee Route 48), is a sous-prdfecture, on a 
bill, above the Ambone, and the second town in 
Auvergne, over which it has a good view from the 
cliurch. To the west is the Puy de Ddme range. 
The houses arc constructed of dark Volvic lava 
stone. St. Amable church was built as far back 
as 1077 ; but a better building is the Sainte 
Chapelle^ built, 1882, by John II. of Bourbon ; here 
the archives are kept. An old clock tower de- 
serroa notice. Tbo palais de justice was part of 
fAe wem of the Comtee d'Auvergnc. In one o! th« 



Places is a statue of Deiaix, There are a general 
hospital, a house of detention, Ac, and several 
fountains. Population, 11,000.

[V0L^^c (5 kll. soath-west) is remarkable for its 
quarries of lava, of great extent (with a granite 
mass in the midst), and for the fine ruins of 
Toumoele Castle, the donjon of which has a 
nuble prospect of the rich basin of Limagne. 
A little below it, is the seat of M. de Chabrol, 
formerly prefect of the Seine. Within a short 
distance Is the old castle ofApchon^ on the edge 
of a precipice, with the fine Oorge, or ravine of 
Enval, called Bout de Monde, or End of the 
World.] 

Oorzat (4i miles), followed by Montferband 
(population, 5,000), and Its old church. In the 
suburbs of Clermont, which Is 4| nailes from 
Gerzat.

I®" Objects op Notice.— -Cathedral — Church 
of NAtre Dame du Fort— Pascal's Statue— Puy de 
Ddme, &c. 

Capital of department Puy-de-Ddme, a bishopric, 
Ac,, and a very ancient city (the Augustonemetian of 
Ptolemy, and head of the Arveml), where Pope 
Urban II. and Peter the Hermit preached the First 
Crusade, 10)5. It was ravaged by the Northmen 
In the ninth century. 

It stands in a most picturesque spot, between two 
small streams, the Tlretainc and Artier, on a low 
hill (Mons Clarus^ where the castle stood), sur- 
rounded by higher hills, falling one way to the 
rich valley of Limagne (on the Al'ler), and rising 
the other way towards Puy-de-DOmc peak (8 kU. 
oflF), which gives name to the department. 

Auvergne, the old province which the department 
was taken out of. Is an extraordinary region of 
conical peaks (called Pttys) of extinct volcanoes, 
and has a lava soil, very fertile In some parts, with 
many old castles on the highest points. It has 
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been investigated by Scrope, Elie de Beaumont, 
and other geologists. Pascal was an Anvemat, 
bom in this town. 

The streets of Clermont are narrow and irregular 
and the houses built of dark Volvic lava, mosily 
whitewashed over. It is well supplied with water 
ftom Royat, &c. Promenades on the boulevards, 
which arc well planted: and on the Squares or 
Places. Among these are, Place du Taureau, 
which has a fountain in honour of General Desaix, 
with a prospect of the Limagne, the plateau of 
Gergovia, and the castle on Mont Roguon ; Places 
de la Pdteme and d'Espagne, commanding good 
views also ; Place des Jacobins, or Delille, which 
has a mixed Gothic or Renaissance fountain of three 
stories, built 1615, by Bishop Jacques d'Amboi-e, 
topped by a statue of Delille, the poet; and Place 
d' Armes or de Jaude, 860 feet long, so called after 
a mineral intermitting spring near it. It is the 
largest there, and contains a statue of Desaix, 
erected 1818. Omnibuses run to all parts. 

The Cathedral, built of dark lava stone, between 
1248 and 126), is a rather imposing Gothic struc- 
ture, but unfinished. Length, 321 feet ; breadth, 
139; height, 106, to the open lofty roof, which 
hangs on 56 light and well carved pillars. It has a 
good north porch, a rose and other stained windows, 
carved work in the choir, Ac. ; and there is a fine 
view from the tower. There were five towers be- 
fore the Revolution. The church of 

N6tre Daau-du-Port, a genuine Romanesque 
building, part of which dates from 853, is the oldest 
building here, and has some curious decorations 
(mosaic in lava), with an ancient crypt, and an 
image of the Virgin, held in great esteem by the 
faithful. It is 162 feet long, and was restored in 
1833. At the church of St. Genfes are modem 
p tinted windows. 

Other buildings are, the Prdfe'^ture, Hotel de 
Ville, Lyceum or college, hallo au bid (corn market), 
linen market, Hotel Dicu, and general hospital. 
Also the library of 23,000 volumes (besides MSS.), 
begun by Massillon, when bishop here ; to which 
are attached the cabinet of mineralogy (very good), 
and the academy of sciences (having some Roman 
marbles and Ramey's statue of Blain Pascal, 
whose houM is in Passage Vervino, near the cathe- 
dral); all contained in the large Manic gardtn. 



The cattle market and priests* seminary are at 
Montf errand, to which runs a fine avenue of a mile 
long. 

Schools of art and science exist here, whore 
lectures on various subjects are given. 

In Faubourg St. Alyre, near the Benedictine 
abbey of that name, is a curious mineral fountain 
(acid and tonic), with a petrifying spring, in » 
garden kept by M. Cldmentel, which in course of 
time has made, by gradual deposits of carbonate 
of lime, a sort of dyke or wall, about 250 feet lon£p 
and 13 broad, with a natural stalactitic bridge 
at the end, hanging over the Tiretaine broolc, 
which supplies the fountains of Clermont. Flowers, 
fruit, Ac, covered with this sediment are here sold. 

At St. Mart (1 kil. of!), to the west, !s a third 
mineral water of good quality (near the baths of 
CsBsar), brought into use since 1843. Here is a 
large bathing-house ; and the very early Romanes- 
que church of Chamali^res, and the donjon of 
Saulces castle arc at hand. 

Manufactures of stockings, paper, hats, leatheft 
confitures (apricot and other sweetmea s), and a 
trade in cattle, wool, cheese, hemp, fruit, and wine. 
The patois is a mixture of French and Proven9al. 
As, for example — 

" Admira sa moaeizon, ton vardei, son bonoage, 
Que Mmble Jnaqu'au chiau porta aon biau fuliage," 
quoted from a description by Fran9ois Perdrix, in 
L. Piesse's Guide aux Eaux T?iermalesdu Mont Dor^. 

Conveyances to Lyons, St. Etienne, Montpellier, 
Bordeaux, Toulouse, Rodez, Aurillac, Limoges, Ac, 
and Mont Dore {see Routes 50, 51). 

For the rail from Clermont to Pont de Dore, to- 
wards Thiers {see Route 53). 

In the neighbourhood, which offers a profusion of 
remarkable objects, are the plain of Gergovia (8 kil.), 
formerly the site of a Roman station ; Mont Rognon 
(a peak of basalt), and its old castle ; St. Vincent 
mineral water; Roche Blanche and its caves; 
Ch&tcaugay and its prospects; the caverns of 
Gravenoire; Royat and its grottoes, mills, falls, 
Ac, to the west, in a pretty valley at the source of 
the Tiretaine, which was visited by a hurricane in 
1834. It has the waters of Fontonat, and the Pay- 
Chftteix near it, and is under Puy de D6me and 
Gravenoire (-.',722 feet above the. sea). Puy de 
Pariou (northwest); Puy de Ddme (west); and 
other volcanic peaks. 
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[From Clennoiit to Pny da D6me, to the west, 
yon pass over a lava foil to Barraque, where 
the road turns off to P^y de Pariou, which is 
4,000 feet above the sea ; having a very regular 
crater, 800 feet deep, and 3,000 feet ronnd the 
edge. After an ascent of 10 or 12 kil. alto- 
gether, yon come to 
Puy dt D6me^ which g^ves name to the depart- 
ment, and overlooks all the other puys. Of 
these about sixty may be seen from the top, 
stretching in a line 18 miles long (north and 
south), besides the peaks of Mont Dore (further 
south), the fertile plain of the Allier, Ac. It 
is 4,839 feet above the sea, or 656 feet higher 
than the Petit Puy de D6me near it; and is com- 
posed of porous, crumbling stone, here called 
domitt after the mountain, which takes its own 
name from its dome shape. Pascal experi- 
mented on the weight of the air from thi» peak ; 
respecting which there is a common rhyme — 
*' Si Ddmc ^tait sur Ddmo 
On vciTait les portes de Rome." 
Pay Chapine, Sarcoui,and do Cdme, to the north, 
are respectively, 3,908, 3,436, and 1,273 feet 
high. The forests about here are great places 
for making Sabots, or wooden shoes, the bien 
working at the business in the open air. Many 
milliiHis are made in this quarter ; and also in 
the forests round Valenciennes and Foug^res, 
in the north oi France.]

The Romanesque 
church of St. Julien, one of the oldest in Auvergne, 
was rebuilt In the 10th century by William of 
Aquitaine, with five chapels round it. A fine view 
from the hill on which the college stands. 

La ViBiLLB-BaiouDB (3 kll.) has a large slngle- 
arohed lava bridge on the Allier, 181 feet span. 

[At 23 kU. to the east, on the St. Etienne road. Is 
La Chaise Dieu, with the abbey c^urcA of Casa 
Dei, 802 feet long, in a fine Gothic style, begun 
by Clement VI. (a native) in 1843 ; and havhig 
a well-carved portal, 156 stalls, some old tapes- 
try, the founder's tomb, Ac., and a few remains 
of the abbey adjoining.] 

St. Georges d'Anrac (18 kii.), near C^ha- 

vagnac chftteau, where Lcffixyette was bom. Here 
the rail goes on to Lengeac, Ac, for Alais and 
Nismes, as in Route 31. But the road turns off to 

LixAND&ft (18 kll), in a lavA region, beyood 
which (at 13 kll.) Is the ruined Chdttau de PUtgnat^ 
and its old church.

Arfeullles iH miles). 

St. Martin d'EBtreauz (H mUes). 

[Brmnnok (18 kil. east), on the Loire, was noted 
for the Clalrvaux Abbey of B^iissons-Dleu, 
founded 1188, by St. Bernard. Its large and 
well preserved Gothic church remains, having 
a chapel cased with marble, and a portal be- 
tween two elegant spires.] 

St. Germain rEspinasse (9 miles). 

[About 7 kil. west, is Ambierh and its fine abbey 
church (founded 938) containing the tombs of 
the Seigneurs of Pierrefitte. 

St. Haond-le-Ch1tel '(1 kil. south-west) takes 
name from the old Ch&teau de Boisy, near it, 
which was one of the strongest places in Forez. 
The walls are still so thick that tTtree car- 
riages may ride abreast on them. In the time 
of Charles YIL, it belonged to the famous 
Jacques Coeur, his Jeweller, and bore this 
inscription over the gate : — 

"Jacques Coeur fait ce qu'il vent, 
Et le Roi ce qu'il peat." 

Here Admiral Bonnivet, who was killed at Pavia, 
was bom.] 

At 7i miles further, you come to 

Roanne» on the Loire, and the St. l^tienne rail- 
w.iy (nee Route 24); whence it is 54 miles to 

Lyons (nee boute 30).

CoMBLEATTX (8 kil.) whcro the Canal d'Orl^ans 
turns off to the Loing, below Montarg^s. 

Jargbau (10 klL), on the south side of the Loire 
(opposite St. Denis), at the bridge, has a popula- 
tion of 2,450, and was held by the English, under 
Suflfblk, 1421, when taken by the Due d'Alen^on 
und Joan of Arc. A few yeart before, Charles, 



Due d'Orl^ans, and his brother, formod a Uagvtt 
here, to revenge the death of their father by tho 
Duke of Burgundy; whose death they accom- 
plished at Monterau. 

ChAteaunbdp (8 kil.) on the Loire, opposite tho 
pretty village of Siglon (on south side), is so called 
from an old castle. The church has a fine tomb of 
M. de la Vrillifere. Excellent matelotes (a mixed 
dish of fish), at tho Ville d'Orlieait hotel. 

[LoRBis (22 kil. cast), on the Canal d'Orl^ns, 
though a marshy spot, was a seat of tho kings 
of France, where St. Louis signed & trcatjy^ 
which regulated a succession of the county of 
Toulouse. It gives name to the Coutuniei, or 
Customs of Lorris^ by which certain dlsputefi 
were formerly allowed to be settled by duel ; 
gentlemen using swords, and the bourgeoit 
poigrnards.] 
St. BbnoIt (10 kil.), or Fleury-sur-Loiro, on the 
north side of the Loire, takes name from one of th« 
earliest Benedictine abbeys in France, of which the 
cruciform church (of the 9th century) remains, in- 
cluding St. Michael's tower over the entrance, with 
curious carvings about it. The interior is part 
Romanesque. 

SuLLT (7 kil.) on the south side of the Loire (at 
the suspension bridge to St. P^re), near the old 
moated castle of the Tr^mouilles, which Henry lY. 
gave, with the title of duke, to his g^eat minister 
Rosny^ who printed his Memoirs in the Bethune 
Tower. They show Henri Quatre*s chamber ; and 
it is said that Voltaire began the Henriade when 
staying here with his literary patron, the third 
duke. 

Lion (10 kil.) on the south tide of the river, 
opposite Ouzouer and Dampierre. 

Oien (12 kil.), a station on the Bourbomiais line 
(see Route 20). 
Hence the rail ascends the river, vid OOfnO, 

Ac. (Route 20), to Verers and Saincalxe, fts in 

Route 45. 



Bourges to Nerls-les-Bains and Clermont- 
Ferrand. 

By rail to Ifontlu^n 68| miles ; thence byroad 
56 miles ; partly following the canal to Montlu^on 
and the river Cher. 
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Bonrges Station, as in Route 45. 

Cli&teaimeuf-Bur-Clier (i4i miles). 

St Amand-Montrond (14i miles), a pretty 
sous-prefecture in department Cher, on the Mar- 
mande, near its junction with the Cher. Population, 
8,600. It has traces of Montrond castle, which be- 
longed to Gaston de Foix (bom here), the Due de 
iiuliy, and the great Cond^. 

ffotels.^Ije Boeuf (Bull); Croix de Fer (Iron 
Cross). 

At 8 kil. from it is Dbzvekt, near remains of a 
Koman theatre, on tlie Cher, where statues, pave- 
ments, Ac, have been found. 

Vallon (16^ miles). 

MontlUflOn (14i miles) in department Allier, on 
the rail from St. Sulplce to Moulins ; an old town 
and sous-prefecture of 16,210 souls, in the wine 
country by the Cher, on a hill, which has remains of 
a castle of the Dukes of Bourbon on the top. Here 
the canal from Vierzon, vid Bourges, ends. Iron 
and looking-glasses are made. Hotels. — De France; 
Du Dauphin. 
[The rail from St. Sulpice, vid Gu^ret (see Route 
49) to Monti u^on, is carried towards Moulins, 
past Ooxnmentry (8 miles) where the direct 
line to Gannat parts off, as below ; Doyet-la- 
Fr68l6 (6 miles), where a branch comes in 
from B^Zdnet (3| miles), under Montai^, in 
the Puy de Ddme country ; then Chayenou 
(9i miles), near Le Mont el aux Moines; 
Noyant (14^ miles) ; then 
SOUVigny (5 miles), the nearest station for the 
watering-place of Bourbon L'AucnAMBAULX; 
on the Queune, has the large Benedictine 
abbey church of the Dues de Bourbon, with 
their fine monmnental efBgics. The abbey 
was founded 913, by Aymard of Bourbon; 
the church is mostly of the 16th century. 
Parts of the town walls are left. Population, 
8,000. At 8 kil. to the north-west is Menoux, 
on the Ours ; and 8 kil. beyond it, the water- 
ing-place of 
Bourbon l'Archambault, in a pretty valley on 
the Barge, so called after Charles the Simple's 
favourite, Aymard d'Archambault, who built 
a chdteau, which had 24 towers, three of which 
remain, with other parts. At the church is a 
piece of the "trae cuMBi" given by St, Louis 



to his sou Robert, when he married a Bourbo 
The Romans called this place Aquee Borbom 
An Hdpital des Eattx stands on Place des Capi 
cins, near the saline springrs. They are thre 
viz., the Fontaint Bourbork, a hot spring (ten 
pcrature, 122**), and the cold springs of Jctn 
and St. Pardottx^ useful in paralysis, apoplex; 
rheumatism, scrofula, diseases of the skin ac 
bones, &c. There are bath-houses and a 
sembly rooms ; and the season is from June 1 
August. This estate has lately been pu 
chased by the Vicomte des Roys. 

Bourbon Lanct (36 kil.), in department Sa6n< 
et-Loire, on a hill-side on the Loire, under a 
old castle, begun by Henry III., was the Aqu 
Nisinei of the Romans, on account of i1 
mineral springs, which are much like those ( 
Vichy. Of eight springs only one is cold; ti 
others have a temperature of SS" to 140*, th 
hottest being that called Lymbe ; they are a 
in Faubourg St. Legor. Roman coins, &c 
have been found. The country round i 
rather fine. 

Moulins (8i miles) as in Route 45. 

The direct line from Montlu^on to Gannat, 4: 
miles, opened in 1871, parts off at Ck>XllIliezitr] 
(Smiles), as above; and goes past HidS (6] 
miles), and Lapesrrouse (7f miles), where i 
short branch turns off to Salllt-Elol (5 miles) ; 

then Lonron-de-Bouble (5 miles), Bellen- 
aye (5 mUes), St. Bonnet de Bochefort (6j 

miles), to Gannat (6i miles), as in Route 45.J 
The road from Montlupon brings us to 
N]£ris-les-Bains (8 kil.), a small spa ina healthy 
spot, was known (as Aquas Neri) to the Romans, for 
its warm mineral baths, which were again brought 
into notice after 1821, and are used between May 
and November, in cases of paralysis, rheumatism, 
tumours, and nervous complaints. The wrings arc 
Puits de la Croix, Puits de C^sar, Puets Carr€, and 
La Source Nouvelle. They are not only used by 
visitors but are also supplied to the houses for cook- 
ing, &c. A large bath-room was begun 1834; and 
there is a hospital with 100 beds for the poor, 
gratis. The Jardin des Bains is on the site of a 
Roman amphitheatre^ which can be plainly traced; 
columns, statues, coins, Ac, have been found here. 
The old Norman church is of the 11th century. 
Hotels.^Qr&nd Hdtel ; Leopold. 
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MONTAIQUT (17 kll.), in the hilly department of 
Puy de Dome, near Bezenet station, as above, 
has a castle on a pointed rock {aigu). Hotel. — 
De r6cu. 

Menat (15 kil.) is the next place, with itstrlpoli 
quarries, on the Sloule. 

St. Pakdoux (12 kU.) Then 

Blom (23 kll.) ; and 

Olermont (12J miles) on the Railway, as In 
Route 46.

La ChAtrb (37 kll.), a town of 4,700 souls. In 
department Indre, and a sous-prefecture, In a pretty 
spot on the Indre, with remains of a castle, of 
which a tower serves as a prison. There arc some 
good points of view around. Chateaum«illant, 
about 15 kll. to the left. Is a curious mixture of 
various styles, surrounded by a moat. 

Q^NOUILLAC (27 kll.) 

[BoussAC (12 kll. east-north-east), in department 
Creuse, Is a small sous-jr^fecture finely seated 
on a rock, over the little Creuse (where the 
Veron joins It), among precipitous hills. Above 
the village are the large remains of its ancient 
castle. Population, 879. Coach to Chfttcau- 
roux station (75 kll.)] 

At 27 kll. further Is OuSret, on the St. Sulplce 
and Montlu^on line. (See Route 43.) 

From Gu^ret, on the road to Clermont-Ferrand, 
you pass 

Le Moutibb (20 kll.) 

Anbusson (16 kll.), a station on the branch 
from BusuavrdAhun {see Route 43). 

La Villbneuvk (23 kll.) ; 

PoNT-AU-MuB (22 kil.), on a branch of the Sioule; 
then 

PoNT-OiBAUD (18 kil.), on the Sioule, in the lava 
soil of Auvergne, whose dauphins built a eMUeau 
here, with walls of great thickness, and comer 
towert. In the neighbourhood are the seat of 



Comte de Pont-Glbaud (or Glbault), the mineral 
water of Javelle, mhies of lead, copper, antimony, 
&c., and many volcanic peaks. 

At 22 kll. further Is 

Clermont station, as In Route 46.

An old town and sous-prefecture, among bare 
hills, between the Dlbge and Sarsonne. Remains 
of a Roman camp and military way are seen. 

La Chapelle (14 kll.) Part of the line hence 
to P^rlgueux Is In course of construction. 

^QLETON (15 kil.) has a market for com. Popu- 
lation, 1,300. 

Les Champs-de-Bhach (15 kil.), on the Corrdzc, 
which the road now follows. From this It is 17 
kll. to 

TULLE, 
A station on the branch from Brive, 16i miles 
distant. 

HoTEL.--De Lyon. 

Population, 12,410. Chief town of department 
Correze (formerly the province of Bas-Limousin\ 
scat of a bishop, r government factory for fire- 
arms, «fcc.. In a nar. ^w valley on the Corrfeze (where 
the Solane meets it), the rocky sides of which are 
terraced with houses in the Gothic and Renaissance 
styles, surrounded by picturesque hills. Sarrasin, 
or maize, is grown. There are pretty walks on 
the quays and bridges. An old square tower, said 
to be Roman, stands above the town, near the 
cemetery. 

The half-(}othic Cathedral, marked by a fine 
slender spire, is in the Grand Place, where, also, 
ifi VbA Maism 8age^ a turreted house of the l4vK 
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eentnry, ornamented with flnbesque and other 
carvings. The public library contains 2,500 
yolumes; a district prison, a college, good hospital, 
Ac, are also here. 

The gmaU-arms factory is at SouiUac (3 kil.) on 
the Solane, a river bordered by fine granite rocks. 
Many remains of the Roman Tintiniacum, destroyed 
by the Vandals, exist on a plain 6 kil. north, near 
which yon get a view of the Cantal chain. In a 
valley below is the Gordino fall. 

Baluse, the historian, was bom at Tnlle; and 
here races (courses dcs chevaux) are sometimes 
held. Bougies, or wax candles, oil, nails, paper, and 
playing cards are made. Coaches to Clermont, 
Brive, «kc. 
[At 8 kil. north-east, near Gihel (which has a 
finely carved Gothic cross and a feudal chdteau)^ 
on the Montane, is one of the grandest Water- 
falls in France. The river tumbles over the 
broken limestone rocks in a succession of five 
or six leaps (though not visible all together), 
one of which is 188 feet down and 15 wide ; 
another is 85 feet down. 
Abqentat (31 kil.), is on the Dordogne, at the 
new wire suspension bridge, built 1828, by 
Yilat, 328 feet long, and 49 feet above the 
stream. It belonged to Turenne's family, and 
had an abbey of the I2th century. 
AuRiLLAc, in department Cantal, is 54 kil. far- 
ther, in Route 51.] 
The stations from Tulle (opened 1871), down the 
Corr^ze to Brlve, are Comll (5 miles) and Auba- 
idne (5 miles), Brlye (H miles), where the Pdri- 
gueux and Capdenac line is joined. (See Route 44.) 
From Brlve, past Larclie (9f miles), to 
Terrasson (6^ miles), in Dordogne department, 
an ancient town on the Yez^re, here crossed by a 
large new bridge. It was called Terracina. About 
18 kil. south-west of it is MosnoNAc, on the 
Vezfere, above which Is the ruined castle of the 
Comtes de P^rlgord. Population, 8,850. The re- 
mains of Olivoux, once a Roman town, are at hand. 
Tbenon (12^ miles) ; foUowfd by BliUiac (8 
miles), near St. CR£piH-D*An-BBSOCHB (SI kil.), 
where there is a marble quarry. Population, 900. 
[At 12 kil. south-east Is 

MiBEHONT, with some of the largest eave$ tn 

France; altogether, 4,600 yards long, and in- 

eluding 8,090 TOomM and gallerlei, one of whVcYi 



is like the Tfaunes Tttim^. Kear this is the 
so-called volcano of Meynandrie, which thej 
say burst out 1783. A little to the south-east, 
at Buguo, is the pit called T^rou de Fomaistae, 
whence flames, or at least, sulphur vapours, 
have issued ; and into which robbers used to 
throw their victims in old times.] 

Niyersac (5f miles), where the A£ren line tuni 
off. Hence *l\ miles to 

P^rigueuz station, as in Route i4. 



Clermont-Fdrrand to Moni Dbre-les-Bains, 
Mauriao. Anrillae, Capdonao, Rodu, 
Montauban, and Toulouse. 

Clermont-Ferrand station, as in Route 45. 
From this there are two ways to Mont Dore ; the 
first, and most direct, by way of Randanne, 40 kil.; 
the other, by way of Rochcfort, the most usnal, 
though longer route, 68 kil. 

1. This route passes Puy de Gravenoire and its 
lava beds, 2,723 feet high, one of a range of Puys, 
varying from 2,790 to 3,850 feet in height, as Pay 
de Charade, de Thedde, de Barzet, de Chaptrat, de 
Duret, de Pasredon, and the village of that name, 
de la Meye, and de la Vache, near 

Randanne, a q[)ot brought into cultivation by 
Count Montlolsir, who died, 1888, and lies buriol 
in his park here. He was a member of the Consti- 
tuent Assembly. Then follows a succession of 
higher peaks, from 3,600 to 6,400 feet high, all, like 
the first, evidently of volcanic orig^: these arc 
Puy de Mouchal, de la Toupe, d'Enfer, near Caban- 
nes. Then Puy do Pessade, de rAigoiUe, often 
covered with snow in summer, Puy Baladou, near 
a wild and marshy spot, Puy do la Croix Morand. 
and Puy de Tache, the highest around here, and 
close to Mont-Dore-les-Bains. 

2. From Clermont, by the sebcrad route, passinfr 
under Puy de Dome and Mont Serre, you come to 
Chamall^re and Its old church, near the valley of 
Royat. 

RocHEFOBT (29 kil. from Clermont), is in a deep 
valley on the Sioule, under Puy d'Artffdre, with an 
old castle on the top, which belonged to the Coasts 
of Auvergne. To the south of it Is Muiraf-le- 
Quaire, near the Bourboule spa. In a pretty spot 
on the Dordogna. Then past Laqnaille and QiNC* 
\, r«UV« CI4 kil.), to 
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MOKT-DORfi-LEB-BAlKS, 

tho ancient Mom Duridnus^ a watering-t>laee lil a 
picturesque rallcy, about S,4(H) feet abov^ tea, at 
tlic head of the Dordog^o, between Pic du Capucin 
and Pny de TAugle, one of the higtiest (0,610 feet) 
of the Mont Dore range. It is a rtjgton of extinct 
volcanic peaks, fine woods, valleys, and watctialls; 
a sort of a miniature SwitzeHand; and one of the 
most curious and inviting in France, both tot 
tourists and invalids. It should be examined by 
the aid of DemiaresCs geological map of Auverg^e. 
As the village stands high, the temperature is 
sharp aud somewhat variable. There are 10 or 13 
JTotHSf where living costs 5 to 10 francs dai!y ; 
besides attendance, which is paid for in the lump 
(10 to 20 francs). The season lasts from 15th June 
to 16th September, after which snow lodges on the 
peaks. Tourists flock hither in July. A large 
Thermal EttaHAWiment, built of trachyte, or lava 
stone, contains about sixty baths. There is a 
separate hospital for the poor. 

The Springs are eight— two Ste. Marguerite and 
Tambour, being cold, and the rest hot, at a tem- 
perature of 42* to 45* centigrade. One hot spring 
Is called Bain de C4$ar; another Bomree Caroline, 
after the Duchess of Berry, another, Ramond, &c. 
They are usefut in cases oi^ rtienmatism, consump- 
tion, nervous and inflammatory complaints, scro- 
fuLi, Ac; the chief constituents being bicarbonate 
of soda, and chloride of sodium (salt), with a little 
iron. 

From traces of a Roman temple and baths ob- 
served here, this siM>t appears to have been known 
to that people. It afterwards oaoM to the family 
of LSI Tour d'Auvergne, Ae. Among the numerous 
attractions and points of view are thb following, 
to which 

gxeuttUms may be made. 1 . Up the vaHey of Mont 
Dore to Pie du Oipuein (8 kil.), aeross the little wire 
bridge on the river, and so called from A rook near 
the summit, which gives It a llkoiiess to a monk's 
hood ; and the wild Oorge de la Cour, (mt dESufar, 
2 kit. further. 2. To Sakm de MttiOeem, named 
from the orator's father, who visited here, 17S7 ; to 
YemiirefiU; the Plat h Barbe, a pool in a ravine ; 
and the Grande Seierie sawpits; 6 kil. In all. 
3. Along the Dordogne to La Bonrbonle (6 kil.), a 
pretty village under a searped rock. Here is a 
little bathlnf-place; the water It hot and purgt- 



ttve, and useful In scrofula, tutaionrs, ke. Then to 
Roche Vendeix (3 kU.), which is 8,876 feet high. 
On this mountain stood La Tow d'Awergne, which, 
as Froissart relates, was occupied in Charies VI.'s 
reign by M^rigot, a robber chief, who was hunted 
down and executed. 4. Queureillo and Rosslg- 
xkolet falls (one Is 49 feet down), on the Randann* 
road ; Ou&p lake, deep and well stocked with fish \ 
the peak of Samadoire (4,265 feet), a solitary moun- 
tain, once guarded by a fort ; Ro<M TtUtth^ com* 
posed of lamellar basalt, which splits into tiles for 
building; 8 kil. in all. From this it is 7 kU. to 
Orcivai cfatreh, a fine Romanesque structure, of the 
10th or 11th century, in a deep valley. 6. To ST. 
yecfaire, by Diane, the highest village (4,376 feet) 
in Ijower Auvcrgno ; then the ruins of Murol Cattle 
(15 kil.), and its pretty villngc, in a forest under 
Puy Tiirtaret ; Lake Chambon, on the Couze, with 
ItH little islands of verdure ; and then St. Nectairo 
(5 kil.) Its ancient tlomanenque church is perched 
high up on the niggtid granite cliffs, which are 
piled one over the other ; wtiile the mineral waters, 
for which it is known, are in the green meadows 
below. Here Cotmador cJieese is produced, so cillod 
from one of the cliffs over the village. A fine 
waterfall in the valley of Vhaudefour. 6. To Vas- 
sivifenass (12 kil.), noted for its cutlets and a status 
of Nutre Dame ; the desolate L<tke Patfin, In the 
crater of a volcano (3 kil.), and the old church and 
village belfry of Bbssr, which, like other places 
hero, is built on beds of lava. 7. Grande Cascade 
(2 kil.), which winds lOS feet down a slope of Puy 
de I* Angle, and runs to the Dordogne ; the Cascade 
of the Serpent, near the head of the Dogne : and 
Gorge des Enf ers, with its heaps of broken columns 
of basalt. Pass over Pay de Clbadogne, to the 
head of the Dore, which gives to, or takes, haine 
from the district, and tmites with the Dogne to 
make the Dordogne, which flows across France to 
the Gironde, near Bordeaux. 
Leaving this interesting place, you come to 
BoRT (about 80 kil.), in a fine valley of the 
Dordogne, under Orgnes tk Sort or SAney, a rugged 
basaltic peak, with h pyramid at top (left In the 
French trigonometrical survey), whence there is a 
noble view of great extent ; but the place Is most 
remarkable as the i>irth-p1ace of Btcamumtel^ who has 
described the course of his eariy life hen, In his 
entertaining ittmoire. 
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Mauri AC (about 80 kll.), a soaa-pr^fecture (de< 
partment Cantal), under a volcanic peak, near the 
Dordogne. Population, 3,600. N6tre Dame des 
Miracles is a curious churchy of the 11th and 12ih 
centuries, with ancient carvings about it, and an 
image which draws a great crowd on the 9th of 
May. The old ruined chapel of St. Mary com- 
mands a fine prospect. A fountain to the memory 
of Montyon has an inscription by Marmontel, who 
here went to school. Several falls, ruined castles, 
and points of view, are round about. One /all is 
that of the Auze, 108 feet down, a little out of the 
Aurillac road; it is worth seeing, and is not far 
from the fine cMteau of Mazerolles. 

Dbujeac (8 kil.), in a fine valley, has an old 
chAtoau, and a church, sheltered by immense 
poplars. 

At 27 kil. further is 

AUBILLAC, 

where we join the Capdenac and Arvant line (see 
Route 62, for the line from Arvant). 

Hotels. — Des Voyageurs (Travellers) ; Des Trois 
Frferes. 

Population, 10,940. 

A small town, the capital of department Cantal, 
in Auvergne, in a pretty valley, by the Jordanne, 
on lava deposits, which, in past times, ran from 
the extinct volcanoes of the Cantal range^ which 
are in sight. Houses built of slate; the streets 
are broad, and refreshed by running brooks from a 
reservoir in the upper part of the town. A pro- 
menade, called Le Gravier, lies along the river 
from the Cours Montyon, so called after a benefac- 
tor whose column is here, and who bequeathed the 
fund for the Montyon prize, which is at the dis- 
posal of the French Academy. The country out- 
side is beautiful. In faubourg St. l^tienne is a 
tower of St. Stephen's castle, which belonged to 
the Gomtcs d' Auvergne. Some remains of a Bene- 
dictine abbey or convent, and two nunneries, are 
left in the faubourg de Buis, or des Fr^res. The 
churches of St. Gerard and Ndtre Dame have pic- 
tures, and the latter has a good vault. 

Among the public buildings there are a Hdtel de 

la Prefecture, Hdtel de Ville, with a public library 

of 7,U00 volmnes and a cabinet of minerals ; a col- 

Jegre, com iiaU, theatre; also stables /or hunters, of 

Arabf EngUsb, Norman^ and other breeds; and V^e 



Hippodrome (1 kil. off)* or raco-course, where raca^ 
attended by great numbers from all quarters, take 
place the first fortnight in June. 

Pope Sylvester II., Marshal Noaillea, and Gencnl 
D'Estaing were natives. Manufactures of bm, 
jewellery, copper and brass g^oods, paper, leatba 
and a good trade in horses, mules, cattle, cheese, Ac. 
Conveyances to Paris, Toulouse, Clermont, Li- 
moges, Tulle, Rodez, Montauban, St. Flour, &c 

Within a few miles are the old castles of Carlat 
Valduces, Misilliac, Espinassol, and Sedaignes^ 
Vout^; the pretty valleys of Raulhac and Mar- 
nagnac, the grottoes of Laroqueveille, and the 
mineral waters of Cropi^res and Tessi^res les 
BouUes. Near Tournemire (13 kil.), on the Doirc 
is the feudal chdteauof A^jony, with its old towers, 
furniture, tapestry, painting-s, Aic, all in good 
condition. 
[From Aurillac, on the road to Rodez, you pass 
Arragon (6 kil.), in a beautiful valley, where 
the Cbre falls into the Jordanae. 
MoNTSALVY (25 kil.), is a small place under the 
Puy dc TArbre mountain, on a plain, where 
Mcchain and Dalombert, in 1791, traced anon 
of the meridian, to serve as a base for the new 
system of French measures now in vogue. It 
has the old castle of Mandulphe, from which 
there is a fine prospect ; Mdtre Dame church, 
founded 1073; an old Hdtel de Ville; adetf 
and dumb hospital, founded by Abb€ Sicard; 
and, a little outside, the Jfur du ZHoMe (Devil'* 
Wall), built of enormous stone blocks. 
Entraguss (about 10 kil.), the next place ^ 
department Aveyron), is so called becanae 
placed between the two rivers Lot and Trayere 
where they join. 
Bodes is about 40 kil. further. — Sm Route 5S.] 
From Aurillac, on the rail to Capdenac you pan 
Ttrac (6 miles), &c., to Manrs (33i miles), near 
the Celle, a branch of the Lot. FIgeao (1S| miles), 
on the Pdrig^eux and Capdenac line. 
Manrs, near the Celle. 

FLgeao, a sous-prefecture in department Lot, 
on the C^6, in a most picturesque hollow. It grev 
out of an abbey, founded 755, and has, with 
remains of ramparts and ditches, several quaintotf 
houses in narrow crooked streets; among whidian 
Baleint castle (now the H6tel de Ville) with a \up 
\ \k«.W. VI i^K high ; the old half -BomanesqM « 
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round-arched abbey diuvck, 198 feet long, with a 
dome and towers; and the church of NAtre Dame 
de Puy, with a good carved screen. There are also 
two aiguilles, or pillar stones, at the west and south 
ends of the village, which served as landmarks. A 
pyramid has been raised to ChampoUion Jeune^ the 
reader of hieroglyphic writing, and a native. Papu- 
lation, 8,400. Hotels.— ^Bom ; Pontic. 
[C'ARDAiLUAC (10 kil. ou thc west), has some 
towers, Ac, of a large castle, and was dis- 
mantled by Louis XIV. for its attachment to 
Protestantism. — ^At Assier (16 kil. we.*t-north- 
west of Figeac), are the fine remains of another 
castle, built by Gaillot de Genoulhac, whose 
monument is in the old church, with the motto, 
"Aprbs la mort, bonne renommde demeure" 
(a good name lives after death). — Brengues (18 
kil. north-cast), on the C(51d, has two or three 
old castles, in a very hilly, romantic spot. 
Cajare (21 kil. south-west), on the Lot, is a 
village of 2,000 souls, in a beautiful spot 
among vineyards and hills, with an old Gothic 
church of thc 13th century, and castle. — 
Oinouillac, a little west of this, is on the road to 
Cahors, which is about 35 kil. further, rid 
Lentillac, Gironde, &c.] 
After Flgoac, as above, you come, leaving the 
eastle of C^nievih'es on the west (a vast structure 
of different dates, with a noble prospect from its 
terrace) to 

Capdenac (4 mllos), on the Aveyron side of thc 

Lot, where the branch line to Rodez Joins. 

[It passes St. Martin de BoulUaC (5 miles), 

and PanchOt (2| miles), to Viviez (2 miles), 

where a short branch goes off to the large 

forges of DecazeylUe; then Aubln (2i 

miles), with its old castle, and Cransac (2 
miles), among forges and iron mines, to St. 

Christoplie (8| miles); next, Marclllac 

(4^ miles), on the (Mid, a branch of the Lot, 
which has an old abbey church, not far from 
a large stalactite grotto^ full of gallerici and 
chambers; Nuces (3 miles), Salles-la- 
Source (5 miles), and BOdes (5f miles), for 
which H€ Route 52.] 

After Capdetiac, the next station is 

Nanssac (•> miles), followed by 

Sallei-Ck>nrbatleri (Of miip.^). and 



Villeneuye (3 miles). Then 

Villefranche-de-Bouergne (6f miles), a 

sous-prdfecture of 10,?00 souls, in department 
Aveyron, in a fine valley, where the Aveyron and 
Alzon meet, founded by Alphonse (brother of 
Louis IX.), Count of Toulouse, near the site of a 
Roman station called Carentomagus. Round the 
market-place are several large old houses, with 
arcades in front. The collegiate church, which 
rises above everything else, has a good porch in 
the plain west front, with a high tower over it. 
Its cloisters now serve for a hospital. There are 
a college, a library of 7,000 volimies, museum, Ac.; 
and manufactures of linen, copper, iron, leather, 
paper, with a tra<]^ in grain, wine, truffles, hams, 
cattle, &c. 

Hotels. — Du Grand Soleil; Dcs Quatre Saisons 
(Four Seasons).

One hill, Roche Bonn&vie, with a basalt cliff, in 
which are prismatic pillars (some 60 feet long), 
has the old ea$tle of Jacques d*Armagnac on top. 
To avoid the steep road beyond this, the Tuntui of 
Lioran, about 5,000 feet long, was cut, 1839-47, 
through the volcanic heights which divide the 
Alagnon and C^ro. It comes out near the old 
road, between Puy de Griou and 

Plomb de Cantal, which is 6,095 feet above the 
sea, and a centre of a range of extinct volcanoes, 
as Puy de Mary, Puy Chavaroche, Ac, in continu- 
ation of those in Puy de D6me. It is a smooth 
cone, round which twenty or thirty streams (the 
head waters of the Dordogne, Lot, Allier, Ac.) take 
their rise almost as regularly as the spokes of a 
wheel. 

The next stations are Le Lloran (7| miles), St. 
Jacquea (3| miles), and TM^ao m miles) ; then

From Albi, the rail for Toulou-fe proceeds vid 

MareaC (Sf miles) to the junction at 

TessOXmi^OS m miles), on the Capdcnac line 
(Route 51). Then to 

Oalllac (3 miles), on the road to Toulouse, 
where that to Montauban turns off ; a sous-prdfec- 
turo, on the Tarn, with 7,725 population, in a good 
wine country. Portal, the physician, was bom 

here. 
JIoteU.—Ariatrnc; Raffis. 

The nex* stations are L'isle d'Albi (5f miles), 
Babastens (4i miles), and St. Sulpice (4i miles), 
which has a camp raised in the wars against the 
Albigenses, in the time of Louis VIII. 

After this come MontastrUC (6i miles), Orag- 
nague iH miles), and Montrab^ (5 miles), from 
which it is 6 miles to 

ToxQOUse, as in Route 66, on the Bordeaux and 
Cette line. 

DROXJTE es- 

Clermont-rerrand to Thiers, Montbrlson, 
St. Etlenne, and Lyons. 

By rail to Pont -de-Dore, near Thiers; then by 
road to Montbrison and Roanne. 

Clermont Station, as in Route 45. The road 
passes Puy-de-Poix, a basalt peak, with a spring of 
mineral pitch or bitumen. Puy-de-Crouelle and 
Oandaillat are near it, with similar springs. 

The rail from Ciormout passes Aulnat (3f 
miles) to 

Pont-dU-Ch&teaU (H miles), at the three- 
arched bridge on the Allier, near the old chdteau of 
the bishops of Clermont, in a fine part of the 
Llmagne. 

[To the right is the ancient town of Billom, 
among hills, remarkable for the stormy weather 
and excessive rain to which it is subject. It 
has an old church.] 



The next station is VertaiSOn (If mUes), f( 
lowed by LezOUZ (5f miles), an old town in 
pretty spot near two chftteaax. Then 

Pont-de-Dore (6i miles), on the river Doi 
from which the line was opened to Thiers 1872. 

Thiers (26 kil. fram Pont-dn-Gh&teau), on 
rocky peak above the Durole, is a sons-prdfectc 
(in Puy-de-Ddme) of 13,200 souls, and commac 
a fine view of the Limagne, Clermont, Mont Du 
<bc., from the terrace near the old castle. T^ 
churches, Du Montier and St. Gcn^s, are of t 
Sth and 12th centuries. On the river stand mai 
paper mills and forges for cutlery; good powd 
is also made. A pretty waterfall is seen at Tr 
d'Enfer. 

Hotel.-^D& I'Europe. 

[At 56 kil to the south-south-east is Ambest( 
kil. direct from Clermont), a sou8-pr€fectiu 
on the Dore, among hills, in the Livrado 
with a population of 8,000, who make Une 
and excellent paper for printing, engravin 
&c. In the neighbourhood, there are fii 
prospects from Pierre-sur-Hante (the Alps seel 
and Mont Fouenol (the Cantal, Puy-de-Ddai 
&c., seen) ; and the mineral springs of Talsa 
Hence to Montbrison station, is about 30 kil. 

From Thiers the road towards Boaniic, passes

road, commanding views of the distant monotaio

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Oagny-Hontfennell (1| mile), in department 
Scine-et-Mai-ne, is at the end of Rainof Park. 
Coaches to Rosny, Montfermeil, Coubron, NeuiUy- 
8ur-Mame, and to Juillp, which has an academy or 
college, founded 1688, by the fathers of the Oratory. 
Chelles (2J miles), on the Mamc, had a palace 
in which Chilporic I. was assassinated by his wife, 
Fr^d^gonde, in 584. There are traces of a rich 
abbey founded about the same time. Coaches to 
Torcy, Goumay-sur-Mame, Lepin, Ac, and to 
Clapt, on the Canal de TOurcq, with its bleach- 
works, &c. 

Lagny-ThOr m miles) is across the bridge on 
the Mame, on its south bank. Its church is only 
the choir of an unfinished structure begun in the 
14th century. On the other side of the river, a 
little beyond Lagny, are extensive tile and lime 
works. Coaches to Annet, Fresnes, Ferriferes, Pro- 
vins (see Route 62), Rozoy, Jony-le-Ch&tel, Fon- 
tenay, Ac. 
[FERKiiiRES (6i miles) is memorable for the meet- 
ing between Bismarck and Jules Favre, 1870, 
when the latter declared that not an inch or a 
stone of France would be given up. 
Ebmsnonvillb (24 klL), has a country-seat, 
built by the Ylcomtes de Oirardins (on the 
site of an older), in which Rousseau died, 1799, 
in what is now the lodge. His tomb is among 
poplars on an island in the lake, but his body 
lies in the Pantheon. A little circular temple 
to the Advancement of Philosophy (purposely 
left unfinished), stands on six pillars, dedicated 
to Newton, Descartes, Voltaire, Montesquieu, 
Fenn, Rousseau; the whole being dedicated 
to Montaigne. The Emperor Joseph and 
others have visited this spot] 
The rail crosses a bend of the Mame, twice be- 
fore Mcaux. Near the Chalifert canal tunnel, is a 
short railway tunnel of 550 feet, which leads to 

Esbly (5^ miles). Coaches to Cr^cy, Couilly, 

Beton-Bazoche. 

[Coilloxninlers (23 kll.), a station on the 

Troyes Hue (Route 62),'and a sous-prefecture in 

department Seinc-et-Marnc, of 4,630 souls, in 

a pleasant part of the Grand Morin, on which 

is an island with remains of a chfitcau, built 

by the Duchcsse de Longuerille. It arose out 

of 8t. DenWs church, founded by the Counts 

^/ ChampngnCj and has a good c\\ftxwi\ Rt Wv^ 



Convent established by the dnchesa. General 
Beaurepaire, who shot himself rather than give 
up Verdun, 1702, was a native. Many mill« 
for grain, tan, Ac; and a trade in Brie cheese, 
melons, wool, cattle, Ac. Hotels. — ^Del'Our* 
(Bear) ; La Croix Branche (White Cross).] 
Five miles further is 

MEAUX (28 miles from Paris). 
Hotel. — Grignon. 

A well-built town, sous-prefecture (20,500 popu- 
lation), and bishopric, in a pleasant spot on the Canal 
de rOurcq and the Mame, which divides it in two; 
that part to the south being called the Marchd, 
and joined to the other by a wooden bridge over- 
hung with mills, turned by the rapid cnrr^it It 
was the capital of the Meldi in Roman times ; and 
later, of Brie Champcnoise; was ravaged by the 
Normans (8th century), and by the Jacquerie 
rioters (14th century); taken by the EngUsb, 
1420, and by Henry IV., 1594. As many as seven 
councils have been held here, the last of which 
exconununicated Frederick of G^ermany. The best 
building is St. ^tienne's CcUhedral^ a massiTe 
Gothic structure begun 1212, and left unfinished 
in the 16th century ; it is 333 feet by 138, and SIS 
feet high at the north tower, which stands on one 
side of the west front, and commands a view 
nearly Up to Paris. It is well-proportioned, and 
like that of York ; the south tower is only finished 
to the first stage. Inside are thirty-two clustered 
pillars and a rich choir, with a tomb to the eloquent 
Bossuet, who died bishop. His statue, by Rntchiel, 
is at the Palace, close to the Cathedral, where they 
show his library, Ac, in the grardcns, which were 
laid out by Le Ndtre, who planted Greenwich and 
St. James's Parks. There are two other churches, 
a large hospital or Hdtel Dieu, a halle or market, 
theatre, college, library of 14,000 volumes, cavalry 
barracks, Ac, and a Grande Place. Trade ii 
grain, cattle, fromage de Brie (Brie cheese), 
poultry, and wool ; a few muslins are made. 

Coaches to Coulommiers (see above), Dammartb!, I 
Juilly, Nanteuil-le-Hardouin, Villcrs-Cotteretf | 
La Fcrtd-Milon, May, Crouy, Lizy. 
The railway crosses the Mame to 
Trilport (3f miles) or Trie-le-Port, near Mori-l 
ceau castle, once the property of Catherine di| 
Medicis. Then comes Armentibres tunnel <%II 
\ l^i^WoTv^^^ WkJi 9. second bridge ; then 



Route 54.] 
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ChanglS m miles). 

La Fert^-sous-Jouarre (5 miles), at the 

bridges on the Manic (one suspended), was in the 
12th century a fertd or strength, built by a 
seigneur called Ancoul, and in the 16th century was 
held by the Protestants, and often plundered. On 
a pretty island is the old chdteau de Vile, or La 
Barre, where Louis XVI. and his queen stopped, 
when they were brought back from Varennes 
(page 229.) There are several good points of view 
aroimd. Mad. de Pompadour was bom here. 

Population, 4,200. Trade in com, charcoal, and 
meules h moulin, or mill-stones, for which it is 
famous. Coaches to Jonarre (on south bank), 
Marigny, Montmirail, La Fert^-Gaucher,- and 
Suzanne. 
[MoNTHiBAiL (23 kil. cast-south-east), on a hill 
by the Petit Morin, is also noted for its mill- 
stones, and for a victory obtained by Napoleon, 
11 ih February, 1814, over the Prussians and 
Russians. The Due de Dudeauville has a seat 
here. Cardinal de Retz was a native. At 
Vauchamps (7 kil. east), NapoMon defeated 
BlUcher, 14th February, 1814, after having 
routed his advanced guard on the 10th, at 
Champauhert (11 kil. further), but at Fhre 
Champtnoise (24 kil. south-east of this), on the 
Pleurs, Marmont was finally beaten by the 
Allies, 24th of March. Afontmort (6 kil. north- 
north-east of Champaubert), has a moated 
brick donjon, square, and flanked with turrets ; 
with a church ornamented with good stained 
windows.] 
Kanteull (5 miles), through a tunnel, 3,030 feet 
long. Then another bridge (the seventh), over the 
Mtimc, to 

Nogent-rArtaud (6 miles), in department of 
the Aisne, f^om which there is a coach to Charly, 
across the Mame. The tunnel of Ch^zy TAbbaye, 
about half the length of the former, brings you to 

Ch&teau-TMerry (7 miles). 

Hotels. — De la Sirfene ; Posto. 

This is a sous-pr€fecture of 5,620 population, on 
the rocky hills of the Mame, crowned by the fine 
remains of a chdteau, built 720, by Charles Martel, 
to hold Thierry IV., the infant son of Childeric. It 
has frequently suffered from war, having been at- 
tackofl by the English, 1870; by the Leaguers, 
1421 ; by Charles V., in 1544 j by Ileury of Guiw, 



1671 (called Bdlafi'e, or gashed, like his father, 
from the wound he received here) ; the Frondettr^t 
1614; and especially in 1814, when it was taken 
and retaken, and the old bridge destroyed. Tbl« 
was replaced by a three-arched stone one to tbA 
faubourg across the river, where, on thepromcnadOj 
is a statue of La Fontaine (a native, 1621), whosft 
house is still shown here. An oM fortified gatft 
leads out to faubourg la Barre. Near the castle is 
St. Cr^pin's ancient church, with a tall tower; th% 
old Beffroi is another conspicuous tower, snr* 
rounded, half-way up, by pinnacles. The H6tel 
Dieu, founded by Philippe le Bel's queen, Jeanne, 
has some pictures; the Hotel Balhan, or fort of St. 
Jacques, and the gate and chapel of the castle, are 
worth notice. The new Palais de Justice was built 
1843. Another native was St. Thierry, bishop of 
Orleans. 

There are some mineral waters and Gypsum quar 
ries. Trade in com, linseed oil, wine, Ac. 

Coaches to Soissons {see Route 6), Neuilly-St. 
Front, Orbais. 

Good churches arc seen at Essomes (13th century), 
Chasy-l'Abbaye (built 1130); also at Mezi-Moulin 
and Cond^-en-Bric, to the south of the rail^vay, 
further on. The prospects around are good. 

M^zy (&f miles), or M^zy-Moulins, has an 
old chui-ch. 

Varennes (U mllc). Coaches to Fismes, 
Braisne, Ffere-en-Tardenois. 

[FfeRE-EN-TABDENOis (17 kil. uorth), once forti- 
fied, and taken by the Huguenots, Leaguers, 
&c., has, not far off, the fine ruins of Robert of 
Dreux's castle, built 1206, consisting of parts 
of eight great towers (one 60 feet high), within 
a wall. This is joined to an outwork across 
the ditch, by a drawbridge, on a viaduct, built 
1539, by Aime de Montmorency, 91 feet high 
and 170 feet long, strengthened by tall battle- 
ments, Ac. At Bbaisne-sur-Veslb (18 kil. 
further), are mineral waters, and a good churchy 
which was part of an abbey, fomided 1130. 
FiSMES (15 kil. north-east of Fere), in depart- 
ment Mame, on the Vesle, is the Roman Furii^ 
where councils were held, 881 and 935, and 
which marked the borders of Austrasla. Napo- 
leon made it his head-quarters, March^ 1814.] 

Dormans (6f miles), at the suspension bridsre 
on the river, has St. Hippolyte'a qU chxuNja^-^ 
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■ cnriooa lonyn tower, and a chAtean, with a trada 
in wine, grain, Ac. Cardinal Dormans, bishop of 
lieanrait, was a native. 

Port-i-Bill80n (6{ miles), on the south side of 
the river, opposite the old castle of Chfttillon-snr- 
Mame, where Pope Urban II. was bom, 1095. On 
a hill, between this and Damcry, are the spires of 
the modem chAteau of Baunault^ built by Madame 
CUquot, the wine-merchant of Reims, for her son- 
in-law. 

Dunflrj-Bonnanlt (5| miles), supposed, from 
the coins found here, to have been of importance 
formerly, is on the north side of the river, which 
lu4>rove8 as you ascend it into the chanqMgne wina 
coontry. At 4} miles further, is 

BPBRNA7, 

8Sf miles from Paris, and S22f from Strasbonrgr. 

A bufet here. 

A branch railway turns off to Reims and 

Mezibres through the Ardennes i»te Route 55), 

and to Laon and Terquier, on the St. Quentin line 

{*ee Route 6). 

It is the rule to drink a bottle of champagne 
hera. 

HoTSU.— De TEurope ; Syrene. 

Epemay it a sous-prefecture in department 
Mame of 9,850 souls, in a pleasant spot on the 
Hahie, under the vine-covered chalk-hills of 
Champagne^ of which wine this is the entrepot for 
the best growths. They are distinguished aa 
mommux (frothy or effervescing) and ium-mon$t«ux. 
Hie merchants, one of whom is the well-known M. 
Moot, live in handsome houses in the Faubourgs la 
Fblie and le Commerce ; and the hills around are 
excavated for their cellars, where millions of 
bottles are stored. The late M. Moet lived to be 
over 90, at ChAteau Romont. Madame Cliquot 
(Veuve or Widow Cliquot, as »he was called), also 
lived to be a good age ; her son-in-law, theComte de 
Chevighe, resides at ChAteau de Boursanlt. Her 
wina came greatly into note after the Emperor 
Alexander's visit, 1814, when the Russians first 
made acquaintance with her cellars. 

The loss from breakage (caused by the effervesc- 
ing gas>, in July and August, is 5 to 40 per cent. 
While this goes on, the workmen wear wire 
masks. Each acre of wine-land 3rields about 3t0 
jraUoa% the prioa of sudi land varying from £900 
•ere.

Hotels. — ^De la Cloche, an excellent hotel, Afford 
ing English comfort. Morizot ; De la Haute Xcn 
Dieu. 

Population, lf,550. 

An ancient place, chief town of d^MUtitaenl 
Morao, in the old province of ChampSgne, seat oi 
a military division, of a bishopric, k/t^ in a fine 
meadow and wine country, on the Mame, yrhUh is 
crossed by a stone bridge of three arches. R was 
the Duro-Catalauni^ near which Aurelian beat 
Tctricus, in 271, and Mtlla was defeated by the 
RuQians, i!i 451 . It is guarded by walls and moats 
and has six principal gates, leading to as man] 
roads. Many of the houses are built of lath anc 
plaster. Four churches remain, of whidi St. AIpli 
and St. Jean are the oldest: the latter dat« 
from 324. 

At the old posting-house here (BareAn de fa 
Poste) where he changed horses, Lonis XVI. wai 
ree<^n^8ed before his seizure at Varennes (ai 
below, page 229). 

St. ^tienne's Cathedral^ rebuilt in the 16th oeii' 
tury (on the site of a temple to i^dDlo), in a rieh 
fiorld stylo, is 860 feet long, aad has two tall, 
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#lemler splret of optti worid refting on towers of a 
mndi older dete, a pMtico in the (Sfredt style, a fine 
altar by Mansard, stained vindoir^ and an ancient 
€ryf»t. Higher up the town are the more elegant 
spires of 

Ifdtr^ JOame cbnrcb, built between 1157 and 1S29, 
partly hi the Nonnan style, with good painted 
windows, and a mosaic pavement. The Hdtel de 
VUle, OB Plase d'Arqies, built 1773, has a dome ahd 
an Iimic fa^e of four pillars, with bas-reliefs of 
the productions of Champagne, and portraits of 
natives. Hdtel de la Prefecture, built 1762, is also 
a good building with a Doric front. At (he ]£cole 
des Arts et Metiers (school of arts and trades), is 
a pretty <^iapel, and 800 pupils. The library has 
92,000 volumes. The promenade dn Jard (jardin), 
on the Strasbourg road, is weU planted. On the 
opposite side of the river is a barrack, onee the 
convent of St. Pierre. There are a high school, a 
theatre, botanic garden, school of design, society 
of agrriculture, priests* seminary, museum, hoq>i- 
tals, and immense udne ticreg in the chalk caves ; 
in particular, those of M. Jacquesson. 

Trade in Champagrne wine, cartu, wool, oil, 
leather, cutlery, ^kc Lacaille, the astronomer, was 
bom bore. 

The great koMfs, above-mentioned, one of the 
great dedsive battles in history, vdiich for a time 
stoi^)ed the progresaof the Huns, was fought at a 
q>ot called AttUa^t Camp^ S miles off, near Chape 
and Cuperly, with immense slaughter on both sides; 
^tins, the Roman commander, assisted by his 
Visigoth allies, was successful, but their king, 
Theodoric, was slain. 

Roil or coach to Verdun, Ste. Mtfuehould, Monr- 

melon, Reims, and Troyes.

A bridge of seven archo« 
crosses the Moselle. Its citadel capitulated to tho 
Germans, 2drd September, 1870, with 2,430 men. 
There are here tho old Cathedral, begun by St. 
Gerard, 966, with a fine roof and two very pictur- 
esque towers, 246 feet high— both,'as well as tho 
whole front, rose-window, Ac, profusely carved ; 
the church (Roman and Gothic) and fine cloisters 
of St. Gcngoult; the Hotel de Ville, once tho 
bishop's palace ; a college, barracks, com market, 
Ac. 

Marshal St. Gyr; Baron Louis, the financier, and 
Admiral Rigny, were natives. Another was St. 
Loup, once bishop. Indeed, Toul has provided so 
many episcopal personages, that it was called Tovl la 
Sainie. Population, 7,700, who make embroidery, 
pottery, Ac.

Fontenoy-sur-Moselle (H miles). The line 

crosses the river here, by a seven-arched bridge. 

LlverdUXl (6f miles), a decayed fortress, on a 
rocky and wooded height, over the Moselle, with 
many good points of view. It was a Roman sta- 
tion and contains some curious old buildings. In 
the church is an effigy of St. Eucaire, the martyr, 
whose cross stands in the village. Here the Mamo 
and Rhine canal, after traversing a tunnel of 650 
yards in hard chalk, crosses the Moselle by an 
aqueduct, and is itself skipped over by the rail- 
way, which also crosses the river twice more, In 
this neighbourhood, on bridges of five arches. 

Frouard (4i miles), at tho base of the hills, has 
a handsome bridge, and was once a fortified post. 
Across the river is the old church of Pompey, and 
remains of Avant-Garde Castle. Vases, Ac., havo 
been found at the Champ de Tombes, near St. 
Eucaire's hermitage; they are now in Nancy 
museum.

Reims, though a sous-prefecture only (in de- 
partment Marnc), has a population of 60,740, is the 
seat of an archbishop, and one of the oldest cities 
in France, having been the chief town of Cham- 
pagne.

I®" Objects of Notice.— Cathedral— Old Walls 
—Church of St. Rem^— Hotel de Ville— Port de

It stands on the Vesle, at the bottom of gently 
I. sloping chalk-hills, covered with vineyards, though 

the neighbourhood is dull. It was the capital of 
the Remi, in Bclgic Gaul, and called Durocortorum 
by the Romans, whose consul here, Jovinus, l>ecame 
a Christian, 366. Clovis and his Franks were bap- 
tised here, 496. It was taken by Charles Martel, 
719, and by Hugh Capet's rival, Charles of Lor- 
raine, 900 ; besieged by Edward III. of England, 
1359, and captured, 1421, by the English, who were, 
at length, driven out by the Maid of Orleans ; and 
Charles VII. crowned here, as were all the French 
sovereigns from Philippe August e down to Charles 
X. (except Henry IV. and Louis XVIII.) The 
ampulla, or vessel of consecrated oil, used at the 
coronations, was destroyed at the great Revo- 
lution. 

It was taken by the Allies, 1814. In 1870, the 
King of Prussia entered the city with his forces, 
4th September, on his march to Paris; and, after 
the conclusion of peace, 1871, it became for a 
time the head-quarters of the German army of 
occupation. 

Parts of the Gothic walls, with their turrets, 

still remain ; the streets are wide, and most of the 

houses one storey high, but it has a dull look, with

He fabri- 
cated an epitaph for a pretended ancestor, Richard 
Colbertby, a Scotchman. To get this placed in the 
Cordeliers' church, where several of his family lay 
buried, he bribed the guardian with the promise of 
a bishopric (which he never got), and here the 
epitaph was to be seen till the Revolution. In 
Rue du Marc, Pluche, who wrote the Spectacle de 
la Nature, was bora. Gobelins, who gives name to 
the tapestry, and Marshal Drouet d'Erlon (to 
whom there is a statue), were also natives. Trade 
in Champagne wines, corn, &c., and woollens, 
which are spun here. It is the "original seat " of 
pain d'dpice, or gingerbread. 

The trade in Champagne at Reims reaches 30 
million francs yearly; and 600,000 bottles are 
usually stored away in the chalk cellars of MM. 
Meet, Cliquot, and other proprietors. It sells from 
2 to 4 francs a bottle on the spot, according to 
qualify ; but the inferior sorts drunk here is as low 
as l^d. a bottle ; the local consumption being 
reckoned at 84 bottles a head. Of the four million 
bottles of sparkling Champagne exported from the 
whole department, upwards of half-a-million finds 
its way to England, and three-quarters-of-a- 
milllon to the rest of France ; brandy and sugar- 
candy being added to suit the English and Russian 
markets. Flowers are greatly cultivated by 
amateurs and others, among whom may be men- 
tioned M. Souill^, for roses ; M. Joltras, for dahlias 
M. R^nart, for tulips. 

Slllery is on the road to Chalons. The rail hence 
to Laon, Ac. (see Route 6), was, as well as that 
which we follow, constructed by the Ardennes 
Company.

It had a castle In the 
9th century, belonging to the archbishop of Reims, 
which came to the ferocious Do la Marck, the 
WIUl Boar of Ardennes, In the 17th century, and 
then to the Dues de Bouillon. 
Tiirenne was bom, 1611, In the old chfttean— a 



site now marked by a stone ; a bronze of him by 
Oois, stands near the Hdtel de Vllle. He WM 
brought up at Bazellles. Here died, in 1889, 
another French Marshal, Fabert; a fine genlua, 
and most high-minded man. 

Sedan is well built, with many grey honsos of 
stone and slate, among meadows, backed by woods; 
but the streets are narrow, and the water is 
so bad that the people are subject to goitres in 
the neck. There are, a library, a theatre, ttiree 
barracks, one being for cavalry, a well-supplied 
arsenal and magazines, and a military hospital, 
on a hill, 130 feet above the river. A large 
tree, called Trdis Fr^res, stands on the Garenne 
promenade. It Is memorable In current history 
for the disastrous Battle of Ist September, 1870li 
between the French, under NapoMon III. and 
Marshal McMahon, and the Germans, under King 
William I. of Prussia ; the French being completely 
defeated, and obliged to surrender their whole 
army— upwards of 80,000 men— as prisoners of war 
to tho Germans. McMahon was disabled by a 
wound, and resigned the command to General 
Wlmpffen, who signed the articles of capitulation. 
The rain poured Incessantly during the fight. 

The Emperor, upon giving himself up the day 
after, was sent to Wilhcmshiihe, near Cassel. Hla 
meeting with the King took place at M. Amour*9 
Chdteau de Belleime, 3 miles west, on a point over- 
looking tho battle-field, after an Interview with 
Bismarck at the Weaver's Cottage; both of which 
were visited by the Prince of Wales, August, 1871. 
The German head-quarters staff was at DonchitTfy 
to which the King came up from Pont-h-Monsson, to 
watch the fight. At first he thought the Emi)eror 
had escaped, but was assured of final success by 
seeing a flag of truce. The French, who fought 
with desperation, were caught In the trap laid for 
them by Molkte, in their attempts to relieve Metz.

The Baths are hot and cold, and are used from 
May to October, sometunes by as many as 
1,500 visitors. They are for the most part 
saline and tonic, and, as usual, are regulated 
by government. 

Bain des Dames, is the site of a nunnery ; Bain 
des AncienSy or Grand Bain, the oldest, is used 
by the poor ; Bain Tempere^ charge 40 to 70 
centimes; Bain Royal, or Bain Neuf, has a 
sfllle de com^die (for balls, Ac); Bain des 
Romains is the most elegant. Another is called 
Bain des Capuchins; and there are also the Fon- 
taines du Crucifix, Savonneuses, and la Bour- 
deille (containing iron). Here Cavour had a 
meeting with the Emperor, July, 1858, before 
the Italian war. Population, 1,500.

La Poutbotb (35 kil.)i on the Wuss, and the 
lakes at its source, called Lac Blanc and Lac 
Moir, or Black and White. They are near the 
highest part of the mountain range. At 21 
kll. rurther is Colmar, on the Strasboorg rail- 
way (tee Route 54). 

Another road brings sronto Gsmaikcotts (12 
kil.) ; and 13 kil. farther east, to Stb. Mabie- 
Aux-MXNBS, on the Liepvrette, in a pretty 
valley under the highest part of the Vosges, 
and 80 called from the mines of lead, silver, 
copper, ainc, and arsenic around it. It has 
manufactures of cotton siamoisos, &o., paper, 
kirsch-wasscr, and dye-works. Population, 
1 1,600, some of whom are harmless descendants 
of the once turbulent Munstcr Anabaptists. 
Goo<l mineral springs, but the air is sharp. At 
23 kil. l>cyond this (past St. Hippolyto and its 
cnstlc), is Schlostadt, on the Strasbourg rail- 
way (see Route 54).] 

Raon I'Etape (lO kll.), on the Meurthe, a sta- 
tion on the Lun^ville and 8t. Di^ rail (Route 54). 
Up a branch of it, the Plainc (or else by way of 
Sennones and St. Jean du Mont), you come to 

ScHiBXBCK (about S6 kil.), in the Vosges, or 89 
kil. from St. Die, as above, over the new German 
fh)ntier. About 8 kil. south is the Ban de la Rodie^ 
for which, and the rest of the road to Strasbourg, 
ue Bbadshaw'b JIand-Book to Belgium and the 
Rhine. 

From Epin.il, a short line, called Lig^e de la 
Vologne, in connect ion with the Chemins de fer des

It has portraits 
of Presidents of the United States, and of Frank- 
lin, Kosciusko, BaiUy, Rochefoucauld, Ac.^ besides 
the Flag of the States, given to Lafayette on his 
last visit to Amerioa. Coaches to Rosoy, Jouy-lo- 
Ch&tel, Breau, La Chapelle-Oant, Melnn. 
GrandpuitS (3| miles). 
NaxiglS (Si miles), in a fertile hollow of the 
Brie country, has a population of 2,200, who trade 
in com, butter, cheese. Two towers of the chdteau 
of its marquises remain, besides an ancient Gothic 
church. Napoleon defeated the Allies here, 1814. 
There is a still older church at Ramilkn (4 kil. 
east). 

HEalson-Bouge (6| miles), or Leudon. 
Coaches to Donnemarrie and Chemoise. 

LOEgueville (5i miles). Here a short branch 
rxt'/ of 8f miles turns off to Provins. Coaches to 
Bray-sur-Seine, on the river's south bank, at the 
bridge' to Mony. 
CPrOTlns. Population, 7,650. 
IIoteU—De France ; De Fontaine. 
A Bous-prtff ecture in department Seine-et-Mame, 
in a fertile spot, on the Youlzie and Durtein, 
on the side of a hill. There are many middle- 
age remains of walls and buildings, from its 
having grown out of a royal eaUlCt founded 
before 1120. It suffered much in the civil and 
religious wars. In Haute Ville are the walls, 
traces of the chftteau, and St. Quirian'scAurc^ 
which has a good choir, cupola, Ac. Near it 
stood, till lately, the Tour de Ctfsar, built in 
the 18th century. 
The two old gates of St. Jean and Jouy lead 
down to Basse Yille, where the modem houses 
are, surrounded by walls, with two ehurches } . 



the old Cordeliers convent, now the hospit*!* 
founded by the Counts of Champagne, 1060; 
and a mineral spring (with a bath-house), use- 
ful in all cases of debility, Ac. Part of ibo 
old town is excavated into caves and under- 
ground passages. The rivers turn many com* 
mills and dye-works. 

Trade in grain, wood, leather, and confectionery 
made from rosea, grown here — the true seat of 
the Provins (not Provence) rose. 

About 17 kil. to the north, near Louan, are the 
fine and extensive ruins of Montaguillon, in a 
forest.] 

ChalmaiBon (2^ miles). At 

namboin (l mile), is the branch down the 
Seine, to MwiUreau^ uniting this with the Lyons 
rail.

A sous-pr€f ecture (in department Aube) of S,600 
souls, on the Seine, opposite the weir or fall, where 
it becomes navigable. It belonged to St. Denis's 
abbey, and came at length to the family of Cardinal 
de Noaillos. The allies, under Prince Schwartxen- 
burg, took it by storm, when held by Bourmout in 
1814, when the Hdtel de Yille and a bridge were ' 
destroyed. The large church was built between 
the reigns of Charles YI. and Henry II. ; the 
tower has a turret (built 1631-48), with a figure of 
St. Laurent on top. Trade in millinery, grain 
charcoal, leather rope. Coach to Yillenauxe.

threatened 11, 461, and -Jio Normans pillaged 11, 1 
WU.aod Louis lelMen} BboM ' 
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the imperial crown. Under its count, Tklbanlt IV., 
in the 12th century, it became a great place for 
trading fairs ; and hence we get the Troy Pound of 
twelve ounces. It was hold by the English after 
the treaty of 1420, by which Henry V. married 
Katharine, daughter of Charles VI., and was to 
succeed to the French crown; but Charles VII. 
retook it, 1429. The parliament of Paris was sent 
here, 1787. Napoldon made it his head-quarters, 
1S14. 

On the top of the old walls, built by the Romans, 
but much altered since their time, is a promenade 
called the Mall. The town gates are called the 
Hector, Andromaque, Paris, Ac, all fancifully 
named in remembrance of old Troy. Porte St. 
Jaquc<t, near the bridge, is flanked by two low- 
peaked Gothic towers and turrets. Close to the 
Porte de Paris was a royal chfttcau, burnt in the 
great Are of 1524, along with a second, which be- 
longed to the Counts of Champagne, and a third 
which stood hard by the Cordeliers' convent, which 
make some derive the town's name from tres arces 
(three castles). The streets are full of old gable- 
cndcd houses, of carved and plastered timber, as 
ancient as the 16th century, for the most part. 
Among its eight churches is 

St. ifitienne's Cathedral, begun 1208-25 (on the 
site of one as old as 872), and carried on till the 
west front was built, about 1606-20. This front 
has a good tower, 204 feet high (there were to have 
been two), and a fine stained rose window. It is 
371 feet long, and 164 wide through the transept. 
The nave, exclusive of its five aisles, is 34 feet wide 
and 96 high, ornamented, like the choir, with win- 
dows of the 13th century, containing finely ftoineJ 
portraits of kings, counts, bishops, saints, Ac, all 
in costume. 

St. Urban's beautiful collegiate church was built 
in the 13th century, by Pope Urban IV., bom the 
son of a tailor here, whose trade is painted in one 
of the windows. Excellent stained windows are 
seen, in Ste. Madeleine's ancient churchy of the 11th 
and 16th centuries, with a well-carved rood-loft (by 
J. Galdo, 1618), one of five, for which the city was 
noted ; also in 8t. Pantaleon's^ which has, besides, 
twenty statues close to its pillars. St. Nicholas 
offers a good portal ; St. Jean, an altar piece of the 
Bapiim of CftrMf by Mignard, a native; St. 



Remy, a bronze crucifix, 3| feet high, by Girardon 
another native. 

The mtel de Ville, built 1624-70, by Mansard, 
has a good front, with busts of natives, and 
Girardon's medallion of Louis XIV. At the Bibllo- 
th^que are as many as 55,000 volumes, and 5,000 
MSS., in a room 164 feet long ; also specimens of 
glass, painted by Linard Goutliier, with scenes 
from the Life of Henry IV. The Mus^e contains a 
gallery of pictures, a collection of minerals, Ac. 
Two tombs of Henry I. and Thibault III. (1180-i20n) 
are placed in the Bishop's Palace. 

Notice the old timbered abattoirs or shambles, 
wine and com halls (the latter has a fine timbered 
roof), the pcpinibre, or nursery, &c. 

The manufactures are a chalk preparation, called 
hlanc d'Espagne (Spanish white), cotton stockings, 
and caps. 

Rail or coach to Bar-sur-Seine, Chfttillon-sur- 
Seine, Les Riceys, Essois. 

[The rail to Bar-sur-Seine, Ac, passes Kai- 

sons (5i miles), St. Parre-les-Vaudes (^1 

miles), Ac, to 

Bax-8Ur-Seine (8| miles), a sous-pr^fectore of 
2,500 population, in a fertile valley amongr 
vineyards on the Seine (crossed by a stone 
bridge), below the junction of the Onrce and 
Laigrnes. It must have been a large place In 
Froissart's time (1359), when the English 
burnt " 900 bons hdtels," (houses). Like Bnr- 
sur-Aube, Ac, its name (Bar) indicates that 
it was a provincial frontier town. It has a 
good Gothic cross-shaped church. On St. 
Germain's Hill, is the mstic C?u^ of N6tre 
Dame, founded 1070, by Simon de Valois. 
Hotel.— Dn Cheval Blanc (White Horse). 

At 19 kil. west-south-west of Bar-sur-Seine, is 
Chaoubcb, near the head of the Amance, 
which turns several mills. Amadis Jamyn, a 
poet of the 16th century, was a native. 

About 15 kil. south, in the valley of the Laignea, 
are li&a Ricets, viz.: — ^Ricey Haut, Rlcey 
Haute-Rive, and Ricey Bas, three places 
founded, they say, by industrious Swiu*«ttler$, 
with good spire churches, and noted for wine. 
Population, 8,564.

From Chanmont, up the Mame, the next stations

Rolampont (8 miles). 

{Angres (ISkll.), an ancient town, sous-pr^- 
fccturo, bishopric, Ac, and seat of the cutlery trade^ 
on a hill-side by the Mame, which here runs 
through a cultivated plain, 1,457 feet above the sea. 
Here the Mame, the Aube, the Meuse, Ac, take 
their rise. It is the Roman Langonum^ and there is 
yet an ancient triumphal arch in the west wall, 
built about 240, by the Emperor Gordian. The old 
Romanesque Cathedral of the 11th century, has a 
modem front, and a fine view from the top. A 
library of 30,000 volumes Is to be seen at the Hdtel 
de Ville, and a museum in St. Didier's old church. 
It has two theatres, a college, priests* seminary, 
Ac. A walk through the Belie Fontaine prome- 
nade leads to the Fontaine de la Orenouille, among 
large trees. Diderot was a native, a cutler's son. 
Tho cutlery made here is of a superior kind.

It was fortified, 1420, and suffered cruelly in 
the civil wars. The streets are crooked and 
old-fashioned. Parts of the eatOe ire left ; and. 
it has also a good bridge and quay, to wbicli 
steamers from D^on come ; a Hdtel de Ville, 
built 1568, a library of 6,000 volumes, salle de 
spectacle, and a very superior mfi/, wfth 14 
wheels, for grinding com, oil, tan, Ac.

HoTBLS. — De la Madeleine; De la Cigogne 
(8tork); De I'Aigle Noir (Black Eagle.) Popu- 
lation, 7,600 

This small capital of department Haute Saune 
(once part of Franche Comt4) in the valley of the 
Durgeon, belonged to the Besanfon archbishops, 
the Duke of Burgundy, Ac, and, after suffering in 
the wars of the 1 6th and 17th centuries, was Joined 
to France by the peace of Nimwegcn, 1678. The 
old walls are gone, as well as its impregnable castle, 
which stood on La Motte^ a peak of 1,320 feet high 
to the top, covered with vineyards, and com- 
manding a noble prospect. 

Most of the buildings are modem —the oldest 
being the church, built about 1760, with a 
aquare tower, and an ancient tomb. The pre- 
fecture was built 1822 ; in the library are 23,000 
▼olumes, with a museum; there are also public 
baths, a salle de spectacle, cavalry barracks (built 
1777), a priests' school, pepini^re or nursery, Ac. 

Trade in wine, grain, Ac. 

Here the Nancy and Epinal rail comes in, by 
means of which the batJu of PlombUres may be 
reached, within 7} miles of Aillevlllers, the 
nearest station (Route 59), about 40 miles f^om 
Vesoul. 

Ckflombier (5 miles), near two old castles.

Luro iH miles), a sous-prefecture, in depart- 
ment Hante-Sadne (population, 8,250), on the wide 
marabjr plain of the Oignon.

[ViLLEBSBXBL (19 kil.), on the Oignon, has the 
fine ehdteau of Lafayette's nephew, the Marquis 
do Grammont— a family whose castle stood 
formerly on the if on/o^iM de Orammont (within 
view), with a Roman camp on it, and who 
founded a hospital here, 1769, as well as the 
ancient abbey of Yieux-Croissant.] 

Bondiamp (6f miles), on the Rohan. 

Ohaxnpagney (Sf miles), on the Rohan, a 
mining village of 3,100 souls. Coach to Plancher- 
Ics-Mines. 

[H^jucouRT (16 kil. south), on the little river 
Luzonuc, a bustling village of 8,000 persons, 
chiefly Protestants, .who ase the nave of the 
church, while the Catholics take the choir. It 
has several old houses, and the castle of the 
dukes of Wurtemburg, who obtained it, 1561, 
along with Montbeliard.] 

Baa Evettd (5 miles), is 4j^ miles from 

BELFOBT, 

Or B^/ort^ close to the new Oerman frontier, 274| 
miles from Paris, 30| from Mulhoose. Here the 
rail from Dijon and Bc8an9on falls in (Route 21), 
as well as the old road, and five other high roads, 
making it a good place for trade. 

Hotels. — De TAncienne Poste; Messageries 
Tonneau d'Or. 

Bclfort is a sous-prefecture of 8,100 souls, in 
department Haut-Rhln, and a first-class fortress, 
in a healthy part of the Savoureose, between the 
Yosgcs and Jura mountains. It has three gates 
and faubourgs, and is divided into Haute and 
Basse Yille. The church was built, 1728; there 
are a good Hdtcl de Yille, a college, and a library 
of 20,000 volumes; also a military hospital and 
barracks. 

On the rocks above is the castle (or hd /ort)^ 
built 1228, and held by the Austrians, till given up 
to France by the treaty of Munster, when it'wM

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the entrance into Switzerland, was besieged by 
the Germans at the conclusion of the war of 1870-1 ; 
and here Manteuffel, by a rapid advance, defeated 
Bourbaki in his attempt to raise the siege, and 
drove him and his levies over the Swiss border. It 
is retained by the French under treaty, and is to 
be greatly strengthened. 

Trade in wine, eaux-de-vie, excellent kirsch- 
wasser, cheese, iron, brass, copper, Ac. 
The line is continued over the frontier to 

Ch^vremont (3f miles). 
Montreull-VipUll (4| miles), near the viaduct 
across the Rhine and RhOne canal. Coach to Delle. 

Dazmemarle (5 miles). 

Altklrch (6i miles), a dull place, of 8,400 souls, 
on a hill-side by the 111, with ruins of a chdteau 
bnilt by the Counts of Ferrette, and made the seat 
of the Dukes of Austria, when Alsace belonged 
to them. 



Trade in pottery, hemp, ribbons, wine, cattle, Ae. 

Hotels.— De la T6te d'Or (Golden Head). Coaches 
to Ferrette and Basle (33 kil.east), which is reached 
after passing a frontier douane at St. Louis. 

[Ferbbtte (20 kil. south-south-east), or La Fer^ 
rette, has the picturesque remains of its old 
castle, on a rock above It, near a branch of the 
HI, not far from the Swiss border. It figures 
in Scott's "Anne of Geierstein ;" and it has a 
well, they say, nearly 640 feet deep.— ZuoeTto 
9 kil. south-west of this, had a Cistercian 
abbey burnt 1524 ; to which was attached the 
castle of Loewenbourg, a ruiu on a hill. That 
of Blomont, burnt by the Baslese, 14i9, is on 
another hill.]

Nothing but pines grow; but wild fowl, gsmi^ 
wolves, foxes, wild boars, Ac., are found in soM 
parts. The shepherds, dressed in sheepskins, goabost 
on tall stilts, or ehanques ; with which, assisted by t 
pole, they will sometimes travel three leagues ui 
hour, never allowing any thing to turn them frwB 
the straight course. Each lu&n, bcMldes carryiOe ft 
gim at his hack for defence agninst the wolf, is 
also armed with a poele, or frt/ing-pan^ to serve for 
cooking. An attempt is to be m de to plant, drala, 
and improve this tract, under a law of 18j7.

By rail to Bayonne, 198 kil., or 123| miles, in five 
to seven hours. 

The Embarcadbre at Paris is Quai d'Austerlitz 
(Orleans line) ; at Bordeaux, Cours St. Jean. 

From this, the line passes within view ofHaut 
Brion, which annually produces about 120 tons of 
one of the four first-growth clarets. It must not be 
bottled under six or seven years. Cross the Teste 
road, by a viaduct of 2,960 feet, on 91 arches, to 

Pessac (3f miles), near the Pope Clement vine- 
yards; so called after Clement Y., whose property 
they were when he was archbishop of Bordeaux. 
By a bull, in 1309, he gave them to his successors 
in the primacy, with whom they remained till the 
Revolution. « 

Gazinet (8} miles), near traces of a Roman way, 
called the Levade. Here you are in the country 
(but not yet in the department) of Les Landes, a 
wild and desolate tract of Gascimy, almost like an 
African desert — all sand, heath, and marsh— 
stretchhig about 50 leagues, and covering a mil- 
lion of acres between the Garonne and Adour. It 
iB divided into Grandes and Petit Landes, includ- 
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Lamotbe (if mile), a bujff^Bt, 34 J miles from 
■ordeaux. Here the branch to Arcaehon turns off. 
[The next stations for Arcaehon, are 
Le Teich (3 miles). 

Mestras (2i miles). 

Onjan-Mestnui (f mile), near an inlet of the 
name, and 

La Hume (X\ milc). Then 

La Teste de Bucfa (if mlle), on the Basain 
d* Arcaehon, a dull flat spot. Population, 8,890. 
This is the Roman Testa Boirum, frhere a capi- 
talis of Aqnitaine had a castle. Sand hills, IM 
to 200 feet high, line the coast. There is a 
Tase with an inscription in honour of M. Bre- 
moutier, who first successfully stopped their 
progress in the last century, in consequence of 
which a little rice, tobacco, Ac, have been 
grown at Cazan, in the neighbourhood. In 
1834 a company was formed to unite Bassin 
d* Arcaehon with the other lakes by a navigable 
canal. This has been done in part. 

Arcaehon (if mile), 36} miles from Bordeaux. 

ffoteJi.— Grand Hotel, first-rate establishment; 

Le Gallais, situated on the beach. Bonrdbig 

House, Villas, Ac. 

Population, 850. English Service, Rev. S. Rad- 

cliffe. 
A bathing-p^ace, on the Bassin d* Arcaehon, which 
is bordered by its houses, with a pine forest 
behind them. It contains two chapels. Visits 
may be paid by boat to the Isle des Oiseaux 
(or I)e la Teste), and to Cap Ferret, the ancient 
Curianum Promontory, where there is a light- 
house, 167 feet high. An extensirc oyster 
culture is carried on here.] 
The Landes become more desolate afterwards. 
CandOS (7| miles). 

Banes (7 miles), between the Leyre and the 
j^tang or lake of Cazan, is near the Roman Saloma- 
cum, In a spot which shows some signs of cultiva- 
tion, and is therefore styled the "paradise" of the 
Landes. 

Ichonx (8f miles), in department Lea Landes, 
stands 190 feet above sea level, on a brook which 
turns a few mills. J*opulation, 800. Pass near 
the Lake of Parentis, then over the Monlasse, 
where the country begins to improve a little, to 

LabOQlieyre (8 miles), a decayed town. About 
30 kil. soBtb-wett it MbnUan, which wm a port 



ill the Gulf of Gascony, till ovcrwhelmc I !»/ t.i« 
sands in the 16th century. Its abbey chui'ch, now 
in ruins, stands in a circle of brick pyramids, sup- 
posed to be tombs. A Roman road went this way 
to Bordeaux. 

Sabres (5 miles), is the highest station on tho 
line (280 feet), and some miles distant from that 
village, which has a population of 2,480. 

Morcenx (7} miles), or Moreens, is a Buffet at 
the junction with the Mont de Marsan line, which 
supplies St. Severs, Tarbes, Bagnbres-de-Bigorre, 
(fee. (Route 64). The Pyrenees may be seen on a 
clear day. 
Blom (8^ miles). Coach to Tart.is. 
[Tabtas (14 kil. east), on a hill-slrlc over the 
BIcdouzc, is an old place, once fortified, and, in 
1441, was saved from the English, who wero 
bcsicffing it, by Charles ^^I. The chu'.eau 
wns demolished by Louis XIII., because of \t% 
attachment to the reformed faith. It has a 
good trade in vinegar, saffron, wine, fruit, 
Bayonne horses, and resin (from the plno 
forests around). Population, 3,300. 
A little to the west, on the old road to Bayonne, 
is Castets, on tho Puluo, with a church, sup- 
posed to have l)cen built by the English, and 
nn intermitting iron spring.] 
Laluque (7^ miles), has a largo church and a 
chapel of St. Vincent de Paul. 

BuglOSe (4i miles), has a pilgrims' chapel de !l- 
catcd to an image oi the Virgin, and is near Putry 
de Monsonet, where the excellent Vincent d.- Paul 
was bom, 1576, the son of a poor shepherd. Closa 
to an old ruined chapel is an oak named after him ; 
and from a hill, the highest in the department, you 
may see Bordeaux. Further off, are the mineral 
springs of Prechocq and Gamardes. 

St. Paul-les-DaZ (12 kll.), a place of forges 
and furnaces, with a Gothic church, built 1441, 
with marble carvings, inside and out, of Scripture 
subjects. 

DAX (93 miles from Bordeaux) ; 

otherwise D'Ax, or Acqs. 

Hotels. — Figaro; De TEurope; Be St. ifitienne; 
De la Croix d*Or (Golden Cross). 

Onmitiuses to the town, whence the rail goes to 
Orthes, Pan, Eaux-Bonnes, Cautereta, Baregon, dec. 
(Route 6^). Populatiiin, 9,860. 
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A sons-prefecture, on the Adour, founded by the 
Bomans, with the name of Aqua Tarhdliece^ on 
account of its hot mineral waters^ of which the 
chief spring, called Fontaine de Nesle, in the middle 
of the town, falls into a large basin, in front of a 
kind of triumphal arch, among clouds of steam, 
the temperature being 160°. The supply is most 
abundant, especially in q>ring time. It is very 
clear; contains sulphates of soda and lime, Ac; 
and is used not only by the sick, for rheumatism, 
paralysis, old wounds, Ac, but by the town's 
people, to wash and make their bread with. 

Another spring at Baignoti, close by, has large 
bath rooms over it, and a temperature of 90° to 145°. 
Two bridges, one of wood and another on five stone 
arches, built 1857, lead over to Sablar faubourg, 
where the old church of St. Paul stands, which was 
a cathedral till the Revolution. The body having 
fallen in, 1646, was rebuilt 1719, but the original 
Gothic front, of the 18th century, offers several 
carvings of Scripture subjects, within and without. 
Another church, St. VincenCs, contains the effigy of 
the saint, and traces of the original basilica of the 
third century. The bishop's palace is now the 
Mairie, the diocese being united to that of Aire. 
Between the bridges are the walls and round 
towers of the old moated castle of the 14th century. 
The toum toaUs are of a genuine Roman character ; 
and a Roman way went hence to Toulouse. Dax 
was once an English town, but was taken by the 
Count of Folx, 1441. Ducos, the conventionist, 
General Ducos, and Borda, the mathematician, 
were bom here ; and here the Jambons de Bayonne 
are cured. 

The Gothic church of St. Paul-Ies-Dax, in the 
neighbourhood, deserves notice for the curious and 
fantastic carvings upon it. At Tarda (17 kil.), is 
another mineral spa. To the south-east of it, up 
the Arrigan, is the town of Pouillon (population, 
8,200), which is equally noted for a warm mineral 
spa^ and contains the old feudal chftteau of 
Lamothe. Indeed, one has only to dig a few 
yards into the soil round Dax, and you are sure 
to come to warm springs, of more or less value, for 
earatlve purposes.

Sanbusse (3| miles), on the Adour, has a pop- 
lation of 1,000, and mineral and mud baths, at i 
spot called Bains de Joannan^ in which chloridatf 
sodium and lime prevail.

St. GROUTS (3 miles), among forests of phM,k 
an entrepot for the Marensin^ as the tract hm 
bordering on the Gulf of Gascony (maris shiii8)ii 
called. Population, 1,600. 

St. Vincent-de-Tyro8se (3f miles). Popi- 

hition, 1,088. 

[To the north-west is the decayed iK>rt of 

ViEux BOCADLT, among sand-hills (some 200 f«t 
high), on the Bay of Biscay, which was of ia- 
portance between 1360, when the course of the 
Adour was turned into it, and 1660, when ft 
was made to take its old coarse. Its name fa 
derived from bouche, a mouth. A lake here is 
called Etang de Moison, after an old skippo; 
who was so unwilling to believe that the ri«r 
was turned another way, that he k^ fcfa 
vessel at anchor in the stream, till thew wtf 
no water left to carry him out to sea. 

A little west is 

Cape Breton, once a good port, when the Adott 
ran by it to the Bay of Biscay, from whtt 
sand-hills now hide it. Some say it wn 
founded by Brutus as Caput BruH. Part of > 
Knight Templars' house is seen among tki 
ruins. Population, 900. The enteipriaiiif 
sailors of this part of France discovered ttd 
gave name to the Islomd of Cape Bretm, in 
1491, now port of British America.] 

La Bexme (7} miles), near the unhealthy Stmt 
d'Orx, Through a fine forest, close to the sea, t» 

Le Boucaurt (6i miles), a little pilot yfB»t% 
near the embouchure of the Adour, which tanm 
harbour here. At lit ^^^ bey(Hid is Bayonne, witt 
the Pyrenees in view. 

It is entered by a wooden biidcre over the Ad(W 
from the suburb of St. Esprit (population, 7,MWh 
which contains Vauban's Citadel upon the hd|^ 
over the town. Until 1881 the Jews of Bayotft 
were obliged to retire to this quarter at soiutt 
Here they found refuge when driven out of Spik 
by Ferdinand and Isabella.

Pt^t Office^ end of Rue du Gouvernemcnt. Popu- 
lation, 25,620. High water, at full and change, 
8h. 30m., the tide rising 14 feet. 

English Consul^ F. Graham, Esq., of whom pass- 
ports for Spain may be had. 

A sous-prdfecturc in department Basses- Pyrcndci 
(part of Gascony), seat of a bishopric, fortress of 
the first class, on the Spanish frontier, and a thriv- 
ing Port, on the Adour, where the Nive joins it, 
about three miles from the Bay of Biscay. It has 
a good harbour (as the name signifies in the Basque 
language, Baia and Ona), at their junction, close to 
Pont Mayour, but the mouth is obstructed by a 
dangerous bar, near which the Duke of Wellington 
crossed the Adour, February, 1814, on a bridge of 
boats. 

The town was founded in the 10th or 11th cen- 
tury ; and having come to the English, was taken 
from them, 1451, being the last place they retained 
In France, except Calais. It is defended by high 
and strong ramparts, and divided by the rivers into 
three parts, viz., Grand and Petit Bayonne, and the 
suburb of St. Esprit, which stands on the right 
bank of the Adour, and contains the Citadel (as 
above mentioned), which commands the town and 
country around. There is a noble prospect hence 
over the town, the wide estuary of the Adour, and 
the forests at its mouth, the Nive, Biarritz, &c., 
"With the snowy peaks of the Pyrenees to the south. 
Underneath is the English cemetery, where several 
oflicers of the Coldstreams are buried, who fell 
when Bayonne was invested, 1814. A bridge of 
boats crosses this part of the. Adour, and two 
bridges cross the Nive. 

The main street is good, but the rest are narrow ; 
houses of stone, three or four stories high. Pla^x 
Orammont is the best and the liveliest spot; there 
is a beautiful walk along the Allies Maritimes, a 
sort of jetty, one mile long, near the quays, with 
good prospects. The Bayonnaise women are con- 
sidered pretty. 

The small CathecbxU (in coarse of restoration) is 
of the 18tb to 16tb centuries^ and is 256 feel lot^g^ 



but hemmed In with houses. The large eloUter* 
were built by the English. Notice a new altar of 
1854, the handsome pavement in the sanctuary, and 
the cross of St. Francis de Sales. The diocese is 
as old as the 4th century. The new church of SU 
Andrd is in the style of the 13th century. 

Observe also the Hdtd de Ville, douano, and 
theatre in one pile, surrounded by arcades ; the old 
chdteau, built in the 12ih century, by its last counts, 
with round towers of the 15th century, now a 6ar- 
rack'f the Chdteau Ncuf, between the Adair and 
Nive ; the arsenal armoury ; new military hospital, 
built 1841, on the site of a convent ; the mint and 
naval dock, <fec. There are a chamber of commerce 
and navigation school. In Rue Lormaud, No. 8, is 
an hiscription to a ** beiufacteur de Bayonne/* 
who left property for repairing the cathedral. 

A large proportion of the population is Jewish, 
that body being very wealthy, in consequence of 
the flourlshhig condition of the smuggling business 
which is carried on with Spain by the contraban- 
distas. 

General Ilarispe, Lafitte, the banker, Admiral 
Bruix, and Duvergor de Haurannc, the friend of 
Jansenius, were natives. The bayonctte, they say, 
was invented here ; and here at Chdteau de Marrac 
(burnt 1825), Napoldon kidnapped Charles IV. of 
Spain, with his queen and his son, Ferdinand, 1808. 
Its frontier position has uecessaiily made it a place 
for many interviews between French and Spanish 
personages, of historical importance. 

Manufactures — eaux-de-vie cT ffendaye, glass bot- 
tles (sand being plentiful), /laim (cured at Othoz, 
Dax, &c.), chocolate, sugar, <fec. ; and a trade with 
Spain in timber, wool, wines, drugs, resin, fish, &c 

Conveyances to Biarritz, Pau, St. Sebastian (iu 
Spain), on the way to Madrid. A railway runs in 
this direction, past Iran, St. Sebastian, Tolosa, 
Bilboa, Vittoria, Burgos, Valladolid, Ac, to Madrid, 
390 miles long. (See Bbadshaw's Hand-Book to 
Spain). Madrid time is 25 minutes later than 
Paris. There is a steamer on the Adour. 

From Bayonne by rail (leaving the road into 
Spain) beyond Anglet, you come to 

Biarritz (6 miles). Hoteis. — D*Angleterro, 
excellent accommodation, moderate charges; Les 
Ambassadours, excellent table d:^<^^ji:^ ^v!cc(c!S«i^kN 
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Thit f ftToarite bAihing-plaoe of the ex-Emperor 
and Empress after their marriage is on the Bay of 
Biscay, here lined with picturesque limestone 
clifis, fiO to 120 feet high, hollowed into caves, 
as the Chamber of Love, near the Pharos, on Cape 
St. Marten, Ac. The country people ride en caeolet^ 
that is, in a pannier on one side of a horse, the 
Other being filled by the driver. Population, 2,770. 
It is laid out with streets and squares, and has the 
usual conveniences of a frequented resort. Here 
Bismarck met the Emperor, October, 1865, before 
the battle of Sadowa. 

The Villa Etigmie^ and the new church, are at 
cote du Monlins (or des Fous), on a pretty bay, 
divided by the promontory of Atalaye (and its old 
castle) from petit port and V ieux Port. Both this 
and cote du Moulin are abundantly supplied with 
lodging-houaes, machines, &c, and there is good 
bathing on fine soft sand. At Bidabt (1 1 kil. from 
Bayonne), the Basque nationality begins to appear. 

St. Jsan de Lux (8 miles), a fortified town of 
2,660 souls, at the Nivelle's mouth, once of greater 
importance, and now growing into a bathing-place. 
At the ChAtean Louis XIV.'s marriage with 
the InAmta Maria Theresa was celebrated, 1660. 
There are other old houses to be seen. The line in 
Its progress passes by Useuonk (5 kiL), near Mon- 
tague d'Arrhune, in the Lower Pyrenees moun- 
tains, and the BidassooL, which divides France and 
Spain. The heights were defended by Soult against 
Wellington, who passed this way, October, 1813, into 
France. A bridge crosses the river at Bsbobia 
(the last French post town and custom-house) 
towards Inm ; which the rail turns from to go on 
to 

Hendaya (8 miles), or Andapa, at the mouth of 
the river, on the French side, with I'uerUardbia 
(truly Spanish) on the opposite. Hence to 

Iran (U mile), and the line for Bladrid. 

(a) Up the Nlve you pass Ureury (20 kil.), near 
Cambo Spa^ which NapoMon visited, 1808; then 
Irassari (20 kil.); then St. Jean Pied-dc-Port 
( 1 2 kil.), the old capital of Navarre ; beyond which, 
in a gorge of the Pyrenees, is Itonccvaux, or Ron- 
eetvaUet (in Spain), where Roland and his brave 
^leers were killed by the Saracens, 778. At 
Ofv^tdeia, In tbia neighbourhood, Don Carlos was 
drnfemUd In the rising oi 1873.

The country to the aonth presents an inviting 
contrast to that of the Landes, which still prevails 
on the north, west, and east. *' Nothing is seen for 
miles but extensive marshy wastes without any 
si^i of habitation, beyond here, and there a turf 
hovel to afTard shelter to the peasantry, who are 
cniplo\edto superintend the flocks of sheep, and 
whose aspect is sufficiently indicative of the mala- 
ri;>U3 influence of the locality. A man, woman, 
and child frequently go together, walking on their 
stilts, the woman being usually employed in knit- 
ting; and, seen from afar, the group presents 
rather a grotesque appearance." (Lee's Companion 
to the Continent). 
[At 22 kil. north-west of Mont-de-Marsan is 
RoQiTBFOsT, on the high road to Bordeaux, at 
the Junction of the Douze and Estampon ; on 
the rocks above which stand an old castle and 
a modern chfttcau.] 
The first place on the Tarbes line is 

Orenade-Bur-rAdoor (9f miles), a little vil- 
lage on the Adour, where Marshal Porrignon was 
bom. 

[About 6 kil. down the river is 

8t. Sever, a sous-prefecture of 4,830 souls, in a 
pleasant hollow ; having an old churchy which 
was part of a Benedictine abbey, founded 993 ; 
also, remains of the ehdteau of the Dukes 
of Gascony. It was taken from the English, 
1426. There is a column to General Lamargue, 
a native. At Peulvan (near the town), and 
Peyrelongue (8 kil. off), Druid stones are seen. 

Hotel. — ^Des Voyageors. 

A>)Out 14 kil. south of St Sever on the Loute, at 
Ilagctman, is an old castle of the kings of 
Navarre. Orthez is 39 kil. from St. Sever.] 

Caitees-Blir-rAdoar (5f miles), foUowed by 
Alro m miles), near the head of the Adour, 
where the roads to Auch and Agen turn off ; an 
old decayed place of 4,150 population, and seat of a 
bishopric having, on Mas-d'Alre hill, remains of 
the seat of the Vivigoth king, Alarlc II., who here 
promulgated the Thcodosian code. It suffered 
from the ravages of the Normans and the English ; 
ftDd In the religious wars which followed at a later 



period. The cathedral is rather old than beautiful. 
An ancient convent is now the priests* seminary. 
The diocese of Dax is united (o that of Aire. At 
60 kil. south is Pau (Route 66). 

The direct road to Tarbes is by way of Madiran 
(28 kil.) and Vic-en-Bigorre (26 kil.); or up the 
Adour, following the rail to Blscle (.H miles); 

Castelnau d'Est or de Blye Basse (H miles) in 

Ilautcs Pyrcn($e8 ; Kaubonrguet (H miles) ; to 

ViC-en-Blgorre (6f miles), where the line from 
Agen conies in. It is a pretty village (population, 
3,800) on the Salat, in Hautes Pyrenees, with a 
ruined castle and walls. 

The next station is Andrest (H miles), about 
6| miles from 

TARBES, 

A station 59 miles from Mont-de-Marsan. 

Hotels.— Dn Grand Soleil; Del'Europe; Dela 
Paix. 

Population, 16,770. Chief town of department 
Hautes Pyrenees, seat of a bishopric, Ac It was 
formerly called Turta, and was the capital of the 
Bigerrones, who gave name to the surrounding dis- 
trict of Bigorre, which, as part of Guienne, was 
held by the English till the time of Charles YIL 
It stands on the Adour, ia the midst of a rich and 
wide plain (1,000 feet above sea), watered by the 
numerous branches of that river and the Garonne, 
and crowded with villages and fragments of rock 
washed from the Pyrenees — with the Pic du Midi 
de Bigorre in view, on the south. 

The roads to the watering-places and passes of 
the mountains strike out here, as from a centre ; 
and a convenient market is, therefore, hold every 
other week, attended by the country people ; when 
com, potatoes, cheese, salt provibions, tools, cattle, 
sheep, g^ats, horses, mules, linens, and other neces- 
saries are sold. Here you may see the B^amaii^ 
with his white blouse, blue bcrrct or cap, and 
curly hair; the women with their red capulets; 
the Spanish muleteer ; and a variety of picturesque 
costumes. 

The town is regular and well-built. Streams 
of water run through the streets, which are lined 
with houses constructed of brick and pebbles, or 
ci native marUe, roofed with slate. Eaoh has Hs 
own garden. 
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It includes fiyo suburbs or faubourgs ; a good six- 
arch stone bridge crosses the river, near Place 
Afei-tadieu^ where the markets are held. Place 
Maal)ourgact is at the centre of the town. There 
is n well-planted walk on the Prndo. 

The Cathedral, called La Sbde, is not remarkable, 
except for a fine altar under columns of Italian 
breccia. It stands on the site of the ancient Cas- 
trum Bigorra. St. Thbrese's church has a tall 
spire. The old palace of the bishops is used for 
the prdfecturo; and Dxa chateau of its counts, in 
rinco de la Portfele, is used for a prison. 

There is a cavalry barrack and riding school ; 
also onother barrack in what was the Ursulino 
convent ; a convent, with a new theatre, a good 
h().si)ital, priests' seminary, college, school of design, 
library of 7,000 volumes, baths, &c. Marshal de 
Castelnau (ambassador to England in the 16th 
century), and General Dembarrbre, as well as the 
infamous Barfere, of the Convention, were natives. 

Paper, copper goods, cutlery, nails, carts, Ac., 
are made ; trade in white whies, spirits, leather, 
mnrble, oil, grain, hams, horses, cattle, &c. 

Rail to Pau and Bayoune {see Routes 63, 65). 
Pou is 66 kil. west. Also, to Auch, Bordeaux, Agen, 
Toulouse (Route 66), St. Gaudens, Bagnferes-de- 
Bigorre, Montrdjean (for Bagnbres-de-Luchon.) 

Various Excursions may be made to Lourdes, 
Argbles, Val d'Azur, Arrens, and Poucy-la-Huc 
chapels, St. Savin church and its fine view over 
the Valldo de Dovantoygue, Luz, St. Sauveur, 
Gavamie fall, Hdas chapel. Bareges, the Pic du 
JMidi, Ossmi Castle, near a Roman camp, &c. 

The rail runs up the Adour, past BemaC-DelMtt

ing-place in the country. It stands on the Adour 



let) and hill of Olivet; and is resrnlAriy built, with 
no remarkable edifices, though lodgings, hotels 
caf ds, and other accommodations for strangers, are 
abundant and cheap. The Mvuon lasts from May 
to October, when the population is doubled by in- 
valids and pleasure seekers. Lodging^ cost from 
li to 2 francs a-day ; sometimes much more. 

Orchards, vineyards, bright green meadows (a 
rare thing in France), fields of buckwheat, Ac, are 
seen in the neighbourhood, with woods of oak and 
beech on the hills, and something like the parks 
and gardens of England. The air is pure and de- 
llghtful. The people are tall and well made. 
Houses are built of limestone, while cool sfreaitf 
run all day long from the rirer, through the street^ 
which are paved with pebble mosaic. 

Le Coustou, or the Pare, a shady place in (bs 
centre of the town, is the chief rendezvous. &i* 
are the caf^s, theatre (over the chapel of St. JesB* 
belonging to the Knights of Malta), and the large 
parish church of St. Vincent, which has a steepit 
and some carvings on wood. Other walks an tht 
Allies Bourbon, and the Elys^a Cottin and AxiSi, 
named after those authors. 

One avenue leads from the H6M des THerwt I 
bathing-house (built of marble, in 1823, and M7I^ 
long), to the Bains de Salut, in a limest<Mie ntii>| 
in Monn^ hlU, behind wiiich is Mont Bddat^ siidili| 
grotto. The baths of Lappyrib, Grand PriJ, Cani^l 
Lannes, and Versailles, are to be found on tliisi 
Those of Cazaux, Th^s, &c., are undo' 
hill. Petit-Prieur supplies the civil bsi^til,! 
the poor ; the remainder take the names ' 
(from the prospect near it), Morat, LiasserTe, 
la Gautibre, and de Saiie — the last being < 
useful in the cure of old wounds. 

About tftirty wrings are counted, varying 
90 to 135" temperature, and supplying eighty-^ 
marble ^at^fnoiref. They are usually taken Is < 
morning. They contain iron, with salts of < 
and magnesia, and are tasteless, clear, a| 
and tonic. The fontaines ^Angovitme and 
Demoiselles Carrbre are chiefly iron. A \ 
spring, called Labasserre, is 8 kil. ofl; fls 
Loussonet.

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The town was made over to the Black Prince by 
John of France. An old Gothic tower of the Jaco- 
bins' convent remains. Among the conveniences 
for visitors arc Jalons' Musde des Pyrenees and 
reading-rooim, Dossun's library, and the Frascati 
athenseum and music hall. Horses (at 5 francs a 
day), mules, donkey chaises, haises II porteur (20 
francs) for ladies and invalids, and other con- 
veyances abound ; guides 6 francs a day. 

Paper (at Lasserrc's factory), warm woollen and 
knitted cr^>es de Bariges, are manufactured here. 
Here Grcnzct's marble works (the veined Marhre de 
Campcm), may also be visited. The "Archives 
^vang^lques," a Protestant journal, published at 
Bagnbrcs. 

Rail and Coaches to Tarbes, Bareges, St. Sauveur, 
Cauterets, Bagnferes-de-Luchon, Pan, Toulouse, 
Auch, St. Gaudens, Condom, Marmande, Grip, 
Oloron, Agen. 

Excursions from Bagnkres. — ^Ncar the town are 
the heights of Chipolou (above the fontaine d'An- 
gouI6me), the farms of Mentilo and Mdtaon, the 
promenade of Monto-Pouzac (where the races arc 
held), and its Roman camp. Other points of in- 
terest are Val de Campan and its grotto (3 kil.). 
Grip (12 kil.), Vals de Tribons and de TEsponne, 
Mddows convent, Ordinsddc, Barbges, Pic du Midi 
(16 kil.), Penn de I'Hdris, &c. 

Ascending the Adour, you pass Aste and Bau- 
ddan (where Larrey the surgeon was bom), beyond 
which the fine Val de I'Esponne joins, leading up 
to Lac Bleu in Pic do Montaigu, past I'Esponne and 
Traonossaron. Further up the Adour is • 

Campan (6 kil. from Bagnbres), which gives 
name to a beautiful valley^ one of the richest in the 
department for its verdure and scenery. Popula- 
tion, 4,171. It stands under the precipices of the 
Pennde Vlleris, or Llcyris, about 6,300 feet above sea. 

Further on is St. Marie (5 kil.), where the south- 
cast head of the Adour nms up past the marble 
quarries of Peyrcliite and Espinadet (8 kil.), to 
Col d'Aspin, whence it is about 10 kil. to Arreau, 
in Val d'Aure (see Route 67), and from w^ich there 
is. a path over the moimtains to Bagnbres-de- 
JLiUchon. 

From St. Marie, up the south-west or main head 
of the Adour, you come to the pretty falls of Grip 
And Artigues (8 kil.) ; thence the path leads (15 kil.) 
^vcr the Tourmalet Pass to Barfegcs (in Route 65,

below), leaving the Pio d'Espade, Ndouviellc, Ac, 
on the left, and the Pic du Midi d^ Bigorre^ on the 
right. The latter is 9,430 feet above sea to its 
sharp top, which commands a noble prospect. The 
pass itself is 2,300 feet lower. 



Daz (or Bayoxine), to Orthez, Fail, Eanx-

Dax Station, as in Route 63, on the Bordeaux 
and Bayonne line. The next station is 

Mlmliaste (8 miles), near the river Luy; fol- 
lowed by MlsSOn-Hal)as (S miles), and 

Puyoo (6J miles), a pretty spot in department 
Basses-Pyrenees, on the Gave de Pau ; where the 
branch line from Bayonne comes in. 

pThis branch passes up the Adour, near the Pau 
road, to Urt (lOi miles from Bayonne) ; then 

Feyreborade (Sf miles), another pretty spot, in 
department Landes, where the Gave d'Oloron (gave^ 
a mountain torrent) joins that of Pau. It has 
an old castle^ flanked by great towers ; and stone 
quarries. Population, 2,700. 

The next stations are Labatut (5| miles), and 
Puyoo (5| miles), as above.] 

BaigtS (3f miles); followed by 

Orthez (6 miles), or OrtheSy a well-bnilt sons' 
prefecture, of 6,730 souls, in department Basses- 
Pyrenees, pleasantly seated, where six roads join, 
on a hill-side by the Gave de Pan, at the old 
Grothic bridge, which has a ruined tower on it. It 
was taken from the Counts of Dax by Gaston III., 
one of the Princes of Beam, whose seat -^vas at 
the decayed Chdteau de Moncade, where Blanche of 
Castile was poisoned by her sister, the wife of 
Gaston IV., and where Gaston, sumamed Phoebus, 
killed his own- son, and died. The castle tower 
commands a good view. 

In the town is a new Hotel de Ville. It was a 
tiourishiug place, and the seat of a Protestant 
University, founded by Henri Quatre's mother, till 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes. 

On the hills above it, the Duke of Wellington 
beat the French, 27th February, 1814, after cross- 
ing the Pyrenees. 

Bayonne hams cured here ; there are largo saw- 
works, and a trade in goose feathers. 
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H0TBL8.— Bergerot; Sentf. 

RaQ to BayoniM, Pan, Mont-de-Marsan. 

[Amou (13 kll. north), a to^-n of 2, 000 population, 
on the Lny de Btfarn. It has a good chureti^ 
with one of the best Gothic spires In the de- 
partment (Landes) and a chftteau by Mansard. 

For Orthez, to St. Jcan-Pied-de-Port, you take a 
turning, 6 kil. west of it, which leads to 

Salies (9 kll.), or Sallies, so called from a brine 
spring, which is used to cure the JBayonne 
hams. 

Sauveterrb (9 kil.), on the Gave d'Oloron, is 
remarkable for a decayed tower and other 
Antique ruins. 

St. Palais (14 kil.), on the Bidouze, was an 
important place in French Navarro, where 
Henri d'Albret established his chancery, after 
the loss of Pampeluna. 

Laucebkatt (15 kil.), up the Bidouze. About 21 
kil. east, by a winding-road among the hills, 
is the small sous-prdfecture of 

MauUcn (population, 1,146), on the Saison or 
Gave de Mauldon. divided into Basse and 
Haute Ville, the latter including an ancient 
ehdteau. 

Higher up the Gave and Val de Soule you come 
to Gottein, and Tardets (10 kil.), from which a 
road turns off east to Oloron, and another 
west, to the paths over Monts Solum<»igagna 
and St Sauveur, to St. Jean. Further on, is 
Licq, in the Val de Soule, whence the Gave 
turns up east towards Engrace, and Monts 
Lache and Argarry; while to the west it 
brings you to Larrau, where there is a pass 
over Mont Bethaudy on the Spanish frontier, 
to Ocagavia on the Salozax, under Mont 
Abaudy.

Chief town of department Basset-Pyren^ seat 
of a cour imp^riale, university, icc.^ and a farottrits 
resort of English and others, an aceoont a| its soft 
and beautiful climate, and its deligrhtful attutioft 
within view of the Pyrenees, wliicfa art about 55 
kil., or 30 miles off. 

It stands in a rich plain, abore tlie Gam, or 
torrent, de Pau (which rises at the celelH«ted fall 
of Gavamie), on a height, at the top of which is its 
old Castle, memorable for the birth of Henry IV^ 
or Henri Quatre, the darling hero of the French 
people. The town began in a chAtean of the 10th 
century, built by its vicomtes, who marked the 
bounds by stakes, or paous (in B^amais), whence 
the name is derived. About 1864, Gaston de Foix 
made it the capital of Beam, and rebuilt tlie cas le; 
and a parliament and imiversity were afterwaidi 
granted to it. 

*IV«\V\X\& brooks of Heas, Onsse, iee.^ traverse 
Wife \,o^Tv^^\vV5tvVi coN. \a.\rw<i\s^ a. rayine, crossed 
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largest square, where the theatre, Ac, stand. 
From Btuse ViUe^ or Lower Town, a seven arch 
bridge spans the river, towards the hills of Jnran- 
9on, which are noted for white wine. The main 
street, about one mile long, is crossed by several 
short ones. The hoases are built of pebbles and 
cement. 

Place Grammont is surrounded with porticoes ; 
Place Nationale, near the castle and St. Louis's 
church, is planted with trees, and has Raggi's 
m&rble statue of Henry IV., which replaces one of 
Louis the XIV., overturned at the Revolution. 
When the people during that king's time, asked 
leave to erect a monument to their favourite, all 
they could get was permission to build one to the 
reigning sovereign. As a consolation they cut 
this inscription upon it, in the B^amais tongue, 
*^A ciou qu'ey TcarrakU de nouite grand Enric;" 
(To him who is the grandson of our Qreat Henry). 

The Prefecture is well built, and contains the 
archives, and the lettert of Henry IV., many of 
which have been published by M. Bergcr dc Xi vrey. 
At the College, founded as a convent by IJcnry, is 
a collection of minerals from the Pyrenees, Ac. 
There is a public library of 15,000 volumes; a 
normal school, and school of design ; also a theatre, 
government stud, baths. A public fountain stands 
near the mus^e and market hall. At a house, in 
Rue de Trao, Bemadotte, king of Sweden, was bom, 
1764, the son of a lawyer. The Hdid de Oaisson 
commemorates another soldier, Marshal Oaiston, 
who fought under; Gustavus Adolphus, and nt 
Rocroi. He never despaired : " I have that in my 
head, and at my side,'* said he, ** which makes me 
sure of victory." One more native, the VieonUe 
d'Orthes, deserves to be remembered. When governor 
of Bayonne, at the time of the St. Bartholomew 
massacre, he thus answered an order from Cbarh.'s 
IX. : " I have communicated your Majesty's letter 
to the garrison and townspeople. They are brave 
soldiers and loyal subjects, but I cannot find among 
them a single executioner.''* 

A drawbridge leads by the Gothic Chdteau, piled 
on the rock, to the Basse -Plante walk in its gardens, 
on to a beautiful shady terrace high over the river, 
called The Pare, where stood Castel-Beziat tower, 
and whence there is a noble prospect of the fine 
Val d'Ossau, the Pic du Midi, Mont Perdu, Moi.t 
d'A,$pey, ^c, In the snowy range of the'Pyren^ca. 



"This Pare has been compared to the Enf iii 
Berne. I think it decidedly superior. It is tTM 
that there are no mountain masses equal to tboM 
of the Oberland. But the extent of the chain open 
to your view is far wider: the principal obJeeCt 
are nearer the eye : and above all, the foregroiwd 
and middle distance are far superior to Pau. It U 
the most splendid and enjoyable town vaUt that I 
know ; and others of a yet Wider experience tluut 
mine, have pronounced it unequalled in Europe.**** 
(TroUope's Impressions). 

The old Chdteau includes four towers, with low 
peaked tops, and a square brick doajoa, \\i fMt 
high, in which Abd-el-ELader was confined a« • 
prisoner (18i8), till removed to Amboiset a bnHl4 
stair-case, carved with arabesques; an el#gaai 
chapel, restored by Louis Philippe (who beantiflfd 
the whole structure with chefs-d'oeuvre of tapMtiy 
and carvings) ; the presence chamber; the agMft* 
ments of Marguerite of Navarre, or Marguerite, thf 
Pearl, sister of Francis I., and Henri's grand* 
mother; and those of Henri's mother, Jeaant 
d'Albret (who was bom here), with his own bed* 
chamber, and the room in which he was bom, IMI^ 
containing his tortoise-shell cradle, and the eanrad 
bedstead of La Belle Gabrielle The last fine room 
was occupied by the Emir's harem, who used %9 
roast their mutton in the middle of its oak floer 
<^ueen Isabella of Spain was sometime a resident. 

When his mother's time drew near, Hearl'f 
grandfather told her to sing* that she might not 
give birth to a puling and crabbed infant.

EAUX-BONNES, or AicuEa-BomrES, 
Hotels. — De Franco (the best); Des Princes; 
De I'Europe ; D'Orient. Lodgings in plenty. 

A small but noted toatering-place, at the end of 
the Gavc-dc-Valenthi, and of a deep pass, under 
the Pic-de-Gers, in a healthy spot, among forests, 
pretty cascades, and good walks, on the marble 
cliffs round it. About 400 persons (many of them 
soldiers) between May and October, use the sulphur 
springs, which are called La Vieille, or Buvette 
(93* temperature), LaNouve, Ortcch, and laFroide 
(69"), and are highly beneficial in cases of old 
woands, chronic affections, intermittent fevers, 
skin diseases, early consumption. 

EAUX-CHAUDES, or Aigues-Chaudes, 
4 kil. south of Laruns. 

Hotels. — De France ; Londres ; Bandas. 
Charges moderate. 

Up the wild gorge of Val cTOssau, which is 
watered by the Gave-de-Gabas, is another sulphur 
spa, less fashionable than the other, with a largo 
bath-house, fed by the Esquirette, Fontaine du Roi, 
Glut, Arresec, and other hoi springs, up to 97° tem- 
perature. Above the Arresec, or Arresecq, is an 
inscription to '^Dame Cathin," or Catherine, sister 
of Henry IV. That of Mainville is cold, and taken 
in draughts. 

Season, June to September. The government in- 
spectors are Drs. Laffore and Laffaille. Chronic 
rheumatism and diarrhoea, colic, vertigo, paralysis, 
and derangements of the viscera, are successfully 
met by a course of these waters. 

Proceeding up the Pa«f, which is broken and well 
wooded, you come to the Pont de I'Enfer (Hell 
Bridge), and Fairies' Grotto; then to Gabas custom- 
house (10 kil.), whence a mule path over the fron- 
tier leads to the famous Pantieosa Spa, in Spain 
(which is wonderfully beneficial in consumption) ; 
and from which also the double-headed 

Pic du Midi (fOtsau may be ascended. It is 9,696 
feet above the sea, in the midst of a circle of other 
peaks, some of whose sides are darkened with forests

The rail from Pau proceeds up the Gave d« TtM 
to Assat (H miles), and 

Coaxrazd-Nay (5} miles), a station for two 
places near it. Nay, in a fertile spot, covered witk 
vineyards, Ac^ is an industrious placa of S,fii 
souls, who manufacture woollens, e^ttablisbed i ioM 
1542. Coarxaze (3 Ul. higher up) has the tow«r 
of an old ehdteau, where Henry IV. warbroufhl op 
when a youngster. 

Montaut-B^tliarram (4i miles), near tbo 
chapel of N6tre Dame B^tharram^ in a fine vaUty 
at the bridge on the Gave, to which pilgrimagM 
are made between the 15th August and 8th Sep- 
tember. A priests* seminary stands near it, and 
the nine stations on the hills above command fine 
prospects. Lestelle and its grotto are a littla 
further. 

St. F6 (3 miles), where they make nails and box- 
wood combs. The next place is 

Lourdes (6i miles), on the Tarbes and Oaa- 

terets road, close to the Gave (i.e., torrent) de Pan, 

where four roads or valleys meet, 1,340 feet above 

the sea. It was tho^old capital of Lavedan-en- 

Bigorre, and once called Miraubel, or Fine-view, 

on account of its picturesque appearance. The <M 

castle, on a high rock, which the Black Prince h«ld 

when the Due d'Anjou tried to get it, 1178, haa 

been for ages a state prison ; it consists of a gntkt 

square tower, a chapel, and small barrack. Popul*- 

tion, 4,510, who weave coloured kerchiefs, and work 

the slate mines here. Grottoes are seen in the 

rocks, and a lake near is 4 kil round. Boman coina 

have been found. 

[From here the main line goes on to OsBIXn (7^ 

miles), giving name to a distinguished family, 

who built au old chdteau here, near which, on 

another point, is a large Roman camp, fortified, 

they say, by Crassut.

(AKBsm (12 Ul. south-west), up the Auzun, near 
the jiAtion of the Oave de Bun, is one of the 
highest villages (population, 1,300) in the Pyrc- 
n^s, and stands under the Col or PassofAxur^ 
which leads over to Eaux-Bonnes and Laruns, 
and is flanked by the Pic d'Arrens (6,360 feet 
above the sea) and Pic de Gabisos (9,800 feet). 
An old disused chapel, with two towers above 
Arrens, called Pouey-la-Hou (i.e., the mountain 
of the gate), is used, as a look-out by the 
douaniers against the smugglers.] 
After passing the Grothic chapel of St. Savin's 
abbey the rail oomos to

CAUTERETS 
(to kil* south-south-east), or CcmUrez^ up a deep, 
•arrow defile, 600 feet deep, between mountains 
•,000 or 9,000 feet high, is important on account of 
tta sulphur springs^ but is a desolate place in the 
kmg winter, as it stands 8,190 fbet above the sea. 
The season for invalids is from June to September. 
Lodgings, board, and the bath, may cost 10 to 12 
francs a day. It has /our^een springs^ dispersed in 
di9erent directions above the town, under such 
names as Bruzand, Pause, Espanols (the hottest, 
111*), C^sar, RaiU^re (the largest, 23**), under a 
granite rock, Petit St. Sauveor (only 86**), du Pr€, 
llaouhourat (near that fall), du Bois, fte. They 
ava useful in most chronic complaints, the early 
«tag« of consumption, rheumatism, asthma, indi- 
testion, diseaaes of the skin and nerves, Ac.

Higher up the pass la PoiU aSspagaa (7 ULy, a 
vrooden bridge, where the Gaves de Oanbe and Mar- 
cadaou join, at a fall over the granite rock. Thence, 
up the latter torrent, by the Val de Jaorei, brings 
you to the frontier pass (about 10 kil.), where there 
is a descent to Panticosa in Spaht. Following the 
Gaube from the Pont d*Espixgne, yon come to the 
Lac de Chxube, one of the highest in the Pyrente 
(5,870 feet), and upwards of 4 kil. round, in which 
an unfortunate Eoglish couple were drowned. 
Above it the pass ends in the Cirque de Vignemaiet 
under that great frontier mountain, 10,909 feet 
high. 

From Pierrefitte (as aboye-maitioned) wp the 
narrow defile of tiie Gave de Pan, past Yiseos. 
Cbczo, and Sazos, and over four €fr five Inidges 
(one called Pont de TEnfer), you come to 

Ldz (12 kil. from Pierrefitte), an old forttfed 
post of the Templars (populatkm, a,S57>, in asortd 
triang^ar basin, at the janction of the Gave de 
Bastan with that of Pau, 2,400 feet above sea. It 
has a battlemented chw^ with remains of St 
MlchaeFs hermitage, and of the Castle of SU. 
Marie (a rotmd and square tower joined t<^ther), 
which the Count of Claremont took from the Eng- 
lish in 1404. The Pics de Visoos and d'Ardidea 
rise over it. Silk and tcooUen fabrics^ to whioh 
Barbges gives its name, are made here. 

From Luz up the difficult and rocky pass of 
Bastan, you go by Viella to

Ckuseuil, at the junction of the Drot with the 
Garonne, was a seat of the early French kings, 
called Cassinoailum^ which had a palace or Villa 
Rcgia of Charlemagne's, where his wife, Hildd- 
garde, gave bii'th to twins, one of whom was the 
feeble Louls-le-Debonnairo, Cross the Drole on 
an arch 92 feet span, to 

Glronde (2^ miles). The views here are pic- 
turesque. Coach to Sauveterre. 

La R^Ole (3i miles), a sous-prefecture in de- 
partment Gironde, on the rocks above the Garonne 
(crossed by a suspension bridge), having a church 
and castle built'by the English, a Hdtel do Ville, on 
the site of a monastery of the 8th century, with an 
old house called the Synagogue, and other antiqui- 
ties. It possesses, also, an intermittent spring, 
and another of a petrifying quality. Population, 
4,130. Hotel.— Jaatond. 

A steamer runs to Langon and Bordeaux. As- 
cending the river, you come next to 

Lamothe Landron (4 miles), within view of 
Meilhan tower^ of which a current proverb says, 
''Qui volt Meilhan n*est dedans." 

Ste. Bazeille (4i miles). Population, 2,810. 

Marmande (ik miles), a sous-prefecture in 
department Lot-et-Garonne, and a bustling place 
(population, 8,360), with a bridge of one wide arch, 
a palais de justice, a church of the 14th and 
15th centuries, college, Ac, and several fountains 
of excellent water. Richard Cceur de Lion rebuilt 
and fortified the town. The trade is in g^rain, 
wine, fruits, eaux«de-vie, tobacco. Hotel, — De la 
Providence. 

Coaches to Bouglon, Casteljaloux, Ac. The 
steamer touches here. 

FangaeroUes (54 mUes), near Mas d'Agenais, 
the seat of M. Enmianuel Arago. 

Tonneins (6 mlles), one of the most beautiful 
pliioea in the department I^ot-e^-CKuoime, in two 



parts above the Garonne, hero crossed by a sus- 
pension bridge. Place de TEsplanade, whore an 
old castle once stood, commands a delightful view, 
which takes in the Pyrenees. The houses are well 
built, but irregularly placed, which gives due 
effect to the prospect of the town. Population, 
7,950. . It has a government tobacco factory, and a 
Protestant chapel. It was ordered to bo destroyed 
by Louis XIII. for its attachment to Protestantism. 
Tonnantius /erreolus was its its old name. M adame 
Cottin was born here, 1773.

NiOOle (H miles), near the junction of the 
Garonne and Lot, which latter is traversed (close 
to the Garonne) by a tubular brid^, 527 feet long, 
on three wide arches. Above this is a stone bridge 
of seven arches, built 1825. 

AlguUlOXL (2^ miles), near the Lot and Garonne, 
was called EsquHlonum, and still shows the thick 
walls (partly Roman), towers, and turrets of the old 
castle^ of the Dues d'Aiguillon, whose more modern 
seat is also here. Aiguillon was held by the Eng- 
lish in 1 316, when besieged by John of France and 
60,000 men, without success, though carmon were 
used for the first time. Near it on the right, is 
part of a Roman tower^ called Tour de St. Cdme. 
This is round, and stands near another which is 
square, called Pirelongue. 

Port Ste. Marie (4f miles), at the suspension 
bridge over the river, is a picturesque old place, 
like many others here. At Barbaste is a Gothic 
bridge, near a square-built mill (called a chflteau), 
from which Henry IV. used to style himself the 
"Miller of Barbaste." Coaches to N^rao and 
Condom. 
[N£rac (18 kil. south), a sous-prefecture in Lot- 
et-Garonne, is partly old and partly modemj 
joined by two bridges over the Baise. The 
name is supposed to come from Nereidumaqute. 
It has the mouldering remains of a Castle of the 
Dukes d'Albret, where Henry IV. once lived; 
and the fountain of St. Jean is shaded by two 
immense elms, one planted by the king, the 
other by Marguerite de Valois, his grand- 
mother, who here received Melancthon, Calvin, 
Ac. It was the head-quarters of Henry when 
the treaty of Ntfrao was signed with Cailif««^'M* 
de Medicis, 1580. A brome atatno of 
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•Undf on the betntifal Oaronne promenade, 
hy the riyer. There is a good modem ohureh 
and a large market hatte^ on pillars. Many 
Soman coins were fonnd here, 1881-8, which 
the Academic des Inscriptions prononnoed to 
be forg^eries ; but genuine Roman traces have 
been disoorered.

best quarters bekig in tha Fatbourg, on the Bor- 
deaux road, near the bridge, and the QrtmUt 
promenade^ which, bordered with fine elms,! s said to 
be one of the most beautiful in the sovth of France. 
Here the laige Septmoaber fair is held. Observe 
the marks on the neighbouring houses, showing 
how high the Inundaitlons of 4th June, 1685, 
reached. 

St. Cmpraia^ CkUhedral is a curious monastic pile, 
of the lUh century, much altered ; and containing 
aome very early marble tombs. The Jacobins* 
church is a Gk>thic pile of tiie 18th century. St. 
Hilaire's deserves notice. Among other public 
buildings are the large priests* seminary; the 
PN/eeft H6Uiy once the episoopal palace, atanding 
in a park, with a triumphal arch in front ; the old 
Hdtel de Yille, with a public Ubrary of 18,«M 
volumes; a fine corn AaZ^, on the site of St. l^tlenne't 
(Stephen's) old church, which was the cathedral 
till mined In 1793, except the front. 

Near the eleven-arched bridge, ia an ancient 
structure, called Le hat, now used for A House of 
Industry. There is a theatre also, and public baths, 
one being a part of the old bridge. Two other 
&r<(fyes cross the river— one a suspenrfon bridge; 
the other, an aqueduct on 38 arche^i, for the Cuisl 
Lateral. The hermitage on M(mt PcmpHam, com- 
mands a vast and magnificent tiea of the conntiy 
around, the course of the Garonne, and the 
Pyrenees in the distance. 

Agen is the native town of B. PaBasjr, the pottir; 
of the learned /osepA Sealiffer ; Lac^pMte, the natu- 
ralist ; Bory de Vincent, and other emiiMnt men, 
among whom must be numbered Jaunkt, tiks krkr 
poef, who lived in Gours 8t. Aatolne. He wrsto 
his pieces in Gascon. Miss Costello deaerlbes hfol 
as fully conscious of his own talents; yet not vain, 
and perfectly simple-hearted.

It forms a picturesque amphi- 
theatre, on a hill-side, divided into Haute and 
Basse Yillo, by the Gers, joined by a ^reet of 
stairs of 300 steps, called the *■'■ pousterlo," or 
postern. The streets are narrow and crooked.

Malauze m miles), has an old ch&tean. Roman 
remains have been found. Population, 1,180. In 
1827 the diligence was stopped and robbed by a 
brigand, at the head of a band of men drawn np 
by tho road-side — who turned out to be men of 
itraw, planted there by the ingenious robber. 

Moissac (.H miles), in a cultiTatcd hollow, on 
the Tarn, at the new bridge (built 1826), not far 
from the Garonne, is a sous-prefecture of 11,000 
■ouls, and an ancient town, which suffered in the 
wars with the English, and the religious wars. 

It has remains of a rich Abbe^, founded in the 
7th century, by St. Amand, which came to be 
attached to Cluni abbey, and governed by an 
abbey-knight, a mixture of layman and churchman. 
The old Church of this foundation, dedicated to St. 
Peter and St. Paul, and rebuilt in the 15th century, 
has a deeply-recessed /N>rcA, covered with figures of 
tho Annunciation, Adoration of tho Wise Men, 
Flight into Egypt, the Apostles, &c. ; while the 
capitals in the ruined cloisters of the 11th and r2th 
centuries are adorned with other bas-reliefs, some 
grotesque and indecent, of the Virtues and Vices.

Leaving Moissac, you enter a tunnel of 279 feet, 
then a deep cutting ; then across the Tarn, by a 
tubular bridge, 1,010 feet long, on five wide arches 
(one of which U 23«) feet span), within view of the 
aqueduct for the Canal du Midi.

Chief town of department Tam-et-Garonne 
(formed by Napoleon, in 1808, out of the neigh- 
bouring departments), seat of a bishopric, of a 
theological coll^re for Protestants, itc^ on a hill 
originally called Mons Areblus, between the Tarn 
and Tescoe. It was founded in the 12th century, 
by the Counts of Toulouse, who had a castle here, 
among the willows {oUm in the Gascon tongoeX 
whence the name is theught to be derived : bat 
some make it to be from Mons Apreolus (by cor- 
ruption Mont Albans)^ a name preserved in the 
Moutariol abbey, founded in the 8th centary. It 
wa^ delivered up to the Black Prince, 1861, by the 
treaty of Bretigny. Under the consuls who governed 
it, it became one of the head-quarters of the 
Huguenot or Reformed faith ; and aaccessfhlly 
resisted Louis XIII. in three sieges, 1621 (in one 
of which the Due de Mayenne was killed), but 
opened its gates to him and Richeliea, on tlie fall 
of Rochelle, eight years after. Louis XIV. sent 
his dragoons here, and razed the walla, which was 
so fhr beneficial that it had thoncefarth room t) 
extend itself. 

Most of the old town is of bridb^ on a plateavi 
50 or 60 feet above the river, with a deep ravine oa 
one side. A brick bridge^ built 1308-lC, of ssvta 
pointed arches, has the HOtel de Ville, St. Jacqase' 
brick church of the 18th centary, and the qoay, at 
one end; and, at the other, a sort of brick triooH 
phal arch, leading to Faubourg Bourbon^ whieli 
was founded, 1562, by Protestants from Tonloasi. 
The quap^ Just mentioned, surrounds a bcuim madi 
by a branch of the Canal da Midi, ndlilch helps to 
promote the trade of this place. I 

The Cathedral, built 1789, by Larroque, is in Iki 
lUUiiA style, and io ttie slMlpo Of ft (i^TMl ffvti, a|f 
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foet by 135, with two clock-towers over the pilas- 
tered front ; the vault, on Doric pillars, is 82 feet 
high. It contains the " Vow of Louis XIII."— a 
copy, by a lady, of tho original dono by Ingres, a 
native artist. Another of his works, *' St. Qermain 
healing the Shepherd," was given by him, In 1857, 
to St. Etienne's Chapel, in Faubourg de Sepiac. 

Other buildings are the Prefecture and its tur- 
rets, the bishop's palace, two priests' seminaries, 
the French Protestant chapel, theatre, <fec, and the 
ffdtd de Ville, which contains pictures (mostly 
copies) presented by Baron do Mortaris and by 
Ingres (60, in two rooms), with a library ef nearly 
15,000 volumes. Place Impdriale is the most regu- 
lar of the squares, having a gate at each comer. 
Hero a fountain is to be erected. In Grand Place 
the patriots were massacred, 1791. 

There is a theological College of the Reformed 
Ouaxh here, with seven professors, besides an 
orphan-house for forty children. Rev. MM. Mol- 
Un, Magiian, Cruvellld, Ac, are resident pastors. 

A turning by Caf^ de TEtoile, in Faubourg 
Dumoustiers, leads to Les Tarrasses, whence there 
is a vast prospect of the fertile country beyond, 
taking in the Pyrenees, which may be seen in fine 
weather (distant 50 leagues). Above and below, 
are the pretty falls of the Tarn, which In November, 
1766, rose 34 feet above Its usual level. Cazalbs, 
an orator of the Constituent Assembly, was a 
native.

One of 
its chapels is dedicated to GodoUn, a Languedoc 
poet. Clemenu Itaure, it is supposed, was buried 
here ; her festival is. In consequence, observed on 
the 3rd of May. St. Paul's has a large dome, with 
a statue on it. 

Several other churches are left out of the 100 
which it had (besides priories, &c.), in the 18th 
century, when Toulouse was sumamed le Minte^ 
or holy; some still in use, others turned into 
magazines, Ac. The church of the CordWien (Which 
contains mummies in its cellars) with its convent 
of the 12th century, is now a military depdt ; that 
of the Jacobinto, of the same age, is an artillery 
barrack ; another makes stables for the cavalry ; 
St. Clair's is a cannon foundry . DaXbade church, of 
the 13th century, has a good brick tower, like that 
of the Jacobins. Du Tour is known by a curious 
fortress-like fa9ade. St. Pierre dee Cuisine% of the 
1 ?th century, now forms an armoury to the Af^emai. 
It contains a Byzantine tomb of the founder. At 
the Chapelle of the Inquisition^ now the Jesuits' 
chapel, they show the cells of the Infamous St. 
Dominie. 

The Gothic Augustine church is now the Mveeum, 
and contains a few good pictures (including copies, 
there are 4 20), with a collection of casts ; another 
of natural history ; an excellent collection, in the 
cloisters, of Roman and middle-age relics, sudi as 
bnsts, statuary, and marbles, found at Martres, 
Nifrac, &c., or gatheried from the churches and 
rcligiou!) houses. The well-known Soulaget eoUee- 
Hon, which the owner (who died 18'»7) had spent 
25 years in collecting, was at first offered to this 
town, and then bought for the South Kensington 
Museum, for twice the sum. The large old palace 
of the archbishops is turned into the Pr^eeture.

flowers are given at the May meeting of the Jeiuf 
Floraux Society. Among the candidates at theea

&c., have appeared. 

"Die Clerical Library comprises 25,000 rolnmei, 
and Charlemagne's ^Heures," or prayer book, 
which he gave to St. Semin's, in 778; that of the 
Lyc^e, or college, numbers 60,(00 volumes and 700 
MSS., in the HOtel de Bemuy. There are, besides^ 
two seminaries, an hOtel de monnales, or mint, and 
a Bourse ; the large H6tel Dieu, and another hospi- 
tal called St. Joseph de la Grave, the Protestant 
ho'pice In all^e Bonaparte; artillery and veterinary 
schools— the latter, a large and ample building,

Jhrn Knriqne de Rourbon, nncle to the qneen 
of Bpain, was a resident.

"He arrived in an ordinary car- 
riif^e, with a valet and courier only, and nobody 
gttessed who ho was. He was put into the first 
iKidroom (No. 4, at the II6tel de TEuropc), that 
ba|»pencd to be vacant, and might have quitted 
T.mlousc in as strict incoipiito as he entered it, had 
not tho JUle de ehambre received from the hands of 
the valet a silver warming pan (I) for the purpose 
of warming the royal sheets. On the lid of this 
mngniflcent, but tell-tale pan, were emblazoned the 
roynl arms of Sardinia. The maid showed the pan 
t J her master, and tbe cat was out of the bag." — 
(Trollope). 

Place do Salin is noted for the heretics formerly 
burnt here, among whom was L. Yanni, a learned 
man burnt to death for atheism (i.e^ for daring to 
think for himself), his tongue being first cut out. 

Toulouse is a gay bustling place, a sort of petit 

Paris, much frequented by persons of moderate 

income, tho remnants of tho old noblesse, who, 

without fortune or privilegre, maintain their 

superiority by the case and grace of their manners. 

By sume it is stigmatised as dull and uninteresting, 

except to antiquaries; yet it is extending' evcr>- 

day.

They art 
soft and attractive in their manners, and fond of 
music The patois is the Proren^ or bastard 
Latin, which was distingnidied from the language 
of the north of France by the pronmiciation of the 
little shiblKkleth otif (or yes) aa oe, and hence caDed 
the Lmtffue doe (the language of oe). 

Among the natives, iMsides Cl^mence Isaure, are 
Fermat, the mathematician ; General Dnpny, whottt 
monumental fountain, 63 feet high, stands in Pf«* 
Dupuf/\ the statesmen, Bertrand de M<riiville, de 
Villele, and de Montbel (the laat was a minister of 
Charles X.); Jacques C^kmm, tbe lawyer, whose 
bronze statue, by Yalois, was erected 18M^ dose 
to the Palais de Justice; Bachelier, the architect 
Dalayrac, the composer; Fan! Riqnet, the engineer, 
&c. There is a marble statne of the last, near the 
station, placed there, 1858. 

The manu/aetures include hardware goods, steel, 
(especially the aeUrie of Talabat and Co.X olU 
brandy, beer, dyes, leather, rope^ cotton and 
woollen yam, Ac, flour, wax candles or bougies, 
soap, paper, hats, potter>', vermicelli; and a general 
trade is carried on in the produce of south Francf 
of which Toulouse is an entrepOt, as wine, refine 
sugar, fruits, essences.

Bnrqucs-dc-poste or barges, nm on the Canal da 
Midi to Carcassonne, B^ziers, Cette, &c., starting 
daily, early in the morning. A steamer to Bor< 
deaux sometimes runs on the Garonne, in 15 hours; 
return in 82 hours; but usually it comes no higher 
than Agen. Branch rail to Foix, &c. 

Leaving the Garonne, the trunk line follows the 
direction of the Canal du Blldi (»'■«•, of the south), 
or Canal du Languedoc, which was cut, 16G7-81, in 
the time of Louis XIV., by Riquet-de-Bonrepos, 
according to the plans of Andr^osi. It begbis at 
Agdc, at the south end of ^tang de Thau, on the 
Mediterranean, and passes B^ziers, Carcassonne, 
&o., to the Garonne, a little below Toulouse, where 
that liver, asbistcd by the Canal Lateral^ becomes 
n.ivi.^able to the Bay of Biscay; so that a com- 
plete water communication is thus opened betweep 
the latter and the Mediterranean. It is 66 feet 
wide. Length about 152 miles, with 62 locks, 
about 100 bridges, and 55 aqueducts. The tunnel 
of Mai-pas, is 667 feet long. Good barges ascend 
and descend it. "There is an airy and comfort- 
ably-Ottcd up little cabin, in which, or on the roof 
of which, one may sit at pleasure, and be drawn 
along without jolt or dust, by four horses, at the 
rate of ^ix or seven miles an hour." But this con- 
veyance is tedious, from the number of locks and 
turnings, and is superseded by the railway. Both 
the Canal Lateral and Canal du Midi belong to the 
new company, for 99 years. 

From Toulgusc the rail passes a deep cutting, to 
the Lhers, which is crossed near Chfttean dc 
Bouisset. 

EscalqueiUI (Sf miles), near the JinoaroUes, 
Tr!iich is crossed by a bridge of 65 feet. 

Montlaur (8 miles), on a hiU, where the bithig 
mUfra\ one of the plagues of South France, begins 
to be felt at certain seasons.

It was taken and 
sacked by the Black Prince, 1855. Sails for wind- 
mills, woollens, pottery, <fec., are made, and vers k 
sole (silk worms) reared. 

Aylgnoimet (5 miles), a small town grouped on 
a height. Population, 2,390. During the Albi- 
gensian wars of 1242, a band of the persecuted 
party sallied from their refuge in Montsdgur castle, 
and massacred the Inquisitors established here. 

Segala (2i miles), in department Audc, lies be- 
tween the highest point of the Canal du Midi, and 
the highest of the Railway (1 kiL further on). 
That of the cunal is 63) feet above sea-lcvcl, that 
of the rail, 643 feet. To the left, near Montf errand, 
on some isolated masses of stone called the Pierres 
de Nauroiue, is a pillar to Rigaud, the engineer of 
the Canal du Midi, erected 1825-7, and worth 
visiting for the panoramic view it affords. The 
armistice which followed the battle of Toulouse, 
1814, was agreed upon in the engineer's house at 
Naurouse. There is a cut hence to the St. Ferr^l 
reservoir in the Montague Noire. 

Mas Salutes FueUes {H miles), was a forti- 
fied post, so called from two virgin martyrs. The 
country is a wide plain. 

CastOlnaudazy (8f miles), among a number of 
wind-mills. Population, 9,600. It is a sous-pre- 
fecture, in depai-tment Aude, on a gentle slant 
from the Canal du Midi, which has a hasin here, 
1,300 yards round, with walks about It, whence 
the Pyrendcs arc seen. The town posfcssed a 
chateau built by Simr n de Moutfort, and which 
Raymond VI. burnt, 1211; and here the Due de 
Montmorenci was taken prisoner, at the batile of 
1682, in the rising against Richelieu, fit. Michel's 
spire church has a picture by Ridals; there are 
also a large hospice, founded 1774, by Bishop de 
Langle ; and a cemetery, with the tomb of General 
Count Andr^ossy, a native, as was Count Dejean. 
It is supplied with water fcocv t&sti. CLic^^^s&.'^-aacs:^ 
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Here a branch rail turns up to Castres and Albi. 

[It passes SoupetX (6} miles), and St. F^llZ 
(6i miles), where there is an old castle of the 
Montmorenci family, to 

Revel m miles), a thriving town of 5,40) souls, 
on a fertile plain in Haute Garonne. The 
road to it passes the ChdUau of St. Paviet, the 
seat of Count La Tour d'Auvergne, and Wel- 
lington's head-quarters, 1814. The Count 
possesses the heart of his ancestor, Turehne. 
La* Cases, was the scat uf the author of the 
"Memorial de Ste. Ilelline," and of another 
well-knowu book, ''Lo Sago's Atlas." At 
6 kil. east of Bevel is 
SoKtzB, once a fortified town, and having, on 
the site of the Abbey de la Paix (founded in 
the 0th century, by Pepin), a celebrated School 
or pensionnat for 400, first established 1757, 
by the Benedictines of St. Maur. Sixty pro- 
fessors are attached; It was under the direc- 
t ion of Abbd Lacordaire. " Cdst un 4co\e (says 
the Abb^ oU la religion, les lettres, les 
sciences, les arts, cfest-i-dire le divin, le vrai, 
lo rdel, le beau et Tamiable, se partagent les 
henres d'nn jcune homme et se di^^putent son 
ccBur." Henri Larochejacquelin, Gen. Caffar- 
olli, Andrdossy, Ac, were educated here. 
To the south of Sordze, in the Montagne Noir, or 
Black Mountain, is the grotto of Lou Traouc 
d'cl Calel ; and the ffreat Reservoir of St. Fer- 
rc'ol^ which feeds the Canal du Midi, by a cut 
to Naurouze (as above), and is made by shut- 
ting up the valley of the Laudot. Its circuit is 
about 6,400 yards. It is kept at a suitable 
level by means of a fall, and vast robinets or 
tum-cocka. The sources at PIo de la Jusse, 
Conquet, Lampy, dec, deserve a visit; as well 
as the prise d'eau of Alzau, at the summit of 
the head waters of the canal. Here stands 
another memorial to Riquet, put up in 1837, 
by the Due de Caraman.

A very old place, chief town of department Audc, 
and scat of a diocese, college, tribunal, &c., in a 
fertile spot, near the Canal du Midi, on the Audc, 
which divides tho Cit^, or old town, from the Bcuse 
Ville, or new town, and is crossed by two bridges. 
It was a station, or castellum, in Qa^lia Ulterior, in 
Caisar's time, and came to the Visigoths, the Sara- 
cens, and tho Counts of Toulouse, before its tmion 
"With the French crown. A figure of Dame Carcas, 
"Who they soy founded the town, is pointed out by 
the people, near the Narbonnaise gate. It was cut 
a«» late ns the 16th century, with tho words "SVM 
CARCAS" beneath. The Basse VUle, dating from 
1 247, is tlie seat of business, and of the greater 
Part of the pf.pu^atlon, while only ab uta thousand 
o^ the poorest class inhabit the Cit^, which, with its

charge ot a Soci^td des Arts, founded 1886 ; a new 
Palais de Justice, with an 8-column portico; the 
barracks, theatre, hospitals, &c. St. Vinccnt'a 
church contains much stained glass in its wide 
nave. It was used by Cassini, Mdchain, Ac, in 
the geodetic survey of France. The other parish 
Church of St. Michel has served for the cathcdreU 
since 1803; it is of the 14ch century, and has been 
restored since a fire in 1849. 

Two bridges— Pon* Vietur, about C60 feet long, 
on 12 arches, of the 12th or 13th century (notice 
the view from it), and a new bridge on 7 arches, 
built 1846 -lead over the Aude up to the Old Town 
or Cil^, which is enclosed by a double wall - the 
inner wall, with its circular tower, raised by the 
Visigoths on top of the Roman walls — ^and the 
outer wall, of tho 12th and 13th centuries, at a lower 
leveL The space between is called the Liees 
(lists), and both lines are set o£f with posterns, 
battlements, and about f/tp totoers in all. No. 21 
is the great Tresau, built by Philippe-lc-Bel, who 
also erected tho Porte Narbonnaise, the principal 
gate, of great height and solidity, flanked by two 
round towers, and in a fair state of preservation. 
There is a fine view here, taking in the Pyrenees, 
Montagno Noire, Ac. I he CasOe^ close to the 
Aude, is a square pile, with towers at each comer. 
Near it is the deserted Cathedral of 8t. Ncuaire 
(Nazarius), now in course of restoration, 194 feet 
long, with two light octagon towers, and composed 
of a Romanesque nave of the 11th century, and an 
elegant Gothic choir of the 14th century. It con- 
tains some well-stained windows, the tomb (in tho 
sacristy) of Bishop Radulph (1266), and the broken 
tomb (121 &) of Simon deMontfort, Earl of Leicester, 
who besieged the town when held by the Albigen- 
si;m subjects of Raymond and Toulouse, 40J of 
whom he burnt alive. 

IheCitd was governed, till the Revolution, by 16 
mortepays, or bourgeois, subject to certain duties 
l^rformed to the superior lord. 

A small branch canal, carried over tho river 
Fresquel, on a 8-arch aqueduct, joins the Canal du 
Midi, to tho planner of which (Biquet) there is a 
pillar (of the coloured marble (\u&cii«.'^^\.<:Lncect^^> 
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Tho old cniJlle-likc Cathedral^ 170 feet long, wiih 
its ^rcf\t tower and turrets, has a good nave and 
choir, and Bcvoral stained windows. Near it are 
WHtcr worlcs, by Cordier, and the old bishop's palace, 
now the sous-prt^fecture, commanding a noble 
prospect of the Orb, &c., with glimpses of the Medi- 
terranean and Pyrendos. The Hotel de Vi le dates 
from 17S4. St. Jacques, as wo'l as the Madeleine 
and St. Aphrodise churches, is worth notice for 
traces of Romanesque worlc, the last chui*cli being 
■o called after the patron saint, who came here, 
they say, as early 2''>0, on iv camef, and whose old 
tomb exists. The figure of " Pdpuzac," the tradi- 
tional foun.Ior cf tho town, is pointed out in Rue 
Frau9aise. The banners arc 1 vvered to him at the 
fdto of Caritachs, or process! '. of the camel. 

There are large factories for casks, made of beau- 
tiful oak, imported from Rome. The marchd aux 
grains was once a church ; that for cattle is the site 
of the citadel; a public library of 6,000 volumes, in 
the college church, was begun by tlio Jesuits, l»i37. 
At Bdzicrs, Molitre's Depit Amoureux was acted (for 
tho first time) before Louis XIII., in 1654. A walk 
may be taken to the locks on the canal, and to the 
four bridges bc'ow the town, one of which, on nine 
arches, was made for tho Canal du Midi, 1858. 

I^lk stockings, gloves, caux-de-vie, liqueurs, con- 
fitures, glass, paper, soap, &c., are made; and, besides 
brandy, there is a trade in white, red, and muscatel 
wine, fruits, &c. 

Coaches to St. Chiniao, St. Pon, Clermont, 
Lod^vo (see Route 63). A branch rail runs to the 
Graissessac coal mines. 

[It passes by Lleuran-Rlbaut (6i miles), 

Magalaa (H miles), ^^c, to B^darieux (U 

miles), and Estr^cilOUZ (5| miles), tho sta- 
tion for the mines. 

St. Cuinian (28 kil. north-west), a small place of 
about 3,400 souls, where cloth and eaux-de-vie 
are made. Large stalactite caves are in tho 
limestone liills near it. 

About 18 kil. to the south-west is Minebve, an 
ancient place on the Brian and Cesse, in a wild 
rocky spot, where the bloody Simon de Mont- 
fort and his crusaders burnt about 4,000 of the 
Albigonses. On the Cesse are the large grottoes 
of Baumo de la Coquille, so called because of an 
0noimQU8»b9ll'Uke stalactite in it, full of water. 



St. PoMS-DK-THolltfeslSS (23 kil. beyond St CU- 
nian), a fons-pi^fectarc of 6,500 jteopile, in t 
pretty valley of tho Jaur, among the mountains. 
It has a fine old chtnxh, built of marble ; snd 
at the head of the river (which fails into a 
natural basin), another old church of Charle* 
magne's time.] 

Leaving B^ziers, you come (throngh a deep cut* 
ting) to 

Villeneuye-le8-Btoer8 (8f miles), with psru 

of a Romanesque church, tower, and old castle. 
Population, 1,950. We now approach the Medite^ 
ranoau,^ through olives and vines, with the distast 
peaks of tho Cevcnnes and Pyrenees in view. 

Vias'(7 miles). Church built on a volcanic betp. 
Here a branch line runs up the H^rault to P^zenu 
and Paulhan for Lod^ve, &c. 

[Passing Bessan (3f miles), Ac, it goes to 

P^zenas (Ih miles), a town of 7,200 souls, on the 
H^rault, where the Peine joins it, in a pleasant 
and healthy spot, is the Roman PiseeiMt, 
which Pliny praises for its "wool. Simon de 
Montfort held it at one time ; but, when visited 
by Richelieu, 1629, It belonged to Montmorency, 
whom he soon after beheaded. Its old chtUeM 
commands a fine view of the beautiful country 
around. The Black Nuns' church is now the 
salle de spectacle ; that of the Grey Nuns is an 
eaux-de-vie distillery ; and the Hdtel de U 
Paix occupied that of the White Nuns. At E 
Brun*8 house is the Barber's chair, in which 
MoHh-e, who made his debftt here, used to be 
shaved. 

A large weekly market is held for eaux-de*Tie^ 

wine, fruit, Ac. 
At Gibiari, near this, are remains of a Roam 

aqueduct which went to Bdzicrs. 

After Pdzenas you pass L^zlgnazi (8 miles), t» 

Paulhan (3| miles), where the lines to Mont* 

pellier and Lod^ye come in . {See Route 3S)-] 

Cross the Canal du Midi, four or five times, to 

Agde (2 miles). /To^e/^.-Poste; NOtrc Damei 

Population, 9,750. A port of the fourth class, nor 

the mouth of the H^rault and tho Canal du Midi 

(in iStang du Thau), and a most ancient place- 

the Ore«k Agathi (which means good, or beautiful)^ 

founded before Christ by the Marseilles colonisti^ 

in a fertile spot, covered with lava from tho extinct 

crater of St. Loup, on which stands a hermitsgi^j 
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Indeed, Agde Is nearly all built of lava, and styled 
the Ville Noire (Black Town), in consequence. The 
harbour (3 miles from the sea— it was almost ruined 
by Andrea Doria in the 13th century), will admit 
800 ton ships, trading to Spain and Italy. An old 

I Gothic cathedral of basalt has a fine altar-piece, 
and was the scat of a diocese in the fifth century. 

.• The strong fort of Brescou, in the volcanic rocks, 
protects the town. A suspension bridge hangs over 
lA the ri» er, and a light-house, 413 feet up the hill of 
Ml St. Loup, has been erected. Steamers to Cette and

Les OngloUB (8f miles), on a large tongue of

Cette is a thriving, dirty port, with a population 
I of 22,440, on a fiat piece of land, under an isolated 
m. idoping chalk hill (590 feet high}, outside a lagoon, 

on the Mediterranean, founded in 1666, by Louis 
^ XrV., to complete the navigation of the Canal dn 

Midi. The Harbour is made by two moles (one 
A. 1,970 feet long), strengthened by forts at each end, 

and a citadel, and will hold about 400 sail, which 
^ may go in and out at all timet, an advantage enjoyed 
«S by no other port in this quarter. This renders it 
,^ the best starting point for Algeria. It has baths, a 
g^ naval school, M. Doumet's botanic garden and 
c } museum (open, Sunday), Ac, and there are salt 
^ Works on the e'tangt, which are traversed by cause- 
A "Ways and canals towards the Rhone, and towards 
p tlie Canal du Midi. The Due d*Angouldme made 
itf l^is escape on board a ship here, in 1815, when pur- 
*cied by NapoMon. Good water is very scarce, but 
if ^ame and salt are abundantly procured in the lake. 
^ <^.t the head of it is Balarac and its warm taline

Trade in wine, eaux-de-vie, fruit, salt, dried fish, 
sardines, soap, perfumes, liqueurs, grain, staves 
for casks, Ac, and especially *' made wines of all 
kinds and qualities," for the foreign market. 

Steamer to Marseilles, twice a week, in ten to 
twelve hours ; by barge, up the Canal du Midi to 
Toulouse, in thirty-six hours; to Algiers, Ac, 
twice a week, in thirty-four hours ; also to Genoa, 
Leghorn, and Naples, weekly. {See Bbadshaw*s 
Continental Guide). 

Toulouse to Muret, St. Oaudens, Bagn^res- 
de-Luclioii, Tax1)e8, and the Ualadetta, 
in the Pyrenees. 

By rail to Tarbos, 97 miles. 

Toulouse Station, as in Route 66. 

Portet St. Simon (7} miles), up the Garonne, 
which the English army descended, 1814. 

Muret (6 miles), higher up, where the Lougo 
joins, at the suspension bridge, is a sous-prdfoc- 
ture, with a population of 4,300. It was besieged 
1213 by Pedro of Arragon, who was defeated hero 
by Do Montfort. The houses arc brick-built. 
Linens, pottery, Ac, are made. //b<€/.— De France. 

[About 30 kil. west is Lohbbz, a small sous-pre- 
fecture (population, 1,730 only), hi a fertile but 
low spot, up the Save, which frequently breaks 
its banks here. Formerly it was remarkable 
for an Augustine Abbey, which Pope John XII. 
made the seat of a bishop, 1317. 

Longages (8^ mUes), Carbonne m miles), 

and other stations are passed; then 
HartreS-TolOSane (12) mll^s), the Roman 

Calagorris Covenarum, where many busts, coins, 

and other antiquities have been found, now placed 

in the Toulouse museum. 
At the next station, BOUSSens (2} miles) a branch 

rail turns off to St. Girons, up the Salut. 
[It goes by Maz^res-SUr-le-SalUt (6| miles), 

Hi8-Mane-Touille m miics), <fec., to Cau- 

mont (8 miles), above which is St. Ligier, 
with a hospital on the cliffs, which was for- 
merly the bishop's palace ; then 
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8t. Cdrcms (4| miles) where the Lbze and Banp 
Join ; another pretty place, in the moontaina, 
and a sous-pr^fcctore (population 4,600), with 
aspire church, and two bridges of blue marble, 
▼iz^ the Pont Keuf and another. The Palais 
de Justice occupies the old ehdteau. It carries 
on a good trade with Spain, Ac., in wool, 
mules, horses, sheep, cattle, paper, grain, skins, 
Ac. The road goes on to Foix and Tarascon ; 
and a mule path follows the Salut orer the 
Pyrenees. Mon^oie (3 kil. from this), near the 
Audinac waters, is so called after a temple 
which stood on Mons Jovi.s, where a clock- 
tower now stands. At llontcsquiea is an old 
chfttcau.] 

St. Hartory (8| miles), a pretty little village 
on the rocky banks of the Garonne, here crossed 
by a stone bridge, with an old tower at one end, 
and an abbey at the other. Remains of feudal 
castles are near. 

Labarthe-Ixiard (s miles). 

St. Oauddns (7 miles), a sons-prefecture of 
5,300 souls, on a rocky hill-side of the Garonne, 
and a key to this part of the Pyrenees. It was 
the capital of Nibouzan, a part of Commengis, in 
Gascony. The Romanesque diurch is tbe oldest 
in this part and the wallu by the river offer many 
points of view. A good trade in mules, cattle, 
hogs, Ac. 

Hotel.— 'TtQ France. 

Rail to Bagnbrcs-de-Luchon, Toulouse, Bagn^res- 
de-Bigorrc, Tarbes, Pau, Ac. 

tf artres-de-Blvi^re (4 miles), followed by 

Montrejean (4 mllos), the station for Bag- 
nbros-do-Luchon, 24i miles south; standing in a 
fine part of the Garonne, where the Neste joins it. 
Population, 8,700, great knitters. A good six- 
arched bridge crosses the river. To the south of 
this, near St. Bertrand, are the famous grottoes of 
Oargas, the largest in the south of France, in which 
a feudal seigneur kept his prisoners, and which a 
ferocious monster of the last century, called Blaise 
Ferrage^ used as a den. After capturing more than 
thirty women and girls, and having eaten some of 
them (for by all accounts, he was a cannibal), he 
was taken and executed at Toulouse, 1782. 
rrhe road to Ba^nkret-d^lAKhon^ up ihd Garomie 
passes tbo following:'^

of which is its old cathedral church. It was tte 
Roman Lt^fAuMtm Ccfwoenaruni, -where many remaf ns 
have been found, and was a bi8hot»rio till the 
Revolution. 

ESTENOS (d kil.) 

CiBRp (6 kil.), where the Fi(iae tiims fhno tbe 
Garonne, in a fine spot. 
[At 6 kil. east, up the Piqae, is 
St. BiAT, in a most picturesque part ot the Tsl 
d'Arran, at the- bottom of a narrow defile^ 
1,750 feet at>ove the sea. It consists <rft«o 
streets of marble houses, one on each side of 
the river, and joined by a curious stone bridge. 
Oo the east side is the Hdtel de Yille and 
market hall, in one; and parts of the decayed 
fortifications and of a castle (on a rock) ara 
seen, which defended this gate of the mooii- 
tains. 
About 8 kil. above it is Pani du Rol, the Ust 
French station on the frontier, in the middle 
of the Val cTAfran, one of the most beautiful 
in the Pyrenees, and so fertile that it nmnherj 
about 35 villages and hamlets. It is part ot 
Catalonia. 

You ascend it, to visit the sources of the Cktroimi. 
Passing Les Springs and Bososte (16 kil.), and 
Castclleon, you come to a bridge, where tiM 
gorge of Artiques-Tolline turns off from the 
main stream. This gorge leads ap throngli a 
forest, in which is the village of Artiques, then 
a hermitage and hospice, and at length, on tbe 
Plan de Goueon, two principal somres of the 
river (14 kil.) From Bososte, it is 18 kU. up 
the main stream to Vlella (S,860 feet above 
the sea), whence it is 10 kil. to the pass, or 
Port de Yiella (8,145 feet), over the ridge of 
the Pyrenees ; or It is 30 kil. to the eastern 
touree. The path then descends under tiis 
Maladetta (see below) to Tor ; or a path may 
be taken round the west side of the monntaia, 
towards Venasque.] 
Going up the Val de la Pique, from Oierpi, Job 
pass Baren, Sales, Antigna, aiid come to

Population, 8,400. 

A watering-place among the mountains, in the 
defile of Arbouste, in the beautiful valley of 
Lucbon, about 2,000 feet above the sea; green, 
populous, and well sheltered. Its hot sulphur haths 
were known to the Romans by the name of Aqua 
Salnearix Lixoniensx, and altars and inscriptions 
of that people have been found. The principal 
springs arc at the Hdtel des Thermes ; they are use- 
ful in rheumatism, gout, diseases of the skin and 
glands, paralysis, Ac, some are as high as 150** 
temperature. The season is from May to October ; 
baths cost | to li fr. each. 

Coaches to Toulouse, Auch, Bagnferes-de-Bigorre. 
Ttie last is over the hills, vid Arrcau; a horse- 
path across ;the hills to the east, offers very fine 
scenery. Pleasant shaded walks run from the 
baths to different parts of the town; and guides, 
horses, mules, and chaises-it-porteur (chairs ibr 
ladies), can be hired for distant Excursions. 

Among the most striking ofy'eets of notice are,— 

1. Ttic/a//«of JuzdandMontauban. 

2. The village of Cazeril, half-way up a moun- 
tain of tliat name. 

3. The Lac cT Oo, or Secul^jo (18 kil.), up the Val 
de Arbouste (to the west), past Oo, and its old 
castle. The beautiful lake (2,000 yards above the 
8ea\ lies in a deep basin, out of which the water 
slides down 800 feet ; then above it, in a wilder 
spot, is the lake of Souansat, with two others, 
covered with ice ; beyond which is the dangerous 
pcus over the Pyrenees, of the ColdOo (9,750 feet 
above the sea), leading down to Venasque. 

4. The Vai de Lys^ past the ruin of Caste! Yiell 
(old castle) and several falls, to the snowy peak of 
Cabrioules (10,450 feet high). 

0. The Porte de Yenasquo and the Maladetta. 
You reach this (about 20 kll.), up a very rough and 
dlftcolt path, at the end of which yon come at a 
sadden turn to the Col, or Porte de Venasque (7,840 
feet high), a mere granite doorway, cut in the 
ridge of the mountains, and from which the Mold- 
delta (/.«., f ho Accursed), {hd monarch of (h6 i>yri- 



n^es, opens on the viev, to the left. It is eorared 
with snow and glaciers, and was first ascended by 
an adventurous Russian, in 1842. The highett 
summit called Pic de Ndthou, or d'Anothou, ii 
11,318 feet above the sea; an inaccessible ridge to 
the west is 1,000 feet lower. From the Col (which 
is much used, though impassable in winter), the 
path descends to Ycnasqnc, in Sfaix. — {See Bbad^ 
SHAW's Band-Booic to Spain)."] 
Following the rail to Turbes, we come to 
St Laurent-St. Paul (4| mUes), and 
Lannexnezan (6i miles) in department Hautos 
Pyrenees, where the road to Arreau, Ac, turns up 
the Yal de Nestes («.«., of torrents), or Val d*Aure, 
as below. From Lannemezan it is 10^ miles, by 
road, to Bagnbres-de-Bigorre (past the old abbey 
of L'Escaldieu) ; which is otherwise reached by 
rail from Tarbes. 
The next stations are Capvetn (H miles), 

toumay Oh miles), Lespoudy-Laslades (4i 

miles), and 
Tarbes m miles), as in Route 64.

Leches (7 kil.), on the Neste. 

Sabrancolih (7 kil.) higher up the Keste, be- 
tween the hills, was once the fortified capital of 
Aure, and is noted for a bubbling spring, called the 
Vivier, and its quarries of marble, some deep red, 
and veined; while another sort (the Beyr^de), li 
veined also, but of a bright red, and known as 
A ntin marble. Population 1, 1 1 4 . 

Arrbau (9 kil.), a most picturesque place (popu- 
lation 1,650), from any point of view, at the 
Junction of the Aure and Louron, and an entrepot 
for the Val d'Aure, which ranks next to Argelbs 
for life, verdure, and fine scenery, itaize, buck- 
wheat, and rye are grown, but little fruit or whesit. 
At Arrean Is the old church of St. Exup^re, and 
many marble built houses. 

A coach road turns off, west, to Bagt^res-d^ 
Bigorre; and there is a path, east, over the moun- 
tains, to Oo and Secul^Jo lakes, and to Bagnhra-de- 
Luchon ; alsO & path ftp the T^^^de totuon, past 
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Borddres Castle, Frechet, Loudcrvielle, to the Porte 
de la Fez, near the Tic de Gdfios (30 kil.) 

From Arreau, up the Aure, you pass Caddac 
(I kil.)i which has a feudal ruin, and sulphur 
wafers, and stands under the gr&niic Pic cTArbizon^ 
2,723 feet high, to its round top, on which is a 
needle-shaped rock,, 9,250 feet above the sea ; then 
Vicille (7 kil.), and Tramcsalgues (6 kil.), so called 
from its springs (aqtiae), and having an old church 
of the Knights Templars. Hence the path mounts 
up, to Porte de Plan, near Mont Qlarhide (20 kil.); 
another, to the west, goes by Arragnouet (4,830 
fetJt above the sea, near wbiuh is the fall of 
Couplan, 900 feet down) to I'ort de Bielsa (24 kil.), 
and over the Pyrendes, into Spain. {See Buad- 
BiiAW's Hand-Book to Spain.) 

Toulouse to Sayerdun, Foix, Tarascon, Ax, 
Into Spain. 

By rail to Foix (52 miles); thence to Ax, byroad 
(25 miles). 

Toulouse Station, as in Route 66. Thence, 
up the Garonne, you come to 

Portet-St. Simon (7^ miles), where the Aridge 
Joins. Passing up the latter by the junctions of the 
L^ze and Stize, you come to 

Venerque-le-Vemez (7 miles); andAuter- 

lye (6f miles) ; Cintegabelle (3f miles). 

Sayerdun (5f miles), in department Aridge, 
once a Tortified town, and also a Roman station, 
where Greek and Roman coins have been fotmjl. 
Jacques Fouriiier, or Pope Benedict XII. ^ was bom 
here. Population, 4,100. At Maz^res (14 kil. east- 
north-east), near the Lers, Gaston de Foix was 
bom. He was kdled at Ravenna, 1512. It is noted 
for its wine. 

Vemet d'Ari^ge (5 miles). 

Pamiers (5 miles), on the Aridgc, is a sous-prd- 
fecture (population, 7,910), and seat of a bishop, in a 
fertile part, and was founded by Cotmt Roger 11., 
a crusader, who built a castle which ho called 
Apamea after a town In Syria. It came to the 
house of Foix, and was sacked by the Princes of 
Condd, 1628. The castle site is now the Cast diet 
toalk, on a high rock, which commands a fine pros- 
pect over the town and river, the plain and the 
Pyrendes beyond. The town contains a Cathedral, 
rebuilt by Mausurdf except the Gothic tower ; with 



six other churches, a Carmelite convent, large 
hospital, and factories of nails and steel. Wool- 
lens, serges, cheeses, <fec., are made. 
Hotels. — Catala; Douays. 
[At 23 kil. cast is 

MiEEPOix, an industrious place (3,G40 popula- 
tion), at the bridge on the Lers, once a strong 
post of the Albigenses, from whom it was 
taken in the 18th century, and then given to 
Gtti de Levi, one of their leaders, the Marshal 
of the Faith, as he was called. It has a 
curious imfinished church, a large hospice, and 
covered arcades in the public Place. Lalande, 
the astronomer, and Marshal Clauzel were 
bom here. Coach to Bram station. 
Maz d'Azil (25 kil. west of Pamiers), on the St. 
Girons road, in a fertile hollow of the Arize, 
was a fortified stronghold of the Protestants, 
who made a successful defence against Mar- 
shal de Themines, 1625, after three assaults 
and a month's siege. Near this is Carlat, 
where Baj/le, author of the famous " Diction- 
naire Critique,'' was bom.] 
Varillies (5f miles), on the Aridge, has a 
curious grotto near it. 
At 5| miles further the rail ends at 

FOIX. 

Hotels.— Du Rocher (Rock) ; De la Poste ; Des 
Voyagcurs (Travellers). 

Population, 6,610. 

This small capital of department Aridge, on a 
river of the same name^ where the Arget joins it, 
is hid away in a gap among the lower Pyrendes. 
It was the head of a county which grew out of St. 
Volusien's abbey, founded by the lords of Carcas- 
sonne, and of a castle buUt to protect it, by the 
Counts of Foix. Part of the a,bbey serves as the 
Pr^/ectwe, the rest having been bumt down about 
1800. Three Gothic towers of the Castle (used for 
the prison) stand on a high rock to the west ; two 
are square, and the tallest, or keep, is 136 feet 
high. It was built, 13';2, by the famous Gaston de 
Foix, who lived here, but mostly at Orthes. Ho 
was fond of hunting, kept 1,600 dogs, and wrote a 
curious old book on the Chase. The earlier counts 
fought for the Albigenses, against Simon de Mont- 
fort and his crusaders. Through his wife, a 
I daughter of PhUip III. of J^avarre, Gaston sue- 
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ceeded to that kingdom, which afterwards, with 
tho county, came to the French crown, through 
Ilcnry IV. 

The streets flro narrow, and the houses Irregular 
and ancient. An old stone bridge crosses the 
river. St. Volusien's church was built by Count 
Roger II. The Palais de Jitstiee, under the castle 
rocks is of the fifteenth century. There are bar- 
racks, a theatre, college or school, and library of 
8,^00 volumes. 

Small manufactures of woollens, hosiery, &c., 
with a trade in coal and iron (which arc worked in 
the valleys around), and in cattle, cork, resin, 
wine, &c. 

Conveyances to Toulouse and Bram Stations. 
There arc about a dozen passages from here 
through the Pyrenees in this quarter, but none fit 
for carriages. 

From Foix, up the ArUge, you pass 

Tabascon (16 kil.), where the valley of Vic- 
dessos (noted for the La Rnnci iron mines) from 
the south-west falls in, is the Tascodenitari of 
Pliny, and has the round tower of its old castle on 
a rock, with the church of Notre Dame near some 
caves. There are caves or grottoes at Bodeillac 
(to the right) worth notice. Several forges are 
dispersed about this entrepCt 

The road leads on past the baths of Ussat^ and 
Mont St. Barthelemy, to Cabannes (10 kil.), near 
Chateau- Verdun, and a chnpel to the Virgin. At 
Orlu forge (to tho left) there is a fine fall of the 
Ari€gc. Then you come to 

Ax (26 kil. from Tarascon), at the point where 
the three heads of the Aridge join, in a pretty, 
healthy spot, noted for its hot sulphur springs 
(aqua;). They rise up on all sides, and are power- 
ful in obstinate cases of rheumatism, skin diseases, 
scrofula, &c. The season is from June to October. 

Hotels. — De France ; D'Espagne, where, and at 
La Tech, about tliirty of the springs are in use, 
either as water or vapour baths, and for drinking. 
Board, 4 francs; bed and bath^ f franc, each. 
Population, 2,000. 

HospiTALKT (18 kil.), near the Col de Puymau- 
rinSy or pass over tho ridge of the Pyrenees, 6,300 
feet above sea. To the right is tho little Republic 
o/Andorre (population, 15,000); and 20 kil. further 
on, yoa come to Puycerda, across tho Spanish 
frontier where tho roads from Carcassonne and 



Perpignan fall in {see Route G9). The more 
interesting passes of the Pyrendcs, to the west, are 
described in preceding Routes. (See Bbadshaw'8 
/land-Book to Spain.

Narbonnc Station, as in Route C6. 
Pas inj? Ste. Lucie, on an islnnd between the 
canal and Lake Sigonn, nnd over an iron bridge ol 
2r.0 feet span, you come to 

La Nouvelle (13 mile?.), a small port of modem 
date, with a thriving trade with Algiers. Popula- 
tion, 1,520. The ^tung dc Sigcan is the old Rub' 
rensis lucus, near which C'lmvlemaprne defeated the 
Saracens, 737. The line passes Leucale, once a 
Roman staticn (so called from the whiteness of the 
rocks), standing at the head of a lake of the same 
name. 

Salces {IH miles), which was the ancient 5a*- 
.iit!a!, from its mineral waters, has a round donjon 
toicer, built by Charles V., surrounded by low walls 
with towers and corners, ditches, «,tc. Two court 
ladies, implicated in the Brinviliiers poisonings, 
were condemned by Louis XIV. to peq>etaal 
imprisonment in this place. White wine, to 
imitate Tokay, is made, called Via de Afacoabcr, 
The Agly is crossed by a bridge of 394 feet. 

RivesaltdS (6i miles). It stands in the fertile 
pin in of the Agly, having a population of 4,820, 
and a good trade in muscatel trine. 
[At IC kil. west, up the river, is Estagel, a 
pretty i)lace, with a trade in whie, oil, spirits, 
bees, cattle; where Arago, the astronomer, 
and his brother Jacques, the circumnavigator, 
were bom. KOtre Dame des Peines hermi- 
tage is near, on a rock. Grey marblo is 
quarried.— Further up (16 kil.) is St. Paul de 
FenouiHet, among mouutahi rocks, on which 
three old castles are seen; it has a mineral 
spring, and the g^^tto hermitage of St. Antolne 
de Calamus.] 
Le Vernet m miles), on the Tet, aboat 2| 
miles from Perpignan, to which omnibuses runjpro 
tern., over the Aurelian way (which still forms the 
high road into Spain), past the fine castle of 
Castillct. 
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PERPiaHAN. 

HoTiL.— De r Europe. 

Popnlation, 23,460. This chief town of depart- 
ment Pyrenees Orientales (or East Pyrenees), seat 
of a bishop, fortress of the first class, &c., ivas 
formerly (i.e., after the decay of Rucino), the 
capital of Routsillon, a province held by the Visi- 
goths, between the 5th and 8th centuries, then by 
the king of Arragon till it came to France, 1659, 
by the tteaty of the Pyrenees ; but the people are 
almost Spanish in their manners, appearance, and 
language. Of Rucino, just mentioned, all that 
remains are a town and chapel, half-way between 
Perpignan and Canet, towards the sea. 

The town stands on the Tet, II kil. from the 
Mediterranean, in a wide fertile plain, terminated 
by the Pyrendos and the Spanish frontier to the 
south (25 kil.), Mont Ganigou to the south-west 
(85 kil.), and the Corbiferes to the north. There is 
a seven-arched bridge over the Tet, whence there is 
a good prospect ; and another of one arch over the 
Basso, which is a branch of it. Gardens of vines, 
olives, pomegranates, oranges, Ac, are seen out- 
side the brick ramparts. The streets are narrow, 
dark, and paved with pebbles, and the houses 
Spanish-looking, having wooden balconies, &c. 

Outside Porte Ndtrc Dame is the ancient brick 
cMteau of CasWlet, built about 1319, by Sancho, 
king of Majorca, on a high rock, and now used as 
ft prison. It is deeply machicolated, and somewhat 
in the Moorish stylo. Porte Canet leads out to the 
Blanquerles, where the tanners live. Place de la 
Logo, is so called from an old carved Gothic build- 
ing, restored 1843, for the ffdtel de Ville, and for- 
merly used as a theatre. In Place do la Libert^ was 
the Jesuits' Convent, destroyed at the Revolution. 
Near the church of St. Jean le Vieux (the old), 
built in the 11th century, cross-shaped, with a 
square tower, is the 

Cathedral of St. Jean, begun by the kings of Ma- 
jorca (who held the town from James I. of Arragon, 
in the 13ih century), and finished by Louis XI. 
(who took it in 1474, from Jacques II.) Length, 
254 feet ; breadth, 64 ; height, 92, the vault being 
uiisupported by pillars. It has a good screen of 
white marble, and a very ancient font. The old 
churches of the Cordeliers, Carmelites (on the 
Esplanade)^ and Dominicans, deserve notice. St. 
JMcqaea baa a brick towetf restored 1843. 



The Citadel, on a sligh rise above the town, was 
built by Yauban, and includes a large place d'armes, 
barracks, and the donjon castle of the Comtes de 
Roussillon, &c., consisting of eight square towers, 
joined by high walls ; besides an old chapel, which 
serves for the magazhie. A library of I6,0J0 
volumes, and a museum of pictures, Ac, are 
placed in the old Universitff buildlng^a, founded 
by Pedro of Arragon, 1349. It also contains 
Oalile'o's thermometer, a present from Arago. 

There Is a peplni^re, or nursery, besides public 
baths, theatre, a college, priests' seminary, and 
two hospitals, that for the military being in Rue 
St. Martin. At the Jardin de Pharmacle is a 
Virginian tulip tree, planied 1769, sixty feet high. 
Since 1800, a government bergerie, for breeding 
merino sheep, has been established here. H. 
Rigaud, the pabiter, and Madame Tasto, the 
poetess, were bom in this town. 

Linen and woollen stuffs, playhig cards, bricks, 
oil, eaux-de-vie, &c., are made ; and there is a 
trade in cork, wine, iron, &c. 

Coaches to Spain, fot which the Spanish consul 
will wV passports (at 6 f r.) Rail to Port Vendres, 
nie, Ac. Four routes may be taken into Spain :— « 
1. That by Port Vendres and the coast. 2. On the 
Aurelinn way, or high road, vid Bellegarde (A). 

3. Up the Tt»ch, by C^ret and Mont Canigou (B). 

4. Up the Tech, by Ille, Prades, and Mont Louis (C). 
[From Perplgimn to Port Vendres by rctil, passes 

Elne (8 miles), near the Tech, the ancient 
Illiberis, which was once strongly fortified, and 
has a Romanesque church of the 1 1th century, 
with two towers and an elegant cloister, as late 
in some parts as the 15th century. 

Then Palau-del-Vidre ( f mile), ArgAhB' 

811T-Mer (3| miles), and Golliottre (^ miles), 
a port fit for small craft only ; population, 3.300. 
It was the Roman Cauco-HIiberis, rebu'ilt by 
the Counts of Roussillon. 
Port Vendres (2J miles) on the Mediterranean, 
near Cape Beam, the Partus Veneris of th« 
Romans, surrounded by hills, and improved for 
deep vessels by Louis XVI., to whom there ti 
a pillar of Roussillon marble, 103 fee high, ti 
is a fourth class fortress. Here the cactus 
begin to show. A pass leads south, by the Col 
de Danyuls and the coast to Rosas, in CaU- 
Ionia.]

L'^CLUSB (5 kil.), the old Clausura^ with a de- 
cayed fort. 

B^LLEOAUOB (5 kil.), a fort on the very frontier 
of Spain, erected to defend the pass of the Pyrc- 
ndcs, here called CW de Perthus. The town, built 
1674 by the Spaniards, was surroonded with bas- 
tions by Louis XIV., in one of which General 
Dn? mmicr, killed, 1791, in the Spanish war, was 
buried; but his remains, with those of General 
Dagobert, are now at Perpigrnan. Here Pompey, 
on the Summum Pvrenxum (as he called it, though 
it is in reality one of the lowest points), built a 
column, stating that, *' from the Alps to the further 
end of Spain he had reduced 867 cities to the 
Roman rule ;* ' which, with the altar added by Cossar, 
is gone. At 24 kil. further is Junquera, the first 
town in SPAiy, on the road to Figueras and Bar- 
celona. {See Bkadshaw's Iland-Bock to Spain.) 

(B) Up the Tech, by C^ret and Mont 

Ganiffou. 

Distance, about 31 miles. 

From Perpignan to Le Buulau (as above). Then 
comes 

C^KET (8 kil. south-west), up the Tech, above 
the curious one-arch bridge, 149 feet span from rock 
to rock, 80 from the water, only 14 broad, buili 
1336. It is a sous-prdfccture of 3,519 souls, and an 
old place with modem faubourgs beyond the o\C 
walls. It has a large public fountain. St. Ferdol 
hermitage is near. The Commission of 1660 mei 
here, to settle the boundaries of France and Spain 

Fort-les-Bains (7 kil.), so called from a moun- 
tain fort, and the sulphur springs below it, used by 
patients afflicted with rheumatism, paralysis, &c. 
Fish and game are plentiful. There is a militai^ 
hospital here. 

AuLES-suR-TEcn (5 kil.) has the ancient church 
of St. Benoit's Abbey (founded 778), in the porch 
of which is the grey marble tomb of two saints, 
brought from Rome in the 11th century. Poprla- 
Uun, 'i,000 



[About 5 kil. west-north-west, up a branch of 
the Tech, is Cossavt, near a precipice, 880 feet 
down ; whence it is almost 10 kil. by male* 
paths and serrated ridges, and hard dimbing 
to the top of 
Mont Canigou, the highest peak of the East P3rro« 
n^cs, 1,464 toises, or 9,298 feet above the sea, 
and visible 30 leagues round. It Is covered 
with snow seven months in the year, and 
shows signs of having been formerly worked 
for minerals. The mountains in this quarter 
are not bare, but edged with forests of pinoa, 
oak, ash, chestnut, cork, Ac] 
Le Sauveur-le-Tech (8 kil.) 
Prats-de-Mollo (5 kil.), a small fortified moon- 
taiu-post, strengthened by old Gothic walls, and 
the fort of La Garde, built by Vauban. Popu- 
lation, 8,500. A path leads over the ridge of the 
Pyrenees to Campredon, on the Sptmish side (18 
kil.), on the river Ter. To the west near the head 
of tlie Tech, are the warm mineral waters of La 
Prcste, close to the grotto of Britches, and to quar- 
ries of veined marble and bi eccia. 

(C) Up the Tet, by Frades and Mont 

Louis. 

Distance, about 43 miles, partly by rail to llle. 
Leavhig Perpignan (as above), the next station 
is 

Le Soler (5 miles); then St. Felln d'Ayail (3 

miles), and Mlllas ( ^ miles). 

lUe (6| miles), a small town at the end of the 
plain of Perpignan, with old turretted walls, and 
once noted for peaches and other fruits. The 
church is built of rough marble. 

The rail ends at Bouletem^re, 2| miles 
further. Follow the road to 

YiNCA (2^ miles), where a stream from Mont 
Canigou falls hi, after passing Valmanya (1 1 kil. 
south), a mining village, by which the mountain 
.nay be ascended, by a good climber, and a descent 
.nade to Aries, on the opposite side. 

Prauks (10 kil.), a small sons-prefecture (popu- 
lation, 8,200), in a fertile hollow of the mountair.f, 
i)uilt 884. It contains a college, hospice, a good 
church, and (near it) remains of St. Martin de 
Cuxa abbey. Trade in com, wine, wool, hemp, Ac. 
rho Cani;roii may bo reached about 12 klL south. 
)j way of Tuurinya. 
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[At 6 kil. north-north-west is Mditg or Moligt, 

a small place (population, COO), in a gorge of 

the Castillanc, noted for its twelve warm 

springs (temperature 90* to 100"), which are 

useful for indigestion, ulcers, chronic muscular 

oomplahits, nervous diseases; and frequented 

July to September. Board, 8^ to 4i fr. a day.] 

YiLLEFSANcuE (5 kU.), a third class fortress, in 

a deep gorge at the bottom of the diifs which hem 

in the Tet, here lined by two streets of red marble 

houses. It was built by Vauban for Louis XIV., 

who banished some of his court ladies here. On 

the south side, beyond the ramparts, is Coba- 

Bastfere grotto. Population, 700. 

[To the south, up the valley of the Conflent, is 

Vernet (8 kil.), a pretty village, known for its 

hot springs. About 3 kil. higher up the side of 

Mont Canigou, on a rocky height, are the pic- 



turesque remains (a good tower, &c.), of 8t. 
Martin's Abbey^ founded in this desolate spot, 
1101, by Gaiffred, Comte de Cerdagne and 
Conflent, to expiate the murder of his nephew. 
In winter it is covered with snow, and in- 
habited by wolves.] 

Oletts (9 kil.), where two streams Join the Tit 

Thubs-kn-Travaills (5 kil.), has soToral hot 
sulphur springs^ one of which, the Cascade, is up to 
IGO" temperature. 

FoNTiPBDHOUZE (5 kil.), in a pretty part of the 
Tet, near a fall, and several good points of view. 

MoNT-Louis (5 kil.), beyond which is the head 
of the Segrc, with Bourg-Madam, on the Spanish 
frontier^ near Puycerda, where the route from Tou-
